ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Crry CouNcIL: 


We are assembled by the returning year to assume 
our official labors and responsibilities, under circum- 
stances of general prosperity and encouragement. 
That Gracious Being whose directing providence may 
be seen not less in the affairs of men, than in the 
beautiful ordersand harmony of the physical universe, 
has continued to our beloved city the possession of 
those high intellectual and social privileges which have 
been her distinctive characteristics in the days that are 
past. Durmg the year just closed, no desolating 
pestilence has visited her borders, sweeping promis- 
cuous multitudes from her streets. No devouring 
conflagrations have laid waste her property or dwell- 
ings. Domestic discord has found no resting place 
in the hearts of her people. <A thriving commerce 
continues to bear its treasures to her wharves ;— iron 
roads gather the fruits of the forest, the field, and 
the factory ; while industry everywhere meets its full 
reward, and crowning plenty scatters her bounty with 


unsparing hand. The supremacy of law is universally 
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recognized, and its authority respected; the love of 
knowledge is still vigorous and aspiring, and the 
principles of a life-giving Christianity are widely 
diffused and reverently cherished. For us who are 
called to the administration of affairs, there remain 
the same incentives to fidelity and duty which have 
stimulated those whose labors are held in grateful 
recollection, and the light of high example still beckons 
us onward to a like career of usefulness and honor. 

It will not be deemed inappropriate that this 
occasion be improved to express my grateful and 
profound obligations to my fellow citizens for the 
distinguished favor renewedly received at their hands; 
and my thanks for the flattering approval of the 
policy and results of the past year’s labors, which 
they have manifested by returning with such una- 
nimity to these halls, so many of those who divided 
with me their responsibility and toil. Although the 
man who cherishes a just sense of his obligations will 
not be deterred from the independent performance 
of his duty, as he understands it, by the fear of 
popular disapproval, yet there is no reward more 
grateful to its recipient, and scarcely a higher evidence 
of liberality of mind in the community which bestows 
it, than the exercise of an unprejudiced judgment in 
support of the motives and actions of men, either in 
public or private life. The favor which I have received 


in this connection, will be cherished as long as life and 
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memory shall last; and I add to this tribute of my 
thanks, the assurance that whatever abilities I possess 
will be faithfully devoted to the promotion of the 
best interests of my fellow citizens, without prejudice 
and without partiality. 

The circumstances under which we are assembled 
are somewhat peculiar in another particular. Leaving 
the fierce conflict of political strife to other and more 
appropriate fields, our fellow citizens have undertaken 
the experiment of a municipal administration based 
upon a different system of representation. And when 
we consider that, whatever differences of opinion may 
exist respecting matters of national concern, these 
differences can scarcely enter, to any considerable 
degree, into the local affairs of separate municipal 
corporations, and that the points of difference, affect- 
ing the welfare of citizens of the same community, 
must necessarily be small, compared with the over- 
whelming points of harmony ; the wisdom and justice 
of uniting all opinions and interests in the manage- 
ment of these affairs, becomes forcibly apparent. 

The universality of this opinion was demonstrated 
at the recent election, when all the existing political 
organizations, though differmg somewhat respecting 
the manner of accomplishing the result, were unani- 
mous in their acknowledgment of the correctness 
and value of the principle of general representation. 


Should this system continue to receive general appro- 
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bation, its tendency would undoubtedly be, to draw 
into the public service persons of intelligence, leisure 
and experience, who now shrink from the ordeal of 
partizan elections. And should it be deemed expedient 
hereafter so to change the executive departments of 
the government as to prolong the term of service, 
much of the danger of hasty and incompetent legisla- 
tion would disappear, and other important advantages 
be secured. 

Having given a somewhat extended examimation 
of several of the leading objects m our municipal 
affairs, and my views concerning them, in a former 
communication which I had the honor to make to the 
City Council, it is not necessary that I should again 
go over the same particulars, excepting in those cases 
where further and immediate attention is demanded. 
I will, however, improve the opportunity which this 
first convention of the present City Council affords, 
to place before you such other particulars of public 
interest as may seem to be worthy of your consid- 
eration, which, together with those that have been 
previously discussed, may afford a general portraiture 


of our affairs at the present moment. 


FINANCES. 


In proceeding to the statement of particular items, 


it is proper to give precedence to our fiscal affairs. 
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The following statement, based upon the report of 
the Committee on the Reduction of the City Debt, 
will exhibit the financial condition of the city on the 
24th of December, 1856, as accurately as 1t can now 
be presented ; and, also, this condition compared with 


the corresponding period in 1856.

Of this increase of debt, all but $56,500 has been 
applied to the liquidation of debts incurred by pre- 
ceding administrations, and not provided for by them ; 
and of this sum, even, $20,500 have been appropriated 
for the settlement of nine law suits, which have been 
the subjects of long and expensive litigation, with the 
prospect of ultimate verdicts against the city. The 
remaining $36,000 have been expended in rebuilding 
the Federal street Bridge, leading to South Boston, 
¢6,000 of which will be returned to the treasury by 
the Dorchester Avenue Railroad Campany, under an 
agreement made with that corporation. The actual 
addition to the debt by the government of last year, is, 
therefore, but $50,000, and that for a work of perma- 
nent necessity, which does not come by previous custom 
into the class of current expenses covered by the annual 
appropriations. Indeed, but for the necessity of pro- | 
viding large sums for obligations previously incurred 
and not now enumerated, this statement would exhibit 
a considerable reduction of the debt. 

It may form a matter for your consideration, how 
far this indebtedness shall be allowed to increase ; and if 


it shall be checked, by what means such a result shall 
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be accomplished. At present there are but two ways 
_ provided for reducing the debt; one is by raising by 
taxation $60,000 per annum, and appropriating it to 
this purpose, and the other by appropriating in like 
manner the proceeds of the sales of the public lands. 
Experience has proved that notwithstanding the appro- 
priation of $60,000 annually to the reduction of the 
debt, not only this sum, but all the proceeds of the 
land sales, are insufficient to keep the debt from 
increasing. The cause of this increase is the necessity 
of annually undertaking enterprises which are not 
anticipated at the time when the annual appropriation 
bill is passed, and for which, consequently, special loans 
must be authorized; and also of providing for those per- 
manent works which appear to be proper subjects for 
loans rather than for immediate taxation. To suspend 
these works would be a calamity greater than an 
increasing debt; and the proper policy undoubtedly is, 
to avoid alike too much parsimony and too much 
extravagance by making suitable provision for the 
public convenience and comfort at the necessary cost. 
The $60,000 per annum are raised by virtue of the 
ninth section of the Ordinance on Finance, which re- 
quires that a sum equal to three per cent. on the capital 
of the city debt shall be thus annually appropriated. 
This ordinance has always been interpreted as applying 
to the city debt proper, and not to the water debt, upon 


which latter nothing is raised for this purpose. I com- 
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mend to your consideration the expediency of so chang- 
ing the ordinance as that the requirement of three per 
cent. annually, or some less rate, to be paid by taxation, 
shall apply to the consolidated debt, instead of to the 
city debt only. Another means of remedying the evil 
of an increasing debt, would be to make special pro- 
vision for the payment of all extraordinary works by 
instalments to be raised at intervals by taxation within 
specified periods from the time they are undertaken. 
Care should also be taken that the appropriations 
annually made are amply sufficient for all the purposes 
which can be anticipated, and that, so far as is practi- 
cable, the expenditures in each department shall be 


kept within its specific appropriation.

The great necessity of additional street enlargements 
continues to impress the minds of our fellow-citizens, and 
to form one of the most important items of municipal 
labor. During the past winter, application was made to 
the legislature by the city, for the enactment of a law 
authorizing the assessment of estates for a portion of 
the benefit which they may derive from street improve- 
ments; which application was unsuccessful. I have 
nothing to add to the argument which has already been 
presented upon this subject, but I have failed to hear 


any satisfactory reason assigned why individual property 
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holders should be allowed on the one hand, to delay or 
frustrate important public improvements, or, on the other, 
to share largely and immediately in the advantages of 
such improvements without contributing proportion- 
ally to their cost. The amount of appropriations and 
expenditures during the past year, for widening and 
extending streets, and building and repairing bridges, 
has been $407,922 ; and yet improvements of this class 
are demanded by the public convenience, and if tempo- 
rarily suspended, must be more vigorously prosecuted 
thereafter. In many of the older streets prospective 
widenings have already been projected, and will be 
gradually accomplished, through a series of years, by 
the process of rebuilding. There are other places 
where widenings should be undertaken as early as 
practicable, and on a scale of some magnitude, if the 
additional expense arising from increased valuation by 
delay would be avoided. But until such an act can be 
obtained as shall afford some relief to the city without 
being burthensome to the estate holders, I recommend 
that few of these works be undertaken, unless the 
abutters evince a readiness to codperate in their accom- 
plishment. Among this latter class, and one worthy of 
special consideration and endeavor, is the opening of a 
new avenue from the central to the southerly section 
of the city. The great increase of business in the 
vicinity of Milk, Federal, Congress and Pearl streets, 


with the prospect of a similar increase in Franklin, 
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Summer, and other streets at an early period; the 
enlarged communication with South Boston,—one of the 
most flourishing sections of our territory,— together with 
the prospective opening and extension of Albany street, 
and the constantly increasing business of the great lines 
of railroads which terminate on the South Cove, ren- 
der necessary some relief to the thoroughfares between 
these two sections. Various proposals have at times 
been suggested to this end, prominent among which 
has been the opening of Chauncy street, which has 
been accomplished; and connected therewith the wid- 
ening of Hawley street from Summer to Milk street. 
This scheme is now rendered impracticable by the 
erection of an expensive structure on the corner of 
Hawley and Summer streets. The widening of Arch 
street has also its advocates. But in seeking a new ave- 
nue in this direction, it is desirable to open it not only 
where it may be done at the least expense, but also 
where it shall be most convenient and most direct from 
poit to point. Among all the routes yet suggested, 
no one seems to possess more claims than the follow- 
ing:— Commencing at the square in Summer street, 
from which radiate Summer, High, South, Lincoln 
and Bedford streets, pass through Winthrop place to 
Franklin street, cross Franklin street, and widen . 
Odeon avenue to Milk street, and Devonshire street 
to Water street, thus forming a direct line from State 
street to the Worcester railroad, and thence by the 
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collateral streets east of the railroads, to South Boston ; 
and by way of Winthrop and Otis places, and Kingston 
and Albany streets, to the Neck lands and Roxbury. 
This improvement, besides affording additional street 
accommodations, would bring into use for business pur- 
poses a large amount of property now otherwise and 
less profitably employed. I have reason to believe that 
should this measure find favor with the City Council, 
they will be met in the spirit of great liberality by the 
merchants and property holders along the line of the 
proposed improvement, and that the whole may be 
speedily accomplished at a cost which will warrant the 
undertaking. Another improvement which appears to 
me of great importance is the widening of Tremont 
street from Boylston to a point beyond Pleasant street. 
The great increase in population within the city proper 
must naturally be expected in the extreme southerly 
part of the city, where the lands are not already fully 
occupied. Such has been the increase for several years 
past; and added to this must be the immense increase 
of travel to Roxbury, and Brookline, creating the 
necessity of additional means of communication with 
the heart of the city from that direction. 

The City Council, several years ago, with enlight- 
ened forecast and liberality, established the width of 
Tremont street, from Dover street to the Roxbury line, 
at one hundred feet, rendering it one of our finest ave- 


nues. Washington street, between these two points, is 
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also of great width; and between Washington street 
and Tremont is Shawmut avenue, which commences 
at the Roxbury line, with a prospect of early being 
continued in that city, and terminates in Dover street, 
where it discharges its travel to continue through 
Washington or Tremont street, both of which grow 
narrow as they approach the centre of the city. Wash- 
ington street can only be widened very gradually, and 
probably its width will never be materially increased. 
From the railroad bridge to the Common, Tremont 
street is very narrow. On the westerly side of this 
street the buildings, for the most part, are of small 
value, and | commend to your consideration the expe- 
diency of establishing a degree of prospective widening, 
which shall render this portion, as fast as it shall be 
rebuilt, more nearly commensurate with that beyond. 
Other improvements of this class, in other sections of 
the city, will be demanded, as opportunity for accom- 
plishing them shall offer, prominent among which is the 
extension of Charles street to Leveret street, the initia- 


tive to which has already been made. 


BACK BAY IMPROVEMENTS. 


Among the prospective improvements deserving of 
particular notice by the City Council, is the addition to 
our building territory upon the Back Bay, so called. 
For many years the extensive flats west of Charles 


aN 
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street, and more recently west of the public garden, 
have been the subject of vexed and irreconcilable con- 
troversy. Sundry parties claimed therein rights, titles, 
privileges and easements of various descriptions, the 
fruit of occasional and disconnected legislation, which 
rendered the adoption of any systematic and rapid im- 
provement of the territory impossible. As this region 
*has long been the subject of conjectural and speculative 
improvement, it may be interesting to know some- 
thing of the history of the city’s rights therein, the 
nature of the settlement which has just been accom- 
plished, and the advantages which are likely to result 
from it. Not to go back beyond the point of time nec- 
essarily involved in this settlement, nor to presume 
to state every particular, it may be said, in general, that , 
previous to the year 1827, the city held the fee of 
about one hundred acres of flats in the Back Bay; that 
in that year, for considerations deemed to be sufficient 
and satisfactory, the city ceded to the Boston Water 
Power Company all its right, title and interest in these 
lands, and received in turn, as was supposed, an ease- 
ment of drainage for the adjacent lands which form, in 
a measure the natural water-shed to the basin. 

Among the advantages which the city was to derive 
from this arrangement, and probably the most impor- 
tant of all, was the agreement on the part of the 
Boston Water Power Company, that the water in the 


basin nearest the shore should be kept at a certain 
; | 
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specified depression below high water mark;— an ar- 
rangement very convenient for them to fulfil, inasmuch 
as the action of their mills by tide water rendered it 
necessary that the water should always be less in the dis- 
charging than in the receiving basin, in order to. secure 
the requisite head and fall. This depression of water 
in the basin nearest the shore drained sundry acres of 
land belonging to the city; and thereby placed them 
during the continuance of this agreement, beyond the 
action of tide waters. This depression of the water also 
afforded convenient drainage for the territory adja- 
cent to that which was exposed by it. To depress 
and remove the water appeared to be equivalent 
to raising the land; and the valuable consideration 
received by the city was the saving of the cost of 
raising all this adjacent territory by artificial means. 
Although this arrangement was made under circum- 
stances of probability which justified its consummation, 
yet a change of these circumstances subsequently 
involved the city in great embarrassment and difficulty 
concerning the territory in question. The embarrass- 
ment was this: The water in the shore basin being, as 
was supposed, permanently depressed, the grade of the 
streets and the elevation of the buildings thereon was 
fixed with reference to drainage into that basin, —a 
grade actually several feet below high water mark ; and 
when buildings were multiplied largely in this vicinity, 
and at the same time the use of the basin by the Water 
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' Power Company, became irregular and less extensive 
than formerly, the drainage upon these flats, and their 
frequent and protracted exposure, with an accumu- 
lation of animal and vegetable matter, rendered the 
Back Bay a nuisance, in the ordmary sense of that 
term, to the neighborhood and to the city. The 
dilemma in which the city was placed, therefore, and 
from which it is not yet fully delivered, is that it 
claimed and depended upon the right to drain into a 
territory which was rendered a public nuisance by the 
exercise of this right. In seeking relief from this 
dilemma, in 1850, a large sewer was laid through the 
portion of Tremont street between Dedham and Dover 
streets, and through Dover street, discharging at the 
bridge into the eastern channel. Thig sewer afforded 
relief, and was a tolerable substitute for the Back Bay 
drainage; but more recently a new difficulty has arisen. 
The sewer under consideration discharged its contents 
_into tide water; whereas the territory to be drained 
was below high water mark, and could therefore dis- 
charge only at low water. The rapid covering of the 
territory depending upon this sewer with houses, has 
so far overburdened it, that when a heavy fall of 
rain occurs in conjunction with high tide, there is 
lability to an overflow of water into these houses, 
owing to the incapacity of the sewer, while its sluice 
gates are closed by the tide. The last legislature 
of this Commonwealth converted the Boston Water 
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Power Company substantially into a land company ; 
and in connection the Commonwealth and this Company 
have devised a scheme of extensive improvements, by 
filling up the Back Bay, and adapting the territory to 
building purposes. 

It may here be remarked that both the Common- 
wealth and the Water Power Company denied that 
the city of Boston had any right whatsoever in this 
territory, not excepting even the right to drain into 
it; and the improvements which they contemplated 
were projected on a plan which disregarded such a 
right. By the agreement finally concluded, however, 
the Commonwealth and the Water Power Company 
have agreed to furnish the city with an artificial channel 
for drainage, inyplace of the natural one which their 
improvements destroy. This consists of a sewer com- 
mencing at, or near, Camden street, in the vicinity of 
the Messrs. Chickerine’s building on Tremont street, 
and running nearly parallel to the Providence railroad, - 
to a point nearly opposite Dedham street; thence 
across the Back Bay, and discharging through the Mill 
Dam into Charles river. 

In the opinion of competent judges, this sewer will 
be of ample dimensions for the purpose; it being 
three feet in diameter in Camden street, and nine feet 
at its outlet. The City, under the indenture, will build 
a street and sewer in continuation of Dedham street, 


and connecting with the main sewer at the junction of 
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the two arms to be built by the State and the Water 
Power Company. 

The City has also the right to enter this main and 
collateral sewers, ad libitum, at its own expense. This 
arrangement will afford ample relief to the sewerage of 
the territory included under the indenture of 1827, be- 
fore alluded to, as soon as it can be carried into effect. 
The settlement of this matter must be regarded by all 
who are familiar with the subject, and by all who 
may hereafter investigate it, as one of the most impor- 
tant transactions in which the city has been concerned 
formany years. It has put an end to a long and harass- 
ing controversy between sundry parties, has rendered 
certain to the city an important and almost indispensa- 
ble privilege which has been involved in doubt, and this 
almost without cost to its treasury; and it looks to the 
conversion of an unsightly and pestiferous marsh into 
solid territory, to be covered with taxable property of 
the highest class, whose aggregate valuation will be 
estimated by millions of dollars. I cannot leave this 
subject without bestowing the highest commendation 
upon the liberality of the projectors of these splendid 
improvements. They are in keeping with the most 
enlightened taste, the broadest conceptions of conven- 
1ence, comfort and ornament, and cannot fail to reflect 
lasting honor upon those by whom they are planned 
and executed. When the whole shall have been incorpo- 


rated within our own municipal limits, and these plans 
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consummated in spacious avenues and squares, rendered 
more attractive by the magnificent central street of 240 
feet in width, and adorned with elegant and costly dwell- 
ings, cultivated gardens, spacious walks and carriage 
ways, and malls, together with all the ornaments 
which private wealth and luxurious taste shall bestow, 
this section of our city will present attractions scarcely 
surpassed by the most celebrated thoroughfares of the 
cities of the old world. 

It may be proper to state, in connection with the mat- 
ter of the sewerage involved in the Back Bay agree- 
ment, and which, when carried into effect, will relieve 
the houses built upon low lands at the south part of 
the city, that in the meantime some temporary means 
of relief should be provided for them, either by pump- 
ing at the end of the Dover street and other outlets, at 
certain times, or by such other means as may be 
preferred. This relief is due to the neighborhood in 
question, and I trust it will receive the earliest atten- 
tion practicable. Some general law relative to the 
power of constructing sewers appears necessary. It 
has been doubted, occasionally, whether the city pos- 
sesses the right to lay drains in, or through, lands which 
it does not own or use for the purpose of public streets 
or ways. Cases not unfrequently occur in which drains 
are essential not only to the convenience, but to the 
health of its citizens; and in a matter of so great public 


importance, it is reasonable that the city should have 
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undoubted authority to take such easements in land of 
individuals as may be necessary in this respect, by 


aying therefor an adequate compensation.

PUBLIC LANDS. 


The public lands have received careful and judicious 
management, during the past year, and the demand for 
lots continues unabated. There remain of these lands 
unsold, in the city proper, above or south of Dover 
street, 1,434,604 square feet, the estimated value of which 
is $875,000. This is exclusive of the South Bay terri- 
tory, which contains 2,267,000 square feet, the esti- 
mated value of which is $906,800. The city also 
owns at South Boston, including flats and exclusive of 
streets, about 4,000,000 square feet of land, of the 
estimated value of $1,000,000. 

The proceeds of sales, during the past year, have 
amounted to about $106,600. However desirable it 
may be to accomplish a reduction of liabilities by the 
sale of these lands, another advantage of almost equal 
importance is the increase of taxable property upon 
them, and the accommodation which they afford for 
population within the city. Since April last,—a term of 
only nine months,— the foundations have been laid of 
175 houses, which are now nearly or quite completed, in 
that portion of the city between Dover street and the 


Roxbury line. These houses will average in value 
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$7,000 each, amounting in the aggregate to $1,225,000 ; 
and if to these be added the number of houses which 
have been built or completed during the year, in this 
section only, the aggregate would not be less than 300 
houses, not including wooden structures. With the 
view of continuing similar improvements, I renewedly 
commend the policy of disposing of these lands at 
moderate prices, with conditions for immediate im- 
provement, and of making no sales of land to lie 
unimproved for speculative investments. It is also ex- 
pedient that liberal appropriations of land should be 
made upon the unoccupied territory for public pur- 
poses, that the streets be made of ample dimensions, 
and that they be diversified by parks and squares. 
Such a policy, I feel assured, will be found by experi- 
ence to be justified not less on the score of economy 
than by considerations of health, recreation and orna- 
ment. And when it is taken into account that, how- 
ever appropriated at the outset, the character of these 
lands is probably thereby determined for a century to 
come, the latter considerations rise to paramount im- 
portance. 

By the provisions of an ordinance recently adopted, 
the management of this great land interest will here- 
after be guarded by a somewhat permanent Board, 
whose constitution secures the aid of experience in the 
management of its details, and yet leaves the deter- 
mination of all results to the government of each 


current year.

The tract of land known as South Bay territory and 
which -lies east of Harrison avenue, and between 
Malden and Chester streets extended, has for many 
years occasioned great expense, and much embarrass- 
ment. In April, 1848, a contract was made by the 
city for filling up these flats, which work, with some in- 
terruptions, much controversy, change of plans, Xc., 
has been prosecuted until the present time. Much 
money has been here expended to little benefit ; the 
reasons for which are too numerous and too compli- 
cated to admit of brief statement. I am happy to be 
able to say, however, that the work is now progressing 
upon a plan which promises sufficient stability when 
completed, and there is reason to hope that it will be 
finished during the coming season. When completed, 
one demand for considerable expenditure will cease, 
and these lands will be a source of income. They are 
of great extent, and will afford excellent wharf accom- 
modations for vessels of small draft, and also accommo- 
dations for buildings for mechanical and manufacturing 


purposes, for which they are well adapted. 


PUBLIC INSTITUTIONS. 


I approach the subject of our public charitable and 
reformatory institutions with some embarrassment. 
While we enjoy a reputation in this department, tran- 

f , 
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scending that of any other city on this continent, if not 
in the world; and while there is much which is worthy 
of high commendation; it cannot be disguised, that 
this very reputation may induce a spirit of complacent 
and contented apathy, which is at war with a healthy 
progress in this direction. The most remarkable phase 
which our institutions at present afford, is the para- 
mount provision which has been made for crime, rather 
than for misery and misfortune, — the result, it may be 
feared, of a sickly and sentimental sympathy with the 
lot of those who are overtaken in their warfare upon 
the best interests of society, and who are therefore 
made the subjects of that discipline which the experi- 
ence of all mankind declares to be necessary, and ac- 
cording to which all systems of rewards and punish- 
ments must be interpreted. While we have a structure 
of surpassing elegance and comfort, erected and fur- 
‘nished at immense cost, as a house of detention for 
criminals; and a large investment in almost equally 
elegant and comfortable Houses of Correction, of which 
too, we have duplicates, one at South Boston, and one 
at Deer Island; the honest poor, the virtuous sons and 
daughters of misfortune, helpless infancy and equally 
helpless old age not excepted, may be found huddled 
together in temporary wooden buildings, insecurely con- 
structed for protection, either against the inclemencies 
of winter, the oppressive heats of summer, or the con- 


stant peril of conflagration ; and even these accommoda- 
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tions are divided with those who are sentenced to the 
institution for criminal offences. Such a condition of 
things in our pauper department is not in keeping with 
the intelligence and moral sense of this community, nor 
with that bounteous liberality which in this and other 
particulars, has always characterized the people of 
Boston. 

It is due to truth and to the public reputation to say, 
that this state of things is the result, not of design, but 
of accident ; that it has arisen mainly from a change 
in the amount and character of immigration, and from 
a change in the policy of the Commonwealth respect- 
ing the support of its own paupers; neither of which 
changes could have been anticipated, and for neither of 
which were our pauper arrangements adapted. There 
is now no reason for continuing these unsuitable and 
inadequate accommodations for the poor. Doubtless 
other provisions would long since have been made, but 
for the differing policy and views of succeeding munici- 
pal administrations, and the real difficulty of so com- 
prehending the actual necessities of each department 
of our institutions, and so arranging and disposing of 
the property at present appropriated to their use, as 
shall be justified by future wants and experience. 
Under the head of Public Institutions we embrace the 
House of Correction, the House of Industry, the House 
of Reformation for Juvenile Offenders, and the Lunatic 


Hospital. Appropriated to the use of these institutions

are the whole of Deer Island, and 987,745 square feet 
of land at South Boston — being at least twice as much 
land as is necessary for this purpose. At South Boston 
are an old stone building, formerly used for an Alms 
house, the Insane Hospital, the House of Correction, 
and the House of Reformation. Of these, the old 
Almshouse is vacant and unsuitable for its former pur- 
pose. ‘The Insane Hospital is well located, of sufficient 
capacity for present purposes, and though not a model 
building, has, on the whole, but few deficiencies, and 
those not of the most important character. The House 
of Correction buildings are of sufficient capacity and 
are well arranged and convenient. The House of 
Reformation is not well located for such a purpose, and 
its capacity is insufficient. At Deer Island are the resi- 
dence of the Superintendent, who is also Port Physician, 
the temporary buildings for the Almshouse, and a mas- 
sive and extensive brick structure built for an Alms- 
house, capable of accommodating not only our local 
poor, but a large number of State paupers, now with- 
drawn. This building has been in part altered within 
two years into a House of Correction, and is at present 
under the control of the Board of Overseers of that 
Institution. The original cost of this building and the 
subsequent alterations upon and within it amount to 
not far from $350,000. This large property has long 
stood idle, and is now appropriated to no use whatever. 


Much of the property within it is of a character to be 
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rapidly impaired, such as the numerous and valuable 
locks upon the cells, the apparatus for heating, &c., 
besides the general and gradual decay of the whole 
edifice, for want of those small repairs and that con- 
stant attention which ordinary use would secure to it. 
The cost of this building at Deer Island, is probably 
nearly equal to the value of the buildings at South 
Boston. No argument is necessary to demonstrate the 
absurdity of keeping property of the value of several 
hundred thousand dollars, appropriated to those institu- 
tions in each locality, one-half of which will remain 
year after year unoccupied, and with ho prospect what- 
ever that both will ever be required for one and the 
same purpose. In my former communication to the 
City Council, | recommended the consolidation of the 
government of these several institutions, which are now 
under different supervision, into one Board, in a man- 
ner and for considerations then set forth. One of the 
greatest services to be sought under such a Board as is 
there recommended, is a judicious and impartial dis- 
position of the surplus property in this department, and 
the adoption of some policy according to which future 
wants therein shall be supplied and improvements made. 
The House of Correction being a County Institution, 
an act of the Legislature will be necessary to effect this 
consolidation; and I recommend that the requisite ap- 
plication be made at the ensuing session. Should it be 


deemed inexpedient or impracticable to effect this new 
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organization, I may take occasion at an early period to 
submit further considerations to the City Council 
respecting the disposal of these institutions. And I 
now recommend to your investigation, the expediency 
of removing the paupers at Deer Island, and also the 
inmates of the House of Reformation, into the unoccu- 
pied wings of the brick building, either permanently or 
until other accommodations can be provided. ‘To the 
fidelity of those who are intrusted with the supervision 
and internal management of these institutions, I am 
happy to improve this opportunity to bear full and un- 
qualified testimony. Neither the several Boards of 
Overseers, nor the heads of the respective houses have 
been wanting in the diligence and good judgment which 
are so essential to the accomplishment of the most bene- 
ficial results. Long and valuable as have been the 
labors of some of their predecessors in these offices, the 
places have never been filled by those who brought 
more intelligent, disinterested, and pains-taking devo- 
tion to their duties, than the members of the present 
Boards. 

The House of Correction continues to sustain its high 
reputation, in point of order and discipline, as a model 
institution, and commands the commendation of visitors 
at home and from abroad. In its present inadequate and 
unsuitable accommodations, the House of Industry pre- 
serves its accustomed order and neatness, with the evi- 


dences of all the incidental appliances for the relief and 
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comfort of its inmates, which an intelligent and humane 
supervision can devise. 

Under the arrangements made by the Common- 
wealth for supporting its own paupers, its lunatics were 
included, and a large number of those who were for- 
merly State charges in the Boston Lunatic Hospital have 
been withdrawn. Should the remainder be also with- 
drawn, there will be room which might be occupied by 
paying patients, whose support would aid in defraying 
that portion of the expense of conducting the institu- 
tion which has hitherto been derived from the State 
charges. 

Under the light which advancing science and experi- 
ence have shed upon the subject of insanity, within the 
past few years, a system of treatment has been here 
introduced which has been followed by the most grati- 
fying results. The cottage building, so-called, which was 
formerly filled to excess with violent and furious pa- 
tients, is now empty. One by one its pitiable mates 
have been redeemed from the solitary cell and intro- 
duced to the kinder sympathies and associations of the 
general household. In no instance has it been found 
necessary, permanently or frequently, to return a pa- 
tient to the cell, and several who had been in confine- 
ment for years have perfectly recovered and have been 
discharged from the institution, and others have so far 
recovered as to be sent to their homes or to be given 


up to their friends. 
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The general condition of the inmates is in the high- 
est degree encouraging. They have been free from all 
epidemics, and there have been but few deaths from 
acute diseases during the year. Various means of 
alleviating the monotony of their confinement have 
been introduced, by which great relief is given, both to 
body and mind, the effect of which is clearly visible in 


the general health and contentment of the inmates. 


FREE HOSPITAL. 


In connection with the subject of Public Charitable 
Institutions, | beg leave to call your attention to the 

need of a free hospital within the limits of the city. 
There are within our borders many persons of intelli- 
gence, industry and good habits, and well able while in 
health to sustain themselves respectably, but whose 
income is not sufficient to enable them to accumulate 
funds against the emergency of sickness, requiring a 
suspension of labor. There are others who, by reverses 
of fortune, sudden or gradual, find their pecuniary 
position changed, without experiencing a correspond- 
ing change in their tastes and sensibilities; and 
who, when overtaken by sickness, have no other alter- 
native than the almshouse, or to meet their fate in 
obscure and hopeless poverty, preferring even death to 
the sacrifice of an honorable delicacy in making ap- 


peals to private charity. There are others still, who 
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by accident are placed in need of comforts and medical 
-advice which their means and homes cannot afford; to 
whom may also be added the destitute stranger, and 
children who require temporary advice and support, 
and females in the various conditions of destitution and 
sickness to which their sex is liable. 

A very large number of applications are annually 
made at the office of the Overseers of the Poor and of 
the House of Industry, for such assistance as a free hos- 
pital alone can afford; and the physicians of the Dis- 
pensary and the officers of the many private charitable 
institutions and associations report many more; evinc- 
ing the fact that hundreds of cases arise every year, 
but few of which can be met by the free beds at that 
excellent institution, the Massachusetts General Hos- 
pital. 

Such hospitals exist in all the large cities of Europe, 
and there is hardly a city in America of the same magni- 
tude as Boston, which does not possess one or more. I 
have reason to believe that some of the existing chari- 
ties might be consolidated mto one general institution 
of this character, should it receive your favorable con- 
sideration; and I herewith transmit a memorial from 
several of the leading physicians of the city, giving their 
opinion of the necessity and value of such an institution, 
with such other information as may elucidate the whole 
subject. 
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Can never fail to be objects of primary importance in a 
community which is filled with examples of their benefi- 
cence and power. Every day’s observation and experl- 
ence, and the comparison of the highest efforts which 
have been made, at any period, to elevate the general 
condition of society, press home more strongly than 
before, the truth that in the education and discipline of 
the mind and the heart is to be found the true basis of 
individual and national character. The continued inter- 
est of all classes of our citizens in the liberal support of 
the public schools, and in the maintenance of the meri- 
torious character which they have hitherto sustained, is 
sufficient evidence that their value is universally appre- 
ciated, and that those who are charged with their super- 
vision and management will receive cordial codperation, 
and be held to high responsibility. 

The City Council has little of this responsibility, 
beyond making the requisite provisions and appropria- 
tions for the support of the schools, and furnishing them 
with suitable buildings for their accommodation. 

Under the progress of a new system of organiza- 
tion of the Grammar Schools, — a measure rendered 
necessary both for economy in current expenses, and 
by the claims of good discipline, — large outlays have 
been made during the last few years in new grammar 


and primary school-houses and apparatus. It is prob- 
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able that further outlays for the former will be small 
for some time to come, and that the demands for the 
latter class will be chiefly in those localities, where new 
communities are forming, and to supply the want which 
may arise from the gradual increase of population else- 
where. 

During the past year the Superintendent of Schools 
who has filled the office from its establishment, and who 
has enjoyed high reputation in educational circles, has 
resigned his situation ; and the vacancy has been filled 
by the election of a gentleman of great practical 
and professional experience in school affairs, who 
comes to us fresh from an extensive field of similar 
labor, where he has achieved honorable distinction. 
The Report of the School Committee, which has just 
been issued, exhibits the condition of the Schools to be 
vigorous and progressive, and points out sundry meth- 
ods of increasing their usefulness and of guarding them 
against those evils to which, without perpetual super- 


vision, they may become exposed. 


THE PUBLIC LIBRARY. 


This noble institution, alike the object of the liber- 
ality and of the growing interest of our community, is 
fast assuming its position as one of the most important 
of our permanent educational facilities. The bounteous 
liberality of its greatest benefactor continues to flow 


into its halls in streams of undiminished magnitude, 
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forming a fountain of knowledge, pure, inexhaustible 
and free to all. Its several departments are under 
the immediate supervision of gentlemen of preéminent 
ability, who devote themselves with ceaseless watchful- 
ness and diligence to the details of its affairs, and per- 
form a vast labor, the amount and great value of which 
can be appreciated by those only who enjoy opportuni- 
ties for personal observation of the affairs of this institu- 
tion. Apart from the value of the library as a city insti- 
tution, it is rapidly assuming importance among the 
book collections of the country, both on account of the 
number and value of its volumes. 

The rooms are the resort of persons of all classes, and 
the experiment thus far made of the need of such an 
institution in a large and educated community is already 
demonstrated. The new library building is approach- 
ing completion, and will doubtless be ready for occu- 
pancy during the present year, and I commend to your 
favor whatever appropriations may be required to ren- 


der its usefulness speedily available. 


THE FIRE DEPARTMENT 


Continues to be efficient, orderly and well managed, in 
every particular. It is happily free from a class of 
difficulties which have not unfrequently attended the 
existence of similar organizations in other large cities, 


and, including the Fire Alarm Telegraph, the system of 
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means brought into requisition from the discovery of a 
fire until it is extinguished, is as nearly perfected as 
appears to be practicable, until some new agencies for 
this purpose shall be discovered. 

Frequent applications have been made during the 
past year for information respecting the plan of organ- 
ization of this department, and it has received marked 
commendation from experienced persons, who have in- 
vestigated it, from various parts of the world. The 
Department numbers about 600 members, divided into 
twelve Engine Companies, three Hook and Ladder 
Companies, six Hydrant Companies, and the Company 
attached to the steam fire engine. ach of these com- 
panies is furnished with its appropriate apparatus. 

The steam fire engine, purchased in 1854, has been 
brought into use during the past year, on all occasions 
when it could be of service, and when it was in work- 
ing order. The value of steam fire engines has been 
tested in some other cities with much greater success 
than with us, and in those places the use of them and 
their sufficiency has ceased to be a matter of experi- 
ment. | 

In order to secure the full advantage of such appar- 
atus, it must doubtless be sought in engines of less 
weight than the Miles Greenwood, with as much sim- 
plicity of construction as can be attained. 

It has been suggested that additional protection 


against fire might be secured by introducing hydrant 
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pipes into the walls of buildings, with inlets at each 
story, to which hose should be constantly attached, and 
that such an apparatus would be especially valuable 
in some of the extensive and lofty warehouses now 
building, and which for the most part are located in 
those portions of the city where hydrants could be 
made available in advance of the arrival of the Fire 
Department. 

Within a few weeks past the department and the 
city have sustained a mournful loss in the death of 
Mr. Elisha Smith, Jr., its intelligent and intrepid Chief 
Engineer, who distinguished himself not less for valor 
in the hour of peril, than for impartiality in advice and 
discipline. As a citizen he enjoyed the respect and 
confidence of his acquaintance, and he well deserved 
the high esteem which was universally accorded to him 
by a community deeply interested in the competent 
discharge of the duties of his office. 


’ 


POLICE. 


No department of the government is of higher im- 
portance than that which is vested with authority to 
execute its laws, and which is intrusted with the gen- 
eral guardianship of life and of property, by day and 
by night. To discharge the duties of a police officer 
with success, and with safety to the rights of the citizen, 
requires a combination of qualities of a much higher 
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order than is commonly estimated. Intelligence, good 
morals, promptness and efficiency of action, and that 
practical good sense which dictates the performance of 
the right act at the right moment, can nowhere find 
an ampler service than in the police. And I take this 
opportunity to protest against the prevailing habit of 
our fellow citizens of pressing the government for the 
appointment of persons to this service who possess 
none of the qualities above enumerated, but who seek 
the office simply as a means of support. It is the sol- 
emn duty of the appoimting power to disregard such 
applications, and to seek the efficiency of the depart- 
ment independent of eleemosynary or personal consid- 
erations. The department generally 1s in good condi- 
tion, and no improvements in the plan of its organiza- 
tion have been suggested. 

It is proposed to make such change in the appoint- 
ment and regulation of that part of the police holding 
special warrants, as shall bring them more directly into 
_ the service, and render them responsible for the nature 
and amount of their duties, and for their personal con- 
duct while in the discharge thereof, to the head of 
the department. The practice which has obtained for 
several years past, of investing persons with police 
authority outside of the department, with permission 
to dispose of their services where they can obtain the 
highest compensation, is false in theory and liable to 


bring the officer into trials of integrity between interest 
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and duty. No police officer should ever be placed in 
such a position as that the law to which he owes 
solemn allegiance at all times shall be a trust con- 


vertible to his convenience or profit. 


WATER. 


The great luxury of a full supply of water, and the 
sanitary advantages which are derived from its general 
use, and its value as a means of protection against large 
conflagrations, are liable to be undervalued in the 
abundance of their common enjoyment. It is desirable 
that the water should be universally diffused, not only 
for the considerations named, but that the income of 
this department may be increased. The whole number 
of water takers at present is about 21,400,—an increase 
of 1400 since Jan. 1, 1856. The average rate of inter- 
est paid on the water debt is about 4.9 per cent.; 
and for the first time since the construction of the 
water works, the receipts during the past year have 
nearly or quite equalled the interest on the debt; 
and it is confidently expected that during the present 
year the amount of receipts will considerably exceed 
the interest. It seems to be absolutely necessary to 
impress upon our fellow citizens, by some means, the 
necessity of guarding against the great waste of water 
' during periods both of extreme heat and extreme cold. 
The average daily consumption through the year is 
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about 12,000,000 gallons per day ; yet, on several days 
in the last month, the consumption exceeded 15,000,000 
gallons, and on one day it reached nearly 18,000,000 
gallons. During the continuance of this extreme waste, 
all the reservoirs of the city are entirely drained, and 
the residents of the higher parts of Beacon Hill, and of — 
East and South Boston, are without water. In their 
last report, the Water Commissioners estimated that of 
the whole amount of water brought into the city, at 
least one-half is absolutely and unprofitably wasted. 
It is apparent that this waste must be materially 
checked, or recourse must be had to the alternative of 
constructing another main to the Brookline Reservoir, 
the cost of which would be some $400,000. 

The construction of this main would, of course, 
destroy the equilibrium between the mterest and the 
income, and render hopeless, for years to come, the 
prospect of reducing the capital of the debt from the 


receipts of the department. 


COUNTY AFFAIRS. 


In the remarks which I submitted to the City Coun- 
cil last year, upon the subject of our County expenses, I 
called attention to the heavy and unequal burthen im- 
posed upon the city by the Act of the Legislature estab- 
lishing the Superior Court of the County of Suffolk ; 
and I then stated that by that act the entire expense 

. , 
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of the newly created Court, and of the Municipal and 
Police Courts, about two-thirds of which had heretofore 
been paid by the Commonwealth, would thereafter be 
required of the city of Boston, thereby adding to the 
amount which it had paid for the support of Courts 
and the administration of justice, the sum of fifty thou- 
sand dollars annually, or thereabouts; and imposing 
upon it, as representing the County of Suffolk, a bur- 
then which was imposed upon no other county in the 
Commonwealth. These remarks were predicated upon 
a construction given to the act by those most active in 
procuring its passage, and which, so far as my inform- 
ation extends, had been universally acquiesced in by 
the legal profession and by all whose duty had led them 
to interpret it. ~The apparent inequality and hardship 
of this legislation was so great and so unreasonable as 
to lead to a careful and critical examination of the 
whole subject, with a view to adopting proper means of 
‘relief. I am happy to be able to say that such examina- 
tion has resulted in the removal, to a considerable extent, 
of the grounds of complaint which were then supposed 
to exist. By the just, and as it now appears, obvious 
construction of that act, the Commonwealth will con- 
tinue to pay the same proportion of the expenses of 
the administration of the criminal law in this city 
_ which it has heretofore paid; and the only inequality 
to which this statute subjects the city, is in requiring it 


to pay all the expenses of the Superior Court of the 
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County of Suffolk, and at the same time to contribute 
to the payment of the expenses of the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas, which now renders no service whatever in 
this county, to the same extent as it contributed when 
that Court held almost continuous sessions here, and 
its Justices were, ex officio, Justices of the Municipal 
Court. This inequality, however, is relieved, in part, 
by the surrender to the city of that portion of the 
fines, forfeitures and costs accruing in the several courts 
in this city, which were formerly paid to the Common- 
wealth. The amount of these fines, &c., varies from 
time to time, and depends upon too many contingen- 
cies to be accurately stated. While it cannot be 
expected to be large enough to defray all the addi- 
tional expenses imposed by the act establishing the 
Superior Court, yet it may be hoped that so much may 
be derived from these sources, that the balance shall 
not be burthensome to the City Treasury. 

In other respects our county expenses have assumed 
no new aspect. The city of Boston continues to defray, 
from its own treasury, all the charges upon the County 
of Suffolk, leaving the towns of Chelsea, North Chel- 
sea and Winthrop in the full enjoyment of all our 
county institutions, without contributing to their sup- 
port; while, according to the ratio of population, more 
than ten per cent. of these expenses should be borne 
by them. 
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With these considerations, gentlemen, assume with 
you the duties and responsibilities of another year of 
municipal labor; and I invoke to our councils the 
spirit of harmony and mutual regard, giving you, also, 
the assurance of my-constant and cordial codperation 
im all measures which shall promote the honor and 
prosperity of our city, and enhance the happiness and 
sustain the reputation of a liberal, refined and progres- 


sive people. 
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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


BOARD OF ALDERMEN. 


Section 1. The Mayor, and in his absence, the Chair- 
man of the Board, shall take the chair at the hour to 
which the Board shall have adjourned, and shall call 
the members to order, and a quorum being present, 
shall cause the minutes of the preceding regular meet- 
ing to be read; and in the absence of the Mayor and 
Chairman, the senior member present shall preside as 
chairman pro tempore. 

Srcr. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to points of order in preference to other mem- 
bers; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Board, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

sect. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, he shall cause a return of the 
members voting in the affirmative, and in the negative, 
without debate on the question. 
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_ Sect. 4. He may read sitting, but shall rise to state 
a motion or put a question to the Board. 

sect. 5. When the Mayor shall desire to vacate the 
chair, he shall call the Chairman of the Board to take 
it, and in his absence, the senior member present. 
When the Chairman of the Board or the Chairman pro 
tempore shall desire to vacate the chair, he may call any 
member to it, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 6. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the Chair shall take the sense of the Board by yeas 
and nays, provided any member shall so require. And 
every Ordinance, Resolution or Order, (except Orders 
of Notice, Papers from the Common Council, Orders of 
Inquiry, and Orders relating to the Departments of In- 
ternal and External Health), after being read, shall be 
laid on the table before its consideration by the Board ; 
and no such Ordinance, Resolution or Order (except 
as above) shall be considered at the same meeting at 
which it is offered, except by special vote. 7 

Secor. 7. The Chair shall propound all questions in 
the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except, 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 8. After a motion is stated or read by the 
- Chair, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Board, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the mover 
may withdraw it at any time before a decision or 
amendment. } 

Sect. 9. When a question is under debate, the Chair 
shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to lay on the 
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table, to postpone to a day certain, to commit, to amend, 
or to postpone indefinitely ; which several motions shall 
have precedence in the order in which they stand ar- 
ranged ; and a motion to strike out the enacting clause 
of an Ordinance shall be equivalent to a motion to 
postpone indefinitely. 

sect. 10. The Chair shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order, except on an immediate 
repetition ; and that motion, and the motion to lay on 
the table, or to take up from the table, shall be decided 
without debate. 7 

szct. 11. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member to move a reconsideration there- 
of, at the same or the succeeding regular meeting, but 
not afterward; and when a motion for reconsideration 
is decided, that vote shall not be reconsidered. 

Sect. 12. Kvery member when about to speak, shall 
rise and respectfully address the Chair; shall confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid per- 
sonalities. 

Sect. 13. No member speaking shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to a call to order, or for ex- 
planation. 

Sect. 14. No member shall be permitted to vote, or 
serve on any Committee, on any question where his 
private right is immediately concerned, distinct from 
the public interest. 

Sect. 15. Every member, who shall be present when 
a question is put, where he is not excluded by interest 
shall give his vote, unless the Board, for special reasons, 
shall excuse him; application to be so excused, on any 
question, must be made before the Board is divided, or

before the calling of the yeas and nays, and such appli- 
cation shall be accompanied by a brief statement of the 
reasons, and shall be decided without debate.

RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Duties and Powers of the President. 


Sect. 1. The President shall take the chair precisely 
at the hour to which the Council shall have adjourned ; 
shall call the members to order; and on the appear- 
ance of a quorum, cause the minutes of the preceding 
meeting to be read, and proceed to business. 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order; may 
speak to pomts of order in preference to other mem- 
bers; and shall decide all questions of order, subject to 
an appeal to the Council, by motion regularly seconded ; 
and no other business shall be in order till the question 
on the appeal shall have been decided. 

sect. 3. He shall declare all votes, but if any mem- 
ber rises to doubt a vote, the President shall cause a 
return of the members voting in the affirmative, and 
in the negative, without further debate on the ques- 
tion. 

Sect. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or to 
put a question, but may read sitting. 

Sect. 5. In all cases the President may vote. 
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Sect. 6. When the Council shall determine to go 
into a Committee of the Whole, the President shall 
appoint the member who shall take the chair. The 
President may at any other time, call any member to 
the chair, but such substitution shall not continue 
beyond an adjournment. 

Sect. 7. On all questions and motions whatsoever, 
the President shall take the sense of the Council by 
yeas and nays, provided one-fifth of the members pres- 
ent shall so require. 

Sect. 8. The President shall propound all questions 
in the order in which they are moved, unless the subse- 
quent motion shall be previous in its nature, except, 
that in the naming sums and fixing times, the largest 
sum and longest time shall be put first. 

Sect. 9. After a motion is stated or read by the 
President, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the 
Council, and shall be disposed of by vote, but the mover 
may withdraw it at any time before a decision or amend- 
ment. 

Sect. 10. When a question is under debate, the 
President shall receive no motion, but to adjourn, to 
lay on the table, for the previous question, to postpone 
to a day certain, to commit, to amend, or to postpone 
indefinitely ; which several motions shall have prece- 
dence in the order in which they stand arranged; and 
a motion to strike out the enacting clause of an Ordi- 
nance shall be equivalent to a motion to postpone inde- 
finitely. 

Sect. 11. The President shall consider a motion to 
adjourn as always in order; and that motion, and the 
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motion to lay on the table, or to take up from the table, 
shall be decided without debate. 

sect. 12. He shall put the previous question in the 
following form: “Shall the main question be now put 2?” and 
all debate upon the main question shall be suspended 
until the previous question shall be decided. After the 
adoption of the previous question, the sense of the 
council shall forthwith be taken upon amendments re- 
ported by a Committee, upon all pending amendments, 
and then upon the main question. 

Secor. 13. On the previous question, no member shall 
speak more than once without leave ; and all incidental 
questions of order, arismg after a motion is made for 
the previous question, shall be decided without debate, 
except on an appeal; and on such an appeal, no mem- 
ber shall be allowed to speak more than once without 
leave of the Council. 

Sect. 14. When two or more members happen to 
rise at once, the President shall name the member who 
is first to speak. 

Sror. 15. All Committees shall be appointed and 
announced by the President, unless otherwise provided 
for, or especially directed by the Council. 


Rights, Duties, or Decorum of Members. 


Sror. 16. In the absence of the President, the senior 
member present shall call the Council to order, and 
preside until a President pro tempore shall be chosen by 
ballot; and if an election is not effected on the first 
trial, on a second ballot a plurality of votes shall elect. 

Sor. 17. Every member when about to speak, shall 
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rise and respectfully address the President ; shall confine 
himself to the question under debate, and avoid person- 
alities ; and shall sit down when he has finished. No 
member shall speak out of his place, without leave of 
the President. 

Secr. 18. No member speaking, shall be interrupted 
by another, but by rising to call to order, or for expla- 
nation. 

Sect. 19. No member shall speak more than twice 
on one question, without first obtaining leave of the 
Council ; nor more than once, until the other members, 
who have not spoken, shall speak, if they desire it. 

Sect. 20. When a vote has passed, it shall be in 
order for any member who voted in the majority, to 
move a reconsideration thereof, at the same or the suc- 
ceeding meeting, but not afterwards ; and when a motion 
for reconsideration is decided, that vote shall not be 
reconsidered. 

Sect. 21. No member shall be obliged to be on more 
than two Committees at the same time, nor Chairman 
of more than one. 

sect. 22. No member shall be permitted to stand up 
to the interruption of another, while any member is 
speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between the Presi- 
dent and the person speaking. | 

Sror. 23. When any member shall be puilty of a 
breach of either of the rules and orders of the Council, 
he may, on motion, be required by the Council to make 
satisfaction therefor ; and in such a case, he shall not be 
allowed to vote, or speak, except by way of excuse, till 
he has done so. ;

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An Act concerning Vacancies in School Committees. 


Beit enacted, kc., as follows : 


Sect. 1. Whenever vacancies occur in the school 
committee of any town or city in this Commonwealth, 
or when, from any cause, any member or members of 
said committee are unable to act, the remaining mem- 
ber or members, together with the selectmen of said 
town, or the mayor and aldermen of said city, assembled 
in convention, shall, by joint ballot, fill vacancies in said 
committee ; and the school returns signed by a major- 
ity of the committee thus constituted, shall be equally 
valid as if signed by a majority of the committee orig- 
inally chosen.

The list of jurors, required by law, shall be 
carefully prepared and revised once in each year and 
posted up in public places, in the town or city, by the 
selectmen, or the mayor and aldermen of the several 
towns or cities for which they are prepared, ten days, at 
least, before they are to be submitted for revision and 
acceptance. | 

Sect. 2. The lists of jurors, now required to be pre- 
pared by the mayor and aldermen of cities, shall be 
submitted to their respective common councils, which 
councils shall exercise the same power to revise and ac- 
cept them, that is exercised by towns. 

Sect. 3. The one hundred and sixty-seventh chapter 
of the statutes of the year one thousand eight hundred 
and fifty-five, is hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved April 21, 1856.] 


An Act concerning the Indexing of Deeds. 
Be it enacted, ke., as follows: 


Sect. 1. Whenever any deeds or other conveyances 
by executors, administrators, guardians, or persons act- 
ing under or by authority of an order of any court of 
competent jurisdiction, or of a resolve of the general 
court, shall be left for record at any of the registries of 
deeds in this Commonwealth, it shall be the duty of the 
register to enter in the entry books and indexes of the 
erantors, the names of the testators, intestates, wards 
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and persons whose estates are conveyed, when the same 
shall appear by such deeds, and also, the names of such 
executors, administrators and guardians; and whenever 
any’ decree for the partition of land, or commissioner’s 
return thereon, shall be so left for record, it shall be the 
duty of the register to enter the names of all the per- 
sons whose estates shall plainly appear to be affected 
thereby, in the entry books, and in the indexes of the 
erantors and of the grantees. 

Sect. 2. The county commissioners in each county 
shall hereafter procure, at the charge of their respective 
counties, a copy, to be made by some competent person 
or persons, within the first six months of each and every 
year, of the indexes in the registries of deeds in their 
respective counties, for the preceding year, in which the 
erantors and grantees shall respectively be assorted into 
distinct lists by their respective surnames, arranged in 
such lists in the order in which the deeds and other con- 
veyances to which they refer are left for record, and 
such lists placed in alphabetical order. Such copies 
shall, in other respects, be in the form now required by 
law for the indexes to the records. And the county 
commissioners in each county shall so procure such 
copies of the indexes in their respective counties for 
the year one thousand eight hundred and fifty-five, 
to be made and completed by the first day of January 
next. 

Sect. 3. The county commissioners of each county, 
and the mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, 
shall have power, whenever they shall deem it expedi- 
ent, to cause copies of the indexes, or new indexes, to 
the records now existing in the registries of deeds in 
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their respective counties, or of any part thereof, to be 
made by some competent person or persons, at the 
charge of their respective counties, upon the plan here- 
inbefore provided, or upon such plan and in’such man- 
ner, as will, in their judgment, best facilitate references 
to the records. 

Sect. 4. The county commissioners in each county, 
and the mayor and aldermen of the city of Boston, 
shall have power, if they shall deem it expedient, to 
cause such copies of the indexes, or new indexes herein 
before provided and authorized to be made, to be print- 
ed at the charge of their respective counties, for sale at 
a price which shall not be less than the cost of printing, 
and paper, and binding. 

Srcr. 5. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. [Approved June 6, 1856.] 


An Act concerning the Planting of Shade Trees. 
Be it enacted, &e., as follows : 


Sxor. 1. The mayor and aldermen of any city, or 
the selectmen of any town, or any municipal officer, to 
whom the care of the streets or roads may be intrusted 
by them, may authorize the planting of shade trees, 
wherever it may not interfere with the public travel, or 
with private rights; and such trees, planted pursuant to 
such license, shall be deemed and taken to be the pri- 
vate property of the person or persons, or corporations, 
so planting them, or upon whose premises they may be 
planted, and may be protected as such in the same 
manner as any other private property; and shall not 
be deemed a nuisance, or abated as such, except upon

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complaint made to the mayor and aldermen or select- 
men aforesaid, who shall, in case of complaint, cause 
such trees to be removed, if the public necessity shall 
seem to them to require their removal. 

Sect. 2. Any person or persons who shall wantonly 
injure, deface, tear or destroy any ornamental or shade > 
tree or shrub, statue, fountain, vase, or other plant or 
fixture of ornament or utility, in any street, road, square, 
court, park, public garden, or other enclosure, shall be 
liable to a penalty of not less than five, nor more than 
one hundred dollars, to be recovered, by complaint, in 
any court of competent jurisdiction ; one-half of which 
penalty shall go to the complainant, and the other half 
to the person or persons, corporation or corporations, 
upon whose property, or within whose premises, the 


trespass may have been committed. [Approved June 
4, 1856. ] 


An Acr to Protect Boston Harbor. 
Be it enacted, ke., as follows : 


Sect. 1. Any person who shall take, carry away, or 
remove, by land or water, any stones, gravel or sand, 
from any of the beaches, head lands or islands, within 
or bordering upon Boston Harbor, without a license 
therefor from the mayor and aldermen of the city of 
Boston, shall, for each offence, forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing twenty dollars, to be recovered by complaint or in- 
dictment in any court of competent jurisdiction. 

Sect. 2. Boston Harbor, for the purposes of this act, 
shall be deemed to extend to a line drawn from the out- 
er end of Commercial Point, in the town of Dorchester, 
direct to the outer end of Point Alderton, in the town of 
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Hull; thence to the outer end of the outer Brewster 
Island, and thence direct to the Short Beach, at the di- 
vision line between the towns of North Chelsea and 
Winthop. 

Sect. 3. All acts and parts of acts, inconsistent with 
this act, are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 4. This act shall take effect from and after its 


passage. [Approved June 6, 1856.] 


An Act concerning the Superior Court of the County of 
Suffolk, and the Court of Common Pleas. 


Be tt enacted, &e., as follows : 


Sect. 1. The words “three thousand” are hereby 
substituted for the words “ fifteen hundred,” wherever 
the latter occur in the third and fourth sections of the 
four hundred and forty-ninth chapter of the acts of the 
year eighteen hundred and fifty-five. 

Sect. 2. The fourteenth section of the last mention- 
ed act is so far amended as that the clerk, instead of the 
salary therein provided, shall retain for his services, 
from the fees received by him and for which he is to ac- 
count, the sum of three thousand dollars per annum, if 
such fees amount to so much, and the balance he shall 
pay over to the treasurer of the city of Boston, for the 
use of said city, annually. 

Sect. 5. Nothing in this act shall be construed to 
release said city from its proper contribution to the 
maintenance of the court of common pleas prior to the 
establishment of the said superior court. [Approved 
June 6, 1856.] 
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An Act to incorporate the Broadway Railroad Company. 
Be it enacted, &c., as follows : 


Section 1. Charles J. F. Allen, Seth Adams, John P. 
Monks, their associates and successors, are hereby made 
a corporation, by the name of the Broadway Railroad 
Company, with power to construct, maintain and use a 
railway or railways, with convenient single or double 
tracks, from South Boston Point, so called, at the eastern 
extremity of Fourth street, in the city of Boston, upon 
and over such streets and highways of said city, as may, 
from time to time, be fixed and determined, by vote of 
the mayor and aldermen thereof, and assented to, in 
writing, by the said railroad corporation, to a point near 
the intersection of Broadway and Turnpike street, or 
other street, for the purpose of forming a junction with, 
and entering upon, the Dorchester Avenue Railroad 
[Company,] in said Boston: provwded, that all tracks of 
sald railroad shall be laid at such distances from the 
sidewalks, in said city, as the mayor and aldermen there- 
of shall, in their orders fixing the routes of said railroad, 
determine to be for the public safety and convenience : 
and provided, further, that the written assent of said rail- 
road corporation, to any vote or votes of the mayor 
and aldermen of said city, prescribing, from time to 
time, the routes of said road, shall be filled with the 
clerk of said city, and shall be taken and deemed loca- 
tions thereof: and also provided, that, before the location 
or construction of any track in any street, the mayor 
and aldermen of said city shall give notice to the abut- 
tors thereon, by the publication of an order of notice 
from said mayor and aldermen, in one or more news- 
pers, published in the city of Boston, fourteen days, at 
least, before the hearing upon the location of any such 
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tracks, that said abuttors may show cause, if any there 
be, why said track should not be so located and con- 
structed; and the said railroad corporation shall have 
power to fix, from time to time, such rates of compensa- 
tion for transporting persons or property thereon, as 
they may think reasonable and expedient; and said 
corporation shall be subject to all the duties, restrictions 
and liabilities, and entitled to all the rights and _ privi- 
leges, prescribed by the forty-fourth chapter of the 
Revised Statutes. 

sxct. 2. Said tracks or roads shall be operated and 
used by said corporation, with horse power only, and it 
shall not connect its track with any other railroad, on 
which other power is used. The mayor and aldermen 
of said city shall have power, at all times, to make all 
such regulations as to the rate of speed, and mode 
of use of said tracks, as the public convenience and 
safety may require. 

sect. 3. Said corporation shall maintain and keep in 
repair, such portions of the streets, respectively, as shall 
be occupied by their tracks, and shall be liable for any 
loss or injury that any person may sustain, by reason of 
any carelessness, neglect or misconduct of its agents or 
servants, in the management, construction or use of 
said tracks or roads; and in case any recovery shall be 
had against said city, by reason of such defect, want of 
repair in, or use of, said tracks or roads, said corporation 
shall be liable to pay to said city, any sum thus recovered 
against it, together with all costs and reasonable ex- 
penditures incurred by said city, in the defence of any 
such suit or suits, in which such recovery shall be had ; 
and said corporation shall not encumber any portion of 
the streets, not occupied by the said road or tracks. 
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Sect. 4. If any person shall willfully and malicious- 
ly obstruct said corporation, in the use of said road or 
tracks, or the passing of the cars or carriages of said 
corporation thereon, such persons, and all who shall be 
aiding or abetting therein, shall be punished by a fine 
not exceeding five hundred dollars, or may be impris- 
oned in the common jail, for a period not exceeding 
three months. If said corporation, or its agents or 
servants, shall willfully and maliciously obstruct any 
highway, or the passing of any carriages over the same, 
said corporation shall be punished by a fine not exceed- 
ing five hundred dollars. 

Sect. 5. The capital stock of said corporation shall 
not exceed the sum of one hundred and fifty thousand 
dollars, to be divided into shares of fifty dollars each ; 
and no shares shall be issued for a less sum, to be actu- 
ally paid in on each, than the par value of the shares 
which shall first be issued. 

Sect. 6. Said corporation shall have power to pur- 
chase and hold such real estate, within said city, as may 
be necessary or convenient for the purposes and man- 
agement of said road. 

Sect. 7. The said city of Boston may, at any time 
during the continuance of the charter of the said cor- 
poration, and after the expiration of ten years from the 
opening of any part of said road for use, purchase of 
said corporation, all the franchise, property, rights and 
furniture of said corporation, by paying said railroad 
company therefor such a sum as will reimburse to each 
person who may then be a stockholder therein, the par 
value of his stock, together with a net profit of ten per 
cent. per annum, from the time of the transfer of said 
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stock to him, on the books of the corporation, deducting 
the dividends received by said stockholders thereon. 

Sect. 8. The said road shall be constructed and 
maintained in such form and manner, and upon such 
erade, and with such gauge, as the mayor and aldermen 
of said city may, in their votes, fixing and determining 
the routes thereof, as aforesaid, prescribe and direct; 
and whenever, in the judgment of said railroad corpor- 
ation, it shall be necessary to alter the grade of any 
street so occupied by it, such alteration may be made at 
the sole expense of said corporation, provided the same 
shall be assented to by the mayor and aldermen of said 
city. 

Sect. 9. Atany time after the expiration of one year 
from the opening for use, of the tracks of said railroad, 
in any street in which the same may be located, as pro- 
vided by its charter, the mayor and aldermen of the 
city of Boston may, by vote of the major part thereof, 
determine that the same, or any part thereof, may be 
discontinued; and thereupon the location shall be 
deemed to be revoked, and the tracks of the said rail- 
road shall forthwith be taken up and removed, in con- 
formity with such vote or order of said mayor and 
aldermen, provided that such taking up and removal 
shall be at the expense of said railroad corporation. 

Sect. 10. Nothing in this act shall be construed to 
prevent the authorities of said city from taking up any 
of the public streets traversed by said railroads, for the 
purposes for which they may now lawfully take up the 
same. 

Sect. 11. This act shall be void, so far as relates to 
the right to construct said road in said city, unless the 
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same shall be accepted by the city council of said city, 
and unless the same shall be accepted by the said cor- 
poration, and ten per cent. of the capital stock thereof 
be actually paid in within two years from the passage 
of this act. 

Sect. 12. The said corporation shall be deemed a 
railroad corporation, so far as to be subject to make such 
annual returns to the legislature as are or may be pre- 
scribed by law, but not to other general provisions of 
law in relation to railroad corporations. , 

Sect. 13. The existence of said corporation is 
hereby limited to the period of fifty years from the 
passage of this act. 

Sect. 14. The rates of fare upon the said railroad, 
between any two points in the city of Boston, shall never 
exceed five cents for each passage, unless with the assent 
of the mayor and aldermen of the said city ; prowded, 
nevertheless, that the legislature may at any time repeal 
this act, or limit, restrict, or annul, any powers herein 
granted. [Approved by the Governor, April 29, 1854. ] 


An Act in addition to “An Act to incorporate the 
Broadway Railroad Company.” 
Be i enacted &c., as follows :

An OrpINaNceE in addition to an ordinance entitled “An 
Ordinance concerning the Public Lands. Passed July 
22, 1850.” 


Be it ordained by the Board of Aldermen and Common 
Council of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, 
as follows : 

Section 1. Inthe month of January, in each year, 
there shall be appointed a joint Committee of the City 
Council, to be called the Committee on Public Lands, 
to consist of three aldermen and five members of the 
Common Council. 

Sect. 2. An ordinance entitled “ An Ordinance in ad- 
dition to an Ordinance on Public Lands,” passed Janu- 
ary 12, 1855, and all parts of ordinances inconsistent 
herewith, are hereby repealed. 

Sect. 3. This ordinance shall take effect on and after 
its passage. [Passed January 14, 1856. ] 


An ORDINANCE in relation to City Officers. 
Be tt ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of 
the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. All City Officers required by the City 


ordinances to be elected or appointed by the concur- 
9 
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rent vote of the City Council, or to be appointed by the 
Mayor, by and with the advice and consent of the 
Board of Aldermen, excepting those officers, the time 
of whose election or appointment is otherwise pre- 
scribed by the Statutes of the Commonwealth, also, ex- 
cepting the Treasurer, Auditor and Assessors, shall be 
elected or appointed, as the case may be, on the first 
Monday of January, in each year, or within sixty days 
thereafter. 

Sect. 2. Every city officer elected or appointed 
under the provisions of the foregoing section, shall hold 
his office, if not sooner removed, for one year from the 
first Monday of January, in the year in which he shall 
be elected or appointed, and until a successor be elected - 
or appointed ; but he may, at any time, be removed by 
the authority under which he may have been elected 
or appointed, and any vacancy occasioned by the re- 
moval, resignation or death of such city officer, may 
be filled at any time. 

Sect. 8. Nothing in this ordinance shall require the 
election or appointment of any city officer, during the 
present municipal year, to be made prior to the respec- 
tive times heretofore prescribed for such election or ap- 
pointment ; but every city officer, with the exceptions 
mentioned in the first section of this ordinance, who 
may be elected or appointed during the present munici- 
pal year, shall hold his office, if not sooner removed, 
until the first Monday of January, in the year eighteen 
hundred and fifty-seven, and until another is elected or 
appointed in his place. 

Sect. 4. So much of any ordinance as may be in- 
consistent herewith, is hereby repealed. [Passed March 
5, 1856. | | 
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An ORDINANCE in relation to Water. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. The ordinance entitled “An Ordinance 
providing for the care and management of the Boston 
Water Works,” passed October 31, 1850, shall be 
amended as follows: By striking out the words “in the 
month of March or April,” in the first and second lines 
of the first section of said ordinance, and inserting in 
place thereof, the words “on the first Monday of Ja anu- 
~ ary, or within sixty days thereafter.” 

Srcr. 2. This ordinance shall take effect on the 
first Monday of January next. [Passed March 5, 
1856.] 


An Orprnance abolishing the office of County Physician. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. An ordinance entitled “An Ordinance in 
relation to the County Physician,” creating the office of 
Physician to the Jail, passed July 16, 1855, is hereby 
repealed. 

Sect. 2. All ordinances and parts of ordinances re- 
pealed by section second of said ordinance, are hereby 
revived, and declared to be in full force and effect. 

SEct. 3. This ordinance shall take effect from and 
after its passage. [Passed May 31, 1856.] 
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An Orprinance to License and Regulate Pawnbrokers. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and.Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in Crty Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. The Board of Aldermen may, from time 
to time, give and grant licenses to such persons as shall 
apply for the same, to use, exercise, and carry on the 
trade or business of a pawnbroker; which said licenses 
shall continue in force until the first day of the month 
of July following, (unless sooner revoked by the Mayor, 
which he is hereby authorized to do, on evidence satis- 
factory to him of a violation of any of the provisions. 
of this ordinance,) and no longer; and each person to 
whom such license shall be given, shall pay therefor to 
the City Treasurer the sum of one hundred dollars ; but 
no such license shall authorize the opening of more 
than one place for the transaction of the business afore- 
said; and no person shall be licensed, who shall have 
been convicted of receiving stolen goods. 

Srcr. 2. Every person who shall be licensed as 
aforesaid shall, at the time of receiving said license, 
enter, with sufficient sureties to be approved by the 
Mayor, into a bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, 
conditioned for the faithful observance of this ordinance, 
and of such further ordinances as may hereafter be 
enacted in the premises, and of the laws of the Com- 
_ monwealth relating thereto, which said bond shall be 
held by the City of Boston in trust, for the use of every 
person who may be aggrieved by any violation thereof. 
And every pawnbroker so applying for a license shall 
first effect an insurance against fire, for at least one 
year, for two thousand dollars, on goods pawned, at 
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such insurance office as the Mayor or Chairman of the 
Committee on Licenses shall approve; the policy for 
which shall be deposited with his bond when the said 
license shall be given to him. 

Sect. 3. No person shall use, exercise or carry on 
the trade or business of a pawnbroker, without first 
having obtained such license as aforesaid, or after the 
revocation thereof, under the penalty of fifty dollars 
for each and every offence. 

Sect. 4. No person so licensed as aforesaid shall 
keep his office open for the transaction of business on 
any day in the week before sunrise, or after seven 
o'clock in the evening, except on Saturday evening, 
when said office shall be closed before ten o’clock, under 
a penalty of fifty dollars for each and every offence. 

sect. 5. Every pawnbroker shall keep a book, to be 
called “ Book No. 1,” in which shall be fairly written, at 
the time of each loan, an accurate account and descrip- 
tion of the goods, articles or things pawned, the sum 
loaned thereon, the date of the loan, and the name and 
residence of the person pawning or pledging the said 
goods, articles or things, and also in which shall be writ- 
ten the charges on the same as they shall accrue, which 
entry shall be regularly numbered; and also when a 
watch is pawned, the number and name of the maker 
thereof, if any appears, and all letters or marks on goods 
or articles manufactured of gold or silver shall be 
inscribed therein; which said book, as also book No. 2, 
hereinafter mentioned, shall be at all times open to the 
full and free inspection of the owner or owners of the 
articles, or of any person demanding the same. Pro- 
vided, such person shall exhibit an order tomake such 
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inspection, signed by the Mayor or Chief of Police; and 
in all cases where the description of goods in the said 
book or books is alleged to correspond with any goods 
lost, the article or thing shall be exhibited when 
demanded by the person authorized as above to inspect 
said book or books. And the said pawnbroker shall 
deliver to the person pawning or pledging the said 
goods, articles or things, at the time the same are 
received, a certificate, duplicate or note signed by him, 
and numbered to correspond with his said book, and 
which shall contain the substance of the particular entry 
therein; and every pawnbroker who shall neglect to 
make the entries herein required, or to deliver the said 
certificate or note, shall forfeit and pay the sum of fifty 
dollars for each and every neglect; and if any pawn- 
broker shall neglect or refuse to allow the inspection 
herein provided for to be made, or to exhibit the article 
or thing pledged as herein required, he shall forfeit and 
pay the sum of fifty dollars for each and every refusal. 

Sect. 6. No pawnbroker shall ask, demand, or receive 
a greater rate of imterest than six per centum per 
annum ; and, in addition thereto, he is authorized and 
permitted to demand and receive for storage, and other 
necessary expenses, a sum not exceeding two per cen- 
tum per month. And any pawnbroker who shall de- 
mand or receive any higher rate of interest or charges 
than is herein provided, shall forfeit and pay the sum 
of fifty dollars. 

Sect. 7. No pawnbroker shall sell any goods, arti- 
cles, or thing pawned or pledged, until the same shall 
have remained in his possession four months for dry 
goods and clothing of all kinds, and eight months for all

other articles; within which times, respectively, such 
goods, articles, or thing shall be delivered on applica- 
tion made by the owner thereof, or his or her legal rep- 
resentative, provided such applicant shall surrender 
the duplicate, certificate, or note, and pay the sum orig- 
inally loaned, with the interest and charges that may 
have accrued thereon; and such goods, articles, or thing 
that shall remain unredeemed at the expiration of the 
time before mentioned, shall be sold at public auction 
in the City of Boston, and not otherwise or elsewhere, 
after ten days’ notice, of the time and place of sale and 
the kind of goods, first given in two public and daily 
newspapers in the said city ; and the surplus money, if 
any, arising from the said sale, after deducting the 
amount of the loan, the interest, and charges then due 
on the same, and the expenses of the advertisement and 
sale, shall be paid over by the pawnbroker to the per- 
son who would have been entitled to redeem the pledge 
in case no such sale had taken place. Andif any pawn- 
broker shall violate any of the provisions of this sec- 
tion, he shall forfeit and pay the sum of fifty dollars for 
every such violation: Provided, that no goods, articles, 
or things shall be offered at such sale of forfeited goods, 
except such as shall have been placed, dona fide, upon 
pledge, under a penalty of twenty dollars for each and 
every article so sold. 

Secor. 8. Every pawnbroker shall oe a book, to be 
called “Book No. 2,’ wherein shall be entered the sales 
of such goods, articles or things which shall be sold as 
aforesaid, wherein shall be marked the same, with the 
date thereof, and before each article shall be inserted 
the number affixed thereto in “Book No. 1,’ hereinbe- 
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fore provided for, and opposite thereto shall be inserted 
the amount loaned thereon, the charges thereon, the 
amount for which the same was sold, and the name of 
the pawner. And if any pawnbroker shall violate any 
of the provisions of this section, he shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of fifty dollars for every such violation. 

Szor. 9. If any goods, articles or thing which shall 
be advertised in any public newspaper in the City of 
Boston as having been lost or stolen, and which goods, 
articles or thing shall then be or thereafter come into 
the possession of any pawnbroker, he shall, on actual 
notice thereof, immediately thereafter give information 
in writing at the office of the Chief of Police, that cer- 
tain goods, articles or thing answering to the descrip- 
tion of said advertised goods, articles or thing, are in his 
possession, and shall also state from whom the same was 
or were received, under the penalty of fifty dollars for 
every such neglect. [Passed, June 13, 1856. ] 


An ORDINANCE in addition to an Ordinance in relation to 
the Fire Department, passed December 26, 1855. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. Strike out the words “month of August,” 

in section twenty-five, of an Ordinance in relation to the 
_ Fire Department, passed December 26, 1855, as printed 
on page 182, of the Revised Ordinances, and in place 
thereof insert the words “months of July, August or 
September.” 

Sect. 2. This ordinance shall take effect from and 
after its passage. [Passed Aug. 25, 1856. ] 
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An OrpINANCE concerning the Public Lands. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. In the month of January, in each year, . 
there shall be appointed a Joint Committee of the City 
Council, to be called the Committee on Public Lands, to 
consist of such numbers from each Board, as the City 
Council may from time to time order; and said Com- 
mittee, together with not more than four persons, to be 
selected as is hereinafter set forth, shall constitute a 
Board of Land Commissioners. 

Sect. 2. In the month of November or December 
in each year, the Committee on Public Lands shall, from 
their own number, nominate one Alderman and one 
member of the Common Council, to be members of the 
Board of Land Commissioners; and the persons so nom- 
mated, being confirmed by the City Council, shall hold 
their offices for two years from and after the commence- 
ment of the municipal year then next ensuing. 

Secor. 3. The Board of Land Commissioners thus 
constituted, shall have the care and management of the 
public lands belonging to the city, so far as relates to 
the improvement, sale and disposal of the same, subject 
to the limitations mentioned in this and other ordinan- 
ces of the city, and to such rules, orders and regula- 
tions as the City Council may, from time to time, adopt. 

Sect. 4. The said Commissioners are authorized to 
lay out and make such streets, passage-ways and squares 
on the public lands, to lay such sewers therein, and to 
make such alterations in the lots as they may deem 
expedient, subject to the approval of the Mayor and 
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Sect. 5. There shall be chosen annually, on the first 
Monday in January, or within sixty days thereafter, 
(and whenever a vacancy occurs,) by concurrent vote 
of the two branches of the City Council, a Superintend- 
ent of Public Lands, who shall hold his office until a 
successor is appointed or he is removed. He shall be 
removable at the pleasure of the City Council, and shall 
receive such compensation as the said Council may, 
from time to time, determine. 

Sect. 6. The said Superintendent, before entering on 
the duties of his office, shall give bond, with one or more 
sureties, to the approbation of the Mayor, with condition 
that he will not, while holding said office, directly or 
indirectly, for himself or others, or by others in trust 
for him, or on his account, have any interest or concern . 
in any purchase, lease, contract or agreement, to be 
made in pursuance of this ordinance. 

Sect. 7. The said Superintendent shall devote him- 
self to the care, improvement and sale of the public 
lands, and, under the direction of the said Commission- 
ers, shall cause them to be surveyed and laid out into 
convenient lots, and contract for the sale, and actually 
sell or lease the same, at public or private sale. 

But this and the fourth section shall not apply to the 
Common, the land and flats west of Charles Street, the 
lands connected with the Public Institutions at South 
Boston, or to any other lands purchased or held for spe- 
cific purposes, unless by special vote of the City Council. 

Secor. 8. The said Superintendent may, under the 
direction of the said Commissioners, contract and agree 
for defraying, in part or in whole, the cost or expense 
incident to or arising out of the performance of any 
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acts which he is by this ordinance authorized to do and 
perform, by transfer of lands to the contracting parties, 
in lieu of money, when the same can be done with 
advantage to the city. 

Sect. 9. The said Superintendent shall at all times 
perform, such services as may be required of him by the 
Mayor and Aldermen, in the laying out, alteration or 
widening of streets, and in the trial or settlement of 
any and all claims for damages, in consequence of such 
laying out, alteration or widening, and shall act as Sec- 
retary to the Board of Land Commissioners. 

Sscr. 10. All contracts, deeds, conveyances and 
leases, made by virtue of this ordinance, shall be signed 
and executed by the Mayor, in the same manner as if 
the same were made by order of the City Council, and 
shall be countersigned by the said Superintendent. 

Sect. 11. The said Superimtendent shall, at least 
once in three months, and as often as required, make a 
true and correct report of his proceedings under this 
ordinance, and exhibit proper schedules and accounts 
of all lands sold, moneys received and securities taken, 
to the Board of Aldermen, which shall be by them sent 
to the Common Council. 

Srcr. 12. The said Superintendent shall keep an 
accurate record or account of all the vacant lands 
belonging to the city; and whenever any such lands 
shall be purchased by the city for any purpose, it shall 
be the duty of the person or persons so purchasing the 
same to make report thereof forthwith to the said 
Superintendent. 

Sect. 15. All money paid by any purchaser or lessee 
of the public lands, and all notes, bonds, mortgages and 
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securities for moneys, arising or accruing from, or in 
virtue of, any contract made by said Superintendent 
under this ordinance, shall be paid to and deposited with 
the ‘Treasurer. | 

Sect. 14, No conveyance of any estate, in fee or for 
life, in any lands belonging to the City, shall be deliv- 
ered until the purchase money is paid; but the Mayor 
may, from time to time, release to any purchaser or his 
assions, any one lot of land, when several lots were 
included in one contract or bond, on payment of an 
equivalent portion of the purchase money. 

Sect. 15. No expenditure of money, or contract 
requiring the expenditure of money, shall be made, 
under or by virtue of this ordinance, without the sanc- 
tion of the City Council, by an appropriation first made 
to meet such expenditure. 

Sect. 16. No member of the Board of Land Com- 
missioners shall be interested, directly or indirectly, in 
any contract, bargain, sale or agreement in relation to 
the public lands, or any matter or thmg connected 
therewith, wherein the city is interested, without an 
express vote of the City Council; and any and all con- 
tracts, bargains, sales or agreements made in violation of 
this section, shall be at all times voidable by the city. 

Sect. 17. The Board of Land Commissioners shall 
annually, in the month of January, choose one of their 
- number to be Chairman of the Board; and said Board 
shall be competent to do or perform any act authorized 
by this ordinance, or which may hereafter be author- 
ized, at any meeting duly notified, when a majority of 
the members of the Committee on Public Lands, or a 
majority of the whole Board are present, but not other- 
wise. 
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Sect. 18. An Ordinance in relation to Public Lands, 
passed July 22d, 1850, repealed April 14, 1853, and 
revived, March 15, 1855, as printed on page 405, of the 
Revised Ordinances of 1856, is hereby repealed; but 
such repeal shall not be construed to revive any ordin- 
ance whatever. [Passed Dec. 26, 1856. ] 


An OrpINANncE in addition to An Ordinance in relation 
to the weighing and marking of Lighters and other 
vessels, employed in the transportation of certain 
articles. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the City 
of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 

Section 1. All stones, gravel, sand, or other ballast 
brought to the City of Boston by water, and sold by 
weight, to be delivered at any place in the said City of 
Boston, or into any vessel in the Harbor of said City, 
shall be inspected by the Inspectors appointed by the 
City of Boston. Provided, that this section shall not 
apply to sand sold for building purposes, unless the pur- 
chaser thereof shall request an inspection. 

Sect. 2. In any case of the sale by weight of stones, 
gravel, sand, or other ballast to be delivered at any 
place in the City of Boston, or into any vessel in the 
harbor of said city, it shall be the duty of one of said 
inspectors to go on board of the lighter, or other ves- 
sel containing the same, and inspect the marks of such 
lighter or other vessel, before and after the delivery of 
such stones, gravel, sand, or other ballast; and the per- 
sons having charge of such lighter or other vessel shall, 
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before such delivery, trim the same so as to make said 
lighter or other vessel swim at equal marks at stem and 
stern, if so required by the inspector, and shall pump 
all the water out; and in case any person shall willfully 
hinder any inspector acting under this ordinance from 
going on board such lighter or other vessel, or shall 
begin to deliver therefrom the stones, gravel, sand, or 
other ballast, sold by weight, before such lighter or other 
vessel shall be trimmed to swim at equal marks, when 
so required by the inspector, and the water pumped 
out, he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars for every such offence. 

Sect. 3. Every person who shall deliver stones, 
gravel, sand, or other ballast sold by weight, when an 
inspection of the same is required by this ordinance, or 
the ordinance to which this is an addition, from any 
lighter or other vessel, which shall not have been 
weighed, marked, and inspected, as is provided in this 
ordinance and the ordinance to which this is an addi- 
tion, or which shall not have been weighed and marked 
under previous laws or ordinances, or shall alter or 
counterfeit the marks or certificate of any lighter, or 
other vessel, as aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing three hundred dollars for every offence. 

Sect. 4. The fees for inspecting the weight of stones, 
sand, gravel, or other ballast, shall be three cents for 
every ton inspected and delivered, which shall in all 
cases be paid by the vendor of the same, and shall be 
repaid to him by the vendee. 

Sect. 5. This ordinance shall take effect immedi- 
ately on its passage.

A constant watch is kept at the Central -Office, night and 
day. Hach operator is on duty four hours. ‘T'wo persons 
are required to be about the office at all times for safety, in 
case of accident to any of the machinery, or sudden illness 
of the attending operator. 

No operator is permitted to sleep during his watch unless 
expressly relieved by some one else. 

Kach operator is accountable to the Superintendent for 
any Omissions or mistakes, that may occur at the Central 
Office during his hour of duty. 

An accurate account is kept of the time of giving each 
alarm, and of the District and Station from whence it 
originates. 

Alarms are transmitted to the Central Office, from the 
Signal stations or Boxes, by turning the crank in the Box. 


The Police, and a person resident near each Box, have each 
a key to the Boxes. 
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Alarms are usually given in less than a minute from the 
time the crank is turned in any Box, which is done in accord- 
ance with the following directions : — 


DIRECTIONS TO THOSE WHO HOLD SIGNAL KEYS. 


1. If a fire is discovered in your vicinity, go to the near- 
est box in the District. 

2. Turn the crank twenty-five times, rather slowly at first, 
then quite fast at last. If convenient, wait at the box so as 
to direct the Firemen where to go. 

3. If you hear no reply at the box, or on the bells, turn 
again. If still no reply, go to another box in the District. 

4. The Police, upon hearing the bells, will spring their 
rattles and call the number of the District. 

The alarm will be given from the Central Station by strik- 
ing the number of the District on the bells, and tapping the 
number of the Station in the boxes. 


CAUTIONS. 


1. Be sure that your box is locked before leaving it. 

2. Never open the box or touch the apparatus except in 
case of fire. 

3. Never let the key go out of your possession, unless 
called for by the City Authorities.

Regulations. 
LAWS. 


Sreotion 1. All vessels in the upper harbor are to anchor 
according to the directions of the Harbor master. 

Sreot. 2. All vessels in the upper harbor, not intended to 
be hauled into some wharf immediately, must anchor below 
the range of India Wharf, and the easterly point of Hast 
Boston, either on the north or south side of the channel, 
designated by the following marks, viz.: on the south by the 
tall steeple in Hanover street, in range with the Granite 
block on Long Wharf; and on the north by Long Island Light, 
in range with the half moon battery on Governor’s Island. 

Sect. 3. The master, commander, or owners of vessels, 
shall, as soon as practicable, after having hauled to the end 
of any wharf that extends to the channel in said harbor, 
cause her lower yards to be cock-billed, and her top-sail yard 
to be braced fore and aft, and her jib-boom to be rigged in, 
and the yards and jib-boom shall be kept so arranged, while 
such vessel lies at the end of the wharf, as aforesaid, and 
until she is preparing immediately to leave her berth. 

Sect. 4. All vessels found lying in the stream, not 
anchored according to, the regulations, and not having a suf- 
ficient crew to move them, will be moved by the Harbor Mas- 
ter at the vessel’s expense. 

Sreor. 5. No person shall throw or deposit in said harbor, 
or any part thereof, any stones, gravel, ballast, cinders, ashes, 
dirt, mud, or other substances, which may, in any respect, 
tend to injure the navigation thereof. 
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Sect. 6. No warp or line shall be passed across the mouth 
of any slip, for the purpose of hauling any vessel by the said 
slip before the vessel shall be within one hundred feet of 
said slip, if the owners or occupants thereof object, unless 
the Harbor Master may think it necessary. 

Sect. 7. All vessels at anchor in the harbor of Boston, 
shall keep an anchor watch at all times, and shall keep a 
clear and distinct light suspended at least six feet above the 
deck, during the night; and whenever the provisions of this 
section shall be violated on board any vessel, the master or 
owners shall be liable to a penalty of not more than twenty 
dollars, to be recovered in the manner provided in the act 
to which this is in addition, and shall be held lable to pay all 
damages that may be occasioned by such violence. 

Under no circumstances whatever are vessels permitted to 
anchor in the track of the ferry boats, or in Fore Point 
Channel. 


An Act in addition to an Act to establish Regulations con- 
cerning the Harbor of Boston. 


Section 1. The Harbor Master shall have authority to 
regulate the anchorage of all vessels in the upper harbor of 
Boston, and when necessary, to order the removal of such 
vessels, and to cause the same to be removed in obedience to 
such order, at the expense of the master or owners thereof; 
and if any person shall obstruct said Harbor Master in the 
performance of any of his duties, as prescribed by this act, 
or by the act to which this is in addition, or shall neglect or 
refuse to obey any lawful order made by said Harbor Mas- 
ter, he shall be liable to a penalty not exceeding fifty dollars 
for each offence.

By virtue of an Ordinance, which passed the City Council 
of Boston, March 5th, 1856, all City Officers required by 
the City Ordinances to be elected or appointed by the 
concurrent vote of the City Council, or to be appointed by 
the Mayor, by and with the advice and consent of the Board 
of Aldermen, excepting those officers, the time of whose elec- 
tion or appointment is otherwise prescribed by the Statutes 
- of the Commonwealth; also, excepting the Treasurer, Auditor 
and Assessors, shall be elected or appointed, as the case may be, 
on the first Monday of January, in each year, or within sixty 
days thereafter.

MAYORS. 


The election of Mayor for 1845 was more warmly contested 
than on any former year. There were not less than eight 
several ballotings by the citizens. At the eighth trial, on 
the 21st of February, Thomas A. Davis was elected. 

In the meantime, from January to February 27, 1845, Wil- 
liam Parker, one of the Aldermen, having been elected Chair- 
man of the Board of Aldermen, performed the duties of 
Mayor. 

On the 6th of October, Thomas A. Davis, being in declining 
health, resigned the office of Mayor, which resignation, how- 
ever, was not accepted by the City Council; and on the 22d 
of November he died, being the first Mayor who has died in 
office since the organization of the City Government in 1822. 

On the 11th of December, Josiah Quincy, Jr., was elected 
~ Mayor by the City Council, for the unexpired term of 1845. 

Benson Leavitt, one of the Board of Aldermen, acted as 
Chairman of the Board in the interval between the death of 
Mr. Davis and the election of Mr. Quincy. 

In 1851, Benjamin Seaver, having already been elected an 
Alderman of the City for 1852, was afterwards chosen Mayor 
for said year. 
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At the commencement of the ensuing municipal year, 1852, 
he resigned as an alderman and accepted the office of Mayor. 
The election of Mayor for 1854 was continued through ' 
three ballotings, from December 12, 1853, to January 9, 
1854. In the meantime the duties of Mayor were performed 
by Benjamin L. Allen, Chairman of the Board of Aldermen. 


ALDERMEN. 


Nathaniel P. Russell, Daniel Baxter, Joseph H. Dorr, re- 
elected; and Thomas B. Wales and Redford Webster, elected 
1825, declined. 

George Blake, re-elected for 1826, declined. 

John Stevens, elected for 1832, died prior to the organi- 
zation. 

James Savage, elected for 1834, declined. 

William Parker, elected for 1845, resigned. 

George H. Head, elected for 1848, resigned — having been 
chosen one of the principal Assessors. 

In 1853, Lyman Perry, Esq., who had been duly elected 
an Alderman, died before his qualification. 

In 1856, Levi B. Meriam, Esq., died while in office. 

At the Municipal Election in 1852, nine Aldermen had a 
majority of ballots; but in accordance with the statute, the 
eight who had the highest number of votes were declared 
elected. 

The Municipal Government for 1855, was the first one that 
was organized under the new or revised City Charter, which 
provided for the annual election of twelve Aldermen. 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


William Bowes Bradford, Ward 3, elected 1822, did not 
qualify himself, declining to be sworn, there being then no 
provision for affirmation, except for Quakers. 

Lucius Manlius Sargent, Ward 6, elected for 1827, declined. 
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Henry D. Gray and Isaac Harris, Ward 1; Eleazer How- 
ard, Ward 2, and Joseph H. Thayer, Ward 9, elected for 
1828; also, Holmes Hinckley, Ward 11, for 1845, declined 
prior to the organization. 

Samuel Thaxter, Ward 6, elected for 1830, declined. 

William Foster, Ward 6, elected for 1831, declined. 

John Bowles, Ward 3, re-elected for 1858, declined. 

The Junior of George Morey, omitted 1829. 

Asa Adams, Ward 3, took the intermediate name of Perry, 
1830. 

The Junior of Joshua Seaver, Ward 6, omitted 1833. 

The Junior of Henry Fowle, Ward 2, omitted 1837. 

The Junior of Francis Brinley, Ward 10, omitted 1838. 

The Junior of Ezra Lincoln, omitted 1851. 

Washington P. Gragg, Ward 4, spelt Gregg since 1836. 

Ezra Forristall, Ward 6, resigned in May, 1853, and was 
elected Superintendent of Health. 

Daniel J. Coburn, Ward 5, resigned April, 1856, and was 
thereafter appointed Chief of Police. 

There have been seven successfully contested Elections. 

The first, February 22, 1830, vacated the seat of a member 
from Ward 6, on the ground that “closing the poll before 
the hour at which the voters were notified it would be closed, 
was a violation of the rights of the voters.” 

The second, May 7, 1835, vacated the seats of the mem- 
bers of Ward 3, who were returned as having been elected 
at an adjourned meeting, December 11, 1834, on the ground 
of irregular proceeding, to render the whole number of votes 
certain by taking the highest number of votes for candi- 
dates on each opposing ticket; adjournment of the meeting 
by the sole authority of the Warden, and other irregularities 
at the annual election, December 8. 

The third case, March 7, 1839, vacated the seats of three 
members of Ward 12, on the ground that a number of illegal 
voters, sufficient to effect the choice, voted at the polls. | 

The fourth, February 9, 1843, vacated the seats of three 
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members from Ward 1, returned as elected at the adjourned 
meeting, December 14, on the ground that four votes for non- 
resident candidates, (after having been first thrown out by 
the Ward officers,) * were counted at the annual election, 
December 12, thereby preventing the choice of two other 
candidates, who, by excluding the said four votes, were by 
the decision of the Council declared elected, leaving one 
vacancy. 

The fifth, February 27, 1851, vacated the seats of two mem- 
bers from Ward 3, on the ground that they were chosen at 
an adjourned mecting which was illegally held. At the sub- 
sequent trial the same members were again returned to the 
Common Council. 

The sixth, January 20, 1853, vacated the seats of three 
members from Ward 8, on the ground that they were chosen 
at an adjourned meeting which was illegally held. 

The seventh, in accordance with the Report of the Committee 
on Elections, vacated the seats of three members from Ward 
11, on the ground that the Mayor and Aldermen had no right 
to issue warrants for election of members of the. Common 
Council, after the annual Election, and before the organiza- 
tion of the Government elect. But inasmuch as the elections 
in question were conducted bona fide, and no other informal- 
ity was apparent, and as this custom of supplementary elec- 
tions had been in vogue for twenty years, the members thus 
elected were by the votes of the Common Council declared 
entitled to their seats. The passage of the Plurality Law, 
of 1854, will remedy most of these cases for the future.

In pursuance of the requirements of the fifth section 
of the ordinance in relation to Streets, the Superintend- 
ent of Streets has the honor to submit to the City 
Council his. annual report of the expenditures of the 
Paving Department, during the year 1856. This period 
embraces a part of each of the financial years 1855-56, 
and 1856-57. 

The amount expended during the three months of 

‘the financial year 1855-56, was $33,296.98. 

The amount expended during the nine months of 
the present financial year 1856-57, was $159,161.50. 

The total amount expended and charged to the Pay- 
ing Appropriations, during the municipal year 1856, was 
$192,458.48. 

This amount ($192,458.48) was expended for paving, 
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grading, and repairs of streets, and for grade damages,

The amount originally appropriated for Paving, &c., 
for the financial year 1856-57, was $160,000.00, to 
which was added, in December, by transfer, $10,000.00, 
to meet the expenditures incurred by the raising of the 
grade of Fayette Street, and the houses of several of 
the abutters thereon, as per agreement with them. 

The total expenditures of the financial year 1856-57, 
as above set forth, were, 159,161.50, leaving a balance 
of the appropriation, Jan. Ist, 1857, of $10,838.50. 

The amount of bills for constructing sidewalks, &c., 
lodged with the City Treasurer, during the year 1856, 
for collection, was $9,766.82. Of this amount, $9,603.82 
was lodged in the month of December. The amount 
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paid into the City Treasury, during the year 1856, for 
constructing sidewalks, &c., and credited as having been 
paid in by the Paving Department, was $6,872.71. 
During the financial year 1856-57, to Jan. Ist, 1857, it 
was $835.37. 

During the year a bridge has been constructed over 
the track of the Boston and Worcester Railroad, across 
Albany Street, under the direction and authority of the 
Committee on Paving, and the supervision of the City 
Engineer. This structure was built under the author- 
ity of an order of the Board of Aldermen, and by a 
special appropriation. 

Orders have been passed by the Board of Aldermen 
to extend North Charles Street, from that portion in 
front of the Jail, nearly to Allen Street, upon a pile 
structure, as no satisfactory arrangements could be 
made with the abutters along the line of said street, as 
laid out, for building a solid street. The amount needed 
for this work has been authorized to be borrowed, and 
a contract for building of the pile bridge has been 
entered into with Edward G. Brown, for the sum of 
$19,700.00. The work is to be completed June Ist, 
1857, and is to be done under the supervision of the 
City Engineer, and subject to the approval of the Com- 
mittee on Paving. 


The details of the expenditures of the Paving Depart- 
ment, for the municipal year 1856, having been given, 
I would respectfully ask the consideration of the City 
Council to the following matters, which have come 


under my notice :— 
2 
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THE MATERIALS USED FOR PAVING THE STREETS. 


The Terry iron blocks, which were laid down in 
Washington street, between Court and School streets, 
have not worn so satisfactorily as could have been 
desired, inasmuch as they do not keep down, and bind 
with the gravel, and make a solid surface, as those which 
were laid in Court street. There is more or less vibra- 
tion, or shaking of the blocks, which is accounted for, I 
think, by their lightness and shallowness. The Wash- 
ington street block is much lighter to the square yard 
than the Court Street block, and was laid down at a 
cost of $4 per yard cheaper than that of the Court street 
block. Experience, even only thus far, has conclusively 
shown that if iron pavement is to be used in our streets, 
the Court street block is as light an article as should 
be laid down to make a suitable pavement, and that it 
will be the cheapest in the end. The iron blocks were 
laid down in Court street, in July, 1853, and since that 
time only one of them has become broken, and that not 
so badly as to be replaced. Of the Washington street 
blocks, which were laid down in the fall of 1855, sev- 
eral became so badly broken that they had to be 
replaced. The Court street block measures on the sur- 
face 12 inches, is 5 1-2 inches deep, and weighs 36 Ibs. 
The Washington street block measures 14 inches on 
the surface, is 4 1-2 inches deep, and weighs 31 lbs. 
The iron blocks on Court Street form a substantial and 
compact pavement, perfectly easy and secure to travel 
over. The price of the Court street block was $10, 
and the Washington street block $6, per square yard. 

Of the Nicholson wood pavement, but 725 6-9 yards 
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have been laid down the past year, and that in Chaun- 
cy street, between Bedford and Summer streets, at 
the urgent request of the abutters thereon, who asked 
for this kind of pavement, on the ground that they 
should have as quiet a thoroughfare for travel as could 
be obtained, on account of Bedford and Chauncy places 
being opened into a highway, by the sole action of the 
city government. This pavement in Chauncy street 
was laid down in a different manner from that on 
Washington street. The wood used was chesnut, but not 
of the best quality. Mr. Nicholson is now in favor of 
using hard wood, instead of soft, as heretofore. He is 
of the opinion that hard wood, laid with his preparation, 
will wear as long as round stones. The paving of 
Chauncy street was not completed last fall, in conse- 
quence of the building going on at the corner of Sum- 
mer and Chauncy Streets. It will be completed the 
coming spring. The Committee on Paving, of last year, 
were adverse to the paving of any more streets with 
wood for the present, and only consented to favor the 
paving of Chauncy street with that material on account 
of the peculiar circumstances of the case under which 
it was opened asa public highway. One great objec- 
tion to the wooden pavement, on such a street as Wash- 
ington street, is, that during a rain storm, and after a 
slight fall of snow, it is very slippery for horses to travel 
over. 

The round stone paving I believe to be the best, 
cheapest, and most durable for the streets of the City 
of Boston. Our streets are so much broken into, for 
sewer, water and gas purposes, that with no pavement 
can they be repaired with so much cheapness and 
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rapidity as with round stone. A much smaller size of 
round stones is now used than was used several years ago. 
An order has been passed by the Board of Aldermen 
authorizing the Superintendent of Streets to pave the 
south side of State street, from Washington street to 
Devonshire street, with round flat stones similar to 
those which now form the pavement on the northerly 
entrance to State street. The portion of the street in 
question is now paved with granite blocks, which are 
very bad for heavily loaded teams to draw over. 
Nearly enough stones for this object are now on hand, 
and the order will undoubtedly be executed early the 
present year. 


WATERING STREETS. 


In previous reports the watering of the streets with 
salt water instead of fresh, has been urged; and I am 
happy to record that during the past summer our streets 
have been watered with salt instead of fresh water, as 
for many years previous, much to the advantage of pedes- 
trians and the benefit of paved streets. The watering 
of the streets with salt water having resulted so bene- 
ficially, it will undoubtedly be continued. 


STREET RAILROADS. 


The past year the Metropolitan Railroad Company 
have laid down their tracks under the authority granted 
to them, as follows, viz.: double tracks in Washington 
street, from the line between Roxbury and Boston, to 
Dover street; a single track in Washington street, from 
Dover street to Boylston street; a single track in Boyl- 
ston street, to Tremont street; a single track in Dover 
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street to Tremont street; a single track in Tremont 
street, from Dover street to Boylston street; double 
tracks in Tremont street, from Boylston street to the 
Granary Burial Ground. 

This Company have the right, under the authority of 
the location granted by the Board of Aldermen, Aug. 
6th, 1855, to lay down tracks as follows, viz :—two tracks 
in Tremont street, from the dividing line between Rox- 
bury and Boston, to Dover street ; one track in Shawmut 
avenue, from the boundary line between Boston and 
Roxbury, to Dover street ; one track in Springfield street 
from Washington to Tremont street; one track in 
Waltham street, from Washington to Tremont street. 

The Committee on Paving, of the Board of Aldermen 
of 1856, on petition of the Metropolitan Railroad Co., 
reported an order of notice to abutters, to be heard in 
relation to granting said Company authority to lay 
down a single track in Washington street, from Boylston 
street to Cornhill ; in Cornhill, from Washington street 
to Court street; across Court street, in Tremont street, 
to the Granary Burial Ground. The order of notice 
was issued, and upon the day assigned for the hearing 
the subject was laid upon the table. The cars were 
run upon this road, to Boylston street, Sept. 17th, 1856, 

and to the Granary Burial Ground, Oct. 20th, 1856. 
The Dorchester Avenue Railroad Co. have laid down 
a single track, with suitable turnouts, from the boundary 
line between Dorchester and Boston, in Dorchester 
avenue ; across the North Free Bridge ; in Federal street, 
to Broad street; in Broad street, terminating at State 
street. This Company have laid down all the track they 
have authority to. The cars have been run at intervals, 
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on this road, since the 12th of Dec., but not as yet 
regularly. 

The Middlesex Railroad Company have laid down 
their track in Beverly street, commencing at Warren 
Bridge; thence across Causeway street; in Beverly 
street, to Charlestown street; in Charlestown street, to 
Causeway street ; across Causeway street, to Charles 
River Bridge. This Company have authority to lay 
down a double track in Charlestown street, from the 
point where the tracks are now laid down in said ~ 
street, across Haymarket square, to the northerly 
edgestone of the sidewalk on Merrimac street. This 
road extends through Charlestown to Somerville. The 
cars have not been run on this road. 

The rail laid down by the three above-mentioned Com- 
panies, is made of cast iron, and of altogether different 
pattern from that used by the Cambridge Railroad Co., 
and the horse railroad companies in New York, and is a 
great improvement upon that, as a street rail. The groove 
in the cast iron railis not so deep as that of the wrought 
iron rail, of the Cambridge and New York railroads, 
and isa more easy one for the wheels of vehicles to 
pass over. The new rail will undoubtedly be improved 
upon. 

In laying down the rails, by the companies noticed 
above, a disposition has been shown to replace the pave- 
ment of the streets in which the tracks were laid, in a 
thorough manner, and they have all attended to the 
repairs along their respective routes, generally, in a 
prompt manner, with the exception of the Dorchester 
Avenue Railroad Co. They neglected the repairing of 
Broad street, which needed it very much, in many parts 
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of the street, until so late a period in the season that it 
could not be done. The terms of the charters of the 
several companies require, that they shall keep in repair, 
at all times, so much of the street as is occupied by their 
tracks, which in the grant of location is set forth as all 
that is within the rails, and one foot and a half on the 
outside of each rail. 

The tracks of the Cambridge Horse Railroad Co. were 
laid down in December, 1855, but owing to the lateness 
of the season the pavement was severely acted upon by 
the frost, and was in a bad condition early in the spring. 
As soon, however, as the weather permitted, it was put 
in proper order by the company, and they have since 
continued to keep it so. The portions of Cambridge 
street, on each side of the track, from Chamber street to 
the West Boston Bridge, will need repaving the coming 
season ; and if the government deem it advisable to pro- 
secute the work, the railroad company will undoubtedly 
join with the city in having the street put in thorough 
repair. The rail laid down by this company, although 
the one expressly stipulated in the terms of location 
eranted by the Board of Aldermen, has met with many 
expressions of dissatisfaction. The undersigned takes 
the liberty of suggesting, that if the Board of Aldermen 
propose any change in the form of rail used by this 
company, the time of the proposed relaying of the pave- 
ment, the coming spring or summer, will be a favorable 
opportunity to make a change in the rail; and it could 
be done then, to better advantage by the company and 
with less hindrance to the travelling public, than at 


any other time. The cars were run upon this read 
April 14th, 1856. 
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The only other horse railroad which has been 
located in this city by the Board of Aldermen, is the 
Mount Washington Avenue Railroad. The location of 
the tracks of the Mount Washington Railroad Company 
commences on the southerly side of Kneeland street, 
at the Boston and Worcester Railroad Freight depot ; 
thence in Kneeland street to Sea (now Federal) street ; 
across Sea (Federal) street, to Mount Washington 
Avenue; in Mount Washington Avenue, to I street. 
No tracks have been laid down by this company ; and 
the part of the Mount Washington Avenue between 
Granite street and I street, over which the location has 
been granted, has not been built. 

The charter of the Chelsea Railroad Company was 
accepted by the City Council, Oct. 9th, 1854, with the 
proviso “that such acceptance shall not be construed 
as fixing or locating any track within this city.” The 
route laid down in the charter of this company, in this 
city, is the same as that which has been granted to the 
Middlesex Railroad Company. There is provision in 
the charter of the Chelsea Company, that if any other 
railroad corporation shall obtain from the Mayor and 
Aldermen of the City of Boston, authority to lay down 
a track or tracks upon the streets between the Charles- 
town bridges and Haymarket Square, before the like 
authority shall have been obtained by this corporation, 
then so much of the act “as authorizes the corporation 
hereby created, to lay a track or tracks in said streets, 
shall be void.” The Chelsea Company have the right 
to enter upon and use the tracks granted to the Mid- 
dlesex Railroad Company. 

The charter of the Broadway Railroad Company was 
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accepted Dec. 27th, 1856. This Company has authority 
to lay down tracks in the streets of South Boston, when- 
ever the location is granted by the Board of Aldermen, 
and to join the Dorchester Avenue Railroad at the 
junction of Broadway and Dorchester avenue. 

The subject of rules and regulations to govern the 
running of the cars on horse railroads, came before the 
City Council of last year, at a late period, and was not 
reported upon by the Committee on Ordinances. It 
will undoubtedly meet the early attention of the pres- 
ent government. In this connection, the question will 
of course be duly considered whether the several com- 
panies, when there is sufficient snow on the ground to 
make good sleighing, should not run sleighs instead of 
cars, Which would obviate the necessity of clearing off 
that portion of the streets occupied by tracks. 


GRANITE SIDEWALKS. 


Complaints have been made, and justly, too, of the 
dangerous condition of granite block sidewalks, during 
the winter season. In some portions of the city, more 
particularly on the corners of important thoroughfares, 
where the granite has worn smooth, it is difficult, and 
at times dangerous, for pedestrians to pass over the 
walk, when the stone is full of frost, and snow is on the 
ground. The most effectual safeguard against acci- 
dents, is to cover the kind of sidewalks in question with 
boards, as has been done in many instances. 


OPENING STREETS. 


The subjects of the injury done to paved streets, by 
the bad manner in which the paving stones are replaced

lation. The Supt. of Streets, by the ordinances, has the 
care and custody of the streets, so far as the paving, 
grading, and repairs are concerned, yet they are opened 
and dug up by the different departments of the govern- 
ment, and the Gas Company, without the least knowledge 
on his part, and many times left in very bad condition. 


SNOW — THE STREETS LAST WINTER. 


The amount charged to the item of Snow, Ice, &c., it 
will be seen, amounts to $33,278.78. Of this amount, 
¢ 32,909.62 was for the care of the streets during the 
months of January, February, March and April, 1856 ; 
and the balance, $369.16, the latter part of December, 
1856, the commencement of the present winter. Thus 
it will be seen that the amount expended during the 
winter months of 1856, ($32,909.62,) is the largest sum 
ever expended on the streets of this city, in the winter 
season. Inthe quarterly report, submitted to the City 
Council in April last, I took occasion to make the follow- 
ing remarks in relation to this heavy expenditure of 
money. “The amount was expended for removing 
snow and ice from the public streets, and for labor per- 
formed in levelling snow and picking up ice. The 
unusual severity of the weather and the great quantity 
and peculiar kind of snow which fell on the 5th and 6th 
of January, 1856, made it an imperative duty on the 
part of the Government to provide means to make the 
highways of the city as secure to travel as the lot of 
the case would allow. It was a case of absolute neces- 
sity to do this. The above great outlay was made, and 
the citizens received the benefit of this wise liberality 
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on the part of the government, by the dispelling from 
their minds all fears of damage by overflows from 
heavy thaws and rains, and the comparatively good con- 
dition of the streets for travel. There has not, for a 
number of years, been experienced such a severe winter 
as the past. Had not the snow been removed it would 
have been next to impossible for teams to pass 
through the streets the past month, and there would 
have been great liability to damage to those having 
goods stored, and those living in cellars, in the lower 
parts of the city, from thaws and rains. During six 
days, immediately after the great storm, there were 
carted off from the streets, as near as I can estimate, 
some 30,000 loads of snow.”

Having given a statement of the expenditures and 
receipts of this department, for the year 1856, I would 
now most respectfully call your attention to the following 
subjects: 


Nuisances. 


During the year 1856, there has been served upon per- 
sons having nuisances on or about their premises, 392 
orders of notice to abate the same; out of this number 
it has been necessary to pass 41 orders of the Board, 
directing me to abate such nuisances, and charge the 
expense to parties neglecting the same. 

Among the great variety of nuisances which exist in 
our city, and which seems to have received more than 
ordinary attention from this department, is the one of 
vaults; and these, in connexion with the erection of 
buildings for the poorer classes of people. In their 
erection, little or no regard seems to have been paid to 
the wants of such tenants, and the laws of the Common- 
wealth are wholly disregarded. They are not only 
dangerous in their construction, but entirely unfit for 
the purposes intended, both as regards ventilation, and 
the natural conveniences attendant upon such premises. 
I would most respectfully call your attention to a block 
of the above described houses, situated on Shawmut 
place, from Washington to Plymouth streets; and this 
is but one of the many cases that exist in our midst. 


Sewers and Drains. 


During the past year, repeated complaints of nui- 
sances existing on the borders of some of our most pub- 
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lic thoroughfares, have been made ; and upon visiting the 
premises, I have ascertained that there were no means of 
dramage. Some of the most prominent are or have 
been located on Washington street, Harrison avenue, 
D street, South Boston, and several: in East Boston. 
Many of the parties, in reply to notices served upon 
them, to abate the same, have expressed a perfect wil- 
lingness so to do, if the city would furnish the proper 
means. On Washington street, in the vicinity of 
Springfield street, as well as other portions of said 
street, there is no common sewer. On Harrison avenue, 
and in the vicinity of Oak street; in D street, South Bos- 
ton, near Quincy street, the waste water of a block of 
some eight or ten houses drain on to private property, 
for want of a sewer; and the above are but few of the 
many cases which have come under my observation 
during’ the past year. 

The repairs of reservoir, man hole, and cesspool cov- 
ers, have been under the immediate charge of this 
department. The past year there has been made 16 
reservoir, 77 man hole, and 106 cesspool covers. Bills 
for the two former have been charged to Fire Depart- 
ment, and Sewers and Drains. The last named the 
Committee of 1853 decided to be a part and parcel be- 
longing to the Health Department. 


Paupers, Prisoners, and the Sick. 


There is run at the expense of this department, three 
vehicles for the conveyance of persons above described ; 
two of them at an expense of $1,500 each, and one

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veying the Paupers and Jail Prisoners, for the year

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quired, and the amount will not much more than pay 
the keeping, and the services of these horses in city 
teams would often facilitate the business of this depart- 
ment. Two men in city employ act as riders, and 
remain with horses until their return. 


And in conclusion, I would most respectfully add, that 
the continued growth of the city, together with the 
high rates of every article required for city use, must 
of necessity call for a larger appropriation than has yet 
been made, for the next financial year; and in the ra- 
tio to the amount expended during the year 1856, an 
additional appropriation will be required for the finan- 
cial year 1856-7. Certain work to be performed, and a 
certain amount of labor required for the same, must, 
in some degree, account for the amount expended, over 
the amount appropriated.

That there have been vaccinated, during the past 
quarter in the office, one hundred and fifty-three. 


Examined and furnished with certificates, to enter the 
public schools, one hundred and forty-six. 


Physicians belonging to the City gratuitously sup- 
plied with virus, seventy-five. 


The County jail has been regularly attended, as usual. 


During the past quarter there has not been a single 
deat hreported from Small Pox, nor have I known of 
any cases of sickness from this disease since August 
last. 

Under the influence of a very general resort to vac- 
cination among the citizens, and by private practitioners 
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as well as at this office, we have at last, for the first time 
for several years, obtained a period of entire immunity. 
The whole number of persons who have been vaccin- 
ated during the past year, as nearly as can be ascertained, 
in this city, including those vaccinated in this office, 
(2,062) is upwards of ten thousand. This is a satisfactory 
return, considering that it is more than double that of 
the increase of population by dirths. One third of the 
surplus may be referred to re-vaccinations, leaving the 
balance, or nearly three thousand vaccinations to be 
done for children old enough to attend school, and for 
adult strangers who are constantly arriving here from 
various parts of the adjoining states, many of whom 
have never been previously or thoroughly vaccinated. 
‘The number of supplies of vaccine, during the past 
year, (683,) to physicians residing in the city, shows the 
importance of this office as a source of supply of an 
agent possessing qualities at once so valuable and so 
evanescent. 

But while we congratulate ourselves upon these facts, 
and upon a season of otherwise general health, we have 
to regret the visit of an epidemic of Scarlet Fever, which, 
commencing in the autumn, had up to the first of Jan- 
uary carried off more than four hundred persons, and 
which is not yet concluded. 

The City Registrar’s returns furnish us with signifi- 
cant emphasis, the same facts they have already done 
in other years, in relation to a disease against which, 
whatever may be asserted to the contrary by enthu- 
siastic theorizers, we have no such adequate protection 
as we have against Small Pox, and which, in its malig- 
nant form, proceeds, too often unmodified by the best 
treatment, to a fatal result. 
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These returns show, in the most decisive manner, the 
influence of locality and other external conditions, 
which, by the ample powers of the Board of Health, 
are capable, in a greater or less degree, of removal or 
material modification. In Ward One, for example, the 
number of deaths from Scarlatina, has been siaty-eight ; 
while in Ward Four, there have been only nine. This 
is a single illustration of a constantly recurring fact, not 
only in regard to epidemics, but in regard to the more 
ordinary causes of death. Where the district is over- 
crowded, where the tenements are badly drained and 
ventilated, there the mortality is enormously dispropor- 
tioned to the population, while the reverse is the case 
under the opposite circumstances. And there is no 
doubt that, of the whole average general mortality, at 
least from a fifth to a quarter is due to causes which it 
is certainly within the power of sanitary legislation to 
prevent. One practical way to accomplish so desirable 
-a result would be, the passage of ordinances, like those 
passed by the English Parliament upon the recommend- 
ation of the General Board of Health, which would 
prescribe, in distinct and definite terms, the mode in 
which tenements for the lower classes and lodging 
should be constructed and occupied, and to declare 
those which do not, on inspection, come up to the re- 
quisite standard, as to their sanitary condition, to be 
untenantable. 

The construction of “model” dwellings, like those in 
Osborne Place, on a sufficiently extensive scale, would 
accomplish much in aid of the execution of such 
regulations.

Another method by which the general physical con- 
dition of the population may be greatly promoted, 
to which I would respectfully ask the attention of the 
City Council, is by some renewed and efficient action, in 
relation to the subject of the more complete and practi- 
cal ventilation of the school houses. The kind of atmos- 
phere in which more than twenty thousand children live, 
during five or six hours a day for the ten or twelve 
most susceptible years of their lives, must be of vital 
importance in its effects not only on their health and 
vigor, but also on that of succeeding generations. 

An opportunity, such as will probably never occur 
again, 1s, | understand, likely to be afforded, through 
the liberality of the Trustees of the Lowell Institute, for 
some most practical information on the subject, from 
Dr. David B. Reid, of Edinburgh, who proposes in 
. the spring to give a special course of lectures, with 
tangible experiments in ventilation of one or more 
halls, to teachers and others who are concerned in the 
structure and care of school houses. 

His eminent abilities and very great experience in 
this department of sanitary improvement, qualify him 
above all others to impart the requisite information on 
this important subject. 

In connection with the very great sanitary advan- 
tages which the City has, by its location and its abund- 
dant water supply, it is gratifying to find that there 
is a prospect, at no very distant period, of the es- 
tablishment of a new City Hospital, to provide for 
those who, notwithstanding all the care that may be 
taken to prevent disease, may be overtaken by it with- 
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out the means to help themselves. The reasons for this 
measure have been so ably set forth by the Mayor in 
his Annual Address, that I only allude to it here for the 
purpose of saying, that the experience of seven years 
has only confirmed the opinions expressed in 1849, 
when the subject was first proposed by Dr. Buckingham 
and myself to a Committee of the City Council.

GENTLEMEN : 


In conformity with the requirements of the fifth see- 
tion of the ordinance on Police, I have the honor to 
submit this my First Annual Report, embracing a brief 
description of the organization of the Police Depart- 
ment, with a synopsis of its labors for the year. 

During that portion of the year included in the 
period from the 31st of December, 1855, to the 14th of 
April, A. D., 1856, the department was under the charge 
of my predecessor. 

The department comprises two hundred and fifty men; 
two hundred and thirty-nine of whom are detailed for 
duty at the eight police stations, allowing to each such 
number of men as the territorial extent or other pecu- 
liarities of the several districts may require, the city 
at present being-divided into eight police districts. 

Exclusive of the number detailed at the several sta- 
tions, there are stationed at, and connected with, the 
Chief’s office, the Clerk of Police, one acting Deputy 
Chief of Police, and the Superintendent of Vaults, one 


“a 
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special officer whose duties are of general character, two 
Police officers, one of whom is the Superintendent of 
Trucks and Waggons, and one has the superintendence 
of Carriages, &c. These officers attend to the applica- 
tions for, and the distribution of, licenses for trucks, 
waggons, hacks and carriages, and collect the excise 
for the same. 

The two last named officers are also detailed for spe- 
cial duty on the Sabbath, when necessary, and on public 
occasions, military parades, and, at other times when 
their services are not required in their several depart- 
ments. 

There is also a small body of men, known and recog- 
nized in the department as detectives, who, beside per- 
forming the ordinary business as detective es, — of attend- 


ing public gatherings, visiting railroad stations and other 


places, the resorts of thieves, pick pockets, and others 
who prey upon society, and live by plunder, thus pre- 
venting a great amount of crime and consequent suffering 
and misery, being stationed at the office of the chiefi— 
are of great utility, rendering important service in the 
great number of cases which are daily and almost hour- 
ly reported, requiring prompt, skillful, and energetic 
action. 

This force now consists of four men, selected for their 
known ability in matters of detective duty, and for their 
skill, adroitness, and energy in criminal matters. There 
are two officers employed at the lock-ups under the 
Court House. 

The Patrol Police are divided, as heretofore, into day 
and night forces. The day force goes on duty at 8 
o’clock, a. m.,and remains until 6 o’clock, p. m., when 
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they are relieved by the first division of the night force, 
when they return to their respective station houses. At 
one o'clock, a. m., the first division of the night force is 
relieved by the second division, who remain on duty 
until eight o’clock, a. m., when the day force again 
resumes its labors. 

Hach station, except that which is designated the 
Harbor Station, has one Captain and two Lieutenants. 
The Harbor station has one Captain and one Lieuten- 
ant. 

The Harbor Police have the supervision of wharves, 
docks, and warehouses, and are often detailed for duty 
on the islands, and in the harbor. 

The Captains of the several stations are on duty 


_ through the day, and are required to report in writing 


at the Chief’s office, at nine o’clock each morning, the 
doings and labors of the police in their respective dis- 
tricts, for the twenty-four hours then last past, with such 
violations of the city ordimances, defects in streets, 
cases of water running to waste, of lamps not lighted, 
and other general matters of police duty, as have come 
to their notice. 

The Lieutenants are on duty alternately through 
the night, at the station houses and on the beats, and 
have the supervision of the night men; beside this they 
attend at the station houses and in the courts, when 
required, during such portion of the day as their night 
labors will permit, and as their services may be wanted. 

I have deemed it necessary to state thus much of the 
present organization of the department, for the purpose 
of furnishing to the City Council such information as may 
the better enable them to judge of our police system.

The expenses of the department would be much 
reduced if bills which are now paid from our appropri- 
ation, having really nothing to do with the police fund, 
were paid from some other source or appropriation to 
which they as properly belong. 

The expenses of carting city documents to the station 
houses for distribution; carting ropes, chains, &c., to 
restrain crowds on public occasions; physician’s bills for 
medical and surgical treatment of prisoners, and injured 
persons brought to the station houses ; removing prison- 
ers, with other items of expense not mentioned, increase 
the amount, in the aggregate, to no inconsiderable sum. 

It will be seen in this Report that, since the occupancy 
of the lock-ups, which commenced on the 22nd day of 
April last, 6,182 persons have been there committed.

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The expenses of the salary of two officers, and one 
man to take care of the prison, with washing, lights, 
food for prisoners, and other incidental expenses, add a 
large item to the disbursements of the department, not 
provided for in the appropriation —the aggregate of 
which will appear in the Auditor’s next annual report. 

The station houses, except Nos. 2 and 5, afford suit- 
able accommodations for the men stationed thereat. 
Some repairs are, however, wanted, but are of trifling 
account. 

In June last, 1 made a communication to the Com- 
mittee on Public Buildings, describing the totally unfit 
condition of the Fifth Station House, to accomodate the 
men stationed there, or the persons who may be com- 
mitted to the cells. Also, the inadequateness of Station 
House, No. 2, to meet the wants and requirements of 
the officers of that station. 

The proximity of this station to City Hall, the great 
number of citizens and strangers who visit it at times 
when the Chief’s office is closed, and on other occa- 
sions, render it peculiarly neccessary that its arrange- 
ments should not only be convenient for the occupants, 
but it should be so respectable in its appearance, being 
the largest and most central station, as, at least, to be 
no discredit to the City. 

It is believed that the appomtment of Sergeants 
of police, will render the department more effective. 
Their duties would be, in connection with the Lieuten- 
ants, to supervise the night force, and at the same 
time to do patrol night duty ; to march the night men, 
at roll call, to the relieving posts, and when they are 
relieved, to accompany them promptly to the stations, 
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and to report through the Captains of their respective 
stations to the Chief of Police, the conduct of the men 
under their charge. I would, therefore, respectfully 
recommend the appointment of Sergeants, in the belief 
that the experiment may prove highly useful to the 
working of the department, and tend to promote vigi- 
lance, establish discipline, and insure a more faithful 
discharge of duty, and afford relief to the Lieutenants, 
whose labors are arduous, and give to the Captains the 
opportunity of spending more time at the stations, 
where the presence of a superior officer is always i1m- 
portant. 

The subject of a uniformity of dress of the Patrol 
Police, is one upon which a difference of opinion is 
entertained. Uniform is worn by the police in some 
European cities, and in one or more in this country, 
with good effect. To prevent the commission of crime 
is a paramount object, and if the appearance of the 
police, in a dress distinguishing them from other citi- 
zens, will tend to this result, it is well worth the 
experiment; and although no garment which may be 
put on an unfaithful or incompetent officer will remedy 
these defects, yet, if it would make the officers more 
circumspect in their deportment, and more choice in 
the selection of associates, and more cautious about 
visiting places where they never should be found, 
except in the immediate discharge of official duty, 
the experiment would be worth a trial. 


SPECIAL POLICE. 


IT would respectfully submit that the present mode 
of appointing Special Policemen, who hold warrants 


¢ 
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throughout the year, who are permitted to do general 
special police service, whenever called upon by any 
individual or association ; and who wear the insignia of 
the regular police, and are not enrolled as police offi- 
cers in the department, or detailed at, or connected 
with any station, and not under the control or super- 
vision of any superior officer; men who, it may be said, 
are not accountable to any one, except that in case of 
some flagrant misconduct their warrants may be can- 
celled; men not under any discipline, or subject to 
any rules,—is highly detrimental and injurious to the 
department, whose acts are characterized by the con- 
duct of this irresponsible class of officers, whom -the 
public have not the means of distinguishing from the 
regular police. | 
I respectfully suggest that these objections may be 
met by appointing and enrolling such number of 
special officers, as may be required for the ordinary 
special police duty, and that they be detailed at the 
several stations, under charge of the several Police 
Captains ; and when their services are demanded, appli- 
cation therefor should be made to the Chief of Police, 
who should direct the Captains to detail such special 
officers as may be required for duty, who should make 
report of their doings to the Captains of the stations 
from which they are detailed, and the Captains be 
accountable for their conduct; and when on duty, they 
should be subject to the same rules of discipline as the 
members of the regular police. This class of officers 
should be distinguished by badges worn on the front 
of the hat, when on duty. 
The department generally is in a prosperous condi- 
tion; and with a continuity of that watchful care and 
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regard of its duties and interests, which is at all times 
necessary to promote its usefulness, is destined to accom- 
plish all that can reasonably be expected. 

Discipline, under our form of government, is always 
difficult to establish; and here in Massachusetts, even 
military men find it no small task to enforce it, for a 
military encampment of a few days; but in the Police 
Department, composed of men who mingle constantly 
with the citizens, and are continued year after year in 
the same social relation, it is vastly more difficult ; and 
yet from these facts is rendered the more important. 

Should more stringent rules be adopted and enforced, 
their beneficial results would be felt and realized by the 
department itself, and by citizens, and the public gen- 
erally; and I venture to hope that a degree of progress 
is working the accomplishment of this result. 

There are in the police many worthy, estimable men, 
who discharge their duties with a commendable zeal 
and devotion to the service, and with a praise-worthy 
fidelity to the important trusts committed to their 
hands. Between such men, and a class who seek only 
pecuniary reward or personal notoriety, a discriminat- 
ing public cannot fail to distinguish. 

The important duties to be performed by the police ; 
the great interest confided to them ; the varied and diffi- 
cult labors they are called upon to perform ; the influence 
their conduct and example have in community, all im- 
press the mind of every thinking man with the necessity 
of appointing to the discharge of those duties, none but 
men who are esteemed and respected for those moral 
qualities which form the basis of a good character, and 
command the approbation of all classes. 


i ot : + . eee 
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It is to be regretted that so many men apply for 
appointment on the police, who are unfitted by nature, 
education, and habits, and are wanting in almost every 
nameable requisite qualification, and that worthy and 

_ good citizens, of the highest character for honor and 
_ uprightness of purpose, whoare governed by the kindest 
motives, but with mistaken views, lend their influence 
and aid to elevate such men to a position the duties of 
which they are so entirely incompetent to discharge. 

The labors of the police are not confined solely to the 
detection of crime, and bringing criminals to justice, 
and to the enforcement of the by-laws and ordinances 
of the city; but works of humanity, and acts of kind- 
ness and charity, are not among the least of their ser- 
vices. | 

Persons are often found under circumstances in which 
they are unable and incapable of taking care of them- 
selves and of such articles of property as they may ° 
have in their possession. 

Persons are assisted by the police when suffering from 
cold, hunger and want; persons lost, intoxicated and 
insane, are furnished with shelter, food, and lodging, and 

‘restored to comparative comfort. The mission of the 
faithful officer is one of humanity and charity, while at 
the same time the sterner duties of executing the law 
devolve on him. 

It will be seen, under the appropriate head in this 
Report, that the whole number of arrests have been 
17,558. A large portion of the persons arrested for 
drunkenness, (the whole number being 6,780,) were 
foreigners. 

In a community where the means to purchase intoxi- 
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cating drinks are easily obtained, and the article so 


abundant, and accessible at all times, and by all classes, 
as it now is under the present inoperative liquor law, — 


there being 1,927 places where intoxicating liquors are 
sold in the city, as appears by an account recently taken 
by the police, by my direction,—it cannot be a matter of 
surprise, even to the strongest advocates of temperance, 
and the most zealous defenders of the law, that the most 
ignorant and those most destitute of the ordinary phy- 
sicial comforts of life, and those under the least moral 
restraint, should become the victims of intemperance and 
consequent misery and vice. If we add to the 1,927 
places where intoxicating drink is sold openly, 235 houses 
of ill-fame where mtoxicating liquor is sold, and the 
number of dwelling houses among the lower classes 
where it is sold and dealt out, we shall have a total of 
some 3,000 places in our city where intoxicating drinks 


* can be obtained. 


It is, I believe, an admitted fact, that intemperance 
is the direct origin of more poverty, more crime, and 
more human suffering than all other causes combined. 

Should the Legislature in its wisdom enact a law, the 
practical operation of which would tend to diminish 
this" great evil, by keeping the traffic in intoxicating 
liquors within prescribed limits, such a law, it is believ- 
ed, would meet the approbation of public opinion, and 
its benefits would be realized by thousands who are a 


_ prey to the vice of intemperance; and if the evil cannot 


be wholly remedied, it might, like many other evils, be 
diminished and controled. 

It will be seen that 9,037 persons have been furnished 
with lodgings by the police during the year, showing 
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clearly that there are a great number of persons in the 
community who are houseless, homeless, and almost, if 
not entirely, friendless. 

It is to be regretted that while the philanthropic and 
benevolent are so humanely engaged in giving aid to 
support and assist those who are in want, in foreign 
states and countries, that poverty, destitution and want, 
in our midst, appeals in unmistakeable language for 
that relief which would render those destitute victims 
more secure from vice and misery. 

The great number of minors, which, it will be seen, 
have been arrested for various offences, furnishes alarm- 
ing evidence of the progress of crime, and affords an 
ample field of labor for those engaged in moral reform. 

It will be seen in this Report that 341 persons, insane, 
sick, and injured, have been provided for by the police. 
Many of these unfortunate individuals, from the neces- 
sity of the case, for the time being, have been placed in 
the criminals cells, where those are confined, who are 
charged with every offence known in the calendar of 
crime. 

A wise and liberal philanthropy should furnish more 
hospitable and appropriate accommodations for the class 
of persons above described. 

Should an epidemic prevail the necessity for an asylum 
for those requiring immediate relief, being houseless 
and destitute of home comforts, would be fearfully real- 
ized. . 

There are many occasions demanding sympathy with 
the needy and those in distress; and the police officer, 
from the nature of the labor he is engaged in, has 
unequalled opportunities of witnessing such instances ; 


ee 
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and I am happy to say, that many cases occur, where the 
officers, with a zeal prompted by the kindest motives, 
have rendered that aid, without which, even the muni- 
ficence of the benevolent could not accomplish the 
desired result. 

The execution of the laws is among the most import- 
ant objects of the municipal government. This duty 
falls mainly upon the police, and hence the importance 
of selecting those only who are best qualified for a judi- 
cious discharge of those duties.

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REPORT. 


Orrice oF Cocuituate Warer Boarp, 
January 15, 1857. 


Agreeably to the provisions of the City Ordinance, 
the Cochituate Water Board beg leave to make their 
Annual Report to the City Council; together with the 
Reports of the City Engineer, the Water Registrar, and 
the Clerk of this Board. ‘To these very full and de- 
tailed Reports, the Board would refer for much informa- 
tion in relation to the state of the works and of the 
water, and of operations and doings in regard to the 
same, during the last year. 

The Board are happy in being able to state that all 
the works are in a satisfactory condition. 

Ever since the Water Board was originally organized, 
there has been entertained a desire to dispose of all the 
property owned by the City and connected with the 
Water Works, but not needed for the purposes of use 
or security in regard to them. A large amount of land 
lying near the Lake and its outlet, and also distributed 
along the line of the conduit, having served all the pur- 
poses for which their several portions were purchased, 
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has been generally unproductive, while the taxes upon 
them and their fencing have been, of course, a burden 
without any equivalent. And so of the mill privileges 
owned by the city below the outlet ; they have produced 
little, if any thing, to the city, above the taxes and 
repairs. 

Former Boards having failed to carry their often ex- 
pressed intentions into effect, the present Board took the 
matter seriously in hand. They had surveys made of 
the different parcels that could be disposed of without 
detriment to the works, (always reserving ample means 
and rights for the use of the City); and during the 
season, at private sale, and at two different public sales, 
they disposed of lots embracing 145 acres, at prices va- 
rying from $19 to $550 per acre—making a total 
amount of $13,632.12. The result of this effort was 
highly satisfactory to the Board. There still remains 
a considerable amount unsold, embracing the upper 
mill privilege, which should and probably will engage 
the early attention of the next Board. 

Among the parcels sold were those heretofore used 
for flowage, and constituting what was called the ower 
priuege. The dam, by which this privilege was formed, 
was the causeway constituting a public road or highway. 
At very high water, breaches had been made over this 
highway, by the current, and accidents more or less 
serious had occurred — one at least which, on trial, re- 
sulted in a judgment against the Town of Framingham, 
of about $400. This amount the said town called upon 
the City of Boston to pay, but the Board declined to 
pay it. At quite high water, the water in the lower 
privilege backed upon the wheels at the upper privilege, 
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and thus diminished its value. Considering, therefore, 
the possibility of disputes in future with the town of 
Framingham, as to who should keep the causeway in 
repair; and considering the fact that the factory at this 
privilege was burnt, and the upper privilege would be 
enhanced in value by its use being discontinued, the 
Board deemed it expedient to abolish this lower privi- 
lege, and sell the land for farming purposes, on the con- 
dition that no mills should ever be constructed on the 
stream passing through or. by it. It is believed that 
the City realized more money for it on this condi- 
tion, than could have been obtained for it as a mill 
privilege. Ample rights of flowage over these lands 
have been secured to the city, whether the same shall 
occur from accident or by design. 

In addition to land sold in the neighborhood of the 
Lake or works, there has been sold wood to the amount 
of near $500, mostly growing on the five rods belong- 
ing to the City, bordering upon the water. 

Besides these parcels of land near the Lake and line 
‘of aqueduct, the Board have disposed of Boon Pond 
and Rams Horn Meadow, in the town of Stow. These 
were purchased with the view of forming a compensat- 
ing reservoir, auxiliary to the Marlborough reservoir. 
But nothing has ever been done with them. They 
embraced about 130 acres, nearly or quite half covered 
with water. The City’s property consisted mainly in 
rights of flowage ; there being besides these only a nar- 
row margin of woodland that could be regarded as of 
much value. It was deemed best, therefore, to dispose 
of the whole to Mr. Amory Maynard, (who owns a fac- 
tory below,) for the sum of $1,674. Mr. Maynard can 
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add value to his mill privilege by exercising these 
rights of flowing, but the City could derive no benefit 
from them whatever. 

Jamaica Pond, and the water works connected there- 
with, were purchased of the Boston Aqueduct Com- 
pany,in 1851. The reasons for this purchase were: 
Ist, To be rid of rival water works. 2nd, To quiet 
claims already incurred by injury to their pipes, in lay- 
ing down our pipes; and 3rd, To annul the privilege 
which that corporation possessed, of breaking up and 
injuring the streets, whenever and wherever they saw 
fit. The Board feel no hesitancy in expressing the be- 
lhiefthat on all these accounts the purchase, at the price 
of $45,000, was a very favorable one to the city; and 
that a much larger benefit than the interest of that sum 
has annually accrued to the city from the purchase. 

The olject of the origmal charter of that corpora- 
tion was to supply the City of Boston with water. It was 
somewhat loosely drawn; and it was not clear what 
rights or privileges of supplying other places were em- 
braced in it. It gave no authority to break up pave- 
ments and injure highways, for the purposes of supply, 
except in Boston. Of late years there has been grow- 
ing up in the Roxbury part of the Tremont road a 
somewhat dense population, which has applied for the 
use of the water; and the City of Boston has supplied 
it, without, however, attempting to exercise any right 
of opening streets, or laying service pipes, except along 
the line of the main pipe. This service, however, yield- 
ed a gradually increasing income, which in the last year 
amounted to $2,624.64, being near the interest of 
the cost of the purchase. 
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Although at the outset it was deemed probable that 
an income might be derived from the use of these 
works equal to or exceeding the interest on the cost of 
their purchase, yet it has been the constant desire of all 
the successive Water Boards to sell them, when a favor- 
able opportunity should occur. It was always felt that 
these works were a kind of excrescence upon the city 
system, being disconnected entirely with it. The con- 
dition of the works, their state of repair and prospective 
durability have not been very well understood; while ~ 
there has been reason to suppose that in certain places, 
at least, the pipes had become quite tender. 

Besides these reasons for ‘effecting a sale, it was felt 
that there might some odium attach, or at least some 
ill feeling arise, from the circumstance of one city sup- 
plying the inhabitants of another with water, and taxing 
them therefor at its own discretion, without their having 
a voice orremedyin the matter. There can be no reason 
to suppose that the Legislature would grant the city 
such privileges, on an original application; and, there- 
fore, it was deemed to be good policy to exercise them 
as short a time as practicable, while in possession for 
other purposes. 

The Board, therefore, voted to advertise for proposals 
to purchase these works ; and as a consequence, proposals 
were made, which resulted in a sale to George H. 


~ Williams, Esq., of Roxbury, for the sum of $32,000 — 


$5,000 cash, (which has been paid ;) the balance in nine 
annual payments of $5,000 each, interest annually, 
secured by mortgage of the works. Of course, the sale 
is conditioned that no water shall be supplied in the 
city of Boston from these works. 
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It is proper to add, that under a certain contingency 
of failing to obtain a legislative act, at the present ses- 
sion, which shall confirm certain doimgs under the 
charter and privileges conveyed by it, the purchaser 
may, in May next, annul the bargain. But, as even 
~ without that confirmation, the purchase is now, and 
prospectively will continue to be, a profitable invest- 
-ment, there can be no reason to suppose that the pur- 
chaser will wish to exercise this right. 

Besides these sales, the Board have during this year 
leased the Hopkinton Reservoir, for a term of ten years, 
at a rental of $1,250 per annum. There are two old fac- 
tories attached to the privilege; but they are regarded by 
neither party as of any value, — the water being intend- 
ed for use as a reservoir, to be drawn off in dry times, 
for the benefit of mill owners below, who become joint 
lessees of the same. Should the Board have opportu- 
nity and inclination to sell, it has the power to annul 
the lease at any time, by relinquishing a year’s rent. 
Though the amount received in the way of rent is small, 
considering the cost of this reservoir, it is to be regard- 
ed as all gain; for the city has hitherto derived no 
benefit whatever from it. | 

In regard to leasing the Marlborough Reservoir for 
like purposes, a negotiation is now going on. But what 
_ success may attend it cannot now be foretold. All the 
property owned by the city in Marlborough and its 
vicinity, is now but a bill of expense ; and should the 
efforts of the Board fail to lease the reservoir for some 
reasonable amount, the question whether it will not 
be good policy to sell off the whole at the most it 
will bring, will present itself under circumstances 
highly favoring an affirmative. answer. 
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The unmecessary waste of water is a topic which has 
been pressed upon public notice by this Board, every 
year since its organization, with what effect will shortly 
be seen. ‘To those who are accustomed to regard the 
people of Boston as an orderly and brotherly community, 
it cannot but seem strange that a habit prevails, which 
not only involves an enormous and useless waste of water, 
but also involves the deprivation of this necessary of life 
to quite a large number of citizens, who have (in this 
respect, at least) the mzsfortune to dwell in costly houses, 
in the elevated portions of the City. This Board ‘has 
done its duty, and spared no effort to check this evil. 
It is extremely desirable that a wholesome public sen- 
timent should be created on this subject, that would 
make water-takers ashamed of these wasteful practices. 
The consciousness of unnecessarily wasting water would 
then suffuse the cheek with a blush scarcely less deep 
than accusation of misdemeanor or crime. But, in spite 
of all that has been done, and all that has been said, 
the evil seems to increase. For it will be seen, by refer- 
ence to the Engineer’s Report, that the average daily 
consumption in 1856, has been 12,048,600 gallons, while 
in 1855, it was 10,346,300,—1. e, an increase in con- 
sumption of nearly 20 per cent. The number of water- 
takers is now 20,806, and, at end of 1855, it was 19,998, 
—ji. e, an increase of little more than 4 per cent. 
Thus, in 1855, (taking the number of inhabitants at 
163,000,) the daily average consumption for each in- 
dividual was near 63% gallons; while, in 1856, (taking 
the population at 168,000,) the daily average consump- 
tion for each individual has been nearly 72 gallons. 
Now all this increase can be nothing but sheer waste ; (for 
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among the new water-takers there are few great con- 
sumers); and, of course, the waste of 1856 was equal to 
82 gallons (or 12% per cent.) per day, for each individual, 
more than wt was in 1855. 

In this respect let 1855 be compared with 1854. In 
1855 the daily average consumption was, as before 
stated, 65 1-2 gallons for each individual. In 1854 the 
daily average consumption was 9,902,000; equal (cal- 
ling the number of inhabitants 158,000,) to near 63 
gallons to each individual. So that in that year the 
increase of consumption was but a trifle more than 
what was indicated by the increase of population. 

The ‘subject might be further illustrated by compar- 
ing other years embraced in the table. No doubt dif- 
ferent ratios of waste would be found to characterize 
the consumption of different years. But it is to be 
feared that in no year will the waste be found to bear 
a less ratio to the consumption, than in the year pre- 
ceding it; while, as has been seen, it has increased dur- 
ing the last year 12 1-2 per cent. 

The greatly increased consumption of the past season 
has put it out of the power of the Board to allow any 
considerable playing of the fountains, except occasion- 
ally on public days,—thus depriving the citizens of one of 
their most valued pleasures. The continued draft upon 

‘the pipes and consequent tendency to reduction of the 
water in the reservoirs, has rendered the utmost watch- 
fulness and care necessary, on the part of the Superin- 
tendent, to turn on and off the water at various points, 
so as to keep the water in all the reservoirs at a height 
suitable for the convenient supply of the neighborhood 
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and also for an indispensable resource in case of ! 
After effecting these objects properly, there has been 
little surplus that could be let on to the public foun- 
tains. 

A good deal of the waste undoubtedly results from 
the improper and imperfect manner in which the dis- 
tributing pipes are put into and carried through the 
houses. And it has occurred to the Board to suggest 
to the City Government, if a has the power, the propriety 
and utility of exercising more control than it has hith- 
erto done over the inserting and arranging the water 
fixtures within and upon the premises of the water- 
takers. The pipe should enter the house at a place 
secure from frost, and should be continued in the most 
secure places the premises afford ; and if the premises 
do not offer places reasonably secure, they should be 
made so by artificial means. ° No pipe should be carried 
in a horizontal direction, but at an angle of less or 
greater elevation, so that, by means of a cock in the 
cellar, all the upper pipes could be emptied as a pre- 
caution against frost. Again, it is believed that persons 
are often more nice than wise in putting their pipes 
behind the plastering and next to a thin, exposed wall, 
where the risk of freezing 1s very great. If they would 
carry their pipes within the plastermg, through rear 
halls and kitchens, where they would partake of the 


* The importanee of keeping a supply in the reservoirs, in case of fire, it is feared, 
is not generally fully appreciated. At the recent fire in East Boston, (which has oc- 
curred since the date of this Report,) more than 10,000 barrels of water were drawn 
from the reservoir, over and above what was drawn from the pipes constantly con- 
veying water outside the reservoir. Had the reservoir been empty, it would seem 
as if the damage must have been greatly increased. 
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ral warmth of the house, the hability to frost 
would be greatly diminished if not entirely obviated ; 
while paint or whitewash might be made to disguise 
them so that they would attract little or no notice. If 
arranged in this manner they would be always acces- 
sible when repairing should be necessary. 

But, to attain these objects, some person of judgment 
and skill should be consulted at the outset, and have 
power to direct and distribute the water fixtures in the 
best possible manner. Would it not, then, be well to 
consider the right and power of the City in the matter, 
and, if practicable, by ordinance or otherwise, to re- 
quire that in all new buildings, or insertion into old 
ones, the arrangement of the pipes should be superin- 
tended or directed by some person or persons ap- 
pointed or licensed by the City government. It is 
believed that we have among us many plumbers and 
other mechanics, who, if clothed with power to exercise 
‘their judgment in the matter, would carry and arrange 
the pipes through the houses in such a manner as to 
secure the works from liability to frost. Further pro- 
vision might and should be made, that the water should 
not be let on for the first time in any case till a certifi- 
cate should be received from some proper person that 
the fixtures were arranged in a satisfactory manner. 
Should such regulations be made to attach to all new 
cases, it is not to be doubted that a great many old 
water takers, whose fixtures are imperfect or improperly 
arranged, would willingly be at the expense and trouble 
of having them overhauled and made to conform to a 
safe system or plan. In this way, it is believed, that in 
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a comparatively short period the whole city would be- 
come habituated to a much less consumption of water 
than now prevails, while the takers would enjoy all the 
luxury of a full supply for all domestic purposes. 

Unless these suggestions, or others having the same 
object, can be wrought out into practical results that 
shall effect a substantial diminution in the individual 
consumption of water in future, as the population in- 
creases, the Board is forced to admit that the necessity 
for obtaining additional supply is no longer to be disre- 
garded. If the lesson which experience has for years 
been teaching and impressing upon us is to be accepted 
as the future rule, it is no longer to be winked out of 
sight, that the enormous .and constantly increasing 
yearly consumption is rapidly bringing the City to a 
period when the present source and mode of sup- 
ply will no longer satisfy the demands of the pop- 
ulation. 

Considering the intrinsic difficulty of deciding upon 
the most judicious method of obtaining and distributing 
an additional supply, it appears to be high time that 
competent minds should be investigating the subject. 
For example, if means can be devised to furnish East 
Boston from another source, and in a manner less haz- 
ardous and disadvantageous than the present mode, 
that would be regarded as the very first step for relief. 
But to determine whether this be practicable, investi- 
gation must be made, comparisons be instituted, and 
finally, details must be wrought out into results; and 
these will require time as well as talent. 

In order to aid the Board and the City Council, in 
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forming opinions upon these matters, the City Engineer 
has, in his very clear and able Report, hereto annexed, 
collected many pertinent facts and observations, going to 
show the capabilities of Lake Cochituate to yield the 
additional supply, and has touched upon the additional 
works necessary to bring the same to the city, — all of 
which.are worthy of attention. It appears from this 
Report, that during every year, when an account was 
kept, since the works have been constructed, there has 
been wasted or allowed to pass down the river, from the 
Lake, a greater quantity than has been brought to the 
city. Experience seems to have established, beyond 
doubt, that the capacity of the Lake, as a source of 
supply, was very much under-estimated by the early 
engineers who computed it; and that instead of being 
capable of supplying ten or eleven millions of gallons 
daily, it might be relied on to supply sixteen millions. 
And so numerous and obscure are the causes operating 
unseen to mislead the judgment, and to render uncer- 
tain the data of calculation, that it would be no matter 
of surprise if experience should finally show that this 


i 


Lake would yield twenty millions daily, by simply rais _ 


ing the dam. 

But when this additional supply is talked of, the 
question of the ability of the conduit to bring it to 
Brookline, is immediately suggested. The conduit was 
intended originally to convey water as a channel, filled 
half or two thirds full. But the exigencies of the city 
have been such that much of the time it has been run- 
ning full, and a part of the time the water has been 
pressed through it under a head 1 1-2 and even more 
feet, —thus putting it to the use of a pipe, instead of 
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simply a channel.* This is putting the works to a very 

undesirable strain, and one which, of course, they were 

never intended to be subjected to. And should a breach 

occur, not only might much damage result, but the 
water takers might be subjected to much suffering and 
trouble for the want of water, before the breach could 
be repaired. It is known how much pressure the con- 
duit has sustained without giving way, but it is not 
known how much it can sustain without a breach. But 
it is certain that if itis to be relied upon to bring an 

average of sixteen millions of gallons daily, it must be 

subjected to a greater and more constant pressure than 

it has been yet. What may be the result, time alone 

can make. manifest. Asa first step towards obtaining 
an additional supply, the Board are of opinion that the 

dam at the Lake should be raised two or more feet ; 
and as it is doubtful whether the city now has author- 

ity to do it, the Board recommend that application be 

made to the Legislature for such authority. 

It will be seen by the Report of the City Engineer, 
that the dam at the outlet has betrayed indications of 
weakness during the last season. In consequence, it 
has been deemed prudent to support it by constructing

a new dam, 460 feet below the present one. This will 
back the water upon the present dam 6 feet or more; 
so that it will not be subject to pressure of more than 
4 feet, and ordinarily not so much; while the new dam 
will be sustained by the dam at the upper privilege in 
such manner that it will be relieved from any danger- 
ous pressure. This system of supporting succesive dams 
by back water, is deemed to be safer than to attempt to 
construct a single impregnable dam. The soil is so 
loose, and the water, under high pressure, percolates so 
freely through the neighboring soil, that the difficulty 
and expense of a structure that should be perfectly 
reliable, especially if the pond should be raised, would 
be very great. 

The work of constructing the new dam, was com- 
menced too late in the season to allow of its completion 
this year. Its foundation, however, was laid, and it has 
been put in ‘a condition to serve a temporary purpose 
until it can be completed in the spring. Most of the 
materials are on the spot, and paid for. The whole 
expense, it is expected, will be something less than 
$8,000. 

Since the last Annual Report, the sense of the 
citizens has been taken in regard the annexation of 
Chelsea to the city. The result was a decisive major- 
~ ity agaimst such annexation. So far as the distribution 
of Cochituate water is concerned, that decision must be 
regarded as eminently wise. As in all applications for 
annexation to the city, a leading reason for the measure ~ 
will always be a participation in the use of Cochituate 
water ; so it must continue to be the part of wisdom on 
the part of the citizens to reject such applications, so long 
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as the proposed extension will endanger the sufficiency 
of their own supply. Certainly the benefits arising to 
the city from any annexation of foreign territory, ought 
to be very obvious and to be very great, before the cit- 
izens would be justified in sharing with others that sup- 
ply which has cost them so much, and which experience 
admonishes them may soon be too scanty for them- 
selves. 

By great watchfulness and care in the management 
of the stop-cocks, a sufficient supply for ordinary 
demand has been kept in the various city reservoirs 
during the year. But during the very severe weather 
of December 18th, and a few days following, the reser- 
voir on Beacon Hill was entirely exhausted ; and many 
takers residing upon the high parts of the city, were 
entirely destitute of water. During twenty-four hours, 
the enormous sum of 17,894,000 gallons was used and 
wasted ; and if such consumption should continue for 
any number of days, much suffering would inevitably 
result. : 

It may be well here to remark, that the attention of 
the Board has been called during the year to several 
kinds of newly invented meters. A good, simple and 
cheap meter is a great desideratum ; and if one could be 
found that should be reliable, and come at a reasonable 
price, (twelve or fifteen dollars, or even cheaper,) it 
would undoubtedly be good policy to imtroduce their 
use to a certain extent. The Board is happy to say, 
that a model has been exhibited, which promises great 
advantages over any hitherto in use; and if it shall 
appear on further trial that its promises are fulfilled, it 
will no doubt be well to procure a quantity for use. 
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There has been no complaint made during the last 
year, of the quahiy of the water. 

The quantity at the Lake has been more than usually 
abundant. A good. portion of the time there has been 
9 feet. of water above the flume. Though there does 
not appear, from the annexed table, to have fallen more 
than an average quantity of rain during the year, (40 
inches,) yet the heavy rains falling in mid-summer, have 
served to keep the water unusually high during the 
period when it is usually quite low. 

The extension of the works has been continued through 
the season, on the principle which former Boards adopt- 
ed, of laymg pipes wherever the income would cover 
the interest upon the cost. Of 12-inch pipe there has 
been laid durmg the year 2663 feet, against 2001 feet 
in 1855. Of 6-inch, 9789 feet, against 10,584 feet in 
1855. Of 4-inch, 1871 feet, against 1396 feet in 1855. 
In all, 14,323 feet in 1856, against 13,829 in 1859. 
The whole length of pipes of 4 inches and upwards, is 
now a little over 116 miles. 

The number of new Stop-cocks is 21 — making the 
whole number 1001. 

The number of Service Pipes laid during the year has 
been 832, the whole length of which is 29,754 feet — 
making the whole number 19,629. 

New Hydrants to the number of 30 have been added 
this year, making the whole number 1282. 

By far the heaviest job of Repairs (if this can be so 
called) undertaken during the year, was the raising of 
the pipe in Tremont road. Since the pipe was originally 
laid, the street has been raised, (twice or more.) And 
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as buildings are now being erected along a large portion 
of the road, frequent calls for water were made. The 
supply of these demands was found to be both difficult 
and dangerous; and it was deemed best to meet the 
difficulty at once by raising the pipe. 1852 feet of 12- 
inch, and 844 feet of 6-inch, (making more than half a 
mile of both) have been raised. 

The leak in East Boston Reservoir, which has always 
been troublesome, has not yet been repaired. But ha- 
bility to damages resulting from leakage upon the lands 
abutting upon it, it is believed, has been obviated for 
the present, by the construction of a trench filled with 
stones, between the reservoir and said lands. ‘There 
does not appear to be any urgent call for further repairs 
at present; but the time cannot be far. distant when a 
very considerable outlay must be there made. 

The Annual Report of the Water Registrar contains, as 
required by the ordinance, “a statement of the num- 
ber of water takers, the number of cases where the 
water has been cut off, the number and amount of 
abatements, and the expenditures of his department.” 
The list of water takers has been arranged, as usual, 
into different classes, and the amount of water rate paid 
by each class given, the water rate being, as usual, paid — 
to the clerk of the Treasurer, in the office of the Water 
Registrar. 

The whole amount received for water rents during the 
year, has been $282,651.84, i.e, $2,651.84 more than 
was estimated at the beginning of the year. The esti- 
mate for 1857, is $295,000. 

The number of water takers is now 20,806; being an 
increase of 808 over 1850. 
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The usual condensed classification of the various water 
tenants has been prepared, and a statement of the 
amount of water rate paid by each class; the whole, 
being collated with similar tables for the preceding 
year, is here inserted.

. A statement of receipts and expenditures, the last year, 
by the Clerk of the Water Board, or Service Clerk, is 


hereto annexed. 


The whole amount of expenditure 
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has been $81,429.35. Of this, $52,588.21 was for 
Extension of the Works; leaving $28,841.14, as the 
amount of the expenses of this department. This is in 
excess of the expenses of 1855, $1,528.56, — just about 
the amount paid for surveying and selling the lands 
about the Lake and along the aqueduct. 

As this item covers all the expenses of repairs, and 
the salaries of those having charge of the works, Xc., it 
must be expected to increase. The works are continu- 
ally being extended, and the older they grow of course 
they become more liable to breaks and leakage; and 
from the nature of the case, more expense must be 
annually required to keep them in order. 

For the purposes of engineering, in relation to a sep- 
arate supply of East Boston, and also in relation to the 
damages that will result by raising the dam at the 
Lake, it is recommended that provision be made in the 
annual Appropriation Bull.

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CITY ENGINEER’S REPORT. 


Boston, JANUARY 5, 1807. 


Hon. Joun H. WILKINS, 


President of the Cochituate Water Board. 


Sir:—The usual Annual Report of matters pertaining to 
the Water Works is herewith submitted. 


Lake Cochituate. Purity of the Water. 


During the entire year of 1856, the water in the Lake has 
been quite as pure as at any time since its introduction into 
the City. There has, also, been an abundant supply of water 
in it throughout the year. 

On the 28th of January, holes were cut through the ice in 
different parts of the Lake, and water was drawn from a 
depth of sixty feet, and from various lesser depths. There 
was no perceptible difference to the taste, in the water, but 
it all appeared pure and sweet. 

During the entire season the water has been allowed to 
flow freely over the meadows connected with the Lake, and 
with Snake Brook; and it has, at all times, been perfectly 
good. 

June 20th, the outlet of Dug Pond was opened, and kept 
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so until it had drawn the pond down two feet. The water 
was not needed for use, but it was thought best to keep up 
the circulation. ‘This pond is invariably filled up in the 
winter. | 


New Dam. 


The dam originally built at the outlet of the Lake, is un- 
derlaid by a bed of quicksand. Whenever the Lake was 
full, or nearly so, a great many springs boiled up through it 
outside of the dam; some of them within thirty or forty feet 
of it, others at distances of one and two hundred feet from 
it. The amount of water thus lost from the Lake, has not, 
to the present time, been a matter of any moment, because, 
without it, the supply of water has been ample; the time will 
soon come, however, when it will all be wanted. The 
springs, or a part of them, were constantly bringing out 
small quantities of sand, and to such an extent, that it was 
considered unsafe to keep the Lake full, unless back water 
could be kept on the dam. This has, accordingly, been done, 
during the greater part of the year. At one time, a very 
considerable leak occurred through the dam, about six feet 
below high water mark in the Lake. It was, with consider- 
able difficulty, stopped, and it became necessary to draw 
down the water from this part of the Lake to save the dam. 
The means of keeping up back water consisted in part of a 
very small temporary wooden dam, on the outlet stream, 
below the main dam, which had been used as an over-fall, for 
the measurement of the quantity of water wasted and leaking 
from the Lake. 

Still lower down the stream, the dam of the upper mill 
privilege backed the water up to the small dam. These 
dams having both become very much out of repair, they were 
in danger of breaking away at any moment; consequently 
they required close watching, in order that if either of. them 
broke away, immediate measures might be taken to reduce 
the level of the water in the Lake. 
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The dam at the mill was particularly examined with refer- 
ence to its being repaired for the purpose of keeping water 
backed up to the main dam. Several other sites for new 
dams were examined; and it was finally concluded, by your 
Board, to commence the construction of a new dam near the 
present one. <A point was chosen, at a distance of 460 feet 
outside of the present dam, because the soundings showed 
that the bottom was composed principally of gravel, whilst 
all other points nearer the Lake gave positive assurance of 
quicksand. Its construction was commenced on the twen- 
tieth day of October. <A row of piling, eight inches thick, 
has been driven to depths of from fifteen to twenty feet in 
the gravel. They were tongued and grooved, each pile being 
ringed, and great care was taken to keep the joints close. 

- The dam is to have an over-fall of eighteen feet in length, 
divided into three parts, by walls of heavy masonry, the over- 
fall of the dam being two feet below high water mark in the 
Lake. Stop-planks are to be inserted in the dam, from bot- 
tom to top, so that, in case of need, the Lake may be drawn 
down as low as by the present dam. When finished its over- 
fall will afford a ready means of measuring the surplus water 
hereafter. It is important, in view of the large increase in 
its use in the City, to know as accurately as possible the full 
amount which the Lake will afford, and it will be advisable 
to have constant measurements made. 


Consumption of Water in the City. 


Three days in the last week of July, the consumption of 
water exceeded 19,000,000 gallons per day; the average of 
the last eight days in July, was 17,550,000 gallons per day, 
the mercury in, the shade at noon ranging from 86 to 94. 
degrees, whilst in the previous portion of the month, with 
comparatively comfortable weather, the average daily con- 
sumption was but 11,640,000 gallons. 

In the month of December, the average daily consumption 
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in moderate weather, was 12,500,000 gallons; whilst on the 
18th, 15,287,000, and on the 19th, 17,894,000 gallons were 
used, the mercury on these two last days having fallen eight 
degrees below zero. 

On the days of the greatest consumption, the residents on 
the higher parts of Beacon Hill and Hast Boston were en- 
tirely deprived of water. 

The increase of houses and buildings is almost entirely on 
the low grounds of the city, and this is constantly drawing 
more and more water from the higher parts of the city. 


New Main from Brookline to the City. 


As there does not appear to be any very effectual method 
of abating the waste of water in the City, it is best that the 
subject of laying another large main, from the Brookline 
Reservoir to the City, should receive your earliest attention. 
Should it be determined at once to lay it, so much time would 
be required in getting the pipes cast, and all the necessary 
labor of proving, trenching, and laying them, that it is 
scarcely possible that they could be ready for use before 
there would be actual suffering for the want of the water, in 
extreme hot, as well as in extreme cold weather, in Hast 
Boston, at least. Additional pipes may be laid in Hast 
Boston, which will, to some extent, relieve the low grounds 
there; but even then there will be quite as much necessity 
for the new pipes by the time they can be laid. The streets 
in Brookline, through which they would most likely be laid, 
are already occupied with the two lines now in use, and they 
are laid in a trench, which is much of the way through rock, 
which required blasting. In laying other pipes in the rock, 
by the side of the present ones, great care would be required, 
and it is not likely that blasting could be resorted to, because 
of the great probability, not to say certainty, of breaking the 
pipes now laid. For these reasons it would take much more 
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time to lay another line of pipes than was originally re- 
quired to lay both of the present lines, which are in one 
trench. The Gate House in Brookline, when built, was ex- 
pressly prepared to receive the third pipe, and, therefore, 
very little expense would be required there to receive it. 

Some surveys and estimates would be necessary before 
determining the best route, as well as the most suitable size 
to be laid, and its cost. 


Lake Cochituate—Its Capabilities of Supply. 


Before determining what amount of expense should be 
incurred in laying new mains from Brookline Reservoir to 
the City, it is important to know the amount of supply 
afforded by Lake Cochituate. By knowing the amount used 
in the City in any one year, and also the amount wasted and 
lost by leakage from the Lake, we know its capability of 
supply for that year. If, for the same year, we know that 
the total annual fall of water, in the form of rain and snow, 
is just about the average annual amount for a series of years, 
we may rely upon it as the amount which we may derive 
from the Lake, provided we give it sufficient storage room. 

Loammi Baldwin, Esq., in 1834, made a gauge of this Lake, 
from which he obtained 16,156,800 gallons, as its flow in 
twenty-four hours. 

By the observations and computations made by the Com- 
missioners of 1837 and 1838, they concluded that the flow 
from the Lake was at the rate of 15% cubic feet per second, 
equal to 9,909,500 gallons per day, from July 27th, 1837, to 
July 27th, 1838. (See City Document, No. 33, of 1838, p. 7.) 
This, with one exception, was a year of greater drought 
than any other for the preceding twenty years, according to 
the observations made by Dr. Hale, in Boston; the total rain 
fall for 1837, being only 29.98 inches. From November, 
1837, to November, 1838, the discharge from the Lake wag © 
21.82 feet per second, equal to 14,101,600 gallons per day. 
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The Commissioners of 1845, pp. 59 to 61, instituted a 
series of experiments, from July 30th to Noy. Ist, in that year 
—a period of three months — to determine the capabilities 
of supply of the Lake. By their observations, and com- 
parisons with previous gaugings, they estimated that the 
daily average which the Lake would afford, was equal to 
10,176,570 gallons per day. This estimate was made on the 
basis that the area of drainage into the Lake, 11,400 acres, 
equal to 496,584,000 square feet, would afford 4-10 of the 
30 inches (29.98) of rain fall in the year of great drought, — 
1837. This, it will be observed, was given by them as an 
estimate of the least quantity to be obtained from the Lake., 

All the observations which have since been made show a 
much larger amount of rain fall in each year than that of 
1837, and, as a natural consequence, a much larger amount of 
water has been afforded by the Lake. 

In the year 1850, water was wasted from the outlet dam 
at the Lake, from April 12th to the end of the year, but no 
estimate seems to have been made of the quantity thus 
wasted. The greatest quantity used in that year was in 
July, when the average daily amount was 8,514,200 gallons. 
The least amount used was in October, equal to 4,504,300 
gallons daily, whilst the average for the whole year was but 
5,837,900 gallons daily. 

In 1851, the greatest average amount used was 7,925,000 
gallons, in the month of June. The least was 5,965,200 gal- 
lons, in April. The daily average for the whole year was 
_ 6,883,800 gallons. During the year water was wasted from 
the Lake, from January 1st to July 1st, equal to 182 days in 
succession. ‘The total amount lost was estimated to be 
equal to 4,892,472,480 gallons, equal to 13,404,034 gallons 
for each day of the entire year. This, added to the amount 
used, shows the Lake to have been capable of affording a 
daily average of 20,287,834 gallons, for the entire year, had 
provision been made for its storage. The rain gauge was 
kept for only a few months at the Lake in this year. 
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In 1852, the greatest average amount used was 9,608,000 

gallons, in the month of July. The least was 6,637,900 gal- 
lons,in November. The daily average for the whole year 
was 8,125,800 gallons. During the year water was wasted 
from the Lake, from January Ist to May 24th, equal to 144 
days in succession. The total amount lost was estimated to 
be equal to 4,020,566,885 gallons, equal to 11,015,251 gal- 
lons for each day of the entire year. This, added to the 
amount used, shows the Lake to have been capable of afford- 
ing a daily average of 19,141,051 gallons for the entire year, 
had it been stored. 
_ The rain gauge kept at the Lake shows a total fall of 
47.93 inches in the year. Taking the proportion of the rain 
fall (4-10) as used by the Commissioners of 1845, and we 
should have had a daily average supply, for this year, of 
16,258,766 gallons; but we have an excess over this of 
2,882,285 gallons per day. 

In 1853, the greatest average amount used was 9,228,400 
gallons, in December. The least was 7,903,600 gallons, in 
April. The daily average for the whole year was 8,042,300 
gallons. During the year water was wasted from the Lake, 
from Junuary 26th to June 18th, and at various other times 
throughout the year; in all, 194 days. The total amount lost 
was estimated to be equal to 3,166,417,500 gallons, equal to 
8,675,117 gallons for each day of the entire year. This, 
added to the amount used, shows the Lake to have been 
capable of affording a daily average of 17,217,417 gallons for 
the entire year, had it been stored. 

The rain gauge kept at the Lake shows a total fall of 
55.86 inches in the: year. Taking the proportion of the rain 
fall, (4-10) as in 1852, and we should have had a daily 
average supply, in that year, of 18,945,381 gallons. The 
measurements and estimates of quantities used and wasted 
being 17,217,417 gallons, show an average of 1,727,964 gal- 
lons, less than 4-10 of the entire rain fall. This is accounted 
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for by the fact that heavy storms occurred in November and 
December, and large quantities were stored and kept over 
until 1854, in which year there was an excess of water used 
and wasted over the amount stored. 

In 1854, the ereatest average amount used was 11,745,200 
gallons,in June. The least was 8,030,200 gallons, in Novem- 
ber. The daily average for the whole year was 9,902,000 
gallons. During the year water was wasted from the Lake, 
from January 1st to May 30th, constantly, and for some days 
in June; in all 154 days. The total amount lost was 
estimated to be equal to 4,187,733,020 gallons, equal to 
11,473,241 gallons for each day of the entire year. This, 
added to the amount used, shows the Lake to have been 
capable of affording a daily average of 21,375,241 gallons 
for the entire year, had it been stored. 

The rain gauge kept at the Lake shows.a total fall of 
43.15 inches in the year. Taking the proportion of the rain 
fall, (4-10) as before, and we should have had a daily aver- 
age supply, in that year, of 14,637,300 gallons; but we have 
an excess over this of 6,737,941 gallons per day. The excess 
of water this year was owing to the fact that much of the 
rain which fell in 1853, was wasted in large quantities early 
in this year, it having been stored over from 1853. 

In 1855, the greatest average amount used was 11,710,800 
gallons, in the month of September. The least was 8,540,000 
gallons, in April. The daily average for the whole year was 
10,346,300 gallons. Water was wasted from the Lake, from 
January 15th to March 5th, and at various other times; in all, 
16 days during the year. 

The rain gauge kept at the Lake shows the total fall to 
have been only 34.96 inches during the entire year. 

There does not appear to have been any account kept of 
the amount wasted from the Lake during the year, owing, no 
doubt, to the fact that the temporary dam at which the gauge 
was kept, had become so out of repair as to be unreliable. 


APPENDIX. 9 


In 1856, the greatest average amount used was 13,284,007 
gallons, in December. The least was 10,377,865 gallons, in 
May. The daily average for the whole year was 12,048,964 
gallons. During the year water has been wasted from the 
Lake, in various months; in all, 69 days. 

The rain gauge kept at the Lake shows the total fall to 
have been 40.8 inches during the entire year. 

No account of the waste from the Lake has been kept, 
because the temporary dam before spoken of had become 
useless for this purpose, and because the arrangement of the 
outlet dam, as originally constructed, did not permit of 
measurements being kept with any degree of accuracy at it. 
The new dam, when finished, with its wide over fall, will 
obviate this difficulty. 

From the above observations and measurements, it would 
seem that there could be no doubt that Lake Cochituate 
could be made to furnish an average daily supply of 16,000,000 
gallons, or even a greater amount, by storing all its waters, 
one year with another. The precise amount of expense 
necessary to accomplish this, can only be determined by sur- 
veys to be made hereafter. The amount of supply which 
may be added to it, by taking other ponds and streams, is 
also a matter for determination hereafter. 


The Conduit. 


On the 4th of February a portion of the embankment, over 
the conduit, near Morse’s Pond, was washed off by the pres- 
sure of the water through an old crack in the conduit. It 
was temporarily repaired at the time, and in April it was 
thoroughly repaired. 

In July, about four hundred feet in length, of the bottom 
of the conduit in Newton Centre, was repaired, and is now in 
good condition. 

During the coming season it will be necessary to repair 
about fifty feet in length, near Webber’s barn, in the third 
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section; about three hundred feet, near Knowles’s road, in ~ 
the same section; and about two hundred feet in length, near 
Morse’s pond, in the first section. 

Several examinations of the conduit were made during the 
season. No newcracks were discovered. It was thoroughly 
cleansed in July, between Charles River and Brookline 
Reservoir. 

The form of the conduit is, as is well known, an egg-shaped 
oval, with a clear height of 6 feet 4 inches, and greatest 
width 5 feet, the largest end being down. The original esti- 
mates of its flow,as made by Robison’s formule, corrected by 
observations on the flow of the Croton Aqueduct, gave, for a 
depth of 3 feet 10 inches, 8,305,000 wine gallons in twenty- 
four hours; and for a depth of 4 feet 4 inches, a flow of 
9,430,000 gallons in twenty-four hours. It will be observed 
that the greatest depth then calculated for the water in it, 
left two feet of clear space in the conduit, above the water. 
From all previous experience, it was judged that it would be 
unsafe to fill it any nearer full, and it, therefore, in its esti- 
mated flow, partook of the nature of a canal, covered over 
only for the purpose of keeping impure matters from the 
water, in its course to the City. The conduit was built with 
American hydraulic cement. It has been repaired in the 
quicksands, and some other portions, by the use of Portland 
(English) cement, and is now, in such places, gutty as strong 
as in any other part of it. 

Instead of having water flowing in it, at a depth of only 4 
feet 4 inches, it has been filled entirely full, and it has had a 
head on it, at times, above its top, of over two feet, thus 
making it in effect a pipe. 

When the repairs are made, which are suggested above, 
with some additions to the thickness of some parts of the 
embankments, there can be no doubt that it can, with perfect 
safety, have such a head put on it as will cause it to deliver 
20,000,000 gallons daily, in Brookline Reservoir. 
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Charles River Pipes. 


The pipe chambers at Charles River were designed for 
three pipes. Two only have as yet been laid. These two have 
sufficed thus far; when the third is laid, with the additional 
head on the conduit, it is clear that we shall have an increase 
of more than fifty per cent. over the delivery of the present 
ones. If the incrustations still continue, they may be readily 
cleansed, and restored to their original capacities at slight 
expense. 


Meters. 


The two large meters have been removed during the past 
fall, from the Brookline Gate House. They were found not 
to answer the purpose for which they were designed. There 
is a small leak in the Gate House, which may be repaired in 
the spring, now that the meters are out of the way. 


Structures. 


There are some signs of settlement in the apron way of 
the small Gate House, at the end of the conduit, at Brookline 
Reservoir. With this exception, and the leak in the Gate 
House, all the structures on the line of the works are in good 
order. 


Raising Pipes on Tremont Street. 


When the pipes were first laid in the City, Tremont street, 
south of Dover street, was at a very low grade, and all the 
pipes laid there, at that time, were laid at the usual depth 
below the surface. Since then the grade has been raised 
several feet, and all the pipes laid there since, have been laid 
at the usual depth below the new surface. Many houses 
have been built, within the past year or two, on the street; 
and, it appearing probable that it would very soon be all 
built upon, it became a matter of importance to raise that 
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portion of the 12-inch pipe which was at the lowest grade. * 
In doing this it became also necessary to raise those 6-inch 
pipes branching from it to the side streets. All the 12-inch 
and part of the 6-inch pipes were at a depth, generally, of 
twelve feet below the surface. Whenever a service-pipe was 
laid, great trouble was experienced by caving in, endan- 
gering the lives of the workmen, as well as being extremely 
expensive. It was, therefore, determined by your Board to 
raise the pipes, and 1,851 feet of 12-inch, and 844 feet of 
6-inch pipes have been raised. 
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Loss of Head from Brookline Reservoir to Beacon Hill and 


East Boston Reservoirs. 


The effect of increased consumption of water in the City 
may be seen by reference to the table in this and previous 
reports of average annual heights of water in the Reservoirs. 

A synopsis is given in the following table.

Extreme high water in Brookline Reservoir is 124.6 feet, 
and it will be seen that Brookline Reservoir has averaged, 
during the last three years, within one foot of high water 
mark in it; that Beacon Hill Reservoir has averaged very 
nearly a uniform depth, in the same time; whilst the water in 
the East Boston Reservoir is constantly decreasing in its 
average height. 
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To show the effect on the head, occasioned by a few suc- 
cessive hot, as well as a few successive cold days, the follow- 
ing table is inserted.

I herewith submit the following Report, prepared accord- 
ing to the provisions of the Water Ordinance, passed Octo- 
ber 31st, 1850. 

The total number of Water Takers now entered for the 
year 1857, is 20,806, being an increase since January Ist, 
1856, of 808. 

During the year there has been 1,008 cases where the 
water has been shut off for non-payment of water rates, and 
unnecessary waste of water. Of these, 678 were for non- 
payment; 330 were for waste. 

The number of cases where the water has been turned on 
is 1,594. Of these, 583 were cases which had been previously 
shut off for non-payment of water rates; 286 were those 
which had been shut off for unnecessary waste of water; and 
725 were let on for the first time. 

There have been xo abatements made during the year.

DEAR Sir,— By a general law of the Commonwealth, 
passed in 1851, any city or town in the State was authorized 
to establish and maintain a public library, and to provide 
suitable rooms therefor, and to appropriate a certain amount 
of money for that purpose. 

About the time of the passage of this act, a commencement 
was made of a Public Library in this city. The books col- 
lected, by donation and purchase, to the amount of about two 
thousand volumes, were deposited in a small room in the 
City Hall, but no definite plan for the permanent foundation 
and endowment of the institution was adopted. Among the 
projects considered was the assignment for the use of the 
Library of a suite of apartments in a spacious building, pro- 
posed to be erected for all the public bodies of the city. 
Another plan contemplated the union of the City Library 
with the Atheneum. In the meantime, the basement floor of 
the School House in Mason Street, was allotted for the tem- | 
porary accommodation of the institution. 

The munificent donation of Mr. Bates, in 1852 gave a 
powerful and efficient impulse to the enterprise, and the reso- 
lution was now formed by the City government, to proceed 
with vigor. Application was made to the Legislature for 
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enlarged powers, and an act was passed on the 12th of 
March, 1853, authorizing the City of Boston to found and 
maintain a Public Library, and to make appropriations for 
that purpose, provided the sum should not exceed one hun- 
dred and fifty thousand dollars, within four years from the 
1st of January, 1853, nor the sum of ten thousand dollars in 
any one year after that date. 

It was well understood at the time, as it has been ever 
since, that this authorized expenditure of $150,000 within 
four years, was designed for the purchase of books, and to 
defray the expense of management, and not for a building, 
which had not at that time been determined upon, and which 
would have absorbed the whole appropriation. 

The City government, however, decided wisely that all the 
plans for accommodating the Library in any other building 
than one exclusively appropriated to it, were inexpedient, 
and it was determined to erect one exclusively for that 
purpose. 

In carrying this decision into effect, delays arose, in conse- 
quence of the difficulty of fixing upon the spot for the new 
building, and other causes. About two years were lost in 
this way, during which active measures for the formation and 
increase of the Library were suspended. There was accord- 
ingly no occasion to take full advantage of the authority grant- 
ed by the act of 12th March, 1853, to expend annually, for four 
years, the fourth part of-$150,000. The entire appropria- 
tions for the four years have been but $38,000, of which 
$15,000 were appropriated for the current financial year. 

It was anticipated that the greater part of this sum of 
$150,000 would be required for the purchase of books, at the 
commencement of the undertaking. But the renewed act of 
munificence on the part of Mr. Bates, and the liberality of 
the late honored and lamented Mr. Lawrence, of Mr. Jona- 
than Phillips, and other friends of the institution, have made 
it unnecessary to resort to the City Treasury for avery large 
expenditure on account of books; and $112,000 of the sum 
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authorized remains unappropriated, and is not likely at any 
time to be called for. 

In the meantime, however, the authority to appropriate 
any sum beyond $10,000 annually, expired on the 1st of Janu- 
ary of the present year. That sum will not at present suffice 
for the necessary calls of the institution. Considerable extra 
expense will be required the present year, to receive and 
prepare for the new building the large donation of books so 
generously made by Mr. Bates, and in preparing a catalogue 
of the whole collection. For these and other demands, the 
Trustees look with confidence to the continued liberality of 
the city government, amply sustained as it has been in this 
respect by public opinion. 

Inasmuch, however, as the act of the 12th March, 1853, 
limits the authorized annual expenditure to $10,000, it 
becomes necessary to apply to the Legislature for an amend- 
ment. Experience alone can teach what amount will be 
required to carry on the Library, and to sustain its character 
as a first class institution, honorable to the city, and forming 
the completion of that system of Public Education of which 
Boston is so justly proud. More will be wanted in some 
years, and less in others; and the Trustees are of opinion 
that the better course will be to petition the Legislature to 
remove the limitation, and leave it to the discretion of the 
City Council to appropriate such sums, from time to time, for 
the support of the Public Library, as they deem expedient. 
The experience of the past may be confidently referred to, to 
show that there will be no danger that such an enlargement 
of the authority of the city government to appropriate money 
for this purpose will lead to an improvident exercise of 
it; it having been already shown that of $150,000 authorized 
for the first four years, $38,000 only have been used.

To tae Honorasite Crry CovunciL: 


The undersigned respectfully submits to the City 
Council his Annual Report, concerning the Births, Mar- 
riages, and Deaths in the City of Boston during the year 
1856. 

In presenting the practical details of his office during 
the past year, the undersigned ventures to indulge in 
some observations, which he trusts will not be consider- 
ed out of place in a document of this character. 

But few people have a desire to embark in statistical 
research ; and fewer still feel any great interest in vital 
or mortuary statistics. Until late years, the discussion 
of vital statistics, and the subjects naturally associated 
with them, was almost wholly confined to physicians, 
and a few others, men of scientific attainments, who 
were deemed to have a peculiar aptitude for the dry 
details of figures and philosophical speculations. The 
ereat mass of mankind manifested but little desire to 
ascertain how they came into the world, still less to learn 
the probable chances of their continuance in it for a 
given time, and no appreciable thought concerning the 
mode of their egress therefrom. They knew they were 
here, and that they must depart; beyond a knowledge 
of these two simple facts, they did not appear to con- 
sider it of any use to advance. 
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Although decided progress has latterly been made in 
the right direction, the subject still occupies a position 
far below that which its importance deserves; and con- 
siderable effort will yet be demanded from those who 
appreciate its value, before it will take its proper posi- 
tion. 

There are various interests of a community which 
would be materially subserved by a familiar acquaint- 
ance with vital statistics, and matters naturally allied to 
them. Some of these are obvious, and need but little 
by way of elucidation. In determining, as nearly as 
may be, the duration of human life, the augmentation 
and decrease of population, together with the causes of 
the same, and the character of the materials which make 
up population, sanative principles naturally assume their 
legitimate place, and necessarily become a matter for 
discussion. Whenever or wherever such discussions 
occur, these subjects at once rise to their just level of 
importance, and are followed immediately by those acts 
which are the characteristics of cultivated life. It 
requires but little effort to see how these in turn en- 
gender a multitude of wants, as well as increase the 
capacity to enjoy them. 

It is well known that epidemics, as well as ordinary 
diseases, find the larger portion of their victims in cities. 
The cause of this is mainly attributable to density of 
population, and to the accumulation of filth, generally 
found in connection with such condition. While there 
is a general belief that populations so circumstanced are 
peculiarly exposed to the ravages of epidemics, there 
does not appear to be any just appreciation of the laws 
which govern health, the duration of life, &c., and, con- 
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sequently, little practical benefit is experienced. ‘This 
defect will be remedied in proportion as the subject 
shall be understood; and it will be understood just as 
soon as it shall cease to be treated as an abstruse or 
mere theoretical question, and be made to appear con- 
ducive to the material, moral, and intellectual welfare of 
the people. 

The mode by which a knowledge of vital statistics is 
to be made effective, is scarcely less important than the 
subject itself. It is but a few years since a well-defined 
system of Registration was adopted and put into 
vigorous operation. The method previously in vogue 
was excedingly crude, and very imperfectly carried out. . 
More than one instance has come to the knowledge of 
the undersigned, since his assumption of the duties of 
his office, where severe losses have resulted to parties 
from inability to substantiate their just claims by docu- 
mentary evidence of birth and marriage. An instance 
is remembered, where the incorrect registration of a 
name utterly vitiated an undoubted title to an estate. 
This latter fact, it is true, affects only the competency 
of those who had in charge the duty of registration ; 
but it is worthy of mention, inasmuch as the failure to 
record correctly was as disastrous as would have been a 
failure to record at all. 

The system of Registration now in operation in Mas- 
sachusetts has been digested with great care, and should 
be carried out with proper spirit and faithfulness. To 
ensure this result, popular sympathy and co-operation 
must be obtained; and this can only be done by con- 
vineing people that they have a personal interest in the 
subject, and that the whole community are concerned 
alike. 
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During the past year, a volume containing the records 
of Births, Marriages, and Deaths, dating as far back as 
1632, was, in consequence of its dilapidated condition, 
ordered by the City Council to be transcribed on 
parchment. This hasbeen done; and a volume, valued 
not only for its age, but for the information which it 
communicates respecting men connected with the early 
history of Massachusetts, is now secured against further 
injury. 

Full returns of the Births, Marriages, and Deaths 
recorded in the City of Boston during the year 1856, 
have been returned to the Secretary of State, as requir- 
ed by law. The returns have been made up with great 
care, and, it is believed, with as much accuracy as it 
was possible to make them.

The Births in the City of Boston during the past 
year, amount to 5,922,—3,053 males, 2,869 females—an 
increase of 106 over the number recorded the previous 
year.

The above shows that the births in 1856 were as 1 
to 27.48 of the population. By reference to last year’s 
report, it will be seen that there was an increase of 
deaths in the first ward of 47,—the increase of births 
in that ward was 105. In ward 2, the increase in deaths 
was 30,—of births, 40. In ward 3, the increase of 
deaths, 6,—of births, 8. Ward 4, decrease of 16 deaths, 
—increase of births, 1. Ward 5, increase of deaths, 
47,—decrease of births, 39. Ward 6, increase of deaths, 
50,—of births 29. Ward 7, decrease of deaths, 41,— 
births precisely the same as previous year. Ward 8, 
decrease of deaths, 28,—of births, 117. Ward 9, increase 
of deaths, 34,—of births, 22. Ward 10, increase of 
deaths, 72,—of births 11. Ward 11, increase of deaths, 
28,—of births, 35. Ward 12, decrease of deaths, 61,— 
increase of births, 147. Ward 1 exhibits the greatest 
number of births, but ward 2 (East Boston) shows the 
highest ratio of births to the population, being one 
birth to every 21.14 of the inhabitants. Ward 12 
comes next, (taking the place ward 7 occupied last year, 
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but which now stands the third in the list) with one 
birth to 21.59 of its population. Ward 8 presents a 
marked difference from the previous year’s result, when 
there was one birth to 29.24 of its population. This 
year it is 1 to 40.03. Ward 4 shows 1 to 63.80,—a 
slight improvement over the year before, when it was 
one in 64.32.

It will be seen by the above table, that there were 
1427 births where both parents were born in the United 
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States. These make but 24.09 per cent. of all the births, 
a slight decrease from the previous year’s record. The 
number of instances where only the fathers were native 
born, was 259, or 4.37 per cent. The number of cases 
where only the mother was born here, was 223, or 3.76 
per cent. ‘The number of instances where both parents 
were Irish, was 2881, or 48.64 per cent., a decrease of 
nearly 2 per cent. from the number of the previous 
year. 


MARRIAGES. 


There were but 2,914 Intentions of Marriage entered 
during the year 1856,—147 less than were recorded in 
1855. The marriages received and entered to the 
present date, number 2,936, a decrease of 319 from the 
number recorded at the same time last year. The year 
just clased having been leap year, it does not appear 
that ladies have very extensively availed themselves of 
the privilege generally accorded to them. 

Of the males, 1,033, or 40.73 per cent. of the whole 
number, were born in the United States, almost pre- 
cisely the same proportion that existed the previous 
year; 233 of this number only were born in Boston, 
and 310 in other portions of Massachusetts. Maine 
furnishes a greater number of Benedicts than any other 
New England State, being 198. New Hampshire next, 
104, leaving their three remaining sisters represented 
by a totality of 80. States further south and west are 
represented by 108 happy swains. 

The remaining 1,503 males are represented by 960 
natives of the Emerald Isle, making 37.85 per cent. of 
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the entire number, a slight reduction from the previous 
year’s result, and 64.51 per cent. of the foreigners. 
Germany and North of Europe contribute 10.14 per 
cent., British American Provinces 9.87 per cent., while 
“Merrie England” herself 7.32 per cent., leaving Por- 
tuguese, Italians, Frenchmen, &c., to make up the 
remainder. 

Of the females married, 989 or 38.99 per cent. were 
born in the United States; of these, Boston contributes 
341, the rest of the State 348, Maine 192, (very nearly 
the same number she gives of the males,) the remain- 
ing four New England States 145, and the States south 
and west, 63. As with the males, Maine furnishes more 
females for wedlock than either of the other States. 

The remaining 1,547 comprise 1,080 Irish females, or 
72.14 per cent. of all the foreign females, 185 born in 
the British American Provinces, 126 in Germany and 
Northern Europe, 79 in England, 21 in Scotland, 6 in 
other foreign places, while the birthplaces of 50 were 
unknown. 

The following table shows the birthplaces of each 
couple married. The right hand outside column of 
totals designates the males, while the females are de- 
noted in the bottom line of totals.

The above table will be readily understood from the 
following explanation: The outside right hand column 
shows that 233 grooms were Boston-born. Of these, 99 
married Boston-born females, 40 married the same num- 
ber of females from other parts of the State, 26 mar- 
ried females from Maine, and so on. 

Of the 925 New England males, 750 married New 
England females, 53 married Irish females, and 55 mar- 
ried females born in the British Provinces. Of the 
960 Irish males, 870 married their own countrywomen; 
32, females from the Provinces; and 26 married females 
born in Boston. 

A glance at the table will show that the materials 
which make up a Boston population are of quite a 
diversified character, the Irish element largely predomi- 
nating.

The explanation of the above table is similar to that of 
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the one preceding it. There were married 60 males un- 
der 21 years of age,—one less than were married the pre- 
vious year, making 2.36 per cent. of the number married. 
Four of these married females between 25 and 30 years 
of age. 892, or 35.17 per cent. of the males, married 
between the ages of 21 and 25, and 856, or 33.75 per 
cent., married between 25 and 50 years. Of the 892 
males between the ages of 21 and 25, 229 married 
females under 20 years of age; 550 took partners who 
were about the same age; 95 chose wives whose ages 
were above 25 years; 15 selected partners of females 
over 30 years; while three took wives who were above 
35 years. 27 males over 30 years, 6 over 35, one over 
40, and 3 fastidious gentlemen of over 50 years, mar- 
ried females under 20. Fifty-one gentlemen between 
50 and 60 were married, 3 to maidens under 20, 4 to 
females between 25 and 30, 10 between 30 and 35, 9 
between 35 and 40, 10 between 40 and 45, 8 between 
45 and 50, and 6 between 50 and 60. There were 11 
males married who had passed their 60th year, while 3 
had left behind their 70th year. There were 76 females 
married who had passed their 40th year, 13 who had 
seen their 50th, while but three females over 60 years 
became brides. 

The favorite matrimonial period for both sexes is be- 
tween 21 and 25; the next is between 25 and 30. 

Among the males married were 60 minors; 43 were 
20 years of age; 10 were 19; 5 were 18; one was 17, 
and one was 16; the latter married a female 19 years of 
age. 

Among the females married, were 206 under 19 years 
of age; 143 were 18 years of age; 450f 17; 15 of 16; 
2 of 15; and 1 of 14.

The first marriages of males, it will be seen, amount 
to 2,149, or nearly 84.74 per cent. of all the marriages ; 
346 were second marriages, 32 were third, while only a 
single fourth marriage took place, which was of a 
gentleman of the ripe age of 71 with a maiden of 31. 

The first marriages of females number 2,230, or 87.93 
per cent. of all the marriages. Of these, 1984 were 
united to males who had never been married ; 227 mar- 
ried widowers; 18 married men who had been wid- 
owed twice, while one ventured to take a gentleman 
whose essays in the matrimonial line had been made 
three times before. 

The condition of eight non-resident couples is un- 
known. ‘The residence of 1,923 males at the time of 
marriage was in Boston; 481 resided in other towns in 
the State, and 132 belonged out of the State. 

Of the females, 2,103 resided in Boston ; 363 in other 
parts of the State ; and 70 came from other States. 

Of the whole number of marriages, 24 were of cou- 
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ples, one or both of whom resided here, but who were 
married in other States. The law requires such parties 
to register their marriages on their return to the city. 

There were 397 instances in which the brides were 
older than the grooms. 

There were 46 colored couples married ; and 12 col- 
ored males married white women. There was one 
instance where the groom was white and the bride 
colored. 


MORTALITY OF THE YEAR. 


The annexed tables, illustrative of the mortality of 
the year 1856, show that there were 4,253 deaths in 
the city of Boston during that period, an increase of 
173 over the number recorded in 1855. Even this 
augmentation leaves the general result 188 below the 
record of 1854. With the exception of WScarlatina, 
which has proved exceedingly virulent during the latter 
part of the year, the city has suffered from no epi- 
demic; while some other diseases, which have usually 
prevailed to a greater or less extent, have been less fatal 
than they were in previous years. Among these the 
most marked is Small Pox, from which not a death has 
been reported since August. 

In the City Registrar’s last Report, the regret was 
expressed that the present method of reporting deaths 
was so defective. ‘The experience of the past year has 
deepened the conviction received during the previous 
one, that, not only was the value of the registration sys- 
tem impaired by the imperfect manner in which it was 
carried out, but even crimes were perpetrated and 
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effectually concealed through these very defects. So long 
as licenses for interments are issued on the returns now 
required by law, without the attestation of competent - 
authority as to their correctness, flagrant crimes may be 
committed with little hazard of exposure. As proof of 
this observation, attention is called to the following 
incident. } 

An undertaker was employed a few months since to 
superintend the funeral of a female, who was said to 
have died of typhoid fever. On applying for the 
requisite license to inter the body, the undertaker ex- 
pressed his doubt, from the character of the house 
where the death occurred, concerning the cause of 
death. As the return was properly made, and nothing 
beyond a mere surmise was thrown out, the usual license 
was given, and the body interred accordingly. T'wo or 
three days subsequently, two ladies called at this office 
to Inquire concerning the female in question. They 
stated that the deceased had, a short time previously, 
resided in their family, but had afterwards left it with- 
out informing them of her new abode. They stated 
that soon after her departure, a young man, who was 
understood to have been paying his addresses to her, 
called at their residence and informed them that she had 
died out of the city, but was brought back and buried 
at Kast Boston. This misrepresentation, in connection 
with the character of the house where the death took 
place, created a stispicion that something was wrong. 
The body, accordingly, was disinterred, and an examin- 
ation made, when it was fully proved that abortion had 
been practised, which, in all probability, had caused 
death. Arrests were made; among the number the

“Doctor,” who was alleged to have produced the abor-— 
tion, and held to bail for trial. Although little doubt 
existed that the death in question resulted from the 
assigned cause, it was found impossible to fasten the 
guilt upon the suspected parties, and they altogether 
escaped. ‘T'wo other cases of a similar character occur- 
red previously, one of which was properly investigated, 
but nothing definite was brought home to the suspected 
parties. , 

These are but three instances; but there might not 
have been more obstacles to the occurrence of a dozen, 
nor could the present mode of reporting deaths furnish 
means to detect them. A murder may be committed : 
a report of the death 1s made, ascribed to any disease 
that the person reporting the case may choose, together 
with a few simple items of information, and permission 
asked to remove the body from the city for interment. 
No suspicion being entertained, the required permission 
is given. On arriving at the place of burial, the same 
particulars are furnished there that were given in the 
first instance, and the body is interred. Unless suspi- 
cion is excited by other circumstances, no detection will 
probably result. Who can say that such instances do 
not actually occur every year ? 

The Registration Act of Rhode Island, enacted in 
1855, makes it the duty of physicians to report deaths ; 
and where death occurs without the attendance of a 
physician, that duty is imposed on coroners. The last 
report of the City Registrar of Providence, shows that 
this feature in the Registration system of Rhode Island 
renders that an improvement upon our own. Although 
entire accuracy is not to be expected, some approxima- 
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tion to that result, however, may be reasonably looked 
for. In most cases of death where physicians were in 
attendance, the cause of death could be definitely 
stated ; the remainder could be so described as to prove 
of almost equal practical benefit. In regard to the 
large number who die without being visited by a phy- 
sician, it might be made the duty of the City Physician 
to see such after death, and report the result of his ex- 
amination. Whatever uncertainty there might be in 
this course, it would not be a tithe of that which exists 
under the present system. 

Another advantage of a public character would result 
under the change above indicated. The City Physician 
would become daily cognizant of the exact sanitary 
condition of all parts of the city, and of the habits and 
mode of living of those among whom the deaths indi- 
cated occurred, ‘This personal inspection would enable 
him to make such suggestions to the Board of Health 
as would prove conducive to the public health, as well 
as serve to prevent or expose misdeeds such as have 
been alluded to. With these suggestions, the subject is 
respectfully urged upon the attention of the City 
Council. | 

The following table, showing the number of deaths 
on each day of the year, will be interesting as one of 
reference. The correspondence between the number of 
deaths in each of the first six and of the ninth months 
of the past year, with the number that died in the same 
months in 1855, is singular, there being only a differ- 
ence of 35 deaths for the whole period. It will also be 
observed, that the mortality in August last did not so 
greatly preponderate over some of the other months, as 
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is usually the case-—the number of deaths in that month 
being not much larger than those in September and 
December. The increased mortality of the year 1856 
over that of 1855, occurred principally in November 
and December. In the former month, the present table 
shows an increase of 70 deaths, and in the latter of 101, 
over the number in the corresponding months of the 
previous year. This great difference is undoubtedly to 
be attribued to the prevalence of Scarlatina, of which 
65 died in November, and 115 in December.

By comparing the above statement with the similar 
one of the previous year, a considerable difference will 
be observed. In eight wards—the first three, the 5th, 
6th, 9th, 10th, and 11th,—this year’s table shows an 
increase in the number of deaths, while wards 4, 7, 8, 
and 12, exhibit a considerable decrease. In ward 3 
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there is an increase of three deaths, but the percentage 
is slightly diminished. In ward 4 there are recorded 
119 deaths, being 2.79 per cent. only of all the deaths, 
against 135 deaths, and a percentage of 3.30 of the pre- 
vious year. Wards 7, 8, and 12, present the most favor- 
able change: the first showing the diminished number 
of 472 deaths, with a percentage of 11.09 against 513 
deaths, and 12.57 per cent., and the latter 465 deaths, 
and a percentage of 10.93, contrasted with 526 deaths, 
and 12.89 per cent. Ward 6 has retrograded. The 
number that died there in 1855 was only 160, making 
3.92 per cent. of the whole number of deaths. This 
year’s table gives 215 as the number of deaths, and 
5.05 as the percentage. Reference to the statement 
concerning Scarlatina will show, that the prevalence of 
that disease does not account for the increase of mor- 
tality in that locality. The greatest increase was in 
ward 6, being 55 deaths ; and the greatest decrease in 
ward 12, a decrease of 61. 

It is proper to state, that the deaths allotted to ward 
2, comprise 100 that occurred in the State Hospital at 
Rainsford Island, and 54 that took place at Deer Island. 
Ward 5 has to bear the burden of 118 deaths that occur- 
red in the Massachusetts General Hospital, and five in 
the Suffolk Jail; and lastly, South Boston is made to 
include 31 deaths in the Lunatic Asylum, and 11 in the 
House of Correction. This explanation will serve to 
restore wards 2 and 5 somewhat to a level with the 
sanitary condition of their sister wards; but no such 
excuse can be urged in behalf of the north-end ward. 
Although the population of ward one is the largest of 
the twelve,—making 11.83 per cent. of the entire popu- 
lation,—there is no good reason why the deaths there 
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should amount to near 15 per cent. of the entire 
mortality. 

The aggregate ages of all who edn in Boston during 
the year 1856, amount to 85,743 years, 
average age of 19.69 years. The lee year the 
average age was 19.88. If the aggregate ages of those 
who died from casualties, &c., be deducted from the 
gross amount, the average age will be 19.59 years, a 
considerable reduction from the result of the preceding 
year, when the average age was nearly 21 years. If 
the sum of the whole be divided according to sexes, 
(excluding casualties, &ec.,) the aggregate ages of the 
males will amount to 56,566 years, giving to them an 
average age of 17.77 years. 

The aggregate ages of 1,970 females, (exclusive of 64 
who died from casualties, &c.,) amount to 41,520 years, 
which give an average of over 21 years. In the pre- 
vious year, the average age was over 2% years. 

The aggregate ages of those who were native born, 
amount to 37,374 years, allowing an average age of 
24.58 years. Native born males number 773, giving 
21.53 years to each. Native born females number 747. 
Their aggregate ages reach 20,724, yielding an average 
of 27.74 years, being more than six years in their favor 
over the males. 

The number of foreigners who died (thus terming all 
under 21 years of age born of foreign parents) was 
2,735. Their aggregate ages amount to 46,368 years, 
which allows them an average age of 16.96 years, more 
than seven years below the average age of the native 
born population. The aggregate ages of foreign males 
amount to 24,080, and allow to that sex the average 
age of 16.65 years. 

+ 
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The average age of foreign females amounts to 17.31, 
being nearly one year in their favor over the males, but 
falling more than ¢en years below that of the native 
born females. 

There died 537 married males,—twenty less than 
were reported the preceding year,—and furnishing 
12.62 per cent. of all the deaths, and 24.20 of all the 
males. Of the whole number, foreigners furnish 336, 
or 62.56 per cent. Of widowers, there died 64,—33 
native, and 31 foreign born,—four more than died the 
previous year. The number of married females that . 
died is 471, or over 11 per cent. of all the deaths, and 
23.15 per cent. of the females. Of the entire number, 
foreign females contribute 276, or 58.59 per cent. It 
will be observed, that of the deaths among the married 
portion of the community, the foreign born contribute 
much the largest number; while among the widowers 
and widows the scale is slightly turned the other way. 

The number of colored persons that died during the 
year was 71,—eight more than was recorded the pre- 
ceding year. Of these, 38 were males, and 33 females. 
The aggregate ages of these amount to 1,964 years, giv- 
ing to them an average age of 27.66. The aggregate 
ages of the males are 1,142 years, of the females, 822, 
allowing to the former an average agé of 30 years, and to 
the latter very near 25 years. According to the census 
of 1855, the deaths among the colored population were 
as one in 31.26—a slight advance on the result of the 
previous year. Among the whites the rate of mortality 
is as 1 in 88.38—against 1 in 39.96 the previous year. 

There were two deaths of centenarians, both females, 
reported as having reached the ages of 101 and 110 
years. 
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Stillborn children are classed differently by those who 
are engaged in mortuary statistics; by some among the 
births, and by others among the deaths. In the pres- 
ent report they are tabulated below by themselves. 
The number reported the past year was 273—161 males 
and 112 females—an increase of 45 over the number 
recorded the previous year. They were reported as 
follows :— 
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Three of the males in March were triplets. To the 
number of deaths, instances of stillborn children are as 
Jin 15.57. Compared with the births, they are as 1 to 
21.69. 

The following analysis of table VII. will show the 
ratio of deaths in certain periods of life to the entire 
mortality. Whole number of deaths, 4,253. There died, 
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The number of children that died under one year of 


age is 28 less than in the previous year. 


Such is also 


the case in regard to those dying in each of the five 
periods between 15 and 20, 30 and 40, 50 and 60, 70 
and 80, and 80 and 90. 

The following table, embracing all who died between 
1 day and 20 years of age, arranged according to par- 
entage, will be of some interest to those familiar with 
vital statistics : 
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By an examination of the above, the following result 
will be seen: Of the 1,017 children who died under 
one year, 96 or 9.43 per cent. died on the day of their 
birth; of these, 80 were of foreign parentage. Of the 
whole number that died under one year, 383 or 37.65 
per cent. died between six months and one year. Of 
this number the children of foreign parents comprise 
305 or 79.11 per cent. Those dying under six months, 
number 634 or 14.90 per cent. of all the deaths, and of 
which the children of foreign parents number 437 or 
68.92 per cent. 

The following table contains all foreigners over 
twenty years of age. 
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It will be seen by the preceding table, that of 1,800 
persons who died over 20 years of age, 1,001 or 55.61 
per cent. were foreign born. Of these, persons born 
in Ireland make 83.11 per cent. 
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Accidents —The number of deaths from causes thus 
designated amount to 181,— 29 more than were thus 
recorded the year previous. Those dying from coup de 
soleil, and a few others separately distinguished in the 
foregoing table, should, perhaps, be classed among the 
accidents: but as a matter of reference, they are pre- 
sented in their present form. The number who died 
from external causes, including Suicides and Homicides, 
amount to 225 or 5.29 per cent. of all the deaths. The 
year before, the number of deaths from corresponding 
causes, fell below 4 per cent. of the entire bill of 
mortality. 

Apoplexy—Of the 33 who died from this cause,— 
being four less than the number reported in 1855,—22 
were native born. 

Diseases of the Bowels—Sixty-one deaths from the 
various diseases thus classed, 42 of which were of 
Inflammation of Bowels, are reported in this year’s table, 
against 48 the preceding year. Seven of the number 
are recorded under the somewhat wn-classic term of 
“ Stoppage,’ and 12 under the comprehensive one of 
“ Diseases of Bowels.” 'The last is a familiar designation 
in these reports, and is likely to be perpetual. A per- 
sistent attempt was made throughout the entire year 
to obtain specific terms for the causes thus reported, but 
in vain. 

Diseases of the Brain—Deaths from diseases of the 
brain amount to 130, or over 3 per cent. of the whole 
number of deaths. Of these, 42 were of Jnjflammation 
of Brain, and 71 of Congestion of Brain. The year pre- 
vious the number thus classed was 135. 

Cancer—Sixteen deaths from this cause are recorded 
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this year, 16 less than the number reported in 1855. 
The location of the disease, in each case, has been spe- 
ecified with all possible accuracy. 

Consumption—As usual, this disease appears as the 
grand destroyer. Its totality of victims in the present 
table, is seen to be 760, an increase of 25 over last 
year’s record, and making nearly 17.87 per cent. of all 
the deaths. Although there were less deaths from Con- 
sumption in 1855 than in 1854, there was an increase in 
the percentage of mortality from that cause in the 
former year. ‘The present table shows an increase in 
the number of deaths, but a redative decrease in the per- 
centage. By the following statement, it will be seen, 
that of those dying from this disease, foreigners make 
63.81 per cent. The same class furnished 69 per cent. 
of the victims of the previous year.

As usual, those born in Ireland furnish more than 
half of the victims, being no less than 52.63 per cent. 
of the entire number. As in last year’s record, the Irish 
males and females furnish about an equal number, vary- 
ing only eight, while the American females exceed the 
American males by 55. By the census of 1855, the 
Trish population is given as 69,236. The above table 
shows that 1 in every 175 of this number dies of Con- 
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sumption. The German population is stated to be - 


4,590, of which 1 in every 270 dies. The native popula- 
tion is given as 76,380, of which 1 in every 277.74 dies. 
When the employments, habits, and habitations of the 
class first named are considered, the fatality of this 
disease among them is not to be wondered at. The fact 
is significant, and is susceptible of but one inference. 

The following table, giving the number of deaths 
from Consumption in each ward, and in the several pub- 
lic institutions, will prove interesting to all engaged in 
sanitary or mortuary matters :—

To those who are not residents of the City, or who 
are unacquainted with the topographical and other 
characteristics of the several wards, a few remarks re- 
garding them may not be unacceptable. 

Ward 1, the most populous ward of the twelve, com- 
prises the north end of the city, and is entirely circum- 
scribed on the east, north and west, by the Charles 


River. Its population is largely made up of foreigners, - 


and embraces a portion of a district similar in character 
to that of the “Five Points” of New York. The 
ground is low and flat on the east, north, and extreme 
west, thickly studded with dwellings, mostly of an infe- 
rior character. Other portions of the ward comprise 


ist ee =. J. 
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elevated ground, and are occupied by dwellings of a 
respectable character. The deaths from Consumption 
in this ward make 16.24 per cent. of the entire mor- 
tality here. 

; Ward 2, or East Boston, is an island in the harbor, 
and ranks as the fourth ward in population. Portions 
of it are elevated ground, while others are low and 
marshy. ‘The whole of it is fully exposed to the east 
winds which come from the sea. The deaths from Con- 
sumption in this ward make 16.80 per cent. of all the 
deaths here. 

Ward 3 is the sixth in population, which is of a mixed 
character. Portions of it contain overcrowded tene- 
ments, presenting the usual characteristics of such a 
condition. ‘The deaths from Consumption in this 
locality make 16.03 per cent. of all the deaths in this 
ward. 

Ward 4 ranks twelfth in population. It embraces 
portions of North and Cross streets, and various popu- 
lous lanes and alleys that intersect them. It was in this 
portion of the ward where no inconsiderable part of the 
mortality occurred. The deaths from Consumption 
make 14.28 per cent. of the mortality of the ward. 

Ward 5 is at the west side of the city, with its western 
front on the Charles River. It is the tenth in popula- 
tion. The general condition of the streets is good, and 
the dwellings for the most part of a respectable charac- 
ter. The deaths from Consumption here make 17.70 
per cent. of the whole number of deaths in the ward. 

Ward 6, the ninth in population, adjoins ward 5, with 
the same western boundary, but occupies much more 
elevated ground. Its southern line is the Common, in 
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the vicinity of which are some of the most costly resi- 
dences in the city. It is well to state, that it is in this 
ward that the great bulk of the colored population 
reside, of whom, however, only ten died of Consump- 
tion. The deaths from this disease here make 20.46 per 
cent. of the whole mortality in the ward. 

Ward 7 is the second in population, and is largely 
made up of foreigners. It embraces the “Fort Hull” 
district, with its eastern boundary fronting on the water, 
in close proximity to which are numerous tenements, 
huddled so closely together as to admit of little or no 
ventilation, and scarcely allowing any approach to clean- 
liness. ‘The deaths in this ward number 472, of which 
those from Consumption make 20.55 per cent. 

Ward 8, the seventh in population, is largely made up 
of ground formed by fillmg up the wharves on its 
eastern boundary. This ward also contains a large 
foreign population, inhabiting overcrowded, ill-ventilated 
dwellings, the cellars of which are filled with water at 
the rising of the tide. Of the entire mortality of the 
ward, Consumption makes 21.34 per cent. 

Ward 9 is the eleventh in population, and embraces 
that portion of the city im which the Common is situ- 
ated. Although many of its streets are narrow, the 
dwellings generally are of a respectable character. The 
mortality from Consumption makes 21.22 per cent. of 
all the deaths in the ward. 

Ward 10 ranks as the eighth in population. The re- 
marks used in reference to ward 8 are applicable to a 
portion of this ward. Of the mortality, Consumption 
makes but 15.80 per cent. 

Ward 11, the fifth in population, comprises the 
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southern part of the city, known as the “ Neck,” a nar- 
row strip of about a mile in length, and about half a 
mile in width. Its entire eastern line borders on South 
Boston Bay, while its western boundary is the Basin 
formed by the Mill Dam, the waters of which formerly 
overflowed a considerable portion of the “ Neck.” The 
streets of this ward mostly intersect each other at right 
angles, and are being rapidly filled up with dwellings of 
a superior character. ‘The deaths from Consumption in 
this ward amount to but 15.78 per cent. of the mortal- 
ity of the ward. 

Ward 12, or South Boston, is a peninsula, and is the 
third in population, a large proportion of which are for- 
eign-born. Its situation is elevated, with most of its 
streets laid out at right angles and filled up, with but few 
exceptions, with houses of a respectable character. The 
deaths from Consumption in this ward make but 13.54 
per cent. of the mortality from all causes. 

The deaths from Consumption in the various Public 
Institutions amount to 74, being 24.74 per cent. of the 
whole mortality in those places. 

By the foregoing, it will be seen that of the twelve 
wards, the percentage of deaths from Consumption is 
ereatest in ward 8, and the least in ward 12. 

The subjoined statement, showing the occupations of 
all the males who died from Consumption, may be inter- 
esting as a matter of reference:

The above shows that of the whole number of those 
whose occupations are given, Laborers make 42.45 per 
cent. Traders and Tailors each 5.03 per cent.; Clerks 
3.04 per cent.; Printers and Shoemakers each 3.01 per 
cent.; Mariners 2.05 per cent.; Merchants, Waiters, and 
Stonecutters each 1.08 per cent.; and Painters, Truck- 
men, Carpenters, and Machinists each 1.05 per cent. 
The aggregate number of these 14 classes amounts to 
244, making 69.12 per cent. of all the males dying from 
Consumption, while the remaining 50 classes, represented 


by 109 persons, make 30.87 per cent. 


Convulsions—Contribute 109 to the bill of mortality, 
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of which number, the children of foreigners furnish 87. 
The preceding year there were 128 deaths from this 
cause, the victims being in like proportion from the 
same classes. 

Cholera Infantum—The deaths thus specified amount 
to 207, or nearly 4.87 per cent. of all the deaths. Of 
this number, children of foreign parentage comprise 151, 
while only 55 were children of native parentage. 

Croup—Presents a diminished number in this report, 
120 against 145 the preceding year. The children of 
foreigners furnish 94 or 78.33 per cent. of the mortality 
from this cause. 

Debility—¥ ifty-five deaths thus designated appear in 
this year’s table, the same number that occurred in 
1855. Little reliance can be placed upon the cause of 
death thus specified. 

Dysentery and Diarrhoa—Contribute 123 and 25 res- 
pectively to the past year’s mortality, a decrease of 18 
of the former, and an increase of one of the latter, com- 
pared with the number recorded in 18565. 

Tifantile Diseases —Deaths from diseases incident to 
infancy amount to 222, or nearly 5.22 per cent. of all 
the deaths. The previous year, this class of diseases 
made 6.81 per cent. 

Dropsy—Seventy nine deaths are reported, four less 
than occurred in 1855, 56 being of native born persons, 
the same number of foreign born, and seven recorded 
as children of foreign parents. 

Dropsy in Head—There is but little variation in the 
number that die from this cause from year to year. 
Like “ Disease of the Bowels,” it is a convenient term 
by which to designate those dying from unknown causes. 
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The present record shows that 162, or 3.80 per cent. of 
the entire mortality, died from this disease in 1856, of 
whom those of foreign parentage number 115, or 70 per 
cent. of the entire mortality from this cause. 

Childbirth—Of the 86 deaths from diseases incident 
to childbirth, 26 were foreign born females, and only 10 
American. Nearly the same difference existed in the 
record of 1855, and exhibits a result contrary to the pop- 
ular belief, that foreign born females possess more 
vigorous and enduring physical organizations than those 
born here. The premature resumption of domestic 
labors, and exposure, by foreign born females after 
childbirth, undoubtedly are the chief causes of this dis- 
parity. 

Lrysipelas—F urnishes a reduced number in this year’s 
table—26 against 36 the year before. This is the same 
number that died of it in 1852, and is the smallest num- 
ber reported in any one of the preceding seven years. 

Typhad Fever—Seventy instances of death from this 
disease are noted in this year’s table, 8 less than occur- 
red in the preceding year, of which Americans contri- 
bute 42, and foreigners 28, about the same proportion 
recorded in last report. Of deaths from Typhus Fever, 
the present record shows a decrease of one half. 

Inseases of the Heart—Of the class of diseases thus 
denominated, embracing Pericarditis, and others not spe- 
cifically ascertained, 115 are reported, an increase of 20 
over the number recorded the preceding year. These 
diseases comprise 2.70 per cent. of all the deaths. 
Americans furnish 63 instances, foreigners 44, and chil- 
dren of foreigners 8. 

Honmicides—Deaths from violence are 3 less than were 
recorded in last report. 
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Hooping- Cough—But 57 deaths from this cause are 
recorded this year, 21 less than in 1855, only 12 of 
which were children of American parents. 

Lntemperance—The number thus recorded is 36, an 
increase of 5 over the number reported the year 
before. For each of the last seven years, deaths from 
this cause have appeared as follows :—15, 12, 17, 22, 28, 
45, 31, a gradual increase, the largest number being in 
1854. Of the whole number recorded this year, 13 were 
American born. 

Diseases of the Liver—Have caused 32 deaths the past 
year. As this much-abused organ is often made to bear 
more than its proper proportion of the diseases of the 
human subject, every report which locates the cause of 
death in it, is to be closely scrutinized. As it is the 
prime point of attack from the combined forces of 
syrups and pills, it may not, perhaps, be wondered at if 
it should be subject to about half of the diseases that 
afflict mankind. 

Diseases of the Lungs——Of this class of diseases 261 
deaths have occurred, an increase of 35 over the num- 
ber reported the previous year, and embraces Pneumo- 
nia, Congestion of Lungs, and some specified as “ Diseases 
of the Lungs.” These diseases have been very fatal 
this year, and contribute 6.13 per cent. to the entire 
mortality. Americans furnish 100 to the number of 
victims, foreigners 50, and children of foreigners 111. 
With the exception of the months of June, July, and 
August, the deaths from these diseases were very evenly 
distributed throughout the remaining nine months. 

Marasmus.—There are recorded 89 instances of death 
from this cause. The same suspicion attaches to this 

T 
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term, so far as affects this report, as to the others before 
alluded to. It is gratifying to see, however, that 77 cases 
less of this disease are subjected to suspicion this year 
than were recorded the year before. 

Measles—There has been a slight increase in the num- 
ber of deaths from this cause the present year, 77 being 
the number, of which children of foreign parents fur- 
nish 61, or 79.22 per cent. of the total amount. 

Old Age—The instances thus reported in this year’s 
table are but 57, 13 males and 44 females, 24 less than 
the number recorded the year before ; 837 were American 
born, and 20 foreign born. The average age of both 
the native and the foreign males was 85 years. Foreign 
females average 85 years, and the American females 
but 83. 

Paralysis and Pleurisy give 39 and 53 respectively to 
the bill of mortality, an increase in the number of each. 

Scarlatina—Next to Consumption, this disease has 
been the most destructive, enrolling in its list of victims 
no less a number than 362, or 8.51 per cent. of all the 
deaths. It has been prevailing since. March last, in 
which month 10 deaths occurred, gradually increasing, 
with slight variations, to the end of December, in which 
month 115 deaths occurred. Two-thirds of the deaths 
from this disease took place in wards 1, 2, 3, 9, 11 and 12, 
while only 8 happened in ward 4. It may be interest- 
ing to tabulate the instances, as follows :

There were reported two instances where the subjects 
were said to be over 30 years, and one of 40 years: 
they are so recorded in the table of “ Causes of Death,” 
but some doubt exists in regard to the correctness of 
this assignation. Of the deaths from this cause, 95 are 
reported as of native birth, 28 were foreign born, and 
239, or 66 per cent. of the whole number, were children 
of foreigners. The last two classes make 73.75 per cent. 

Small Pox.—The number of deaths from this disease 
is 78, against 182 the previous year, a decrease of 104. 
But five cases have occurred since June last, and none 
subsequent to August, in which month, only two deaths 
are recorded. Of the whole number of cases, those of 
native birth make 53.84 per cent. 

Suicides —Of these, 10 instances were native born, the 
whole number being three less than occurred the year 
before. | 
Teething—The present record contains 141 deaths 
thus designated, or 3.31 per cent. of all the deaths. The 
year previous, there were reported 196 cases. There 
can be little doubt that many of these were susceptible 
of more correct designations. 

Worms—Occasioned 12 deaths, the entire number 
being children of foreigners. 

Unknown Diseases—The major portion of the deaths 
thus recorded were of children—116 out of 158. These 
and those dying from “ Infantile Diseases,” which might 
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very properly be classed with them, make 380, and 


comprise 8.93 per cent. of the entire mortality. 


The following table contains 4,036, or 94.89 per cent. of 
the deaths, and gives the birthplaces and parentage of the 
deceased. It will be noticed, that of the number of deaths 
recorded, foreigners and their children make 65.51 per cent., 
or stand towards those born here in the ratio of nearly two

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Laborers —The foregoing exhibits 508 deaths among 
this class, or 34.56 per cent. of the whole number 
enumerated in the table. The number of laborers 
recorded is three more than were reported last year, and 
makes 7.24 per cent. of all the deaths. Their average 
age is one year more than that of the previous year. 
Nineteen-twentieths of them were born in Ireland. | 

Traders —These comprise the next most numerous 
class, and present an increase over the preceding year’s 
record, together with a reduced average of life of four 
years. 

Mariners —Although 19 less of this class died in 1856 
than in 1855, the present table gives them a dimin- 
ished average life of five years. 

Clerks—Contribute to this year’s mortality only 29, 
against 45 the year before, and give an average age 
of four years less. 

Merchants—Twenty-nine of this class are reported, 
three less than the number recorded the year before, 
with an average age reduced nearly six years. 

Tailors and Carpenters—Present each 25 as their por- 
tion of the mortality, the former with a reduced average 
age of three years, and the latter of one. 

Shoemakers—Appear with a number reduced by two, 
and two years added tu their average age. 

Gentlemen—Follow next in order, numerically, con- 
tributing 20 to the list of deaths, against 12 the pre- 
vious year, but with an increased average age. 

Physicians—Five Physicians are reported, with an 
average age of 71.60 years, the highest on the record.

INTERMENTS. 


The interments in cemeteries in the city proper dur- 
ing the year just closed, amount to only 206, a decrease 
of 118 from the number that took place in 1855. Those 
in the two grounds at Kast Boston (the Jews’ ground 
and that belonging to the city) number 539, an increase 
of 77. The number interred in the various burial 
places at South Boston is 256, an increase of 92. Inter- 


ments at Deer Island, Rainsford Island, and the ground 
8 
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connected with the House of Correction, amount to 129, 
an increase of 15 over the number interred in those 
places in 1855. It is gratifyimg to observe, that inter- 
ments in the city proper are yearly diminishing. In 
1855, 324, or less than 8 per cent. of the mterments 
took place in the city; and during the year 1856, only 
206 were interred here. 

During the year, there were removed from the vari- 
ous cemeteries in the city, for final re-interment in other 
places, 202 bodies of persons deceased in previous years. 
During the same period, 103 bodies of individuals dying 
elsewhere, were brought into the city for interment.

AN ORDINANCE 
In relation to the Bonds of City Officers. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. The City and County Treasurer, the Auditor, 
the Harbor Master, the Surveyor General of Lumber, the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings, the Superintendent of 
Public Lands, the Superintendent of Strects, and the Super- 
. intendent of Internal Health, shall give a bond to the City 
of Boston, in the form following, to wit, 


Know ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS, that 
of the City of Boston, in the County of 

‘Suffolk, and Commonwealth of Massachusetts, as principal, 
and of said Boston, as sureties, 
are held, and stand firmly bound and obliged unto the 
City of Boston aforesaid, in the sum of 
dollars, to be paid to the City, to which payment well and 
truly to be made, we bind ourselves, our heirs, executors, and 
administrators, jointly and severally, firmly, by these presents. 

Dated this day of in the year of our 
Lord, and sealed with our seals.

The condition of this obligation is such, that whereas the

shall also faithfully render and perform any and all other 
services, from time to time, as the 
| shall direct and require, during the 
time he shall continue in said office, as aforesaid, then this 
obligation shall be void, otherwise to remain in full force, 
power, and virtue. 


Sect. 2. The Clerk of the Police Court shall give a 
bond, with conditions similar to the form preceding, and in 
accordance with the laws and ordinances as they exist from 
time to time. 

Secr. 3. The bonds of the officers mentioned in the first 
and second sections, shall continue in force during the term, 
or consecutive terms for which they shall be elected or 
appointed, not exceeding twenty years, from their date. 
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SEecT. 4. The bonds of the several officers mentioned in 
section 1, shall be approved by the City Solicitor, Mayor 
and Board of Aldermen of said City of Boston, before said 
officers giving such bonds shall enter upon the duties of 
their respective offices; but in case of the decease or insol- 
vency of any one of the sureties, on the bond of any of said 
officers, except that of the City and County Treasurer, given 
as aforesaid, the officer who has given such bond shall imme- 
diately renew the same, subject to the approval of the proper 
authorities. 

Secor. 5. Each year, in the month of November, there 
shall be appointed a joint committee, consisting of two mem- 
bers of the Board of Aldermen, and three of the Common 
Council, whose duty it shall be to examine the bonds of the 
aforementioned officers, and report upon the sufficiency of 
the same; and in case any bond is found insufficient, and shall 
not be renewed and approved, within reasonable time, upon 
notice, from said Committee, before the close of the munici- 
pal year, the City Council of that year shall declare his bond 
insufficient and may remove him from his office or report the 
facts to the next City Council. 

Sect. 6. The penalty of the bond to be given by the 
Clerk of the Police Court and Justices’ Court, shall be five 
thousand dollars; and the City Treasurer shall have the cus- 
tody of said bond, and be accountable therefor. 

Sect. 7. The bond which is to be taken as aforesaid, 
shall be in force, subject to the aforementioned conditions, 
during his continuance in office not exceeding twenty years. 

Sect. 8. It shall be the duty of the City Clerk to pro- 
vide from time to time blanks in accordance with the 
form herein prescribed, and furnish the same free of charge, 
to the officers herein named whenever they may be needed.

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REPORT ON THE STATE OF THE APPROPRIATION. 


FEBRUARY, 1857. 
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CITY OF BOSTON. 


In Board of Aldermen, Thursday, Feb. 12, 185. 


The Committee on Paving, to whom was recommitted the 
Report asking for an additional appropriation of Thirteen 
Thousand dollars, with “instructions to report, in detail, the 
character of the expenditures of the Paving Department, to 
date,’ would respectfully make the following Report: 


The amount of the Paving Appropriation, for the finan- 
cial year 1856-57, was $160,000.00. To this amount was 
added, to meet expenditures on Fayette street, the sum of 
$10,000. 

The amount expended of this appropriation and addi- 
tion, ($170,000.00) to January 1st, 1857, was $159,161.50. 
The balance of the appropriation, January 1st, 1857, was 
$10,838.50. 

The amount charged to the appropriation, since Janu- 
ary Ist, is $4,880.48, leaving a balance, February Ist, of 
$5,958.02. The amount of $4,880.48, charged since the Ist 
of January, was expended for labor, $2,882.14; grading First 
street, $669.75; grading Tremont street, $258.00; breaking 
open streets after the snow storm, $244.08; grade damages, 
$700.00; filling Fayette street, $42.97; repairing, lanterns, 
lumber, setting edgestones, (old bill,) &c., $83.54. 

The amount of $159,161.50, charged to the appropriation 
for paving, for the financial year 1856—57, up to January 
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1st, 1857, was expended in paving, grading, repairs of streets, 
and grade damages, as follows:

Of the above amount, (159,161.50,) $21,719.09 was ex- 
pended under orders which passed the Board of Aldermen 
prior to Jan. Ist, 1856. The balance, with the exception of 
the amount expended by the Superintendent of Streets, in 
the general repairs of the Streets, was paid out for work 
done under authority of orders which passed the Board of 
Aldermen last year. 

The amount of thirteen thousand dollars, which the Com- 
mittee have asked for, will be required to meet the expenses 
which have been incurred in removing snow and ice from our 
streets. ‘The balance of the Paving appropriation now on 
hand, $5,958.02, will be required to meet the payment of the 
pay rolls of labor now due.

SCHOOL COMMITTEE OF BOSTON. 


The following special provisions in regard to the 
number of the School Committee, the manner in which 
they shall be chosen, their terms of service, and their 
powers and duties, are contained in the City Charter, 
from which the following Sections are copied. 


“ Sect. 53. The School Committee shall consist of the Mayor school Com- 
of the City, the President of the Common Council, and of the per- mics 
sons herinafter mentioned. A majority of the persons duly elected 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of business; and at all 
meetings of the board, the Mayor, if present, shall preside. 

Sect. 54. At the annual election next after the passage of this lotion, of ‘ 
act, the qualified voters of each ward shall be called upon to give in mittee. 
their ballots for six inhabitants of the ward, to be members of the 
School Committee; and the two persons who receive the highest 
number of votes, or in case more than two receive an equal number 
of votes, the two persons who are senior by age, shall hold their 
office for three years from the second Monday in January next en- 
suing, and the next two persons who receive the highest number of 
votes, or who are senior by age in the contingency aforesaid, shall 
hold their office for two years from said date, and the two other per- 
sons shall hold their office for one year from said date ; and at every 
subsequent annual election, two persons shall be chosen in each 
ward, to be members of the School Committee for the term of three 
years. 

Srot. 55. The persons so chosen as members of the School Com- Oreenieon of 
mittee, shall meet and organize on the second Monday of January, mittee. 
at such hour as the Mayor may appoint. They may choose a secre- 
tary and such subordinate officers as they may deem expedient, and 
shall define their duties, and fix their respective salaries. 

Secor. 56. The said Committee shall have the care and manage- Duties of School 
ment of the public schools, and may elect all such instructors as Regs cea 
they may deem proper, and remove the same whenever they con- 
sider it expedient. And generally they shall have all the powers, 
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in relation to the care and management of the public schools, which 
the selectmen of towns or school committees are authorized by the 
laws of this Commonwealth to exercise.” 

“ Secor. 24. The Board of Aldermen, the Common Council, and 
the Schoool Committee shall have authority to decide upon all ques- 
tions relative to the qualifications, elections and returns of their 
respective members.” 


The following provisions concerning vacancies in 
School Committees, are taken from the Statute of 
1856, chapter 101. 


“ Sect. 1. Whenever vacancies occur in the School Committee 
of any town or city in this Commonwealth, or when, from any cause, 
any member or members of said committee are unable to act, the 
remaining member or members, together with the Selectmen of said 
town, or the Mayor and Aldermen of said city, assembled in con- 
vention, shall, by joint ballot, fill vacancies in said committee; and 
the school returns, signed by a majority of the committee thus con- 
stituted, shall be equally valid as if signed by a majority of the com- 
mittee originally chosen. 

Sect. 2. The convention provided for in section first, shall be 
called by the remaining member or members of the said committee.” 


The Public Schools of the City of Boston, placed 
under the care and management of the School Com- 
mittee, are the following, viz: 211 Primary Schools, 
each containing about 60 pupils between four and 
eight years of age; 18 Grammar Schools, each con- 
taining, on an average, about 650 pupils; one Latin 
School, and one English High School for Boys; and 
one High and Normal School for Girls. Hach of these 
three schools for the higher courses of instruction 
usually contains about 200 pupils.

SECTION 1. At all meetings of the Board of School Organization of 


Committee, the Mayor, who shall be styled President, 
shall, if present, preside; and in his absence, the 
President of the Common Council shall preside; and 
in the absence both of the Mayor and President of 
the Common Council, a President pro tempore shall be 
chosen by ballot. 

Secor. 2. At the first meeting in each year, the 
Board shall elect a Secretary by ballot, and fix his 
salary for the ensuing year; and the President shall 
appoint, subject to the approval of the Board, the fol- 
lowing Standing Committees, viz: 


1. A Committee on Hlections, consisting of five stanaing com- 


members. 

2. A Committee on Rules and Regulations, consist- 
ing of five members. 

3. A Committee on Salaries, consisting of five 


members. 
4, A Committee on Accounts, consisting of five 


members. 

5. A Committee on Text Books, consisting of five 
members. 

6. A Committee on School Houses, consisting of 
five members. 
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7. A Committee on the Latin School, consisting of 
five members. 

8. A Committee on the English High School, con- 
sisting of five members. 

9. A Committee on the Girls’ High and Normal 
School, consisting of five members. 

10. A Committee on each District into which the 
City may be divided, consisting of more or less mem- 
bers, according to the number of schools in the differ- 
ent Districts. 

Sect. 3. In law, the City is only one District; but 
for convenience in the mangement of the schools, the 
territorial limits of the City shall be divided into as 
many Districts as theré may be Grammar Schools in 
the City, and each District shall take its name from 
the Grammar School situated within its boundaries. 

Sect. 4. The member first named on any standing 
or special committee, shall be the chairman thereof, 
and in his absence, the member named next in order, 
who shall be present, shall act as chairman pro tem- 
pore; provided, that the Committees of the Latin 
School, the English High School, the Girls’ High and 
Normal School, and each District Committee, shall 
respectively elect their own Chairmen; and they shall 
report the names of such Chairmen to this Board. 

Sect. 5. The Board shall hold its annual meeting 
for the election of teachers in the month of July, and 
shall hold a stated quarterly meeting on the first 
Tuesday of February, May, August and November, at 
four o’clock, P. M., at such place as the President may 
appoint; and the Board may hold special meetings 
whenever they are deemed necessary. 

Sect. 6. A majority of the Board shall be requisite 
to constitute a quorum for the transaction of business ; 
but a less number may vote to send for absent mem- 
bers, and to adjourn.

Nor shall any mem- 
ber be allowed to speak on the “previous question ” 
more than once without leave of the Board.

CHAPTER III. 
Rights and Duties of Members. 


SECTION 1. When any member is about to speak in Duties of mem- 
debate, or to present any matter to the Board, he shall 
rise in his place, and respectfully address the Presi- 
dent; shall confine himself to the question under de- 
bate, and avoid personality. No member in debate 
shall mention another by his name, but may describe 
him by the Ward he represents, the place he sits in, 
or such other designation as may be intelligible and 
respectful. 

Sect. 2. No member while speaking shall be inter- Call to order. 
rupted by another, but by rising to call to order, or to 
correct a mistake. But if any member, in speaking 
or otherwise, transgress the Rules of the Board, the 
President shall, or any member may, call him to order ; 
in which case the member so called to order shall 
immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain; 
and the Board, if appealed to, shall decide on the 
case, but without debate. 
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Sect. 3. If a member violate any of the Rules of 
the Board, and the Board shall determine that he has 
so transgressed, he shall not be allowed to speak, 
unless by way of excuse for the same, until he shall 
have made satisfaction therefor. 

Sect. 4. No member shall speak more than five 
minutes at any one time, on any motion or order under 
discussion before the Board, nor more than twice to 
the same question, without first obtaining leave of the 
Board; nor more than once, until all other members 
choosing to speak shall have spoken. 

Sect. 5. When a motion is made and seconded, it 
shall be considered by the Board, and not otherwise ; 
and no member shall be permitted to submit a motion 
in writing, until he has read the same in his place, and 
it has been seconded. Every motion shall be reduced 
to writing, if the President direct, or any member of 
the Board request it. 

Snot. 6. When a question is under debate, no 
motion shall be received but to adjourn; to lay on the 
table; for the previous question; to postpone to a day 
certain; to commit; to amend; or to postpone indefi- 
nitely; which several motions shall have precedence 
in the order in which they stand arranged. 

Sect. 7. When a motion has once been made, and 
decided in the affirmative or in the negative, it shall 
be in order for any member voting in the majority to 
move for a reconsideration ; and if such motion is sec- 
onded, it shall be open to debate, and be disposed of 
by the Board. And in case the motion be made at the 
same meeting, it shall be competent for a majority of 
the members present to pass a vote of reconsidera- 
tion; but if it be made at a subsequent meeting, the 
subject shall not be reconsidered, unless a majority of 
all the members of the Board shall vote therefor. 
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But no more than one motion for the reconsideration 
of any vote shall be permitted. 

Sect. 8. Every member who shall be present when Members to 
a queston is put, shall give his vote, unless the Board, 
for special reasons, excuse him. 

Sect. 9. All motions and reports may be committed 
or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Board. 

Sect. 10. The division of a question may be called 
for, when the sense will admit of it. 

Sect. 11. When the reading of a paper is called 
for, and the same is objected to by any member, it 
shall be determined by a vote of the Board. 

Sect. 12. The consent of three-fourths of the mem- Suspension of 
bers present at any meeting of the Board shall be 
requisite for the suspension of any standing Rule of 
the Board, or Regulation of the Schools, unless the 
proposal for the same shall have lain upon the table 
for at least one week. 

SECT. 13. Whenever any proposition is submitted Repealor 
to the Board to repeal or to amend any Rule of the ™*: 
Board, or any Regulation of the Public Schools, no 
action shall be had on said proposition before it has 
been referred to the Committee on Rules and Regula- 
tions, or to such other committee as the Board may 
designate, who shall report, in writing, such recom- 
mendations in regard to the proposed repeal or 
amendment as they may deem expedient.

SecTION 1. Immediately after the appointment of Committee on 
lections. 
the Standing Committees, at the meeting for Orean | 
ization, the Committee on Elections shall receive the 
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certificates of election of the members and examine 
them, and report the result of their examination with- 
out any unnecessary delay. Whenever any person 
shall be elected to fill any vacancy that may have 
occurred in the Board, this Committee shall examine 
his certificate of election, and report as above pro- 
vided, and said Committee shall hear and report on 
all cases of contested elections. 

SECT. 2. As soon as may be after the organization 
of the Board, the Committee on Rules and Regula- 
tions shall revise the Rules and Regulations of the 
preceding Board, incorporating all the amendments 
and additions in force that may have been made by 
the Board during the year, and shall report in print 
a revised edition of the Rules and Regulations, for the 
approval of the Board, for the ensuing year. And 
this Committee shall also take into careful considera- 
tion every proposition presented to the Board, to 
repeal or to amend any Rule or Regulation, whenever 
the same shall be referred to them, and shall report in 
writing, stating their reasons for or against the pro- 
posed alteration. 

Srot. 3. Whenever any proposition is submitted to 
this Board to extend the salary of any teacher beyond 
the time of actual service, or to change the regular 
salary of a teacher in any respect, or to pay for any 
extra service in teaching, such proposition shall not be 
acted upon before it has been referred to the Com- 
mittee on Salaries, who shall report, in writing, such 
recommendations as they may deem expedient. 

Sect. 4. The Committee on Accounts shall present 
to the Auditor the estimate of the expenses of the 
public schools required by the City Ordinance ;* and 
they shall have the control of all expenditures for 


* See Ordinance relating to Public Schools, passed Dec. 18, 1855, sect. 2. 
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those articles used in the schools which are not other- 
wise provided for, or granted by a special order of 
this Board: such as Outline Maps, a large Map of 
Massachusetts, Terrestrial Globes, and such pieces of 
Philosophical Apparatus, as may be required to com- 
plete the sets now in school; and all other means of 
illustration which the teachers may call for, or their 
District Committees recommend. They may author- 
ize the Superintendent to furnish all the record books 
and the blanks needed for the use of the schools, all 
text-books wanted for indigent children, and such of 
the above named articles as, in their opinion, the 
schools really need. But no Sub-Committee, nor any 
persons connected with this Board, shall expend any 
money for these supplies without authority from this 
Committee; and no bills for such expenditures shall 
be paid without the signature of the Chairman of this 
Committee in approval. 
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Seor. 5. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Committee on

Books to give early notice to the Board of any appli- 
cation made by any author or publisher, to introduce 
any new text-book into the Public Schools, and to see 
that such author or publisher furnish every member of 
the Board witha copy of such text-book for examina- 
tion, as a condition of its being presented to them for 
acceptance; and said Committee shall fully consider 
such application, examine thoroughly such text-book, 
and at such time as they may be prepared, within three 
months from the date of the application, they shall 
make a written report to the Board, setting forth the 
reasons for or against the introduction of said text- 
book into the Public Schools. In the month of June, 
annually, this Committee shall examine the course of 
studies prescribed for the schools, and shall recom- 
mend to the Board, at the quarterly meeting in August, 
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such improvements in the course of instruction, and 
such changes in the books used in the schools as they 
may deem expedient. 

Introduction of SEecT. 6. Whenever any new text-book is adopted 
by the Board, to the exclusion of another already in 
use, it shall be on the condition that the publisher will 
exchange the former without cost to those pupils who 
may have been provided with the latter; and it shall 
be the duty of the Committee on Text-Books to see 
that this condition is fulfilled, and that said Book 
comes into use at the commencement of the Public 
Schools, after the August vacation, at which time only 
shall any new text-book be introduced. 

Whenever any application shall be made 
for the erection or alteration of a school-house, such 
application shall be referred to the Committee on 
School Houses, who shall consider the same and shall 
consult with the District Committee who may have 
charge of the school or schools to be accommodated, 
and shall report to this Board in writing such recom- 
mendations in each case as they may deem expedient.

Sect. 10. Whenever any District Committee HN estar tpt 
deem an additional Primary School necessary for the 
proper accommodation of the children under their 
care, they shall state the facts in the case to the Board, 
in writing, which communication shall be referred to 
the Committee on School Houses, who shall consider 
and Report on the same, before the Board shall take 
final action on the subject. 

Sect. 11. The District Committee shall examine Quarterly ex- 
the Grammar Schools in their respective Districts at’ 
least once in each quarter; and shall visit them not 
less than once each month without giving previous 
notice to the instructors, and shall, at each quarterly 
meeting of the Board make a Report in writing, giving 
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the results of their examinations and visits, together 


with the results of the examination by the Sub-Com- 
mittees of the several primary schools under their 
charge; also stating any occurrences affecting the 
standing and usefulness of the schools, and mentioning 
the condition of the school houses and yards and out- 
buildings connected therewith. They shall also state 
in their reports the names of all children admitted to 
the schools under their charge, (except the primary 
schools,) who do not reside in the city, and the reasons 
for their admission. 

Sect. 12. At each quarterly meeting, the chairman 
of each District Committee, or any member thereof, 
who may be present, shall be called upon for a report 
on the condition of the schools in the District; and in 
case of omission to make it, the Board shall pass a 
vote, enjoining the delinquent Committee to proceed 
without delay to the performance of their duty, and 
shall adjourn to receive their report. 

Seot. 13. The District Committee shall determine 
on the scholars who are to receive the medals and 
certificates of merit in their respective schools, and 
return the names to the Secretary, at least four days 
previous to the annual exhibition. It shall also be 
their duty, on the day of exhibition, to present the 
medals and certificates to the pupils to whom they 
have been awarded. The number of medals and cer- 
tificates of merit to be awarded, in each school, shall 
be based upon the number of pupils belonging to the 
school. Hach school shall be entitled to one medal 
and one of each of the certificates of merit for every 
sixty scholars upon the School Register. But, in any 
school where the number of scholars in the first class 
is comparatively small, the number of medals awarded 
shall be proportionably less; and it shall never exceed 
one-third of the number of candidates examined, nor 
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shall any pupil be promoted for the purpose of increas- 
ing the number of candidates. In any school where 
there are no scholars much advanced in improvement, 
no medal shall be awarded. General scholarship and 
more especially good conduct shall be taken into con- 
sideration in awarding the medals and certificates ; 
and, in order that a just assignment may be made, the 
District Committee shall critically examine the candi- 
dates, and inspect the school records of their stand- 
ing. 

Sect. 14. No pupil shall be admitted to or retained Dranster of 
in any school, except that for the Section in which such 
pupil resides, without the written consent of the Dis- 
trict Committee, both of the school to which the pupil 
belongs, and of that where he seeks to be admitted or 
retained. 

Secor. 15. The District Committee shall nominate Teacher of 
to the Board, for confirmation, some suitably qualified 
person as teacher of vocal music, in the Grammar 
School of which said Committee has charge; and said 
teacher shall give two lessons of thirty minutes each, 
every week, to the first and second classes in said 
schools, and his compensation shall be one hundred 
and twenty-five dollars per annum for each school; 
this sum shall include the consideration for the use of 
a piano-forte, which each teacher shall provide for 
himself. ‘The time when these lessons shall be given, 
shall be determined by the master of each Grammar 
School, acting under the direction of his District Com- 
mittee. Each teacher of music shall be required to 
instruct personally, in his school, except when pre- 
vented by sickness, or other unavoidable casualty. 

Secr. 16. Instruction may be given in Sewing, to oushan of 
all the pupils in the fourth class in each of the Gram- 
mar Schools for girls, whenever in the judgment of the 
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District Committee, such a course shall be for the best 
interest of the school. The District Committee of 
each school in which such instruction shall be given, 
shall nominate to this Board, for confirmation, some 
qualified person as teacher of Sewing, who shall give 
to each pupil two lessons of not less than one hour 
each, every week. 

Sect. 17. Whenever any new teacher, except a mas- 
ter, is in the opinion of the District Committec, needed 
for any school under their charge, said Committee 
shall, before making any appointment, examine the can- 
didates in the manner required by law,* and with espec- 
ial reference to the place which is then to be filled; and 
in regard to teachers in the Grammar Schools, they 
sball consult with the master in whose school such 
teacher is to be appointed. And the same course shall 
be pursued in all cases where it is proposed to transfer 
or to advance a teacher from one grade of school to 
another. Teachers so appointed shall be nominated 
by the District Committees, to this Board, for confir- 
mation, and they shall be considered entitled to the 
established salary from the time of their entering upon 
their duties. 

Srot. 18. Inthe month of June, annually, the Com- 
mittee on the Latin School, the English High School, 
the Girls’ High and Normal School, and each District 
Committee, in a meeting regularly called, shall canvass 
the list of teachers in their District, and, after consult- 
ation with the Master, they shall decide upon the per- 

* The school committee shall require full and satisfactory evidence of 
the good moral character of all instructors who may be employed in the pub- 
lic schools in their town, and shall ascertain, by personal examination, their 


literary qualifications and capacity for the government of schools. [Rev. 
Stat. ch. 23, § 13.] 

All school teachers shall hereafter be examined in their knowledge of the 
elementary principles of physiology and hygiene, and their ability to give 
instructions in the same. [Stat. 1850, ch. 229, § 2.] 
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sons whom they will recommend for re-election, and 
said Committee shall, at the annual meeting in July for 
the election of teachers, nominate the persons thus ap- Nomination of 
proved, who shall be considered the regular candidates “°°°"™ 
for their respective offices. And in case any Com- 
mittee have decided not to nominate any teacher for 
re-election, such Committee may, if they deem it expe- 
dient, give notice of their intention to the individual 
so situated, before the annual election. 
Sror. 19. The District Committee shall give their Duties of Dis- 
trict Commit- 
advice to the instructors in any emergency; and take tes. 
cognizance of any difficulty which may have occurred 
between the instructors and parents of pupils, or be- 
tween the instructors themselves, relative to the gov- 
ernment or instruction of their schools. An appeal, 
however, to the whole Board, is not hereby denied to 
any citizen or instructor. In addition to these specific 
duties of the District Committees, it shall be their 
duty, generally, to make any temporary arrangement 
which they may find necessary for their schools, or for 
the convenience of the instructors, provided that noth- 
ing shall be done contrary to the School Regulations. 

Sect. 20. Each District Committee shall keep a pistrict com- 
record of its proceedings, and shall elect one of its poeanase 
members to perform the duties of Secretary; and all 
its official acts shall be done in meetings duly called, 
at not less than twenty-four hours’ notice, and shall be 
expressive of the sense of a majority of said Com- 
mittee, and, when reported to the Board, shall be sub- 
mitted in writing. 

Sect. 21. Each District Committee may transfer Transfer of Pri- 
their own Primary School Teachers from one Primary 24 Teachers. 
School to another, and may change the location of 
their Primary Schools from one school room to another, 


as they may think proper, always giving immediate no- 
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tice of any such transfer or change, to the Secretary 
of the Board, and reporting the same in their next 
quarterly report; and any teacher, of any grade, actu- 
ally in the employ of the city, may be transferred, by 
this Board, without re-examination, to any vacant place 
of the same grade in the city. 

Annualexam- Sect. 22. The Committees on the Latin Schigae 
the English High School, the Girls’ High and Normal 
School, and each District Committee shall, during the 
month of July, make a thorough examination of their 
respective schools, and shall present their reports at 
the quarterly meeting in August, stating the results 
of their examinations, together with such suggestions 
for the improvement of the schools as they may see 
fit to offer, and in each instance the report shall be 
approved by a majority of the Committee who present 
it. These reports shall be referred to a Special Com- 
mittee of the Board, who shall make from them such 
selections as they shall deem important for public infor- 
mation, and shall add thereto such suggestions and re- 
marks as they shall deem expedient; and their report, 

Annual reports when accepted by the Board, shall be printed for dis- 
tribution among the citizens. 


CHAPTER V. 


Election of Instructors of Public Schools. 


School year. Section 1. The School year shall commence on 
the first day of September, and end on the thirty-first 
day of August. 

Annual election Sect. 2. In the month of July, annually, the Board 
shall elect the instructors of the Public Schools, and 
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fix their salaries* for the ensuing year. Said instruc- 
tors shall rank as follows: Ist, Masters; 2d, Sub- 
Masters; 3d, Ushers; 4th, Head Assistants; 5th, As- 
sistants; 6th, Primary School Teachers. 

Sect. 3. The Masters of the several schools having 
been duly nominated by their respective District Com- 
mittees, shall be elected by ballot, and thirty votes at 
least shall in all cases be necessary to a choice, and 
the other instructors shall be elected by confirmation 
on nomination of their respective Committees; but no 
Teacher, except a Master, shall be elected by this Board, 
without having served on trial at least three months 
in the Boston schools. 

Sect. 4. Whenever a new Master is to be elected 
for any of the Public Schools, the Secretary shall give 


* The salaries of the instructors in the various Schools have been estab- 
lished as follows, for the present school year, viz: 

The salary of the Masters of the Latin, the English High, and the Girls’ 
High and Normal Schools shall be $2,400 for the first year’s service, with an 
increase of $100 for each additional year’s service till the salary amounts to 
$2,800 per annum; and the masters now connected with the Latin and English 
High Schools shall be paid $2,800. 

The salary of the Sub-Masters of the Latin and English High Schools and 
of the Masters of the Grammar Schools, shall be $1600 for the first year, with 
an annual increase of $100 till it amounts to $2,000. 

The salary of the Ushers of the Latin and English High Schools, and of 
the Sub-masters of the Grammar Schools shall be $1,200 for the first year, 
with an annual increase of $100 till it amounts to $1,600. 

The salary of the Ushers of the Grammar Schools shall be $800 for the 
first year, with an annual increase of $100 till it amounts to $1,000. 

The salary of the first Head Assistant in the Girls’ High and Normal School 
shall be $600 per annum, and the salary of the other Assistants in this School 
shall be $500 per annum. 

The salary of the Head Assistants in the Grammar Schools shall be $500 
per annum; and the salary of the other Assistants in the Grammar Schools 
and of the Teachers of the Primary Schools shall be $300 for the first year, 
with an annual increase of $50 till it amounts to $450 per annum. 
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notice thereof in such newspapers, and for such length 
of time as the Board may direct, specifying in such 
notice that all applications for the office must be made 
in writing, and lodged with the Secretary, together 
with any written evidence of qualifications which the 
candidate may wish to present, on or before a day 
named in such notice. 

Same. Sect. 5. Incase the vacancy to be filled is in the 
Latin School, the English High School, or the Girls’ 
High and Normal School, the committees of those 
Schools shall together constitute a committee for 
the examination of candidates. But in case of a va- 
cancy in any of the Grammar Schools, the Examining 
Committee shall be composed of the District Com- 
mittee of the School in which the vacancy exists, and 
of the members for the two Wards numerically nearest 
to the Ward in which such school is situated. 

Same. Seot. 6. The Examining Committee shall take from 
the Secretary’s files all the applications and written 
evidence, and shall have personal interviews with the 
applicants, and make inquiries as to their qualifica- 
tions, and at a meeting appointed for the purpose, shall 
carefully examine the candidates in the manner re- 
quired by law, [Rev. Stat. ch. 23, § 138. Stat. 1850, 
ch. 229, § 2] and always with reference to the office 
that is then to be filled. And none but said Com- 
mittee, the members of this Board and the candidates 
under examination shall be present. 


Examining Sect. 7. The Examining Committee shall report to 
ommittee’s 
report. the Board, at some subsequent meeting, the names of 


all the applicants who have been examined by them, 
together with such other facts and circumstances re- 
specting the candidates, their recommendations and 
qualifications, as they may deem necessary for the in- 
formation of the Board. They shall also designate 
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in their report the names of two or more of the can- 
didates whose examinations were most satisfactory, 
with the opinions of the Examining Committee on their 
qualifications severally, and the Board shall then pro- 
ceed to a choice by ballot. 

Sect. 8. The instructors elected at the annual 
meeting, shall hold their offices for one school year, 
unless sooner removed by vote of the Board. 


CHAPTER VI. 
Duties of the Secretary. 


Section 1. The Secretary shall have charge of the Records and 
Records of the Board, and of all papers directed by 
them to be kept on his files; he shall keep a fair and 
full record of all the proceedings of the Board. 

Sect. 2. He shall notify all stated and special meet- pee 
ings; he shall notify the Chairman of every Committce 
appointed, stating the commission, and the names of 
the members associated with him; he shall notify the 
meetings of all Sub-Committees, when requested by the 
Chairman or by any two members thereof; he shall 
notify the instructors of their appointments, and shall 
give such other notices as the Board may require. 

Sect. 3. He shall prepare the annnal report re- Beucre Siete 
quired by the statute of the Commonwealth, and he 
shall transmit the same, legally signed, to the Secretary 
of State, on or before the 20th day of April. [Rev. 
Stat. ch. 23, § § 62, 63, 64.] 

Secor. 4. At the quarterly meeting, in February and Abstract of semi 
in August, he shall present to the Board an abstract. 
of the semi-annual returns of the Public Schools, and 
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a schedule showing the number of teachers then em- 
ployed in the schools. 

Sect. 5. He shall transmit copies of all votes, res- 
olutions and documents which are to be sent to the 
members of the Board, and to the various Committees, 
to the Teachers, and to other persons. 

Sect. 6. Heshallsee that the Medals and Diplomas 
awarded to the successful candidates in the Public 
Schools are procured, properly inscribed, and sent to 
the appropriate Schools at least one day preceding 
the Annual Exhibitions. 

Sect. 7. He shall examine all bills for salaries, 
and the bills for all articles purchased by order of the 
Board, or by the Committee on Accounts, and shall 
perform such other duties as the School Committee 
shall prescribe, or from time to time direct. 


CHAPTER VIL. 


Duties of the Superintendent. 


Srotion 1. The Superintendent of Public Schools 
shall be elected annually, by ballot, at the quarterly 
meeting of the Board in May, to enter upon the duties 
of his office on the first day of June next ensuing. At 
the same meeting the salary of the Superintendent 
shall be voted, and no alteration in the amount of said 
salary shall be made during the year for which he is 
elected. 

Srot. 2. He shall devote himself to the study of 
the Public School System, and to an examination into 
the condition of the schools, and shall keep himself 
acquainted with the progress of instruction and disci- 
pline in other places, in order to suggest appropriate 
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means for the advancement of the Public Schools in 
this City. 
Sect. 3. He shall, as far as practicable, have a, Visitingschools. 
personal knowledge of the condition of all the schools ; 
shall visit, for inspection or examination, ¢ach of them 
as often as his other duties will permit, and shall en- 
deavor to suggest improvements and to remedy defects 
in their management. He shall also advise the teach- 
ers in relation to the best modes of instruction and 
discipline for their respective schools, and shall see 
that the regulations of the Board in regard to the 
schools are carried into full effect. 
Sect. 4. He shall make investigations as to the Absenteesfrom 
number and the condition of the children in the City 
who are not receiving the benefits offered by the Pub- 
lic Schools, and shall endeavor to ascertain the reasons 
and to suggest and apply the remedies. 
Sect. 5. He shall render such aid and communicate Assistance to 
such information to the various Committees as they 
may require of him; and when desired he shall assist 
the Committees in the quarterly examinations. 
Sect. 6. He shall consult with the different bodies School houses. 
who have control of the building and altering of school 
houses, and shall communicate to them such information 
on the subject as he may possess; and he shall suggest 
such plans for building and altering school houses as 
he may consider best for the health and convenience 
of the teachers and pupils, and most economical for 
the City; and he shall advise with those through whom, School ex- 
either directly or indirectly, the school appropriations veer rs 
are expended, that there may result more uniformity 
in their plans and more economy in their expenditures. 
Sect. 7. It shall be his duty to attend the public Attend meetings 
meetings of the Board; and he may be called upon by 
the Board to express his opinion on any subject under 
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discussion, or to communicate such information as may 
be in his power. And at each quarterly meeting he 

saveligial shall present to the Board a written report, giving an 
account of the Schools he has visited and the other 
duties performed by him during the quarter, together 
with such facts and suggestions relating to the cond1- 
tion of the Schools, and the increase of their efficiency 
and usefulness, as he may deem advisable for the in- 
formation of the Board. 

Record of Pri- Secor. 8. He shall keep a record of the names, 

teachers. ages and residences of persons who may desire to be 
considered as candidates for the office of Assistant or 
Primary School Teacher, with such remarks and sug- 
gestions respecting them as he may deem important for 
the information of Committees; which record shall be 
at all times open to the inspection of any member of 
this Board. And he shall perform such other duties 
as the School Committee shall prescribe or from time 
to time direct. 


CHAPTER VIII. 


General Regulations of the Public Schools. 


Teachers to ob’) = SECTION 1. All teachers in the Public Schools are 
regulations. required to make themselves familiar with the pro- 
visions of these Regulations, and especially that por- 
tion of them relating to their school duties. They 
are also required to take special pains to observe and 
carry into full effect all the Regulations of the School 
Committee in relation to the instruction and discipline 
of their respective schools. 
General duties Secor. 2. The instructors shall punctually observe 
the hours appointed for opening and dismissing the 
schools; and, during school hours, shall faithfully de- 
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vote themselves to the public service. In all their 
intercourse with their scholars they shall strive to im- 
press on their minds, both by precept and example, 
the great importance of continued efforts for improve- 
ment in morals, in manners and deportment, as well as 
in useful learning. 
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Sect. 3. From the first Monday in May to the first School hours. 


Monday in October, the Grammar and Primary Schools 
shall commence their morning sessions at 8 o’clock, 
and close at 11 o’clock; and shall begin their afternoon 
sessions at 2 o’clock, and close at 5 o’clock. From 
the first Monday in October to the first Monday in 
May, they shall commence their morning sessions at 9 
o’clock, and close at 12 o’clock; and shall begin their 
afternoon sessions at 2 o’clock, and shall close at 5 
o’clock, except from the first Monday in November to 
the first Monday in March, they shall close at 4 1-2 
o'clock. Provided, that nothing in this Section shall 
be so construed as to prevent the Teacher from the 
judicious exercise of the right to detain a pupil for a 
reasonable time after the regular hour for dismissing 
school, either for purposes of discipline, or to make 
up neglected lessons. : 


Seot. 4. The School rooms of all the schools shall Teachers and 
pupils to be at 


be opened, and the teachers are expected to be present, 
both morning and afternoon, /fi/tcen minutes before the 
time prescribed for commencing school; and the teach- 
ers shall require their scholars to be in their seats 
punctually at the appointed hours, and shall commence 
their schools without allowing any time after those 
hours for the scholars to assemble. They shall also 
close their respective schools punctually at the pre- 
scribed hours. 


Sect. 5. The morning exercises of all the schools Openite tis 


shall commence with reading, as a devotional exercise, 


Zoho! early. 
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a portion of Scripture, in each room, by the teacher, 
and the Board recommend that the reading be followed 
with prayer, at least with the audible repetition of 
the Lord’s prayer, by the teacher alone, or by the 
teacher and children in concert. The Board also re- 
commend that each teacher instruct the pupils under 
his or her charge to repeat the Ten Commandments 
audibly, at least once a week. ; 

Moral instrue- = SECT. 6. Good morals being of the first importance 
to the pupils, and essential to their highest progress 
in useful knowledge, instruction therein shall be daily 
given in cach of the schools, in conformity with the 
provisions of the Rey. Stat. ch. 23, § 7.* The pupils 
shall be carefully instructed to avoid idleness and pro- 
fanity, falsehood and deceit, and every wicked and dis- 
eraceful practice, and to conduct themselves in an 
orderly and proper manner; and it shall be the duty 
of the instructors, so far as is practicable, to exercise 
a general inspection over them in these regards, both 
in and out of school, and also while going to the same 
and returning home; and on all suitable occasions to 
inculcate upon them the principles of truth and virtue. 

School registers Sect. 7. The principal teacher in every school 
shall keep a register in which shall be recorded the 
names, ages, dates of admission, and places of resi- 


* “Tt shall be the duty of the president, professors, and tutors of the Uni- 
versity at Cambridge, and of the several colleges, and of all preceptors and 
teachers of academies, and all other instructors of youth, to exert their best 
endeavors to impress on the minds of children and youth committed to their 
care and instruction, the principles of piety, justice, and a sacred regard to 
truth, love to their country, humanity and universal benevolence, sobriety, 
industry and frugality, chastity, moderation and temperance, and those other 
virtues which are the ornament of human society, and the basis upon which

dence of the scholars. In addition to this register 
other records shall be kept, in which shall be entered 
the daily absence of the scholars, and such notes of 
their class-exercises as may exhibit a view of their 
advancement and standing. 

Sect. 8. All school registers and other books for 
records, as well as all blanks for monthly reports and 
circulars required in the several schools, shall be after 
uniform patterns, to be determined by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Schools, to whom all teachers are 
expected to apply whenever such articles are needed 
by them. 

Sect. 9. Hach master shall examine the pupils under 
the care of the other teachers in his school as often 
as he can consistently with proper attention to those 
who are under his immediate charge. 

Sect. 10. During the week preceding the quarterly 8° 
meeting in February and in August, the principal 
teacher in each school shall make to the Secretary of 
the Board semi-annual returns of the number of pupils 
belonging to the school conformable to the blanks 
furnished for this purpose. They shall also include in 
their reports the names of those pupils belonging to 
their respective schools who do not reside in the city, 
with the dates of their respective admissions. 

Secor. 11. Each master shall, within one week after 
the appointment of a teacher, send to the Secretary 
of this Board the full name of such teacher, with the 
precise date of his or her commencing service in his 
school; and if the person appointed has previously 
been in the service of the City as a teacher, he shall 
state where, when, and how long such service was ren- 
dered. In like manner he shall give notice when any 
teacher shall have relinquished service in his school. 

Sxor. 12. The instructors may, for the purpose of 
observing the modes of discipline and instruction, visit 
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any of the Public Schools in the City; but such visits 
shall not be made oftener than once a quarter, nor till 
provision satisfactory to the Chairman of the District 
Committee, or of the Sub-Committee, has been made 
for the proper care of the pupils under their imme- 
diate charge. 

Sect. 13. All instructors shall aim at such disci- 
pline in their schools as would be exercised by a kind, 
judicious parent in his family, and shall avoid corporal 
punishment in all cases where good order can be pre- 
served by milder measures. And it shall be the duty 
of the several masters and teachers in the public 
schools to keep a record of all instances of inflicting 
corporal punishment, which they shall submit to their 
respective Committees at each quarterly examination, 
when said record shall be erased. 

Sect. 14. For violent or pointed opposition to 
authority in any particular instance, a principal teacher 
may exclude a child from school for the time being; 
and thereupon shall inform the parent or guardian of 
the measure, and shall apply to the District Committee 
for advice and direction. 

Sect. 15. When the example of any pupil in school 
is very injurious, and in all cases where reformation 
appears hopeless, it shall be the duty of the principal 
teacher, with the approbation of the committee on 
the school, to suspend or expel such pupil from the 
school. But any child under this public censure, who 
shall have expressed to the teacher his regret for 
his folly or indiscretion, as openly and explicitly as 
the nature of the case may require, and shall have 
given evidence of amendment, shall, with the previous 
consent of said committee, be reinstated in the privi- 
leges of the school. 

Sect. 16. In cases of difficulty in the discharge of 
their official duties, or when they may desire any tem- 
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porary aid, the instructors shall apply to the District 
Committees of their respective schools for advice and 
assistance. 

Sect. 17. Whenever any instructor shall be absent Vagrimete ce 
from school, and a temporary instructor rendered ne- stitutes. 
cessary, the amount required to pay said substitute 
shall be withdrawn from the salary of the absentee; 
unless upon a representation of the case, by petition, 
and a report on said petition from the Standing Com- 
mittee on Salaries, the Board shall order an allowance 
to be made. And no substitute shall be employed in 
any of the Primary Schools for more than one day at 
a time, without the approbation of one or more of the 
sub-committee of the school; nor in any department of 
the Grammar Schools without the approbation of two or 
more of the District Committee, the Chairman being 
one of them. ‘The compensation allowed for substi- 
tutes in the Primary Schools and for Assistants in the 
Grammar Schools shall be $1.00 per day; for Ushers, 
$2.75 per day; for Sub-Masters, $3.75 per day; and 
for Masters, $5.00 per day; for each day of actual 
school time during which such substitute shall be 
employed. 

Sect. 18. It shall be the duty of all the instr uctors Temperature 
to give vigilant attention to the ventilation and tem- 
perature of their school rooms. <A regular system of 
ventilation shall be practised, as well in winter as in 
summer, by which the air in the rooms shall be effec- 
tually changed at each recess, and at the end of each 
school session before the house shall be closed. 

Sect. 19. There shall bea recess of fifteen minutes pecosses. 
for every pupil each half day, including the time occu- 
pied in going out and coming in. 

Seot. 20. The masters, ushers and teachers, in the Physical exer- 
Public Schools, shall so arrange the daily course of ae 
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exercise in their respective classes that every scholar 
shall have daily in the forenoon and afternoon some 
kind of physical or gymnastic exercise; this exercise 
to take place as nearly as practicable midway between 
the commencement of the session and recess, and be- 
tween recess and the end of the session. 

Sect. 21. The principal teachers of the several 
schools shall prescribe such rules for the use of the 
yards and out-buildings connected with the school 
houses as shall insure their being kept in a neat and 
proper condition, and shall examine them as often as 
may be necessary for such purpose, and they shall be 
held responsible for any want of neatness or cleanli- 
ness on their premises; and when anything is out of 
order they must give immediate notice thereof to the 
Superintendent of Public Buildings. 

Srctr. 22. No instructor in the public schools shall 
be allowed to teach in any other public school than 
that to which he or she has been appointed, nor to 
keep a private school of any description whatever, 
nor to attend to the instruction of any private pupils 
before 6 o’clock, P. M., except on Wednesday and 
Saturday afternoons, nor to engage as editor of any 
newspaper, or of any religious or political periodical. 

Sor. 23. The instructors shall not award medals 
or other prizes to the pupils under their charge. 

Sect. 24. No subscription or contribution for any 
purpose whatever shall be introduced into any public 
school. 

Sect. 25. No person whatever shall read to the 
pupils of any school, or post upon the walls of any 
school building, or fences of the same, any advertise- 
ment. Nor shall any agent or other person be per- 
mitted to enter any school for the purpose of exhibiting, 
either to teacher or pupils, any new book or article of 


apparatus. 
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Sxot. 26. The books used and the studies pursued Authorized 
in all the public schools shall be such and such only “** 
as may be authorized by the Board; and the teachers 
shall not permit any books, tracts or other publications 
to be distributed in their schools. 

Sect. 27. No pupils shall be allowed to retain their Rooks, te. 
connection with any of the public schools unless they 
are furnished with the books and utensils regularly 
required to be used in the respective classes. 

Sect. 28. In cases where children are in danger of Books, fe. for 
being deprived of the advantages of education, by °°” 
reason of inability to obtain books, through the pov- 
erty or negligence of parents or guardians, the Com- 
mittee on Accounts are authorized, on behalf of the 
School Committee, to carry out the provisions of the 
statute on this subject. [Etev. Stat. ch. 23, §§ 20, 21, 

22. Stat. 1855, ch. 456, § 1. 

Sect. 29. Tardiness shall be considered a violation Tardiness, 
of school regulations, and shall subject delinquents to 
such penalty as the nature of the case may require. 

Secor. 30. Pupils shall not be absent from school shoul euitede 
except on account of sickness, or other urgent reason; 
and no pupil shall be allowed to leave school before 
the appointed time for closing, for the purpose of at- 
tending to any music lessons or writing lessons, or for 
any other cause whatever, except in case of sickness 
or some pressing emergency ; and the teacher’s consent 
must first be obtained. 

Srecr. 51. No child whose residence is not in this seen 
city, or who has only a temporary residence here for 
the purpose of attending the public schools, shall be 
permitted to attend them, (excepting always those for 
whom provision is made by an act of the Legislature, 
passed March 24th, 1855,) and it shall be the duty of 
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the several Committees on the Schools to see that 
this rule is strictly enforced. 

Sect. 32. No pupil shall be admitted to the priv- 
ileges of one school who has been expelled from 
another, or while under suspension, unless by vote of 
the Board. 

Sreot. 33. No pupil shall be admitted into any of 
the Public Schools without a certificate from a physician 
that he or she has been vaccinated or otherwise se- 
cured against the small pox; but this certificate shall 
not be required of pupils who go from one public 
school to another. 

Sect. 34. No child who comes to school without 
proper attention having been given to the cleanliness 
of his person and of his dress, or whose clothes are 
not properly repaired, shall be permitted to remain in 
school, but shall be sent home to be prepared for 
school in a proper manner. 

Sect. 35. If in the schools under their charge there 
are any pupils who are habitually truant, the principal 
teachers shall report their names, their residences and 
the names of their parents, when known, to the truant 
officers. 

Sect. 36. There shall be an annual exhibition of 
the Latin School on the Saturday, of the English High 
School on the Monday, of the Girls’ High and Normal 
School on the Tuesday, preceding the third Wednesday 
in July; and on the Tuesday following said Wednesday 
there shall be an exhibition of the several Grammar 
Schools; at which exhibitions the medals and diplomas 
shall be conferred upon the pupils. The hours for the 
exhibitions of the several schools shall be arranged 
by the President of the Board. And in the afternoon 
of the same day, the Annual School Festival shall be 
held, to which members of the School Committee, all 
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the teachers in the Public Schools, and the medal 
scholars of the current year shall be invited. 

SECT. 37. The following holidays and vacations Holidays and 
shall be granted to the schools, viz: —- every Wednes- 
day and Saturday afternoon, throughout the year; 
Christmas day, New Year’s day, and Fast day; May 
day; Artillery election; the Fourth of July; Thanks- 
giving week; the week immediately preceding the first 
Monday in March; one week commencing on the Mon- 
day preceding the last Wednesday in May; seven 
weeks after the exhibition of the Latin School in July 
to said Latin School; the remainder of the week after 
the exhibition of the English High School, in July, and 
the six succeeding weeks to said English High School; 
the remainder of the week after the exhibition of the 
Girls’ High and Normal School, and the six succeeding 
weeks to said school; and the remainder of the week 
after the exhibition of the Grammar Schools in July, 
to the first Monday in September, to said Grammar 
Schools and the Primary Schools; and the President 
of the Board is authorized to suspend the schools on 
such public occasions as he may think proper, not ex- 
ceeding three days in the year. In addition to these 
holidays the Latin and English High Schools shall be 
entitled to the two days of public exhibition at Har- 
vard University. No other holidays shall be allowed 
except by special vote of the Board. 


CHAPTER IX. 


Regulations of the Primary Schools. 


Section 1. Every teacher shall admit to her school eerie of 
all applicants of suitable age and qualifications, resid- 
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ing nearest to the school under her charge, provided 
the number in her school will warrant the admission; 
and in all cases of doubt or difficulty in the discharge 
of this duty, she shall apply to her Sub-Committee for 
advice and direction. 

Sect. 2. When any child shall apply to be admitted 
from another Primary School, the teacher shall require 
a certificate of transfer from the teacher of the former 
school; which certificate shall serve instead of a Cer- 
tificate of Vaccination. And if qualified for the First 
or Second Class, said child shall be entitled to admis- 
sion into a Primary School, although more than seven 
years of age. 

Sect. 3. Whenever any scholar is absent from 
school, the teacher shall immediately ascertain the 
reason; and if such absence be continued, and is not 
occasioned by sickness or other sufficient cause, such 
child, with the consent of the Sub-Committee, may be 
discharged from the school, and a record of the fact 
be made. 

Sect. 4. The regular promotion of scholars to the 
Grammar Schools shall be made semi-annually, on the 
first Monday in March, and on the first Monday in 
September. But occasional promotions may be made 


on Monday of any week, whenever the Sub-Committee 


of the Primary School and the Master of the Grammar 
School may deem it necessary. . 

SecT. 5. One or more schools for the special in- 
struction of children over seven years of age, and not 
qualified for the Grammar School, may be established 
in each District. Children over seven years of age 
are not to be admitted into any of the Primary Schools, 
unless by transfer, or for special reasons satisfactory 
to the Sub-Committee. Any scholar over eight years 
of age, and not in the first or second class, may be re- 
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moved from any Primary School to a school for special 
instruction, at the discretion of the Sub-Committee. 

Sect. 6. The School on the Western Avenue shall be 
connected with the Phillips School District. Children 
over eight years of age may be admitted into this 
school, at the discretion of the Sub-Committee; and 
their studies shall conform to the Regulations of the 
Grammar Schools. 

Sror. 7. The teachers shall attend to the physical (rover sty, 
education and comfort of the pupils under their care. "°™" 
When from a state of the weather, or other causes, 
the recesses in the open air shall be impracticable, 
the children may be exercised within the room, in ac- 
cordance with the best judgment and ability of the 
teachers. In the schools which are kept in buildings 
occupied by Grammar Schools, the recesses shall be 
arranged by the masters so as not to interfere with 
the exercises of those schools. 

Sect. 8. The holidays and vacations of the Primary Holidays and 
Schools shall be the same as are granted to the Gram- 
mar Schools, either by the rules of the School Board 
or by the order of the Mayor; and they shall also have 
the day preceding, and the day of the Annual Exhibi- 
tions of the Grammar Schools. 

No school shall be suspended on any other occasion, 
except for special and important reasons relating to a 
particular school, and then only by express permission 
of the Sub-Committee. 

Sect. 9. The schools shall contain, as nearly as Classes. 
practicable, an equal number of pupils; it being desir- 
able that the average number of daily attendants 
should be fifty to each teacher, and the pupils in each 
of the schools shall be arranged in six classes, unless 
otherwise ordered by the District Committee. 

Sect. 10. Simple oral lessons in Arithmetic, adapted 
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to the ages of the scholars, shall be given in the several 
classes; and the Addition, Subtraction and Multiplica- 
tion Tables must be thoroughly learned by the first 
and second classes. Every scholar shall be provided 
with a slate, and employ the time not otherwise occu- 
pied, in drawing, or writing words from their spelling 
lessons, on their slates in a plain script hand. The 
teachers are expected to take special pains to teach 
the first class to write—not print—all the letters of 
the alphabet on slates. 

sect. 11. Plain sewing may be introduced into any 
Primary School, at the discretion of the Sub-Committee, 
and Singing shall form part of the exercises of every 
session. 

Sect. 12. The following Books and Studies shall be

Section 1. These schools form the second grade 
in the system of public instruction established in this 
City.

In these schools are taught the common branches of 
an English education. They are organized on two 
different plans. 

Sect. 2. First Plan. In the Dwight School house 
there are two entirely distinct schools, one for Boys 
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and the other for Girls, each under the control of a 
master and separate instructors. 

In the schools organized on this.plan, each depart- 
ment shall be instructed by a master, a head assistant, 
and three or more female assistants, or by a master, 
usher, a head assistant, and one or more female as- 
sistants. 

Second Plan. The Adams, Bigelow, Bowdoin, Boyls- Second Plan. 
ton, Brimmer, Chapman, Eliot, Franklin, Hancock, 

Hawes, Lawrence, Lyman, Mayhew, Phillips, Quincy, 
Wells, and Winthrop Schools, are each under the charge 
of one head master, who has the direction of the school. 

The Boys’ Schools organized on this plan, shall each 
be instructed by a master, a sub-master, an usher, a 
head assistant, and three or more female assistants. 

The Girls’ Schools organized on this plan, shall each 
be instructed by’a master, and a head assistant for each 
story in the building,and three or more female assistants. 

Any existing exceptions to the foregoing organiza- 
tions, authorized by special votes of the Board, shall 
remain until otherwise ordered. 

Sect. 3. Hach school shall be allowed a teacher Number of pu- 
for every sixty pupils on the register, and an additional CO 
female assistant may be appointed whenever there are 
thirty scholars above the complement for the teachers 
already in the school, if the District Committee deem 
it expedient; and whenever the number of pupils on 
the register shall be reduced to thirty less than such 
complement, one female assistant may be removed from 
such school, if the District Committee recommend it. 

Sect. 4. Any pupil may be admitted into the Gram- Qualifications 
mar Schools, who, on examination by the master, or the Grammar 
any of his assistants, shall be found able to read at 
first sight, easy prose; to distinguish and name the 
marks of punctuation; to perform mentally such simple 
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questions in Addition, Subtraction, and Division, as are 
found in Part First of Emerson’s North American 
Arithmetic; to answer readily to any proposed com- 
bination of the Multiplication Table, in which neither 
factor exceeds ten; to read and write Arabic numbers 
containing three figures, and the Roman numerals as 
far as the sign of one hundred; and to enunciate, 
clearly and accurately, the elementary sounds of our 
language. And no pupil who does not possess these 
qualifications, shall be admitted into any Grammar 
School, except by special permit of the District Com- 
mittee. 

primary reba SECT. 5. Within the two weeks preceding the ee 

tion to Gram. Monday in March annually, the master of each Gram- 

mar School. mar School shall visit each Primary which is expected 
to send pupils to his school, and he shall examine the 
first class in each of said schools, and shall give cer- 
tificates of admission to the Grammar School to such 
as he may find qualified in’ accordance with the fore- 
going requirements. But in the month of July annu- 
ally, each teacher in the Primary Schools shall accom- 
pany her first class to such Grammar School house in 
the vicinity as the master may designate, when he and 
his assistants shall examine the candidates for admis- 
sion to the Grammar School, in presence of their in- 
structors, and shall give certificates to those who are 
found to be properly qualified. If, however, the parent 
or guardian of any applicant not admitted on the ex- 
amination of the master, is dissatisfied with his deci- 
sion, such person may appeal to the District Committee 
for another examination of said applicant. 

tebe pier Sect. 6. Pupils admitted from the Primary Schools 

ieee are expected to enter the Grammar Schools on the 
first Monday of March and of September; but all other 
applicants residing in the District, found on examina- 
tion, qualified in all respects, may enter the Grammar 
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Schools by applying to the master at the school house, 
on Monday morning of any week when the schools are 
in session. Pupils regularly transferred from one 
Grammar School to another, may be admitted at any 
time, on presenting their certificates of transfer, without 
an examination. 

Secor. 7. In assigning lessons to boys to be studied Qutotschool 
out of school hours, the instructors shall not assign a 
longer lesson daily than a boy of good capacity can 
acquire by an hour’s study, but no out-of-school lessons 
shall be assigned to girls, nor shall the lessons to be 
studied in school be so long as to require a scholar of 
ordinary capacity to study out of school in order to 
learn them. 

Sect. 8. The recess of all the schools shall take Recesses. 
place as nearly as may be at the expiration of one-half 
of each school session, but in schools where there are 
two departments, there shall be an interval of fifteen 
minutes between the times of recess of the depart- 
ments. 

Sect. 9. Hach school or department of a school 
shall be divided into four classes. Hach class shall 
be divided into two or more sections, each of which 
sections shall pursue the studies, and use the text- 
books assigned to its class; but whenever it shall 
appear that a section of a lower class has in any par- 
ticular branch of study made the attainments requisite 
for promotion to a higher class, at a period earlier 
than the regular time for general promotion, then such 
section may, at the discretion of the master, and with 
the approval of the Committee, enter upon the study 
of one of the text-books prescribed for the next higher 
class. 

Sect. 10. The books and exercises of the several 
classes in the boys’ schools shall be as follows:

CHAPTER XI. 
Regulations of the English High School. 


Bel Section 1. This school is situated in Bedford street. 
ats ‘object. It was instituted in 1821, with the design of furnishing 
the young men of the City, who are not intended for 
a collegiate course of studies, and who have enjoyed 
the usual advantages of the other Public Schools, with 
the means of completing a good English education, 
and fitting themselves for all the departments of com- 
mercial life. The prescribed course of studies is ar- 
ranged for three years, and those who attend for that 
period and complete that course, are considered to 
have been graduated at the school. Those who wish 
to pursue further some of the higher departments of 
mathematics, and other branches, have the privilege of 
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remaining another year at school. This institution is 
furnished with a valuable mathematical and philosoph- 
ical apparatus, for the purpose of experiment and illus- 
tration. To this school apply the following regulations, 
in addition to those common to all the schools. 

Sect. 2. The instructors in this school shall be a Instructors. 

master, two sub-masters, and as many ushers as shall 
allow one instructor to every thirty-five pupils, but no 
additional usher shall be allowed for a less number. 
The Sub-Committee may furnish the master with an 
assistant in hisroom whenever the number of pupils re- 
maining in the school through the fourth year shall in 
their judgment make it necessary. The salary of said 
assistant shall not exceed the salary paid to an usher 
in this school during his first year of service. It shall 
be a necessary qualification in all these instructors, 
that they have been educated at some respectable col- 
lege, and that they be competent to instruct in the 
French language. 

Sect. 3. Candidates for admission to this school Time of exam- 
shall be examined once a year, on the Wednesday and dates for admis- 
Thursday next succeeding the exhibition of the Gram- 
mar Schools in July. Any boy then offering himself as 
a candidate for admission, shall present a certificate 
from his parent or guardian, that he has reached the 
age of twelve years, also a certificate of good moral 
character, and of presumed literary qualifications, from 
the master of the school which he last attended, and 
shall pass a satisfactory examination in the following 
studies, viz: Spelling, Reading, Writing, English Gram- 
mar, Arithmetic, Modern Geography, and the History 
of the United States. 

Secor. 4. It shall be the duty of the Committee on Annual examin- 
the English High School to be present at the annual date. 
examination of candidates for admission, but said ex- 
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amination shall be conducted by the instructors, from 
questions previously prepared, on all the branches, and 
subject to the approval of the Committee. The exam- 
ination shall be strict; and a thorough knowledge of 
the required studies shall be indispensable to admission. 

Sect. 5. On admission, pupils shall be arranged in 
divisions according to their respective degrees of pro- 
ficiency. Individuals, however, shall be advanced ac- 
cording to their scholarship and no faster; and no one 
shall remain a member of the school longer than four 
years. 

Sect. 6. It shall be the duty of the master to ex- 
amine each division as often as may be consistent with 


‘the attention due to those under his immediate instruc- 


tion. Hach class or section shall be occasionally re- 
viewed in its appropriate studies, and once a quarter 
there shall be a general review of all the previous 
studies of that quarter. 

Sect. 7. From the first Monday in November to the 
first Monday in April, the School shall hold one session 
each day,—commencing at 9 A. M., closing at 2 P. M. 
From the first Monday in April to the first Monday in 
November, there shall be two school sessions each day, 
—one from 8 A. M. to 111-2 A. M.—another from 3 
P. M. to 5 1-2 P. M., except on such stormy days as 
the master shall think it best to keep until 2 o’clock, 
P. M., and dispense with the afternoon session. 

Sect. 8. The course of study and instruction in 
this school shall be as follows:

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CHAPTER XI. 
Regulations of the Girls’ High and Normal School. 


Established. Section 1. This school is situated in Mason street. 
It was instituted in 1852, with the design of furnishing 
to those pupils who have passed through the usual 
course of studies at the Grammar Schools for girls, 
and at other girls’ schools in this City, an opportunity 
for a higher and more extended education, and also to 
fit such of them as desire it to become teachers. The 
following are the regulations of this school, in addition 
to those common to all the schools. 

Instructors. Sect. 2. The instructors shall be, a master, and as 
many assistants as may be found expedient; but the 
whole number of assistants shall not exceed the ratio 
of one for every thirty pupils. 

Sage ee Scot. 3. The examination of candidates for admis- 
sion to the school, shall take place annually, on the 
Thursday next succeeding the day of the annual exhi- 
bition of the Grammar Schools in July. 

Same. SecT. 4. Candidates for admission must be over 
fifteen and not more than nineteen years of age. They 
must present certificates of recommendation from the 
teachers whose schools they last attended, and must 
pass a satisfactory examination in the following 
branches, viz: Spelling, Reading, Writing, Arithmetic, 
English Grammar, Geography and History. 

Same. Sect. 5. The examination shall be conducted by 
the instructors of the school, both orally and from 
written questions previously prepared by them, and 
approved by the Committee of the school. It shall 
be the duty of the said Committee to be present and 
to assist at the examination, and the admission:of can- 
didates shall be subject to their approval. 
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Sror. 6. The course of studies and instruction in Gouse of m- 
this school shall be as follows: 

Junior Class. Reading, Spelling and Writing, con- 

tinued. Arithmetic, Geography and Grammar, re- 
viewed. Physical Geography, Natural Philosophy, 
Earth and Man. Analysis of Language and Structure 
of Sentences.

Latin, begun. Exercises in Drawing and in Vocal 
Music. 

Middle Class. Natural Philosopy, continued. Eng- 
lish Literature.

French, begun, (instruction given by a 
native French teacher.) Rhetoric with Exercises in 
Composition, continued. Physiology with Lectures. 
General History. Hxercises in Drawing and in Vocal 
Music. Reading Standard English Works, with exer- 
cises in Criticism. 

Senior Class. Latin and French, continued. Geom- 
etry. General History. Intellectual Philosophy. <As- 
tronomy. Chemistry with Lectures. LHxercises in 
Composition. Exercises in Drawing and in Vocal 
Music. Exercises in Criticism, comprising a careful 
examination of works of the best English authors. 

Secor. 7. Instruction in the Theory and Practice of 
Teaching shall be given to such pupils as desire to be- 
come teachers. 

Sect. 8. There shall be one session of five hours School hours. 
each day, from 8 A. M. to 1 P. M. from May to Octo- 
ber, and from 9 A. M. to 2 P. M. from October to May. 

Sect. 9. The plan of study shall be arranged for pupits may re- 
three years. Pupils who have attended for that period, preter ke 
and who have completed the course in a manner satis- 
factory to the teachers and the Committee on the 
school, shall be entitled to receive a diploma or certi- 
ficate to that effect, on leaving school. 
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CHAPTER XIII. 
Regulations of the Latin Grammar Schools. 


Section 1. This school, situated in Bedford street, 
was instituted early in the 17th century. 

Sect. 2. The rudiments of the Latin and Greek 
languages are taught, and scholars are fitted for the 
most respectable colleges. Instruction is also given 
in Mathematics, Geography, History, Declamation, Eng- 
lish Grammar, Composition, and in the French lan- 
guage. 

The following regulations, in addition to those com- 
mon to all the schools, apply to this school. 

Sect. 3. The instructors in this school shall be a 
master, a sub-master, and as many ushers as shall allow 
one instructor to every thirty-five pupils, and no addi- 
tional usher shall be allowed for a less number. 

' Secor. 4. It shall be a necessary qualification for 
the instructors of this school that they shall have been 
educated at a college of good standing. 

Snot. 5. Bach candidate for admission shall have 
attained the age of ten years, and shall produce from 
the master of the school he last attended, a certificate 
of good moral character.’ He shall be able to read 
English correctly and fluently, to spell all words of 
common occurrence, to write a running hand, under- 
stand mental arithmetic, and the simple rules of written 
arithmetic, and be able to answer the most important 
questions in Geography, and shall have a sufficient 
knowledge of English Grammar to parse common sen- 
tences in prose. A knowledge of Latin Grammar shall 
be considered equivalent to that of English. 

Sect. 6. Boys shall be examined for admission to 
this school only once a year, viz: on the Friday and 
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Saturday of the last week of the vacation succeeding 
the exhibition of the school in July. 

Sect. 7. The regular course of instruction shall Type re 
continue six years, and no scholar shall enjoy the priv- 
ileges of this school beyond that term, unless by writ- 
ten leave of the Committee. But scholars may have 
the option of completing their course in five years or 
less time, if willing to make due exertions, and shall 
be advanced according to scholarship. 

Sect. 8. From the first Monday in April, to ane School hours. 
first Monday in November, annually, the forenoon ses- 
sion of this school shall begin at 8 1-2 o’clock, and end 
at 12 1-2 o’clock, and the afternoon session shall com- 
mence at 3 o’clock, and end at 5 o’clock. 

The master shall, however, be allowed to keep school 
until 2 o’clock on days when the weather is stormy, 
and to dispense with the afternoon sessions on such 
occasions, from April to November. 

Sect. 9. From the first Monday in November to Same. 
the first Monday in April, the school shall commence 
at 9 A. M. and close at 2 P. M., thus holding only one 
session each day. 

Sect. 10. The school shall be divided into classes 
and sub-divisions, as the master, with the approbation 
of the Committee, may think advisable. 

Sect. 11. The master shall examine the pupils Classes. 
under the care of the other teachers in the school, as 
often as he can, consistently with proper attention to 
those in his own charge.

AN ORDINANCE 


To Provide Clerks for Committees. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston in City Council assembled, as follows : 


Section 1. In the month of January or February, annu- 
ally, and whenever a vacancy in the office shall occur, there 
shall be chosen, by concurrent vote of both branches of the 
City Council, a Clerk of Committees, who shall hold the 
office for the term of one year, and until another is elected 
in his place, unless sooner removed by the City Council; and 
he shall be removable at the pleasure of the City Council. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the said Clerk of Com- 
mittees to attend when required, the meetings of all commit- 
tees, standing and special, of both branches of the City Coun- 
cil, and of all joint committees, standing and special, and to 
keep a fair record, in books to be kept for the purpose of all 
the doings, proceedings, and transactions of all such Commit- 
tees, and to perform all such other duties and services as the 
said committees, or any of them, shall from time to time re- 
quire of him.

Sect. 3. The said Clerk of Committees shall receive, in 
full for all his time and services, such salary as the City 
Council may from time to time fix and determine. 

In case of the sickness, absence, or other disa- 
bility of the said Clerk of Committees, or in case more than 
one committee shall be in session at the same time, it shall

AN ORDINANCE 


In addition to “An Ordinance relating to the Public 
Health,” passed August 20, 1850, and December 28, 1854, 
and printed on page 261 of the Ordinances of 1856. 


Section 1. Whenever any vault, privy, or drain, shall 
become offensive or obstructed, the same shall be cleansed 
and made free; and the owner, agent, occupant, or other per- 
son having charge of the land in which any vault or drain 
may be situated, the state and condition of which shall be in 
violation of the provisions of this Ordinance, shall remove, 
cleanse, alter, amend, or repair the same, within a reasona- 
ble time after notice in writing to that effect, given by the 
Superintendent of Health or his deputy. In case of neglect 
or refusal for the space of five days, the Board of Aldermen 
shall cause the same to be removed, cleansed, altered, 
amended, or repaired, as they may deem expedient, at the 
expense of the owner, agent, occupant, or other person as 
aforesaid, and such owner, agent, occupant, or other person 
shall also be liable to a penalty not exceeding twenty dollars. 

Sect. 2. No vault or privy shall be emptied, without a 
permit from the Superintendent of Health, or his deputy ; 
nor in any other manner, or at any other time, than he shall 
direct and appoint; conformable to such regulations and con- 
tracts as the Board of Aldermen from time to time shall 
make on the subject, and always at the expense of the owner, 
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agent, occupant, or other person having charge of the tene- 
ment to which such vault is attached. 

Sect. 3. A book shall be kept in some convenient place, 
under the charge of the Superintendent of Health, in which 
shall be entered all applications for opening and cleansing 
vaults; and the same shall receive attention in the several 
wards in the order in which they are made. The Board of 
Aldermen shall, from time to time, determine the sum to be 
paid by persons who shall make such applications between 
the fifteenth day of September and the first day of March; 
and all persons making such application between the first 
day of March and the first day of June shall be charged and 
shall pay double the amount so determined; and persons 
making such application between the first day of June and 
the fifteenth day of September, shall be charged and shall 
pay three times the amount so determined. And in order to 
ascertain the proper sum to fix as a minimum price, for the 
removal of the contents of the vaults as hercinbefore pro- 
vided, the Committee on Internal Health shall advertise for 
proposals for such service, for a term not exceeding three 
years; and shall report to the Board of Aldermen a contract 
or contracts therefor, for their approval. 

sect. 4. No vault shall be opened between the first day 
of June and the fifteenth day of September in each year; 
unless on inspection caused to be made, the Superintendent 
of Health, or his deputy, shall be satisfied of the necessity 
of the same for the health or comfort of the inhabitants. In 
which case no more of the contents shall be taken away, than 
they or either of them shall deem to be absolutely necessary 
for present safety and relief, and such precautions shall be 
used relative to the preventing of any offensive effluvia, as 
they or either of them shall direct, at the expense of the 
owner, agent, occupant, or other person having charge of the 
premises. 

Sreor. 5. If any of the substances, in the preceding sec- 
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tion mentioned, shall be thrown or carried from any house, 
warehouse, shop, cellar, yard, or other place, or left in any 
of the places specified in the preceding section, the owner of 
such house, warehouse, shop, cellar, yard, or other place as 
aforesaid, as well as the occupant thereof, and the person 
who actually threw, carried, or left the same, shall severally 
be held liable for such violation of this Ordinance; and all 
such substances shall be removed from the place where they 
have been thrown or left as aforesaid, by such owner or occu- 
pant, within two hours after personal notice in writing to 
that effect, given by the Superintendent of Health, or his 
deputy; or such removal shall be made under the direction of 
the officers just named, and the expense thereof shall be 
borne by such owner or occupant. 

Sect. 6. Sections eight, nine, ten, eleven, and sixteen, of 
the Ordinance to which this is in addition, are hereby re- 
pealed, and the sections of this ordinance are substituted 
therefor in the order in which they stand. 

Sect. 7. Section two of the ordinance to which this is in 
addition, is hereby repealed. 
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AN ORDINANCE 


In addition to an Ordinance concerning the assessment and 
collection of Taxes. 


Be it ordained by the Aldermen and Common Council of the 
City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


SECTION 1. There shall be chosen annually, in the month 
of February or March, by concurrent vote of the two 
branches of the City Council, thirteen assessors of the pub- 
lic taxes; three of whom shall be voted for upon one ballot, 
and shall be denominated principal assessors, and shall 
devote their whole time to the service of the City, and 
shall receive such compensation as the City Council may 
determine; and the remaining ten shall be voted for on one 
ballot, and shall receive for their services four dollars per 
day each, while going through the wards, taking a list of the 
rateable polls, and estimating the value of real and personal 
estates; and three dollars per day in full for their services, 
while engaged in other duties of their office. All the said 
assessors shall hold their office during the year, and until 
others are chosen and qualified in their stead. 

Sect. 2. In the month of January annually, a Committee 
of the Common Council, consisting of one member from each 
ward, shall be appointed, whose duty it shall be to nominate 
assistant assessors, from the several wards, selecting, as 
nearly as may be, a just representation from the various call- 
ings of the persons to be taxed. 
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Sect. 38. In the month of February or March, annually, 
there shall be chosen, by concurrent vote of the two branches 
of the City Council, two assistant assessors, from each ward 
of the City, who shall hold their office during the year, and 
until others are chosen and qualified in their stead; and they 
shall receive such compensation, in full for all their services, 
as the City Council may determine. 

Sect. 4. The first, second, and third sections of the ordi- 
nance to which this is in addition, are hereby repealed.

GENTLEMEN: — The Overseers of the Poor beg leave to 
represent to the City Government, that since the House of 
Industry has been removed to Deer Island, an item of ex- 
pense has been forced into their account, which has been con- 
tinually on the increase, and now amounting to so considera- 
ble a sum, that they are compelled to ask that the Com- 
mittee on Public Institutions provide them with suitable 
accommodations for a class of residents and strangers, who 
are not proper subjects for, nor are desirous of being sent 
either to Deer Island or to the State Alms House. Should 
it however be thought more expedient that a special appro- 
priation be made for the purpose of sustaining the present 
Asylum, which is centrally located, and well adapted for the 
temporary relief of the destitute, then it will require, in the 
opinion of the Overseers of the Poor, for the present year, 
the sum of five thousand dollars, to enable them to continue 
the lodging house now occupied for that purpose. 

The undersigned have been appointed a special committee 
to confer with the City Council, and if permitted, will ap- 
pear before them, and in detail explain the urgent necessity 
of immediate action, in behalf of the suffering poor of our 
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community, who have no provision made for them, except a 
few hours’ shelter at our Police Station Houses, from which 
the Captains of Police are constantly sending a large num- 
ber of the persons in question, for food and lodging, to the 
Asylum, which depends upon some permanent aid for its 
continuance. |

“ The Committee on Institutions at South Boston and Deer 
Island, to whom was referred the communication of the 
Overseers of the Poor, relative to accommodations for poor 
strangers among us, 


Hee ORT: 


The communication of the Overseers represents that 
there is a class of resident poor, and strangers who are here 
temporarily, who seem not to be proper subjects for the 
House of Industry, or the State Alms House, and they desire 
that the City should provide accommodations for these 
persons. 

The Committee, in considering this communication, have 
been led to visit and examine the various public charitable 
institutions of the city, connected with this subject; and such 
has been the result of their investigations, that they feel 
compelled to report upon the present deplorable condition 
of the poor who are under the charge of the City. Although 
this matter may not be immediately embraced in the commu- 
nication referred to us, yet the facts which have come to the 
knowledge of. the Committee are of such a nature that we 
deem it to be our duty to communicate them to the City 
Council. 

The intention of this report then is, to place before the 
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Council, as plainly as possible, the situation of the City poor 
at this time. In order that the subject may be fully under- 

Stood, we will give a condensed history of the various remoy- 
als of the House of Industry, as well as the state in which 
we find that institution at present. The House of Industry 
was opened in South Boston in 1825, and the poor were 
taken from the building in Leverett Street and placed there 
during that year. In 1853,a large brick building having 
been completed on Deer Island, the paupers both of the 
State and City were removed to that building, which 
then became the House of Industry. By a change in the 
policy of the State, with reference to the maintenance of its 
paupers, in the year 1854, the State poor were taken from 
the towns and cities, and placed in Alms Houses provided 
by the Commonwealth. 

The greatest number of persons ever in the building as 
charges, while occupied as a House of Industry, was about 
thirteen hundred, although it was capable of accommodating 
a much larger number. In 1854, an order passed the City 
Council, which provided that a portion of this building should 
be fitted up to be used for the purposes of a House of Cor- 
rection; and this was done at an expense of some $60,000. 
In 1856, by a vote of the Board of Aldermen, some three or 
four thousand dollars were expended in building a work- 
shop in the yard of the House of Correction, at South Bos- 
ton, which was considered a virtual abandonment of the 
project of removing that institution to Deer Island. The 
effect of the order of 1854, relative to fitting up a portion of 
this building, was the removal of its inmates to other build- 
ings then standing on the Island, which were never intended 
or calculated for habitation, being made of wood, of very 
inferior materials and construction. But since the year 
1854, the poor have been kept in these inadequate and 
incommodious buildings. 

We would here state that there has of late been intro- 
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duced the practice, resulting from statute law, of sending two 
classes of poor to the House of Industry. One class consists 
of those who are sent there on account of their poverty ; and 
though poor, are still deserving, honest and respected. The 
other class consists of persons who, in addition to their pov- 
erty, have been guilty of some misdemeanor, formerly sub- 
jecting them to a fine, or imprisonment in the House of Cor- 
rection. This class is composed principally of vagabonds, 
common drunkards, and night-walkers. The first class are 
sent to the Island by the Directors of the House of Industry, 
and are known as persons who are there by permit. The 
other class are first carried to the Police Court, the justices 
of which have discretionary power to fine them, or imprison 
in the House of Correction, or send them to the House of 
Industry ; and this class are known as persons who are there 
under sentence. 

In 1855, a building was removed from South Boston to 
Deer Island, and there reconstructed to meet the wants of 
the poor who were there by permit. 

The number of persons in the House of Industry on Feb- 
ruary 23, 1857, was 471; of which 107 were there by per- 
mit; and this class occupied the New Building, as it is 
called; and the following table is an accurate statement of 
its size and accommodations. 

First Floor, Female Department, — Has 33 beds, and 9 
cribs, all of which are occupied. The room is 57 feet long, 
31 feet wide, 10 feet high, has twelve windows and three 
doors. 

Also, two small rooms, 15 feet square each, with two win- 
dows each. 

Kitchen, 13 feet long, 10 feet wide, with 3 windows. 
Stairs to Bath Room, 3 feet wide, with 8 straight and 8 
winding steps. Bath Room, 36 feet long, 16 feet wide, 8 
feet high, — very dark. 

Second Floor, Male Department, —Has 24 beds occupied, 
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is 70 feet long, 10 feet high. Also, 4 small rooms, 12 feet 
long, 8 feet wide.. The stairs are 3 feet wide, with 8 
straight and 8 winding steps; also, one flight of stairs lead- 
ing from the piazza, east end, outside. This room has 18 
windows. 

Aitic— Has 39 beds den piede is 83 feet long, 22 feet 
wide, and 7 feet high; one window at each end, and two sky- 
lights. 

MemorsNDuM.—Thirty-nine persons pass over the stairway 
leading from the attic to the second story. Sixty-three 
persons pass over the stairway leading from the second 
story to basement. 

This building is wholly unsuited to the purposes for which 
it is used. Ventilation is next to impossible, in the Female 
Department, and can only be obtained on the second floor 
when by some accident the inmates are all out of the room; 
then, by opening the windows, pure air is occasionally 
admitted. It is unsafe, having no proper means of egress in 
case of fire, as will be seen by the previous table; and 
should a conflagration occur, great loss of life would be the 
inevitable result. 

It is not properly protected, not being back plastered; it 
is uncomfortable from cold; and covered as it is with infe- 
rior boards and clap-boards, it leaks from the top and 
through all its sides, so that in an ordinary easterly storm, 
the occupants of beds are obliged to move to escape the 
effects of the rain or snow. 

In these rooms, the inmates eat, drink, sleep, and 
attend to the necessities of nature. Here also, those who 
are ill, but not sufficiently so to be sent to the Hospital, pass 
through their season of sickness; and when all these things 
transpire together, as is frequently the case, the effect can 
be much better imagined than described. 

Tn the opinion of your Committee, this building, in every 
darticular, is a disgrace to the City of Boston. 
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FEMALE HOSPITAL, — OLD BUILDING. 


Old Ladies Room — Has 4 beds occupied, is 31 feet long, 
17 feet wide, 8 feet high. 

Nursery — Has 27 beds, and 7 cribs, 26 of which are occu- 
pied; number of children 20. 

This room is 70 feet long, 28 feet wide, 8 feet and 6 inches 
in height. 

Ward Four, for the Sick,— Has 25 beds, and they are 
occupied. This room is 70 feet long, 25 feet wide, 7 feet 
2 inches in height. 

Sleeping Room over Dining Hall — Has 30 beds, and 
occupied. ; 

Aitic— Has 61 beds, 57 of which are occupied. This 
room is 69 feet long, 28 feet wide, and 7 feet high. 

Cottage, or Venereal Ward, — Has 9 beds, 4 of which are 
occupied. This room is 51 feet long, 16 feet wide, 9 feet 
high. 


MALE HOSPITAL, — OLD BUILDING. 


Ward 1.— Contains 87 beds, occupied, 8 beds made on 
floor. This room is 100 feet long, by 24 wide. Beds 
measure 6 feet 2 inches long, by 3 feet 1 inch wide. 

Ward 2.— Contains 83 beds, occupied, 8 beds made on 
floor. Beds measure as above. This room is 100 feet long, 

by 24 wide. 

Dining Hall — Contains 29 beds, 26 of which are occu- 
pied. This room is 717 feet long, by 32 wide. 

It will be seen that all these buildings are full to over- 
flowing, the latter being so crowded that 16 beds are made 
on the floor in the passage ways. Such is the condition of 
the homes of the poor of Boston. 

Those who are virtuous and deserving, should have the 
misfortune of their position relieved as much as possible, by 
proper attendance and support; instead of which, they are 
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connected closely with those who add degradation to poy- 
erty, and are placed in uncomfortable, dangerous, and almost 
uninhabitable houses. If Boston desires to maintain her 
reputation as an enlightened, liberal and humane city, this 
subject must receive the immediate attention of the govern- 
ment. Better accommodations must be provided for these 
unfortunate persons, or we shall be guilty of neglecting the 
actual wants of those placed under our care and protection. 
The question then arises, What is to be done? and the 
answer depends on the disposition which is to be made of 
the brick building on Deer Island. 

It seems to be the present policy of the City, not to use 
this building as a House of Correction. If this be so, why 
cannot a portion of its wings be employed as a House of 
Industry? Should this be done, all that is desired can be 
accomplished. 

The City pays now, for the care of the interior of this 
building, the sum of $740 each year, although it is unoccu- 
pied. Itis on the way to destruction, for want of occupa- 
tion, and there seems to be no good reason why this build- 
ing, costing as it did nearly $200,000, should remain idle 
and useless, when we have so many who are suffering for 
the accommodations that it would afford. Ifthe City should 
decide to occupy it as a House of Correction, then the old 
House of Industry at South Boston, a public building also un- 
occupied, and fast going to decay, could easily be rendered a 
suitable and commodious home for the worthy class of the 
poor of Boston. 

Karnestly entreating the instant action of the City Coun- 
cil, your Committee would recommend the passage of the 
following order.

The Joint Special Committee on the sale of the City’s 
North Wharf, to whom was recommitted their former Report, 
with instructions to ascertain if any other wharf of like 
area, and suitably located, could be purchased for the City’s 
use, and also to consider the expediency of selling the 
Charles Street Wharf, belonging to the City, submit the fol- 
lowing 


REPORT. 


Your Committee, after considerable inquiry and labor, have 
found but one wharf, suitably located for advantageous use 
by the City, which is for sale; and that is the wharf owned 
by the Eastern Railroad Company, at the foot of the Hastern 
Avenue, so called, where the City’s steamboat, “Henry Mor- 
rison,”’ now lays. 

This wharf has a total area of fifty-four thousand eight 
hundred and forty-seven square feet, (54,847 ;) 26,712 square 
feet of which, somewhat less than half, is under a lease for 
nine hundred and ninety-nine years, to the Hast Boston Ferry 
Company, at an annual rent of sixty-five hundred and twenty- 
five dollars, payable monthly; in addition to which income 
of $6,525, the City of Boston pays at the rate of $600 per 
annum, for the “ Henry Morrison’s”” berth, and for the build- 
ing used as an office by the Harbor Master. 

Thus the total income is $7,125 per annum.

In addition, the Railroad Company own the fee in the 
avenues leading to Commercial street, subject to the condi- 
tions annexed to the grants of the adjacent estates, and in 
an open area of 3,339 square feet next easterly of the Hotel 
estate, to remain subject to the use of occupants of that 
estate. 

The dimensions of the part of this wharf remaining unoc- 
cupied by the Ferry Company, are as follows: 

Front line upon the Harbor, about 80 feet 8 inches. 

Length upon the Dock, from Sea wall, 276 feet 4 inches; 
without the right to use the Dock. 

Rear line upon the sea wall, 55 feet; the solid wharf, 
inside the sea wall, has a depth of forty-five feet. 

The Hastern Railroad Company offer to sell this wharf to 
the City of Boston for the sum of $120,000 in cash, or 
$125,000 in City 5 per cent. scrip redeemable in twenty years. 

Your Committee deem it unnecessary to add anything to 
the foregoing statement, except the single consideration, that 
it seems highly expedient and proper that the City of Boston 
should own some suitable landing place for the steamboat 
“Henry Morrison,” as long as they continue to employ her 
in their service, and should not be, as they now are, depend- 
ent upon sufferance for these necessary accommodations. 

Besides affording these, and an office for the Harbor Mas- 
ter, this wharf seems well located and adapted for the ordin- 
ary purposes for which the City need a wharf. 


Upon a full examination of the question, whether it*is 
expedient for the City to sell their Charles Street Wharf, the 
Committee come to the conclusion that it is not expedient to 
sell it.

In the judgment of your Committee, the City will always 
require the use of a wharf in that vicinity, as a place of 
deposit for paving materials, to be used in that part of Bos- 
ton, and for other purposes; and they know of no wharf 
better adapted to these purposes, than the Charles Street 
Wharf. 


Having given further consideration to the question of the 
sale of the North wharf, your Committee re-affirm the opin- 
ion expressed in their former Report, that it will be for the 
interest of the City of Boston to make sale of that wharf, 
at a price not less than $75,000, and they would recommend 
the passage of the order accompanying that Report. 

They would also remind the City Council, once more, that 
the present lease of the Charles Street Wharf will expire on 
the first of April next, and urge, on that account, the import- 
ance of determining, at once, whether a sale of the North 
Wharf shall be made, and the City shall occupy the Charles 
Street Wharf, or the lease of the latter shall be renewed; 
and, if the North Wharf be not sold, the Committee would 
recommend that the City occupy the Charles Street Wharf, 
and lease the North Wharf.

The Joint Special Committee of the City Council, to whom 
the Auditor’s estimates for the ensuing financial year was 
referred, by the order of the 2d instant, have duly considered 
the subject, and have voted to recommend to the Council the 
adoption of the estimates as reported by the Auditor, with 
the following alterations, viz: 

The item for Albany Street damages, to be reduced from 
$35,000 to $25,000; and that for the Common, malls, &§c., from 
$27,000 to $22,000 — making a total reduction of $15,000. 


The Expenditures, according to the Auditor’s estimate, on 


page 11, amount to - . - - . $2,750,350 
Reductions, as above, - . - . - 15,000 
$2,735,350 

From which deduct the estimated income, 
per statement on page 11, - - - 666,250 
Leaves the net amount to be provided for, - $2,069,100 


This amount the Committee recommend to be raised by 
taxation. 

To produce this sum of $2,069,100, with a proper allow- 
ance for abatements, losses and delinquencies, the Auditor 
thinks, will require a gross tax of $2,205,000. 
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The Committee therefore recommend to the City Council 
the passage of the two enclosed orders — one for making the 
specific appropriations, and the other for raising a Tax of 
two million two hundred and five thousand dollars, to meet the 
same.

AN ACT 


To establish a Board of Directors of the Public Institutions 
for the City of Boston and for the County of Suffolk. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
Sollows : — 


Section 1. There shall be elected by the City Council of 
the City of Boston, by concurrent vote, twelve suitable per- 
sons, resident citizens of the said city, who shall constitute a 
board of directors for the houses of Industry and Reforma- 
. tion, and the Lunatic Hospital, within said city, and the 
House of Correction for the County of Suffolk. The said 
board shall be styled, “The Board of Directors for Public 
Institutions,’ and shall have all the authority and powers, 
and be subject to all the duties, now conferred and imposed, 
by virtue of existing statutes, respectively upon the Directors 
of said Houses of Industry and Reformation, and the Over- 
seers of said House of Correction; together with such other 
powers and duties, in connection with said Lunatic Hospital, 
and the management of the business thereof, as the said City 
Council may, by ordinance and in conformity to the statutes 


of the Commonwealth, provide. A majority of said Board - 


of Directors shall constitute a quorum for the transaction 
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of business; and upon the election of the first Board, as pro- 
vided in the fourth section of this act, said City Council 
shall be discharged from all obligations of statutes now 
existing, requiring the election or appointment of Directors 
or Overseers for either of said institutions. 

Sect. 2. The said Board of Directors shall also have the 
same powers, as to the discharge of insane persons from 
confinement, as are now vested in the Mayor and Board of 
Aldermen of said City. 

Sror. 3. The said City Council shall have power to pass 
such ordinances, not inconsistent herewith or repugnant to 
other laws of this Commonwealth, as to the duties and 
authority of said Board of Directors, and providing for their 
reasonable compensation, as it may from time to time deem 
expedient and necessary. 

SeotT. 4. Said City Council shall proceed, after the ac- 
ceptance of this act, to elect by ballot nine citizens at large, 
three of whom shall be elected and hold their office for three 
years, three for two years, and three for one year; and these _ 
persons, together with one member from the Board of Alder- 
men, and two members from the Common Council of said 
city, to be elected for one year by the said City Council, 
shall constitute the first Board of Directors under this act; 
and thereafter annually the said City Council shall elect, in 
the manner aforesaid, three citizens of said city, at large, 
who shall hold their office in said Board of Directors for 
three years, and one member of the Board of Aldermen and 
two members of the Common Council of said city, who shall 
hold their office in said Board of Directors for one year. 
Kach of the said Directors, so elected under this act, shall, 
in addition to his said term, hold his office until another is 
elected in his stead; and the said City Council shall have 
power to remove members from said Board of Directors, for 
cause shown, and to fill all vacancies which may occur in the 
same. 
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Sect. 5. This act shall not go into effect, unless accepted 
by said City Council within six months from its passage, and 
shall take effect directly upon and after such acceptance. 

Srcr. 6. All acts and parts of acts inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed.

AN ORDINANCE 


Relating to Bridges. 


Section 1. The North Free Bridge shall be hereafter 
called the Federal Street Bridge; the South Free Bridge 
shall be hereafter called the Dover Street Bridge; the Kast 
Boston and Chelsea Free Bridge shall be hereafter called 
the Chelsea Street Bridge; the Hast Boston Free Bridge 
shall be hereafter called the Meridian Street Bridge, and the 
bridge over Fore Point Channel, connecting Mount Washing- 
ton Avenue, shall be called the Mount Washington Avenue 
Bridge. 

Sect. 2. There shall be chosen, in the month of January 
or February, annually, by concurrent vote of the City Coun- 
cil, a Superintendent of the Federal Street Bridge, a Super- 
intendent of the Dover Street Bridge, a Superintendent of 
the Mount Washington Avenue Bridge, a Superintendent of 
the Chelsea Street Bridge, and a Superintendent of the Me- 
ridian Street Bridge; each of whom shall hold his office 
until removed, or his successor be appointed, and shall re- 
ceive such compensation for his services as the City Council 
shall establish, and shall be removable at the pleasure of the 
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City Council. And in case either of said offices shall become 
vacant, from any cause, a successor shall be chosen in the 
manner above described. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of each Superintendent to 
take charge of the bridge of which he is chosen Superintend- 
ent, by night and by day, and cause the draw thereof to be 
opened at all times, when required for the free passage of 
vessels, and to cause the same to be closed, forthwith, and 
with all possible expedition, not permitting more than one 
vessel to pass at any one opening of the draw, unless the 
bridge shall be free of passengers while the draw is up; in 
which case, he shall use his discretion as to the number of 
vessels to be permitted to pass, prior to the closing of the 
draw; and, it shall also be within his discretion, to permit 
any vessel to pass through the draw, against the tide, when 
the wind is favorable. And each Superintendent shall see 
that the bridge of which he is Superintendent, and the abut- 
ments and wharves connected therewith, are, at all times, in 
a safe and satisfactory condition, and free from all incum- 
brances; that the lamps thereon are well lighted, that the 
railing and planks are in good order, and the snow and ice 
removed from the sidewalks in winter ;—subject, at all times, 
to the authority, control and direction of the Board of Alder- 
men for the time being, relative to the duties hereinbefore 
expressed, and also relative to any other duties respecting 
said bridges and wharves, and the abutments connected 
therewith, which the said Board of Aldermen may, from time 
to time, order and prescribe. 

Sect. 4. The several Superintendents above named may 
appoint their assistant superintendents, subject to the ap- 
proval of the Committee on Bridges, and no assistant super- 
intendent shall be authorized to act as such, until his appoint- 
ment is duly certified by the Committee on Bridges to the 
Board of Aldermen. And said assistant superintendents 
shall be compensated for their services, out of the salary of | 
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the Superintendent whose assistant he is, unless otherwise 
provided by the City Council. 

Sect. 5. Any person or persons who shall deface, break 
or injure either of said bridges or wharves, or shall unneces- 
sarily open or obstruct the passage of either of the draws 
of said bridges, or shall make fast to such bridge, guard, or 
pier, any vessel, scow, raft or float, or shall allow any vessel 
under his charge to pass through the draw, without the con- 
sent of the Superintendent of such ‘bridge, shall, upon con- 
viction thereof, pay a fine of not less than three dollars, and 
not exceeding fifty dollars. 

Sect. 6. All ordinances, and parts of ordinances, incon- 
sistent herewith, are hereby repealed.

The Joint Special Committee, to whom was referred that 
portion of the Mayor’s Address relating to a Free City Hos- 


pital, have considered the subject and respectfully offer the 
following 


REPORT. 


The subject of a Free City Hospital has been several 
times presented to the attention of the City Government, 
and it has long been evident that such an institution is re- 
quired by the wants of the poor, and necessary to complete 
the system of public Charitable Institutions, which are al- 
ready established for the alleviation of poverty and disease. 
We might express our surprise that the establishment of a 
City Hospital had been so long delayed, had we not reason 
to believe that its importance has not been realized, in con- 
sequence of the impression on the minds of our citizens that 
the Massachusetts General Hospital, and the Hospitals con- 
nected with the House of Industry, furnished such relief as 
to render unnecessary further expenditure or provision in 
this direction. That this is an erroneous idea, the Com- 
mittee feel assured, from the clear, conclusive, and over- 
whelming evidence that is presented for their consideration, 
evincing the fact, not only that such an institution has long. 
been needed, but that the necessity for it has been and is 
constantly increasing. 


fi 
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The order under which this Committee was appointed, 
admits of their exercising their own judgment and dis- 
cretion as to the scope of their investigations, and the 
extent of their Report. In considering the subject, there- 
fore, they cannot but regard as the primary and most 
important question, — the expediency of establishing such 
an institution; as upon the decision of this question all sub- 
sequent action by the City Council must depend. If this 
question should be decided in the affirmative, the location 
will be the next important matter to be acted upon, and this 
will naturally be followed by the appointment of a Commit- 
tee or Commission to erect or procure the necessary ac- 
commodations. | 

In view of these several branches of the subject, which 
must come separately before the City Council for their action, 
the Committee have deemed it advisable to confine the pres- 
ent Report to a consideration of the expediency or necessity 
of a City Hospital, and leave the questions of location and 
erection to be settled after the main question has been 
decided. 

With this explanation of the course adopted by the 
Committee, we will first consider the object of the proposed 
Hospital. This can only be stated in general terms, because 
its arrangement, extent, and details must necessarily be mod- 
ified according to circumstances. It is, however, proper to 
state, that the term “ City Hospital” would, probably, better 
express the character and design of the proposed institution 
than “ Free Hospital;” since it appears, from the address of 
the Mayor, and from the general evidence in favor of this 
establishment, that while its benefits are intended to be free 
to those persons of temperate and industrious habits who by 
sickness or accident require that care and attention for 
which they are unable to pay, yet where there is the ability, 
there is no reason why a just and proper amount should not 
be received to aid in meeting the expenses of the Hospital.

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And we have no doubt that many of the patients or their 
friends would prefer to pay something, in proportion to their 
means, to prevent the feeling that they were the objects of 
public charity.’ There is no class in the community in which 
this sentiment or desire of independence is so strong, as 
among that class for whose special benefit this Hospital is 
intended; and it is one, which, as the great barrier to pauper- 
ism, cannot be too highly commended and encouraged. 

Hence, we would not have this a hospital for the recep- 
tion of the degraded victims of vice and intempexance, or a 
home for the hopeless pauper; but we would have it regard- 
ed as an asylum for the industrious and honest mechanic 
dnd laborer, who by sudden injury or disease is temporarily 
prevented from laboring for the support of himself and fam- 
ily; and who by proper care and medical treatment, may 
have his sufferings alleviated, and be sooner restored to his 
health and his family, and enabled to resume his labor. 

We would have it a home, to which the respectable do- 
mestic may be sent, when struck down by sickness, whose 
attic chambers cannot be made comfortable, and who cannot 
receive the requisite attendance, however well-disposed may 
be the family in which she resides. We would open its 
doors to the stranger overtaken by disease, when absent 
from friends and home, and to all others among the various 
classes of society who in sickness require that comfort and 
medical advice which their means and homes cannot afford. | 

With this brief outline of the design and object of a City 
Hospital, the Committee will now proceed to present some 
of the evidence in relation to its necessity; and they would 
here acknowledge themselves greatly indebted to the authors 
of the various memorials and documents which have been re- 
ferred to them, and from which they have derived many val- 
uable ideas and suggestions connected with this subject. 

We have already alluded to the fact that this subject has 
previously engaged the attention of the City Government; and 
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it is proper to show, that when, in 1849, the establishment of 
a Free Hospital was agitated, the reasons at that time were 
considered sufficient to induce the Joint Committee of the City 
Council to report unanimously in favor of the project. From 
the strong and conclusive testimony presented on that occasion, 
the Committee have made a few extracts, as exhibiting the 
feeling at that time. 

Dr. John Ware writes to the Committee: “There is no 
doubt in my mind of the want of a City Hospital. The Hos- 
pital in Allen street, though admirably adapted and managed 
for certain purposes, by no means answers the purpose of a 
general institution for the poor of the city. This was cer- 
tainly so fifteen years ago, when I was connected with it, and 
probably is much more so now.” ‘To this we add, from the 
letter of Dr. Henry G. Clark, City Physician: “That another 
Hospital is needed in this city there can be no doubt. JI am 
entirely satisfied, from information derived from various au- 
thentic sources, that such an institution has been for a long 
time the most urgent want of this charitable city. The Mas- 
sachusetts Hospital is all that could be desired as a splendid 
but strictly private charity. But it receives patients from all 
parts of the State, as well as from the city,” and “I suppose 
that more than three-fourths of its beds are filled with pa- 
tients from out of town.” Dr. Charles E. Buckingham, who, 
as one of the associate physicians of the Cholera Hospital on 
Fort Hill, could speak from experience, says: “I do not think 
there has been a day since the Ist of July, when we might not 
have filled our beds with patients not suffering with cholera, 
many of them of that better class of poor who, unable to pay 
for board at the Massachusetts General Hospital, would still 
prefer to pay from $1 to $2 per week, rather than go to the 
House of Industry. There is also a class of patients afflicted 
with diseases supposed to be contagious, whose friends are too 
fearful to look after them, and to whom a clean bed is often 
of more value than medicine. To such no hospital is now 
open, but the Deer Island establishment.” 


~ 
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These are but a few of the facts and reasons which were pre- 
sented to the Committee, in Nov. 1849, in favor of the estab- 
lishment of a City Hospital, all of which are still more appli- 
cable, and of greater force at this time. The hospital accom- 
modations then, were essentially the same as now, and these 
are limited to the Massachusetts General Hospital. It is true 
that this isa model institution, and its management under the 
competent and faithful Boards of Trustees is an honor to the 
city; but its means are totally inadequate to the demand. 
To show this it will be proper to state a few facts. The 
whole number of beds is 194; of these 104 are allotted to 
patients who pay their board, while 90 are reserved as free 
beds, to be occupied by patients who are unable to pay. 
Practically, the number of free beds is greater than is stated 
above, as it was ascertained on inquiry, Dec. 16, 1856, that 
107 beds were occupied by free patients; and that the aver- 
age number of patients during the year 1855, was 134. 

From the records of Dr. Abbott, the admitting physician 
of the Hospital, it appears, that during the two and a half 
years commencing Jan. 1, 1847, the number of applicants re- 
fused at the Hospital was 731; 561 of whom were refused 
on account of there being no vacancies, or free beds. From 
the same records it appears, that during the seven years com- 
mencing Jan. 1, 1849, an average of 107 applications have 
been annually rejected for the same reason. The number of 
unsuccessful applicants is no just index of the wants of those 
seeking admission, as the difficulties encountered in one 
attempt to obtain a free bed, often prevents a second appli- 
cation. 

The testimony of the physicians of the Boston Dispensary 
is also reliable and important. Hight of those gentlemen 
are employed, whose daily duty it is, to visit the sick poor in 
their respective districts, and to furnish them with such advice 
and relief as may be necessary. 

The general experience of these gentlemen, in their efforts 
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to obtain free beds for their patients at the Massachusetts 
General Hospital, has been so unsatisfactory and unsuccessful, 
that they have generally ceased to apply for them. While 
the universal aversion of their patients, to be sent to Deer 
Island, is so great as to render it extremely difficult for them 
to devise means to afford the necessary aid and relief. 

From the statements of these gentlemen, we also learn 
that there are annually about two hundred patients who, in 
their judgment, ought to be admitted to a City Hospital. 

The following extract from a letter of one of the physicians, 
presents some interesting views upon the subject :— 

“My former experience as one of the visiting physicians 
of the Dispensary, and in the service of the City as one of 
the district physicians during the epidemic of 1849, and more 
recently as surgeon of the Dispensary, has shown, that there 
is great need of an institution, where those whose resources 
are cut off by illness, may have a refuge, and receive suitable 
care, without being forced into a companionship with crim- 
inals. It is unworthy of our community to compel a respect- 
able man, a timid or virtuous girl, or a wife whose circum- 
stances require a temporary assistance during her illness, to 
endure the greater misery of association with the disreputa- 
ble —the dregs of society, who form the largest portion of 
the inmates of our House of Industry and Hospitals on the 
Islands. But apart from the question of humanity, it would 
be a wise economy to establish a free hospital. It is cheaper 
to prevent the spread of disease, or arrest its ravages, than 
to support the paupers created by a neglect of these means 
of prevention. Hundreds of cases could be relieved by 
prompt and judicious treatment, which would result unfavor- 
ably if allowed to remain surrounded by the discomforts of 
the homes of the poor. Iam surprised that Boston should 
be so slow to recognize what seems to be everywhere else 
acknowledged as duty and policy.” 

William Dall, Esq., who, for many years, has given his gra- 
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tuitous and most efficient services as Chairman of the Board 
of Overseers of the Poor, and the House of Industry; and 
James Phillips, Esq., the Secretary of the Overseers of the 
Poor, endorse most fully the views and statements presented 
by the physicians of the Dispensary. 

Dr. Moriarty, Port Physician, in a letter of Dec. 23, 1856, 
furnishes the following information: “The average number 
of inmates in the Hospital at Deer Island is about one hund- 
red per annum. About one-half of those sick were above 
the common class of paupers, and were suitable subjects for 
a Free City Hospital. Nine years’ experience, here, has sat- 
isfied me that a free hospital is much needed within the pre- 
cincts of the city; and I trust that the efforts to establish 
one will not be in vain.” 

We might add to these the expression of the hope and the 
earnest desire of the city missionaries, who in their daily vis- 
its among the poor of the city “have been deeply impressed 
with the fact, that there is a great amount of sickness among 
the worthy, respectable poor, who support themselves when 
in health, from the want of adequate hospital accommoda- 
tions.” 

In the course of their investigations, the Committee 
deemed it expedient to have a public hearing on the subject, 
which accordingly took place at the City Hall, on the after- 
noon of March 10th, 1857. At this meeting, interesting 
statements were made by gentlemen whose voices are rarely 
heard in public, but who on this occasion felt it their duty to 
express their convictions of the expediency of a city hospital. 
Among the speakers were Deacon Moses Grant, Rev. Charles 
F. Barnard, Dr. William R. Lawrence, Hon. Stephen Fair- 
banks, Samuel May, Esq., Dr. Henry 8S. Clark, William Dall, 
Esq., and Dr. John Odin, all of whom advocated the measure 
with great earnestness. The remarks of Dr. George Hay- 
ward and Dr. John Homans were, from their eminent posi- 
tion and large experience, particularly interesting. Dr. 
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Hayward, in the course of his remarks, said, “ This institu- 
tion is demanded from the city,—the sick poor require it, the 
community at large demand it. The Massachusetts General 
Hospital has only ninety free beds, and is wholly inadequate 
to the wants of the community, and if a city hospital were 
established, it would be an advantage to that institution. 
But a city hospital ought never to be a pauper institution. 
He remembered, that while he was connected, professionally, 
with the Massachusetts General Hospital, there were seven 
clergymen, of moderate means, who were glad to avail 
themselves of its free beds. Situated as we now are, if an 
epidemic should break out, we have no protection,—no place 
to carry the first case, and if possible prevent its extension. 
In self-defence we are bound to provide, as far as we can, 
against such calamities. To the objection that had been 
urged against such an institution, that it would be crowded 
with applicants, he would reply, that people would not be 
sick in order to go to a hospital.” 

Dr. Homans stated, “ That, within the range of his practice, 
he was continually called upon to attend both men and maid 
servants in many of our large houses, where they could not 
receive such attention and accommodation as their sickness 
required, and their employers were reluctantly compelled to 
send them to the pauper hospital at Deer Island, when they 
would gladly have assisted them to pay a reasonable sum for 
a bed at a city hospital. Besides, he did not believe that a 
day passed that some poor but respectable person did not 
suffer for the want of such an institution.” 

In addition to this evidence of the expediency of a city 
hospital, a great amount of testimony might be offered, from 
many persons whose position eminently qualifies them to 
know the wants of the sick and destitute ; but the Committee 
feel confident that it is unnecessary. 

Before concluding their Report, however, the Committee 
would invite the attention of the City Council to a compar- 
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ison between the provision made for the sick by our own 
city, and that made by the cities in Europe, and our sister 
cities in other states. In this respect, notwithstanding the 
acknowledged high character of our various charitable insti- 
tutions, both public and private, we are most lamentably 
deficient. We are aware that the population of the great 
Huropean capitals differs so essentially from our own, in many 
respects, that it is so much poorer and dependent when dis- 
abled or thrown out of employment for a season, —that a 
fair comparison can scarcely be made. Yet the Committee 
regard it a matter of sufficient interest, in this connection, to 
present some of the facts in relation to the free hospital 
arrangements in those cities. . 

Of these, Paris may be considered as preéminently the 
great city of hospitals. These institutions are divided into 
three principal classes: General Hospitals, Special Hospi- 
tals, and Hospices, or Alms Houses. There are nine General 
hospitals, which, in 1851, contained 4,180 free beds. The Spe- 
cial hospitals are devoted to the treatment of special classes 
and diseases; such as those peculiar to women and children, 
—diseases of the eye, skin, and other parts of the human 
system. This class of hospitals contains 5,169 free beds. 
So that the city of Paris, in 1851, with a population of 
1,053,000, had hospital accommodations for nearly 10,000 
free patients. The manner in which the enormous expenses 
of these hospitals are met, is by the sale of licenses to thea- 
tres and other places of amusement, market wagons, ped- 
dlers’ stands in the street, &c. Pawnbrokers are also licensed ; 
but they are obliged to account for all the profits accruing 
from the sale of the forfeited pledges, to the “Administration 
of Hospitals ;” and the amount is devoted towards the sup- 
port of these institutions. That the amount thus received is 
sufficient for the purpose, is evident from the fact, that the 
receipts for the year 1840, were about $3,400,000, which was 
an excess over the expenditures of nearly $400,000. The 
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surplus is regularly invested, from year to year, and becomes 
a fund for the erection of new hospitals as they are needed. 

The system in London, although exceedingly efficient and 
complete, bears no comparison with that of Paris. It is 
less elaborate and extensive, but perhaps is as well adapted 
to the character of the population. In 1851, London con- 
tained a population of 2,362,000. The number of hospitals 
was sixty-two, and the provision for free beds 4,711. 

In Vienna, there are 477,000 inhabitants, and in the hos- 
pitals there are 3,000 free beds. 

In Dublin, the population is 254,000, and the number of 
free beds is 1,259. 

Besides these, there are in all European cities extensive 
military hospitals and alms. houses, which always contain 
large numbers of sick persons, none of which are included in 
the foregoing estimate. 

If we turn from Europe to our own country, we find soci- 
ety organized upon an entirely different basis. The nature 
of the government tends to render the people independent 
and self-reliant. They are more intelligent, prudent, and 
provident, and consequently our whole eleemosynary system 
is different. Generally, these differences may be considered 
as decidedly in our favor, but in some points our system is 
wrong. One of these, and the most important, is, that our. — 
free hospitals are too much connected with our alms houses; 
that while public provision is made for the pauper, and pri- 
vate institutions are open for patients who are able to pay, 
too little has been done for those who may be reduced to 
temporary dependence by sickness. In this respect, the hos- 
pitals in Europe are far superior to those in the United 
States. 3 | 

In New York there are twenty-four public and private 
institutions, either used as hospitals, or with which hospitals 
are connected. ‘The whole number of beds, as ascertained 
from authentic sources, is 6,080. Of these, the Bellevue Hos- 
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pital corresponds nearer than any other, to a city hospital of 
the character recommended in this Report. 

This hospital has a large additional building in course of 
erection, but has now 615 free beds. The Report of the 
Medical Board,——-at the head of which are two of the most 
eminent of the medical faculty, Drs. John W. Francis and 
Valentine Mott,—contains the following statistics for 1855:

From this Report it appears that this hospital alone, with 
615 beds, furnished accommodations for over 6,000 patients, 
during a single year. And we learn from reliable sources, 
that there are not less than 1,000 free beds for the 630,000 
inhabitants of New York city; and, also, that Philadelphia 
and Baltimore, in this respect, are nearly as well provided for 
as New York. With these facts before us, how sadly defi- 
cient does our own cherished city appear, when we consider 
that, with a population of over 200,000, it has but a partial 
and residuary privilege in 90 beds, which private munificence 
has supplied at the Massachusetts General Hospital. 

The Committee have appended to this Report two Docu- 
ments, marked A and B, which are of such a character as to 
entitle them to our respect and consideration. 

If there is any one class more competent than another to 
advise upon the subject of a city hospital, it is the physicians, 
- whose duties bring them in daily contact with the poor in 
their hours of sickness and trial. We have already presented 
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the opinions of some of those eminent in the profession, and 
we have the satisfaction of showing, by one of the documents 
above referred to, that among this body of our fellow-citi- 
zens, this measure receives their most hearty and unanimous 
approval. 

The gentlemen connected with our charitable institutions, 
whose names are appended to their memorial, are too well 
known for their philanthropy, public spirit, and self devotion 
to the cause of humanity to require any endorsement from 
this Committee. 

In closing this Report, the Committee cannot refrain from 
alluding to the unanimity with which this measure is regarded 
by our citizens generally. Few subjects, probably, have ever 
been presented to the consideration and action of the City 
Government, on which the expressions of public sentiment 
have been so universally favorable. No opposition has been 
manifested, none apparently exists. No argument has been 
attempted, none seemed to be required. And the Committee 
have presented a simple statement of facts, which, they are 
confident, will appeal to the heart of each and every member 
of the City Council, whose own experience and conviction 
will furnish them with good and sufficient reasons for sustain- 
ing this measure, so necessary for the comfort of the suffer- 
ing,—for the reputation of the City, —and, for the honor of 
its government. 

With these views, the Committee earnestly and unani- 
mously recommend the passage of the accompanying resolu- 
tion and order. |

The Committee on Public Lands beg leave to represent that 
frequent applications are made by parties who have purchased 
lands of the said city under the usual restrictions, and having 
conformed to the same, request deeds from the city, of the 
lands thus sold and built upon, the city receiving mortgages of 
such portions of said lands purchased and built upon, as will be 
ample security to the city for all payments that may from time 
to time become due to said city, from the purchasers thereof. 

The Committee having considered the subject and heard 
parties, would ask that the said Committee be authorized to 
take mortgages, whenever they may deem the same judicious, 
provided said mortgages be given with the usual “ power of sale 
clause,” together with a policy or policies of insurance, to be 
made payable to said city in case of loss by fire. 

The Committee therefore recommend the passage of the fol- 
lowing order.

Ordered,—That the Committee on Ordinances report an or- 
dinance authorizing and regulating the taking of mortgages by 
the City of Boston, in accordance with the suggestions contain- 
ed in the foregoing communication. 
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In Boarp oF LAND COMMISSIONERS, 
April 22, 1857. 


To THE Boarp oF ALDERMEN: 


By the ordinance establishing the Board of Land Commis- 
sioners, this body is authorized “to lay out and make such 
streets, passageways and squares, on the Public Lands,” “as 
they may deem expedient, subject to the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen.” 

In accordance with this authority, the Board of Land Com- 
missioners propose to lay out certain streets, passageways, 
and a square, as laid down upon the plan herewith submitted, 
and as hereinafter described, and ask the approval of the 
Board of Aldermen to the same. 


Harrison Avenue is so laid out and widened as that the east 
line shall be 80 feet distant from and parallel to the present 
west line, wherever such widening shall include only land of 
the City of Boston, “not purchased or held for specific pur- 
poses.” ° 

Albany street is laid out parallel to and 580 feet distant 
from Harrison Avenue, extending from the line of Brookline 
street extended, to the Roxbury line, 80 feet wide. 

Brookline street is extended and laid out 50 feet wide, from 
Harrison Avenue to Albany street, and at right angles with 
both. 
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Sharon street is laid out 50 feet wide, parallel with Brook- 
line street so extended, and 140 feet distant southwardly, ex- 
tending from Harrison Avenue to Albany street. 

A passageway is laid out 10 feet wide, 65 feet from Sharon 
street, and between Sharon and Brookline street: extending 
from Harrison Avenue to Albany street. 

Newton street is extended and laid out, 50 feet wide, from 
Harrison Avenue to Albany street, and at right angles with 
both. 

A passageway is laid out, 15 feet wide, 90 feet from New- 
ton street, and between Newton and Sharon streets: extend- 
ing from Harrison Avenue to Albany street. 

Springfield street is extended and laid out, 50 feet wide, 
from Harrison Avenue to Albany street and at right angles 
with both. 

Madison Square is laid out, occupying the land inclosed be- 
tween the extensions of Springfield and Newton streets, Har- 
rison Avenue and Madison Place, to be open at all times, after 
it is properly graded and enclosed, for the public use. 

Madison Place is laid out 50 feet wide, parallel to and 
125 feet distant from Albany street, extending from Newton 
street to Springfield street. 

A passageway is laid out, 15 feet wide, extending from Har- 
rison Avenue to Albany street, equi-distant from Chester and 
Springfield street. 


The Commissioners presume that it is unnecessary to offer 
any argument to prove the general advantage of public squares 
in large cities, in promoting the health and comfort of the in- 
habitants, and therefore propose only to represent to your 
board the peculiar claims of this locality. 

It has been heretofore contemplated to appropriate the lands 
lying between Harrison Avenue and Albany street, to be occu- 
pied by houses of a lower price and rent than the generality 
of those now existing or in course of erection in the 11th 
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Ward. With such a project the proposition now laid before you 
does not in any manner interfere. If there be a demand for 
lands for that purpose, there will remain, (beside the streets 
immediately surrounding the square,) Sharon, Brookline, Can- 
ton, Dedham, Plympton, and Wareham streets, as laid down 
upon the map accompanying the Municipal Register, all of which 
together with others in the same ward, and a large portion 
of Roxbury immediately adjoining, are likely to be devoted 
to the desired purpose. And if such be the character of the 
population to be gathered in the vicinity that more than one 
family would occupy most of the houses, and that the tenants 
will be persons of limited means, the occasion for such a square 
is only the more prominent. The families of those in easy 
circumstances can remove to the country during the warm sea- 
son, or obtain the benefit of fresh air by riding in the environs 
or sailing on the bay; while the poor, needing air and exercise 
all the more because of the greater confinement in their ac- 
commodations at home, must, to a great extent, depend upon 
the provision which a beneficent government shall have provided 
to meet their wants. 

It may be that some opponents of this measure will point to 
the squares already laid out in the same quarter of the city, as 
evidence that the wants of the neighborhood have been met; 
but we remind you that Chester Square, Union Park, and Wor- 
cester Square were reserved not for the public use so much as 
for the purpose of beautifying the city and increasing the value 
of property in their vicinity, and are more in the nature of 
private gardens than public squares; while the small squares 
lying between Newton and Brookline streets, on each side of 
Washington, added to that now proposed to be laid out, will 
not make so-large an area as the Public Garden alone. 

Until this time, the unoccupied public lands have answered 
much of the purpose of a public square, for the inhabitants of 
the vicinity. The limits of those lands are rapidly contract- 
ing, and the population requiring such spaces is as rapidly in- 
creasing; and at this time there remains no place, upon the 
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land of the city, or within nearly two miles of West street 
south, where a park of respectable dimensions could be located. 
other than that under consideration. Is it not the part of wis- 
dom to anticipate the certain wants of the future ? 

But perhaps no one will deny that it is better for the health 
and comfort of our people that this space should be devoted 
to this purpose, rather than that it should be assimilated to 
the streets upon the “South Cove lands,” crowded with a pop- 
ulation depending for their bread upon their daily labor, and 
whose only opportunity for recreative exercise or rest, should 
be in strolling the streets, or a two-mile walk to the Common. 
And yet it may be urged that the city cannot afford to devote 
its lands to the purpose — that the revenue from its lands is 
security for its obligations, and the proceeds of them are re- 
quired for discharging its debts. 

What, then, is the money aspect of the question? There 
are included between Harrison Avenue and Albany, Chester, 
and Brookline streets, of city lands, about 960,000 feet; of 
which, if the original plan of streets be followed, there will be 
for sale about 725,100 feet; and if the plan herewith presented 
is followed, about 420,000 feet, only, will remain for sale. If 
then the land in the vicinity of the square, owned by the city, 
be increased in value to an amount equalling the probable value 
of the land devoted to the public use, we can truly say that a 
public improvement has been made without charge to the mu- 
nicipal treasury. 

The difference between the land taken under the contem- 
plated plan, and the land which would be used for streets, is 
305,000 feet, worth perhaps 40 cents per foot, or $122,000. 
The land to be benefitted is not only that of this terri- 
tory left for sale, 420,000 feet, as above stated, but also that 
now owned by the City on the westerly side of Harrison Av- 
enue, and opposite the territory; which, for one row of dwell- 
ing houses, would be 154,000 feet, and upon these 574,000 
feet of land, an increase in value of 21 cents per foot will 
repay $120,000 — the value of the land taken for the square. 
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Can there be a doubt that there will be such an increase in 
value? Compare the value of land on Boylston street, oppo- 
site the Common, with that on Eliot street parallel; that on 
Beacon street with that on Chestnut street; that on Union 
Park with Hanson street; that on Chester street with Con- 
cord street; that on Blackstone square with Canton street, 
or that on any square with an adjacent street, and the doubt 
will exist no longer. 

Should it be found by experience that the class of houses 
most required is one far superior to what has been suggested, 
the improved value of land around the square would undoubt- 
edly be even greater than under the circumstances we have 
assumed as the basis of our calculation, and leave a large 
pecuniary advantage for the Treasury. 

In conclusion, the Commissioners would remark that it is 
not their intention to proceed to the execution of the improve- 
ment, in the event of its approval, until such time as the Com- 
mittee having charge of the South Bay contract, shall advise 
them that it is expedient; they therefore recommend the pas- 
sage of the accompanying order.

The Directors of the Houses of Industry and Reformation 
herewith present their Report of Receipts and Expenditures ; 
and the number, condition and employment of their inmates, 
for the year ending 31st March, 1857. 

Reference to the accompanying statements will show in de- 
tail the expenditure for support of the House of Industry 
at Deer Island, amounting to - . - $44,872 51

The several tables. appended to this Report by the Teacher 
of the House of Reformation, Mr. Loring D. Lincoln, will ex- 
hibit such detailed information of its condition, as will ren- 
der more extended remark at this time superfluous. An 
unusual feature, however, in these reports, is the fact of three 
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deaths among the inmates the past year, while during the 
previous ten years, the whole number of deaths has been but 
four, the health of the boys having been so uniformly good. 
The cases now reported were of recent occurrence, and were 
the result of severe pulmonary attacks upon subjects of fee- 
ble constitution. The course of instruction, at both the 
Boylston School and House of Reformation, has been pur- 
sued with uniform success, under the direction of the tried 
and proven teachers of several years’ experience. The boys 
are likewise exercised in vocal music, by acompetent teacher, 
and employed,a portion of their time, at shoe-making, where- 
in they find a pleasing recreation, acquire habits of regular 
application, together with the means of future self-support. 
Regular chapel services are held, under the leading of the 
Chaplain, (who, likewise, officiates at Deer Island,) and Sab- 
bath School exercises regularly conducted, under the guidance 
of the devoted band of teachers, to whom we would renew the 
expression of thankfulness, on our part, and in behalf of the 
lads who are the direct objects of their charge. 

The usual tables are attached hereto, showing the number, 
condition and employment of the inmates at Deer Island, the 
Hospital treatment, and its results; also the value (estimated) 
of the stock of goods and material on hand, $2,429.26, 
the produce of the farming operations, together with the 
results of labor in various forms by the inmates, towards the 
enlargement of the area of arable territory on the Island, 
and improvements of different kinds demanded by the wants 
of the institution. 

The Tombs, originally located on the north easterly face 
of the Island, being found unsuited to their purpose, from 
their exposure to flooding by the action of the sea in severe 
storms, have been discontinued; and the material used in the 
construction of new ones in a more secure and suitable posi- 
tion. 

In view of the greatly increased price of most of the arti- 
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cles of consumption, and a comparison of the larger average 
number of inmates, at all the institutions — it is a subject of 
satisfaction to the Directors to have been able to bring the 
labors of the year to a close, at a cost,in money, so little, if 
at all, exceeding that of the preceding one, and this without 
denying to the objects of their charge anything proper to 
their comfort and well being. In this they feel under obliga- 
tion to acknowledge the judicious codperation of the respec- 
tive heads of the institutions, in a sound economy, tempered 
by the enlarged benevolence by which they are character- 
ized. 

The necessity for more ample and suitable accommodation 
at Deer Island, presented in our last year’s Report, still exists 
in full strength; and the prominence given to this subject in 
the Mayor’s annual address, at the commencement of the 
year, with the somewhat sharp criticisms through the press, 
on the existing condition of things, gives us a hope that some 
effective steps will ere long be taken in a direction leading 
to results more in harmony with the reputation of our City.

GENTLEMEN :—The undersigned, Consulting Physicians of 
the City of Boston, in reply to a communication this day re- 
ceived from the Mayor, beg leave to 


REPORT, 

That in their opinion Yellow Fever is not a contagious 
disease, communicable under ordinary circumstances from one 
person to another, directly; but that it is what is called an 
infectious disease, of which the exciting cause is capable of 
being carried from one place to another. 

That during the prevalence of yellow fever in any place or 
district, a ship lying there in the docks becomes for the time 
a part and parcel of such place or district; and if it then 
sails for another port, it is hable in some cases to carry with 
it the material or cause of the disease, in the same manner 
as a house might do if we could suppose it to be removed 
under like circumstances. 

Before an epidemic, whether contagious or infectious, can 
spread in anew place or city, two things are necessary,— 
1. The introduction of the cause; 2. A predisposition on 
the part of the inhabitants to receive the disease. The causes 
of the best known epidemics and endemics, such as small pox, 
ship, typhus, and yellow fever, are apparently carried every 
year into all large commercial cities. Yet they do not spread 
so as to become epidemic, except in certain years or seasons 
under the predisposition above mentioned. 

The fact that persons have died in vessels at sea, does not 
prove that the cause of infection was on board of such ves- 
sels; for such persons may have contracted the disease on 
shore before sailing. Nevertheless, the occurrence of several 
consecutive cases ina ship might justify a suspicion of the 
local origin of such cases in the ship. 
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Ventilation and purification are commonly believed to be 
the best preventives against infection. Yet it is not yet set- 
tled that these precautions are effectual; still less for what 
time and in what degree they are required. In cities where 
yellow fever prevails, it does not commonly cease till the 
arrival of cold weather. 

The immunity of cities from epidemic diseases has not been 
found proportionate to the strictness of their quarantine reg- 
ulations. Boston has been one of the most favored cities in 
regard to exemption from these diseases, though its quaran- 
tine laws have been more lax than those of most other cities 
of equal size. 

Judging from such laws as are known of the epidemic, and 
from the past history of the city of Boston, the undersigned 
are of opinion that in all cases passengers with their baggage 
may be permitted to land and enter the city without hin- 
drance. But ships arriving in sickly seasons, from ports 
where yellow fever prevails, should be visited by the port 
physician; and if, in his opinion, there is no cause for the 
apprehension of danger, they may at once be permitted to 
proceed to the city. But if it should appear that the disease 
is uncommonly malignant or extensive, in the port from which 
the ship has sailed, or if she has remained in such port for 
an unusual length of time, under circumstances favorable to 
the reception of the disease, then the ship should be detained 
at quarantine until the hatches have been opened, and the 
hold thoroughly ventilated. If, after this, the persons on 
board remain healthy, the vessel may be permitted to proceed 
to her destination in the city. The time necessary for such 
probation should be settled by the circumstances of each case, 
and the judgment of the port physician.

CITY OF BOSTON. 


The Joint Standing Committee on Public Buildings, to 
whom was referred the order of the 8th of April, requesting 
the Committee “to inquire and report if further office accom- 
modation be required for the City Government and officers, 
and if so, by what means it may best be supplied,’ have 
considered the same, and submit this as their 


REPORT. 


The order contemplates two inquiries; first, whether any 
and if any what further accommodations are required, and 
where, and in what way, and by what means, such want may 
best be supplied. 

It is not to be presumed that your Committee are to con- 
strue the order strictly, and look only to wants that are im- 
perative; for if so, we should say, at once, there is no officer 
who has not some place or office where he can be seen and 
consulted upon public business, either within or without the 
walls of the City Hall. But we presume that we are to inquire 
whether the officers of the government, and the public, who 
have to transact business with such officers, have such accom- 
modations as it becomes the most opulent City (relatively) 
now in the nineteenth century, to furnish» and whether, in 
appearance even, the City Hall is what it should be, as 
the representative habitation of that government, to say 
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nothing of the inconvenience occasioned to those of us who 
assist in the transaction of the public business, and without 
compensation therefor, in having to go into three or four 
buildings, in as many streets, to chase up a fact, or to get 
information that ought to be near at hand, and within the 
walls of the same building. We presume further, that the 
inquiry has reference to the extent of accommodations within 
the City Hall building, and what are required to be, or ought to 
be within such building, and how far they are now so provided. 

We may give an answer to this inquiry briefly, when we 
say that ten distinct departments of the public service have 
their offices without the City Hall building, and several of 
them require more than one room to each department; 
while the balance, that are now accommodated in the City 
Hall building, have not the accommodations they require, 
and very few indeed have, in extent, and none in security 
from fire, such accommodations as the public have a right to 
demand at our hands, who know and ought to appreciate the 
importance of preserving from casualty and destruction the 
public archives, however valueless they may for the time 
being seem to be. 

In examining more closely the question of sufficient accom- 
modations, and in order to show more clearly the wants of the 
government, we will take up each department and show its 
wants, and also its means of supply at present, whether 
within or without the City Hall, beginning with the Mayor. 

And here let us premise that since the present arrange- 
ment of the City Hall, the Mayor has become an officer dis- 
tinct from the Board of Aldermen, and may not, and should 
not, occupy the latter’s room, except while the Board is in 
session, He transacts his business in his own room; and it 
should be commodious for that purpose. His present room 
is a very comfortable one, but small. Is it such a room as 
we should desire for his purpose? In that room he gives 
audience to gentlemen, from all parts of the Union and of 
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the world, distinguished in every department of learning and 
of the public service. To such a room there should be add- 
ed an ante-room, where visitors might wait an audience of 
the Mayor, and not, as now, make use of the Aldermen’s 
room for that purpose, at the same time making the approach 
to the Mayor so easy and common as to require, for occa- 
sional privacy, the bolt to be turned upon the public. 

The room of the Board of Aldermen is sufficiently commodi- 
ous, and all that can be desired, if we except perhaps proper 
and fit accommodations for the reporters of the public press. 

The City Clerk has, perhaps, sufficient room, although there 
should be a room contiguous to his private room, or there 
should be some room under his charge, fitted up as a deposi- 
tory for the safe keeping of all public documents of the past, 
which now are distributed in several committee rooms, acces- 
sible to the public from the common entry, and therefore 
liable to be abstracted. The Common Council Chamber, 
although a tolerably good room on the floor, is nevertheless 
so low studded as to render it anything but an agreeable 
room, when crowded, as it often and almost always is by 
the public, anxious to watch over the deliberations of the 
popular branch of the government; and there should be rea- 
sonable and proper accommodations for that purpose. 

The Clerk of the Council has a very decent room for his 
purpose, but there ought to be a convenient room contiguous 
to the Council Chamber, to be used as a Committee room 
of the Council, and as a lobby for the members. 

The Assessors’ Department have a very comfortable room, 
and the accommodations would be sufficient for that depart- 
ment, if there were added, as there should be, a smaller 
room in which the public could meet the Assessors, to obtain 
the information that they require. 

The several departments of Public Lands, Sewers, Internal 
Health, Streets, Lamps, and Public Buildings, occupy four 
rooms. In two cases two of these departments occupy one 
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room; and the others occupy one room each. Three of these 
four rooms are in the City Hall, and one is in the City 
Building, (so called.) To be properly accommodated, and at 
the same time to accommodate the several committees who 
have the direction of these departments, and also the public, 
who have business with the superintendents thereof, they 
should have at least nine rooms—three public, and six pri- 
vate rooms. ‘The reasons why there should be six private 
rooms are, that these superintendents act as clerks to 
their several committees; and the proper and only proper 
place for such a committee to hold its meetings, is in the 
superintendent’s room, where all the documents and plans 
are or ought to be deposited; and it is proper that such 
meetings should be private, to such extent as may be desired, 
as in the public office they cannot be. Hach of these de- 
partments also should always have a place or office acces- 
sible to the public; and there should be a public office; 
but one such office might suffice for two departments, and 
perhaps three public offices might be sufficient for these 
six departments. 

The Chief Engineer of the Fire Department, and the Su- 
perintendent of Fire Alarms, might, with propriety, perhaps, 
occupy one suit of rooms; one accessible to the public, and 
the other private. 

The City Physician, and City Registrar, might use one 
room in common, as a vestibule to their offices, requiring to- 
gether three rooms. 

The Overseers of the Poor, and the Directors of the Insti- 
tutions at South Boston and Deer Island, require three rooms; 
one public, in common to both; and one private, for each de- 
partment. These suggestions are made upon the supposition 
that all our charitable institutions at South Boston and Deer 
Island, are to be placed under one board of government. 

The Chief of Police has now, perhaps, all the accommoda- 
tion that can reasonably be required; and if all the other 
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departments were as well provided for as this, our inquiry 
might stop here at once. 

The Auditor of Accounts is very well situated, and reason- 
ably supplied with room. 

The City and County Treasurer’s accommodations are en- 
tirely inadequate even for the public room, and he has no 
private room at all; and one important and responsible 
branch of his service, and for which he is responsible in 
heavy bonds, is performed in another building, and beyond 
his supervision. This ought not so to be. 

The duties of the Water Registrar, which are intimately 
connected with those of the Cochituate Water Board, should, 
it would seem, be performed in connection with that depart- 
ment; but as at present constituted this service requires one 
room. 

The Cochituate Water Board require two good sized 
rooms; one public and one private. They have now sufh- 
cient accommodations, as has also the City Engineer; but 
they are located on Washington street, and are too far from 
the City Hall; and especially is this true in the case of the 
City Engineer, who has as much to do for Committees of the 
City Council, as for the Cochituate Water Board. He requires 
two large sized rooms — one very large. 

The City Solicitor has never yet had an office provided for 
him; but every one who has had much experience in City 
affairs, and particularly in the Hxecutive branch of the goy- 
ernment, will understand how important it is that that officer 
should be in the City Hall building, that he may be consulted 
daily as he should and would be if he were at hand. 

The Board of School Committee, as a board, have always 
heretofore occupied, for their meetings, the Council Cham- 
ber; and if this arrangement is to be continued, there ought 
to be twenty-four more seats provided, as that number is re- 
quired for the entire board of School Committee. And it is 
not well to furnish so good an excuse for delinquency as a 
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want of proper accommodations affords. The Superintend- 
ent has now a small office in the City Hall Building; and 
another private room in Niles’s Block, which he deems indis- 
pensable. He would therefore require two rooms. 

There should be added to the requirements already con- 
sidered, perhaps, two committee rooms, for joint standing 
and select committees. 

If we have not over-stated the wants of the government, 
and we submit that we have not, if convenience is to be 
consulted, we shall find that forty-five rooms, at least, are 
wanted for the public service ; and that there are only twenty 
rooms in the present City Hall building. Unquestionably 
some of the above named officials might, without much incon- 
venience, occupy offices out of the City Hall; but nearly all 
should be within it. 

We may say further that not one office at present is fire 
proof, or at all approximates that character; and yet all 
ought to be, and it is of the greatest importance that they 
should be so. | 

Having, as we believe, shown conclusively, that more and 
_better accommodations are required for the use of the goy- 
ernment, (and in this we mean to include security from fire, 
as one strong point in the case,) we proceed to the next in- 
quiry; which is, where and by what means those accommoda- 
tions may best be supplied. 

This opens a wide field for speculation, and honest differ- 
ence of opinion. Some will say, that the proper location is 
the site of the present City Hall and land contiguous; others 
will say that the Public Garden is the place, if you intend to 
make a new erection entirely; and especially so in view of 
the improvements contemplated by the State authorities in 
the Back Bay; and perhaps other sites may present them- 
selves to the minds of other members of the City Council; 
but the above are the only ones which have been considered 
by your Committee.

The advantage claimed for the site of the present City 
‘Hall, is that of centrality. There is not, perhaps, one mem- 
‘ber of the City Council, who is called to the City Hall on 
business at other than the regular meetings of the Board to 
which he belongs, that would not have passed near that Hall 
if he had not been summoned there on official business, or 
who does not make the attendance on such a meeting subser- 
vient to some private end, before or after such meeting, in the 
matter of business “down town,” as it is familiarly called. 

It is equally true, as it regards our constituency, who have 
business to transact with the government, and whose conven- 
ience should be consulted. 

Another reason for retaining the present site, which some 
would urge with force and effect is, that the present building 
_may be so enlarged as to give the requisite accommodation at 
much less expense than it can be had in an entirely new erec- 
tion, which would be required should any other site be se- 
lected, while all the advantages of ample room and security 
from fire could be obtained in the present location. 

On the other hand, it will be urged that the Public Garden 
is the most proper place, for this reason, amongst others: 
that it is and in the future will more obviously be nearer the 
geographical centre of the City, and in that respect, at least, 
is to be preferred; that on that site, a City Hall will have 
the advantage, on all sides, of extensive open space, and will 
thereby not only secure the best light and air for its occu- 
pants, but also furnish an opportunity for architectural dis- 
play, unequalled in the City; that such a building would be 
a fitting termination to the great Central Avenue contem- 
plated to be laid out and built by the State authorities over 
the Back Bay, and upon which it is expected the palaces of 
our merchant princes are hereafter to be erected. And asa 
further reason in favor of this location, it is urged, that we 
- own the land which at present at least is unproductive, and 
probably will continue to be in the future, from the unwilling- 
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ness of many to appropriate that property to private use, 
who urge, aS one reason, that it is a part of the Common, 
and therefore cannot be sold by the City Council, and if it 
could, it ought not to be, but should be retained as a public 
promenade, &c. And it is further urged, that we shall not 
only not be obliged to purchase land for a new City Hall, 
should it be located upon the Public Garden, but if we locate 
it there, we can with equal if not greater propriety locate 
the Court House there also; and that then the sites both of 
the City Hall and the Court House may be sold to help pay 
for the new buildings which are to supersede them. 

But to this it may be answered: if we intend to build on 
the Public Garden at all, why not sell to individuals the lands, 
and thereby furnish all the means required to erect a City 
Hall on the present site, that will furnish accommodations not 
only for the present generation, but for a century to come — 
a building that shall be, not only central, commodious, and 
secure, but also a fit representative of the taste and the arch- 
itectural and mechanical skill of our community, but also a 
building that shall, to some extent, redeem Boston from the 
reproach, if it be a reproach, of not having one single edifice 
which shows any advance in architecture for the last century 
— the old State House being in design equal to any public 
building belonging to the City ? 

Having stated some of the reasons which present them- 
selves most prominently in favor of each of these two loca- 
tions, we will now consider the question of adding to the 
present City Hall building, (if the present site is preferred,) 
or whether it would be better to construct an entirely new 
building. 

The prominent and perhaps the only argument in favor of 
the enlargement of the present City Hall building is the econ- 
omy of such a movement. The friends of the measure are con- 
fident that such enlargement can be made for one hundred 
thousand dollars; and they say an entirely new structure will 
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cost three times that amount, and be, when done, no more safe 
or commodious than the enlarged building can be made; and 
further, (which is important, if true,) that much time may be sav- 
ed in the completion of the building ready for use. On the other 
hand, it may be urged, that all past experience has shown to all 
who have been unfortunate enough to hazard the test, that every 
dollar saved in such a case, costs a dollar and a half to save it; 
and more than that, when the building is done, it is but a patched 
up affair, a sorry experience of the violation of the caution not 
to put new cloth into old garments, lest both be made worse. 
It may be further urged against this proposition, that the pres- 
ent building occupies a position angular to the street, and also 
to the lines of the lot, and no enlargement saving the back and 
end walls can rectify this evil, or make it tolerable; and more, 
that the width of the avenue between the City Hall and the 
Court House is disproportionably wide, and should, if it can 
legally and without too great an expense, be reduced ; and if the 
City Hall building is to be enlarged upon the present site, it 
ought to be extended in the rear, as well as in front, thereby 
Superseding the present back wall, and taking away the chief 
argument in favor of the enlargement of the present building ; 
that the only way to occupy the land under and around the 
present City Hall with profit to the city, and at the same time 
secure the accommodations required, and do something to give 
character to the city, as to its architectural taste and skill, 
which it is the duty of the city fathers to consult, when they 
have a fitting opportunity,—is to build an entirely new building, 
in so far as design and arrangement are concerned; that the 
City authorities ought not to impose upon corporate and indi- 
vidual wealth, the entire expense of beautiying our city, ex- 
pecially when so good an opportunity occurs, and so sufficient 
a justification is clearly made out. 

In conclusion, your Committee would submit for the consid. 
eration of the City Council the following Resolve and Order. 

For the Committee, 
PELHAM BONNEY, Chairman. 
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Resolved, 'That in the opinion of the City Council more and 
better accommodations for the government are required, and 
that such accommodations should be provided within the limits 
of the City Hall building ; and especially is it important, that the 
several offices for the government should be much more secure 
from fire than they now are or can be made without an entire 
revolution of the present building ; therefore it is 


Ordered, that the Committee on Public Buildings procure 
plans to be made for a building for the City’s use, with the 
‘required rooms for all the present City officers; and that, for 
that purpose, one thousand dollars be and the same hereby is 
‘appropriated; and that the same be charged to the appro- 
priations for Incidental Expenses and Miscellaneous Claims.

ORDERED, That a Committee of five persons be appointed 
to consider the subject of the Supervision of Schools for 
Special Instruction, with particular reference to the employ- 
ment of male instructors, in certain cases. 

Messrs. Alley, Hllis, S. W. Bates, Eaton, and Ezra Palmer, 
Jr., were appointed that Committee.

The Committee to whom was referred the subject of the 
Supervision of Schools for Special Instruction, respectfully 
report, that they have examined the subject with that care 
and attention which its importance demands. 

They ascertained the number of Schools for Special Instruc- 
tion, by issuing acircular to each District Committee, request- 
ing a statement of the location of each school, and the name 
of the teacher. 

These questions were promptly answered; and it was as- 
certained, that there were thirty-one of this class of schools 
in the city, including South and Hast Boston; that of this 
number, eight were attended by boys, exclusively, and eight 
by girls; and fifteen were composed of boys and girls, in 
nearly equal proportions. 

A circular was then sent to each teacher, requesting the 
name and age of each pupil; and from the returns, which in- 
clude every School for Special Instruction, the following table 
has been prepared:

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From this it appears that the whole number of pupils of 
both sexes is sixteen hundred and seventy-four, and that more 
than one-half of the number are under ten years of age, one- 
third between the ages of ten and twelve, and but a very 
small fraction of the whole number are over twelve years of 


age. 


Schools for Special Instruction were originally intended for 
overgrown and backward children, who, it was hoped, might, 
under the skillful and energetic efforts of capable teachers, be 
prepared for entrance into the grammar schools, in the shortest 
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possible time; but this important characteristic was soon lost, 
and teachers began to keep back their most advanced pupils 
for the sake of making a good appearance at the examina- 
tions ; and this class of schools, having its course of instruc- 
tions parallel with the Primary, became no more nor less than 
Primary Schools, and their pupils were transferred, semi-annu- 
ally, except in the case of a few teachers, who nobly carried 
out the original intention of this class of schools. 

This is not the only point in which the original design of 
this class of schools seems to have been perverted, for the 
custom soon obtained of sending from Primary Schools all 
the backward and ill-favored children, as soon as they arrived 
at the age of eight years, into this class of schools. Teach- 
ers of Primary Schools have often been known to state 
that certain children, who were giving them more than ordin- 
ary trouble, would soon be old enough to be sent off to the 
Schools for Special Instruction. It is evident that the pres- 
ent system offers too great an inducement to Primary School 
teachers to neglect certain pupils, who may soon, according to 
the rules, be sent to an Intermediate School, and imposes 
upon the latter class of teachers an undue share of labor and 
trouble. The very existence of such a class of schools, com- 
posed of children whose early education and moral instruc- 
tion have been neglected, or who have not been favored by an 
ordinary share of intellectual endowments, naturally tends to 
abuses which no regulations, however stringent, can prevent. 
If the separation is designed to favor the rapid development 
of the intellectual powers, we have but little evidence of the 
success of the measure, whilst its disadvantages are suffi- 
ciently obvious to lead us to mistrust the wisdom of such an 
arrangement. If there is any advantage to be obtained from 
the association with children of active intellects and good 
manners, certainly these unfortunate children, especially, need 
such an advantage, and we see no reason why they should be 
deprived of these valuable means of improvement. 
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That system can hardly be considered a good one which no 
parent would willingly comply with, and which, in its practi- 
cal operation, causes so much dissatisfaction amongst those 
parents who are obliged to send their children to these 
schools. Is it right to retain a feature in our school system 
which necessarily makes invidious distinctions amongst pupils, 
who are all equally entitled to the best advantages which the 
schools can offer ? 

It appears to your Committee that it is inexpedient to in- 
crease the number of this class of schools, or to continue 
those which are already established, any longer time than is 
necessary to avoid the inconvenience which might arise from 
too sudden achange. ‘This can easily be done by altering the 
Regulation which authorizes the transfer of children over 
eight years of age to these schools. That these schools are 
unnecessary, is evident from the fact, that in the Dwight Dis- 
trict, no School for Special Instruction has ever been estab- 
lished, nor have the Primary Schools ever suffered any 
inconvenience on this account, as any one visiting the Pri- 
mary Schools there will be entirely satisfied that they fully 
equal those in any other District. 

In addition to these facts, it may be stated that those 
Masters of Grammar Schools, who have had the best oppor- 
tunity of forming a correct opinion, and the truant officers, 
have informed your Committee that the general character of 
the schools is bad, and that there exists in the public mind a 
strong prejudice against them. In recommending a discon- 
tinuance of this class of schools, your Committee would not 
advise a return to the system that existed prior to their 
establishment, which made it incumbent upon each teacher to 
arrange her pupils in six different classes. They believe that 
a much better plancan be selected. It appears to your Com- 
mittee that the general system of classification, as recom- 
mended by the late Superintendent in his Second Annual Re- 
port, would do more to improve the Primary Schools than 
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any other plan which has been proposed. Your Committee 
would call the attention of the Board to a few extracts from 
the Report above mentioned, which in a concise and able 
manner present the plan, which has already been introduced 
into some of the School Districts with much success, and 
which your Committee trust will be generally adopted 
throughout the City. The following extracts show the ad- 
vantages of the system of classification : — 

“Besides the facilities which this mode of classification 
affords for great improvements in the physical education of 
children, —a department quite too much neglected in cities, 
— it lends a powerful aid in securing a proper mental develop- 
ment. When all the pupils in a room are about equal in 
their attainments, then the instruction of the teacher comes 
within the comprehension of every child. It is sometimes 
said that the younger children learn much from hearing 
others older than themselves recite their lessons. It is true 
they do learn much in this way, — much that is correct and 
useful to them,—and also much that is erroneous, be- 
cause they cannot distinguish between what is accurate 
and what is not, in recitations so much beyond the lessons 
which they have been taught. Hence it often happens that a 
portion of what they learn by hearing is really worse than 
nothing, for it must be unlearned at some future time. It is 
presumed that no one will pretend that it is better for chil- 
dren to listen for hours every day in school to the recita- - 
tion of lessons one or two years in advance of their own 
attainments, than to listen to the direct instruction of their 
teachers imparting to them useful knowledge, and encourag- 
ing them to learn something suited to their age every day. 

“On this plan of classification, the moral education of the 
children may be much promoted. The teachers, having only 
about half as many daily class-exercises, would have much 
more time to give to this important branch of school instruc- 
tion. The children in each room being about the same age, 
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and needing similar precepts in morals, might all be instructed 
at the same time in many things. But it is unnecessary to 
give any extended remarks on this subject here, as we intend 
to refer to it again in the sequel.” 

In Mr. Bishop’s last Report, the importance of this measure is 
again urged, and full illustrations of the manner in which it may 
be easily carried out, were given. “There is another hindrance 
to the prosperity of these schools, which may be removed 
without any expense or long delay. Irefer to the unfortunate 
plan on which the pupils are now divided into a large number 
of small classes,—a plan which actually increases the task 
of the teacher, while it greatly diminishes the opportunities of 
the pupils for improvement. On the same principles the 
mode of classification may be carried out in all the schools by 
adapting it to the different cases. Hach school usually con- 
tains about sixty scholars, who are nominally divided into six 
classes, but in reality are divided into eight or nine, so that 
each teacher is obliged to hear a great number of small classes 
recite every day in their various studies. It appears from the 
returns made by the teachers, that seven is the average number 
of pupils in the first class; and, in fact, the average number in 
the second, the third and the fourth classes does not exceed 
that in the first. The fifth class is considerably larger, and 
usually contains from ten to twelve, while the sixth class com- 
monly embraces over one-third of the pupils in the school, 
and is often necessarily divided into three sections, and is 
then heard as so many separate classes. The youngest chil- 
dren who are yet learning the alphabet, form a still lower 
division. 

“For the purpose of illustration, take one of the smallest 
Primary school-houses containing only ¢wo schools. Look in 
upon the two teachers, in rooms adjoining each other, and see 
them hurrying through the same round of eight or nine class- 
exercises, every half day in the year. ‘The first class in each 
room commences reading, for example, at the same hour, and 
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the two teachers, day after day, are hearing two little classes 
of only about seven pupils in each, read in the same book, and 
often on the same page, both going through the same exercise 
at the same time. But these simultaneous class-exercises are 
not confined to one study or to one class. In all their studies 
the: corresponding classes are advancing nearly side by side, 
and the two teachers are hearing their respective little classes 
in the same way. ) 

“This unfortunate mode of classification has led many prac- 
tical and experienced-Committee-men and many teachers to 
inquire, why may not these two first classes be put together 
into one, containing only about fourteen scholars—a very 
convenient number for a teacher to instruct in one class? 
And why may not the second, the third and the fourth class 
of each school be united, in like manner, with the corresponding 
classes of the other, and thus reduce the eight small classes 
to four of a very suitable size? As the four higher classes 
include about one-half of the pupils in most of the schools, a 
very good division of the scholars in two schools may be made 
by placing the four higher classes in each together in one 
room under the care of one teacher, and then putting the 
fifth and sixth classes, and those that are learning the alphabet, 
together in another room by themselves under a teacher who 
can adapt her instructions and management to their tender age. 
Classified in this way, the children will receive much more 
suitable care and attention from the teacher than at present ; 
for she will then have only one-half as many different class- 
exercises to attend to, although she will have as many scholars 
as before.” | 

It will be seen, by refering to the Table presented in the 
former part of this Report, that if the Primary Schools were 
classified in this manner, there would be only one pupil over 
twelve years of age on an average to each school, including all 
the overgrown boys and girls. If the age between ten and 
twelve be taken, it will average a little over two to each 
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school. Hence it appears that the greater proportion of 
children in the Schools for Special Instruction, are between 
the ages of eight and ten years, and of course, do not require 
male instruction, as the pupils of this age in all our Gram- 
mar Schools are under female teachers. 

It remains for the Board to consider whether it be advisa- 
ble to establish, in connexion with any Grammar Schools, a 
department for instructing in Writing and Arithmetic such a 
number of overgrown children as may be found to reside in 
any one District. 

The only instance of the kind which has come to the knowl- 
edge of your Committee, is that established in Hudson St., 
in connexion with the Quincy School. The existence of such 
a room naturally leads to the identical evils, which we have 
already shown to exist in the case of Intermediate Schools. 
If the pupils in this department were placed in the regular 
classes, according to their attainments, it would average only 
seven or eight to each room. In view of such facts as the 
Committee have been able to collect, they do not deem it ad- 
visable to recommend any measure, which would lead to the 
employment of additional male instructors, and the Commit- 
tee are decidedly of the opinion that the system of classifica- 
tion, as recommended above, should be introduced as speedily 
as possible throughout the city, and the Intermediate Schools 
be discontinued. 

Your Committee recommend the passage of the following 


order.

The Committee to whom was referred the subject of “ Music, 
as taught in the Public Schools,” have attended to their 
duty, and respectfully beg leave to present the following 


REP ORT. 


The subject of music, in connection with the other branches 
pursued in our Public Schools, is one of no little importance. 
At first thought, the two lessons a week, each of half an hour 
only in length, which are given by the music teacher, in every 
school, seem but trifling matters. But when we reflect that 
this portion is one thirtieth of the whole time devoted to 
school purposes, and that while the music lesson is going on, 
the other teachers, whose classes are thus engaged, are neces- 
sarily unemployed, it becomes a matter for grave considera- 
tion, whether, under the present arrangement, the greatest 
results are obtained for the amount of money expended. 

To arrive at a definite conclusion in the case, it will be nec- 
essary, in the first place, to decide whether music is of suf- 
ficient importance as a study to give it a place amongst the 
other school exercises ; and secondly, in what manner may it be 
best studied in this connection ? 

The subject of music, as is well-known to many of the Com- 
mittee, has in past years been thoroughly discussed at this 
Board, and an elaborate Report, setting forth reasons for its 
introduction into the schools, was made in 1837, from which, 
as very fully expressing the views of the present Committee 
upon this point, the following extracts have been made. 
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“There are two general divisions which seem, in the opinion 
of the Committee, to exhaust the question. The frst is, the 
intrinsic effect of the study of vocal music, as a branch of 
instruction in the schools, and on them; and secondly, its ex- 
trinsic effect as a branch of knowledge without them. Under 
these two divisions we propose to treat the subject. 

“There is a threefold standard, a sort of chemical test, by 
which education itself and every branch of education may be 
tried. Is it intellectual—is it moral—is it physical? Let 
vocal music be examined by this standard. 

“Try it intellectually. Music isan intellectual art. Among 
the seven liberal arts, which scholastic ages regarded as per- 
taining to humanity, music had its place. Arithmetic, Geom- 
etry, Astronomy, and Music—these formed the quadrivium. 
Separate degrees in music, it is believed, are still conferred 
by the University of Oxford. Memory, comparison, attention, 
intellectual faculties all of them, are quickened by the study 
of its principles. It is not ornamental merely. It is not an 
accomplishment alone. It has high intellectual affinities. It 
may be made, to some extent, an intellectual discipline. 

“Try music morally. There is——who has not felt it?—a 
mysterious connection, ordained undoubtedly for wise purposes, 
between certain sounds and the moral sentiments of man. 
This is not to be gainsaid, neither is it to be explained. It is 
an ultimate law of man’s nature. ‘In music,’ says Hooker, 
‘the very image of virtue and vice is perceived.’ Now it is 
a curious fact, that the natural scale of musical sound can 
only produce good, virtuous, and kindly feelings. You must 
reverse this scale, if you would call forth the sentiments of a 
corrupt, degraded, and degenerate character. Has not the 
finger of the Almighty written here an indication too plain to 
be mistaken? And if such be the case, if there be this neces- 
sary concordance between certain sounds and certain trains 
of moral feeling, is it unphilosophical to say that exercises in 
vocal music may be so directed and arranged as to produce 
those habits of feeling of which these sounds are the types? 
Besides, happiness, contentment, cheerfulness, tranquility,— 
these are the natural effects of music. These qualities are 
connected intimately with the moral government of the indi- 
vidual. Why should they not, under proper management, be 
rendered equally efficient in the moral government of the 
school ? 

“And now try music physically. ‘A fact,’ says an American 
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physician,* ‘has been suggested to me by my profession, which 
is, that the exercise of the organs of the breast by singing 
contributes very much to defend them from those diseases to 
which the climate and other causes expose them.’ <A musical 
writer in England, after quoting this remark, says, ‘the Music 
Master of our Academy has furnished me with an observation 
still more in favor of this opinion. He informs me that he 
had known several persons strongly disposed to consumption, 
restored to health by the exercise of the lungs in singing.’ 
But why cite medical or other authorities to a point so plain? 
It appears self-evident that exercises in vocal music, when not 
carried to an unreasonable excess, must expand the chest, and 
thereby strengthen the lungs and vital organs. 

“ Judged then by this triple standard, intellectually, morally, 
and physically, vocal music seems to have a natural place in 
every system of instruction which aspires, as should every 
system, to develope man’s whole nature. 

“ In regarding, however, the effect of vocal music, as a branch 
of popular instruction, on our Public Schools, there are some 
practical considerations which, in the opinion of your Commit- 
tee, are deserving of particular attention. 

“Good reading, we all know, is an important object in the 
present system of instruction in our schools. And on what 
does it depend? Apart from emphasis, on two things mainly: 
modulation and articulation. Now modulation comes from the 
vowel sounds, and articulation from the consonant sounds of the 
language chiefly. Dynamics, therefore, or that part of vocal 
music which is concerned with the force and delivery of sounds, 
has a direct connection with rhetoric.” 

“Roger Ascham, the famous schoolmaster and scholar of 
the Elizabethan age, and surely no mean judge, holds this lan- 


ouage: “All voices, great and small, base and shrill, weak or 
soft, may be holpen and brought to a good point by learning to 
sine.’ The Committee, after attentive observation, confess 


themselves of this opinion. 
“There is another consideration not unworthy of remark. 


‘Recreation, says Locke, is not being idle, as any one may ob- 
serve, but easing the weary part by change of business.’ This 
reflection, in its application to the purposes of instruction, con- 


tains deep wisdom. An alternation is needed in our schools, - 


which without being idleness shall yet give rest. Vocal music

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seems exactly fitted to afford that alternation. A recreation, 
yet not a dissipation of the mind—a respite, yet not a relaxa- 
tion—its office would thus be to restore the jaded energies, 
and send back the scholars with invigorated powers to other 
more laborious duties. 

“ There is one other consideration to which the Committee ask 
the serious attention of the board. Itis this. By the regu- 
lations of the School Committee it is provided, that in all the 
Public Schools the day shall open with becoming exercises 
of devotion. How naturally and how beautifully vocal music 
would mingle with these exercises ; and what unity, harmony 
and meaning might thus be given to that which, at present, it is 
feared, is too often found to be a lifeless or an unfruitful ser- 
vice, need only be suggested to be understood. 

And now, before proceeding further, let us consider briefly 
the objections which have been urged against the adoption of 
vocal music into our system of public education. The Com- 
mittee are desirous to give full force to every objection. 
Nothing in the end is gained by misrepresenting or obscuring 
an opponent’s arguments. Let us pass these objections in re- 
view, state them fairly, and give them, if it be possible, a fair 
answer. 

“Ttis then objected that we aim at that which is impracticable, 
that singing depends upon a natural air for music, without which 
all instruction will be useless. If musical writers and teachers 
are to be believed, the fact is not so. Undoubtedly, in this as 
in other branches, nature bestows the aptitude to excel on diff- 
erent individuals in very different degrees. Still, what is called 
a musical ear is mainly the result of cultivation. The ear dis- 
criminates sounds, as the eye colors. They may both be edu- 
cated. Harly impressions can create an ear for music. — It is 
with learning to sing as with acquiring the pronunciation of a 
foreign language. Instruction, to be available, must be given 
while the organs have the flexibility of youth. To learn late 
in life is, generally, to learn not at all. There may be cases, 
itis true, of some who from their earliest years defy all efforts 
of instruction. Like those who come into the world maimed in 
other senses, they are, however, rare. They are the unfortunate 
exceptions to a generalrule. Besides, what on this point is the 
language of experience? Mr. Woodbridge, in his lecture before 
the American Institute, says that he was informed by Vehrli, a 
well-known instructer in Switzerland, that out of several hun- 
dred poor children committed to his care, he had met with two 
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only who could not be made to sing. Mr. Woodbridge like 
wise states that he was told by a celebrated musical teacher, 
in this country, that out of 4000 pupils not an individual who 
could not be taught to sing had been found. Thus well-attested 
facts repel this objection. 

“ But, it is said, the time spent would be quite inadequate to 
the end proposed ; that the labor of a life is needed to form the 
musician. The answer to this objection is, that it mistakes the 
end proposed, which is not to form the musician. Let vocal 
music, in this respect, be treated like the other regular branches 
of instruction. As many probably would be found to excel in 
music as in arithmetic, writing, or any of the required studies, 
and no more. All cannot be orators nor all poets; but shall 
we not, therefore, teach the elements of grammar, which orators 
and poets in common with all others use? It should never be 
forgotten that the power of understanding and appreciating 
music may be acquired, where the power of excelling in it is 
found wanting. 

“Thus tried,—tried by the light of general reasoning, tried 
by the objections of its adversaries, tried by the concurrence 
of attesting witnesses, the introduction of vocal music into 
the Public Schools, judged intrinsically by its effects within 
and on them, is commended to the favorable consideration of 
this Board. 

“The Committee, thus far, have confined themselves to the 
narrowest view of this question. It was necessary to do so; 
because if it should have appeared that the bringing of vocal 
music into the Public Schools would in anywise injuriously 
affect their present welfare, there would have been an end to 
the whole matter. In that event, the Committee would have 
gone no further. Those of us who have been reared beneath 
the generous influences of these free monuments of the wis- 
dom of our fathers, lay filial hands upon them. We wish to 
strenethen—not to destroy. Your Committee have sought to 
show that no injury—on the contrary, that much good to the 
schools may be expected from this exercise; and therefore, 
the remaining branch of the inquiry is before us, and we 
proceed to consider the expediency of vocal music as a study 
in the schools, by its extrinsic influence as a branch of knowl- 
edge without them. So highly do your Committee prize this 
influence, that even if the effect of music within the schools 
were of a negative, and not, as the Committee have essayed 
to prove, of a positive character, if vocal music should merely 
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do no harm, yet still on this, the lowest supposition, there 
would be abundant reason for its introduction. Let us then 
consider, in few words, what this extrinsic influence is. 
“What is the great object of our system of popular instruc- 
tion? Are our schools mere houses of correction, in which 
animal nature is to be kept in subjection by the law of brute 
force and the stated drudgery of distasteful tasks? Not so. 
They have a nobler office. They are valuable mainly as a 
preparation and a training of the young spirit for usefulness 
and happiness in coming life. Now the defect of our present 
system, admirable as that system is, is this: that it aims te 
develope the intellectual part of man’s nature solely, when, 
for all the true purposes of life, it is of more importance, a 
hundred fold, to feel rightly, than to think profoundly. Besides, 
human life must and ought to have its amusements. We can- 
not bring up a race upon lyceum lectures solely, wholesome 
though that food may be. Man must have agreeable excite- 
ment. There will be recreation when the toils of the day 
are ended. What shall that recreation be? So far, then, as 
human life is concerned, properly to direct the feelings and 
amusements, belongs to every system which aspires to the 
name and character of a wise system of public education. 
An initiation into the elements of vocal music at school, in 
the opinion of your Committee, seems best fitted to supply 
that direction. ‘Music,’ says a modern German writer, ‘is the 
gymnastics of the affections.’ Music and the love of it have 
been and may be perverted,—who knows it not? Guard it, 
therefore, guide it, lead it into the right channels. But be not 
guilty of the illogical deduction of arguing from the occasional 
abuse of one of God’s best gifts to its disuse. No. Let all 
parents understand that every pure and refined pleasure for 
- which a child acquires a relish, is, to that extent, a safeguard 
and perservative against alow and debasing one. Music, 
when kept to its legitimate uses, calls forth none but the better 
feelings of our nature. In the language of an illustrious writer 
of the seventeenth century, ‘Music is a thing that delighteth 
all ages, and beseemeth all states, a thing as seasonable in grief 
as joy, as decent being added to actions of greatest solemnity, 
as being used when men sequester themselves from action.’ 
If such be the natural effects of music, if it enliven prosperity, 
or soothe sorrow, if it quicken the pulses of social happiness, if 
it can fill the vacancy of an hour that would otherwise be 
listlessly or unprofitably spent, if it gild with a mild light the

checkered scenes of daily existence, why then limit its benign 
and blessed influence? Let it, with healing on its wings, 
enter through ten thousand avenues the paternal dwelling. 
Let it mingle with religion, with labor, with the home-bred 
amusements and innocent enjoyments of life. Let it no longer 
be regarded merely as the ornament of the rich. Still let it 
continue to adorn the abodes of wealth, but let it also light, 
up with gladness the honest hearth of poverty. Once intro- 
duce vocal music into the common schools, and you make it 
what it should be made—the property of the whole people. 
And so as time passes away, and one race succeeds to another, 
the true object of our system of public education may be 
realized, and we may, year after year, raise up good citizens 
to the Commonwealth, by sending forth from our schools 
happy, uscful, well instructed, contented members of society. 
“The subject, in this connection, swells into one of national 
universality and importance. There are said to be, at this time, 
not far from eighty thousand common schools in this country, in 
which are to be found the people who, in coming years, will 
mould the character of this democracy. If vocal music were 
generally adopted as a branch of instruction in these schools 
it might be reasonably expected that in at least two genera- 
tions we should be changed into a musical people. The great 
point to be considered in reference to the introduction of vocal 
music into popular elementary instruction is, that thereby you 
set in motion a mighty power, which silently, but surely, in 
the end, will humanize, refine, and elevate a whole community. 
Music is one of the fine arts. It therefore deals with abstract 
beauty, and so lifts man to the Source of all beauty, from 
finite to infinite, and from the world of matter to the world 
of spirits and to God. Music is the great handmaid of civil- 
ization. Whence come these traditions of a reverend anti- 
quity, seditions quelled, cures wrought, fleets and armies 
governed by the force of song,—whence that responding of 
rocks, woods and trees to the harp of Orpheus,—whence a 
city’s walls uprising beneath the wonder-working touches of 
Apollo’s lyre? These, it is true, are fables, yet they shadow 
forth, beneath the veil of allegory, a profound truth. They 
beautifully proclaim the mysterious union between music, as 
an instrument of man’s civilization, and the soul of man. Pro- 
phets and wise men, large minded law-givers of an olden time, 
understood and acted on this truth. The ancient oracles 
were uttered in song. The laws of the twelve tables were 
put to music, and got by heart at school. Minstrel and sage 
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are, in some languages, convertible terms. Music is allied to 
the highest sentiments of man’s moral nature, love of God, 
love of country, love of friends. Wo to the nation in which 
these sentiments are allowed to go to decay! What tongue 
can tell the unutterable energies that reside in these three 
engines—Church Music, National Airs, and Fireside Melodies, 
as means of informing and enlarging the mighty heart of a 
free people ?” | 


Mr. William C. Bryant, the well-known poet, in some re- 
marks recently made by him before the Board of Education of 
New York, in speaking of the effect of music, makes use of 
the following language : — 


“T speak as one unlearned in the science of music. There is 
a numerous class—the majority of my countrymen— who, 
in this respect, are much like myself. They have a percep- 
tion of the beauty of sweet sounds artfully modulated, varied 
and proportioned; they can perceive the disagreeableness of 
a discord; but they do not understand complicated harmonies ; 
they do not perceive the niceties to which better instructed 
or more sensitive organs are acutely alive; they take no de- 
light in difficulties overcome, for of these difficulties they have 
a very imperfect conception, and they are somewhat bewil- 
dered in listening to compositions which justly pass for prodi- 
gies of art. They have a partiality for the human voice, as 
the most expressive instrument of music which they are ac- 
quainted with, and they desire that the sentiment of the air 
to which they listen should be interpreted to their minds by 
intelligible words. 

“ But that it is not the words alone which interest them, is 
proved by the fact that they listen with pleasure to common- 
place words when they are united to music. For my part, I 
find that the music transfigures the words, invests them with 
a sort of supernatural splendor, making them call up deeper 
emotions and convey more vivid images. The class of whom 
Tam speaking require for their enjoyment of music a certain 
simplicity — certain aids which bring it down to their level. 
And yet, on that level, not only taste, but art and genius, if 
we are to judge music by the same rules which we apply to 
the other fine arts, may find an ample field for their exercise. 
Some of the finest productions of literature are those which 
are written with the greatest simplicity, and address them- 
selves to the greatest number of minds.” 
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Lord Carlisle, who, by his efforts for the elevation of the 
working classes of England, has earned for himself an honor- 
able name as a public benefactor, in speaking of this subject, 
also adds his testimony to the beneficial effect of music upon 
the life, in the following strong language : — 


“T consider music to be the most graceful accomplishment 
and delightful recreation that adorns this hard-working world, 
and renovates our busy, overcharged existence. Its negative 
import is great. It provides an amusement for our people, 
and keeps many from the ale-house and midnight brawl. Its 
positive importance and value are inestimable; for the com- 
bining chords that regulate our whole being are so interwoven, 
sense with principle, that the very character assumes a cloth- 
ing from external circumstances. I am aware that from every 
altar, however pure and sacred, fire might be stolen and dese- 
crated, but we should emulate the flame which, while it enlivens 
all around, points to the skies. I would not confine music to 
any walk in life. Not alone in the sacred cathedral, not alone 
in the costly theatre, nor in the gilded saloons, nor confine it 
to six-guinea stalls; but I would hear our nightingales sing in 
every grove and trill on every bough. I would have the happy 
heart enliven the domestic tea table, add variety to the village 
school, and linger in the sanctuary.” 


The masters also, of our Grammar Schools, without an ex- 
ception, give their testimony in its favor. Some of them, 
from being strong opponents to its introduction, have learned 
by experience, that its influence upon their pupils is in an 
eminent degree beneficial. 

We come next to the question—to what extent shall it be 
made a study, and in what manner shall it be taught, so as to 
give the greatest and best results ? 

The first part of this question, your Committee are aware, 
is one of difficult solution. From the very nature of the case, 
the claims of music will be too strongly urged, perhaps, by 
those who are by nature endowed with a capacity to enjoy 
its “harmonious numbers” to the full extent; and, on the 
other hand, it may be unduly opposed by those who see in it 
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nothing but a waste of time, which had better be employed in 
more substantial pursuits. To discuss this part of the sub- 
ject in all its bearings, your Committee feel is beyond their 
province; but it may not be amiss, at the same time, in this 
connection, to call to the minds of the gentlemen of this 
Board how largely music enters into our daily life. In the 
sanctuary, and on secular occasions; at public festivals, and 
at the gatherings for social enjoyment, it forms an almost in- 
dispensable feature, and is confessedly one of the most agree- 
able and important means of interesting and affecting the 
mind. It is capable of every variety and extreme of expres- 
sion. The overburdened soul breathes forth its lamentations 
in plaintive notes; and there is no joy so extatic, that it can- 
not find interpretation in equally joyous measures. Its lan- 
guage is universal, and no nation has yet been found entirely 
destitute of its practice. It is and has been so from the 
foundation of the world, and so long as our physical organiza- 
tion remains the same, so long will the emotions of the human 
breast find their vent in song. Can it be said, then, that it is 
not worthy a place among those studies which have for their 
purpose the training of the youthful mind for future useful- 
ness, and the development of those faculties which our Crea- 
tor has given us for his glory and our own enjoyment? 

With the arguments already adduced in its favor, and the 
experience of twenty years in proof that not only does it not 
~impair the discipline of the schools, but that its effect is alto- 
gether such as to strengthen the influence of the teachers over 
their pupils, and in many ways promote good order and pro- 
priety of conduct, your Committee are content to leave the 
question of the importance of music, as one of the elements 
of an education, to the decision of this Board; convinced that 
the same spirit which has always actuated it, and which has 
at all times recognized in whatever might tend to develope 
the minds and elevate the moral faculties of the pupils in 
our Public Schools, a claim to a respectful consideration, 
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cannot fail to find in the reasons here given, sufficient grounds 
for elevating it from a mere pastime, which at present it is, 
into a study that shall take its proper rank with the rest. 

Granting, then, that the cultivation of the musical faculty 
is of sufficient importance to give it a place among the stud- 
ies pursued in the Public Schools, there seems to be no good 
reason why a regular system should not be followed as well 
in this, as in any of the other branches of learning. 

Desirous of obtaining all the assistance in their power, 
your Committee addressed letters to each of the music 
teachers employed in the schools, and also to Dr. Lowell 
Mason, Mr. George F. Root, Mr. B. F. Baker, Mr. H. S. Cut- 
ler, and Mr. A. W. Thayer, many of them well-known in the 
musical world for their success in teaching, and all of them 
gentlemen whose opinions upon this subject are worthy of 
most respectful attention, soliciting their judgment upon the 
following point: “ Whether music could be taught to any 
profit in the Public Schools, and at the same time not inter- 
fere with the existing course of studies.” 

To these letters, answers have been received, either verb- 
ally or otherwise, in nearly every instance; and the concur- 
rent testimony of them all is in the affirmative. The point 
most strenuously urged, is the employment of competent 
teachers. Mr. G. F. Root, in speaking of this, says: 


“Tn music, as well as in other things, teaching is a matter 
separate from the thing taught; it is an art by itself; and 
much of the want of success in this department in our schools, 
is the direct result of misapprehension or forgetfulness of 
this fact. While it is desirable that the one who teaches 
singing, should be able to give tasteful and correct examples 
to his pupils, it is not necessary that he should be a great 
musician; it is far more important that he should be a good 
teacher. 

“First of all, you want good teachers — those who by na- 
ture and by education are fitted for their work.”’ 


Dr. Mason, also, insisted upon this, as an essential feature 
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of whatever system might be adopted. Mr. Bryant, already 
quoted, in another portion of his remarks upon the same 
occasion, coincides entirely with the expressed opinions of the 
gentlemen just alluded to; he says: 


“Ttisa sensible maxim that whatever is worth doing at all is 
worth doing well. Suitable teachers of music for the common 
schools are exceedingly difficult to be found; persons who, 
along with a competent knowledge, a willingness to teach the 
mere rudiments of the art, and an acquaintance with the best 
methods of imparting them, posess a pure and unexceptionable 
taste. The only certain method of procuring a supply of such 
teachers certainly seems to be that of training them for in- 
struction at the normal schools. Such is now the rage for 
making accomplished pianists of all our young ladies, that a 
class of teachers has been raised up, whose merits I do not 
doubt, but who are altogether too ambitious for the common 
schools. We need a class for an humble but more useful 
ministration — teachers of home music, the importance of 
- which has been so well set forth. It costs no more to be 
taught music well, than to be taught ill; but the difference to 
the pupil is every thing.” 


After much deliberation and careful consideration, aided by 
what information it was in their power to obtain, your Commit- 
tee have decided upon the following plan as the one in their 
estimation best adapted to produce the desired result. 

In regard to the time and hours already devoted to the mu- 
sic lesson, they would recommend no change. In their estima- 
tion, if the pupils will give undivided attention, or at least 
apply themselves as diligently as they do under the eye of the 
teacher in the prosecution of any of the ordinary studies, the 
two half hours each week will be ample, not only for the acquire- 
ment of the simpler elements but good progress can be made 
towards a musical education. That a pupil will at the time 
of his leaving the grammar school be an accomplished mu- 
sician, is by no means claimed. It is an error to suppose that 
music can be taught ina few months. No one can learn to sing 
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correctly or with facility, except by active, persevering and long 
continued effort. A child might as well be expected to talk or 
read, after a few lessons in each. This is not expected nor 
practicable ; but when we take into account the fact that the 
average time spent by the pupils in our Public Schools is eight 
years, and that there are eighty lessons in music each year, the 
question of time is in a great measure disposed of. 

They would also recommend that each session of the Primary 
Schools open and close with singing, and would suggest that the 
opening exercise of the morning, and the closing song of the 
afternoon session be of a devotional character. That in the 
Grammar Schools the morning session be opened, and the after- 
noon session, be closed with appropriate singing, and that 
musical notation and the singing of the scale, with exercises in 
reading simple music, be practised twice a week in the two 
lower classes, under the instruction of the assistant teachers ; 
and that the pupils receive credits for attention and proficien- 
cy in this department, and also be examined as in other 
branches taught in the schools. 

That the first and second classes assemble twice a week, 
under the charge of the music teacher of the school, as at 
present, and in addition to and in connection with their vocal 
exercises, take up the review of what they have already gone 
over, and proceed as far as the theory of musical composition 
and harmony. And in addition, it shall be the duty of the 
teacher, for the time being, of the Girls’ High and Normal 
School, to give such instruction to the pupils of that institu- 
tion as shall qualify them to teach vocal music in our Public 
Schools. | 

To carry out the plan proposed above, it is essential that 
the teachers in the Primary Schools should not only be well 
prepared in the elementary portions of music, but should 
know how to teach. Your Committee would, however, recom- 
mend no change, on this account, in the corps of teachers at 
present engaged in the public schools, but would recommend 
that, hereafter, in deciding upon the qualifications of a candi- 
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date, the relative proficiency of each in music should be 
taken into account and insisted upon on the part of the Com- 
mittees. It must be evident to every member of this Board, 
that the Girls’ High and Normal School is the principal 
source, from whence the teachers to supply the vacancies 
which from time to time occur in the Grammar and Primary 
Schools should be obtained. Were, then, the graduates of 
this institution as well instructed in the art of teaching music, 
as it is presumed they are in other branches, the difficulty 
under which we now labor would vanish at once. Here, 
in the estimation of your Committee, the foundation should 
be laid broad and strong. The pupils of this institution 
should not only be instructed in the science of music, but they 
should also be thoroughly trained in the art of teaching it. 
The importance of this cannot be too strongly urged. Expe- 
rience proves that the success of the teacher is in direct 
ratio, not to the amount of knowledge possessed, but to the 
capacity of communicating it to others. <A few have this in 
a great degree by nature; but by the great majority, it is at- 
tained only by long and arduous experience; and hence those 
who connect themselves with this institution for the purpose 
of fitting themselves for teachers, should be thoroughly and 
carefully trained. In this way, and in this way only, can the 
evils be remedied, which every Quarterly Report made to this 
Board by the Superintendent of Schools informs us exist, 
and which, depending not on the ignorance of teachers, but 
on their incapacity, can never be done away with, except in 
this manner. 

Your Committee, in conclusion, for the purpose of more 
directly bringing the subject to the attention of the Board, 
and as embodying, both in spirit and form, the foregoing Re- 
port, respectfully submit the following orders.

ORDERED, That the study and practice of vocal music, as a 
part of the system of public instruction, be authorized by 
this Board; and that two half-hours each week in the Gram- 
mar Schools, and such time in the Primary Schools as shall 
be sufficient, be devoted to it. 


ORDERED, That the pupils shall receive the same credits 
for proficiency and undergo the same examinations in this as 
in other studies pursued in the schools. 


ORDERED, That singing constitute a part of the opening 
and closing exercises of the Primary Schools; and that in the 
Grammar Schools, the morning session be opened and the 
afternoon session closed with appropriate singing; and that 
in addition to the instruction already given by the music 
teacher to the first and second classes, musical notation, the 
singing of the scale, and exercises in reading simple music, 
be practised twice a week by the lower classes, under the 
instruction of the assistant teachers. 


ORDERED, That it shall be the duty of. the Music Teacher, 
for the time being, at the Girls’ High and Normal School, to 
give such instruction to the pupils of that institution as shall 
qualify them to teach vocal music in our Public Schools. 


OrDERED, That a Standing Committee be appointed, to 
consist of five members, whose duty it shall be—to nominate 
to the Board for confirmation, suitably qualified persons as 
teachers of music; exercise a general supervision; and make 
examinations of each Grammar School in music, at least 
once in a quarter, and at each quarterly meeting of the 
Board submit a report in writing, giving the results of 
their examinations.

The Special Committee, to whom was referred the Quar- 
terly Report of the Superintendent of Public Schools, to con- 
sider and report on the suggestions and recommendations 
therein contained, having attended to the duty assigned, re- 
spectfully submit the following

A more thorough knowledge of the Superintendent’s Re- 
port, than could be gained by simply hearing it read once by 
its author, has confirmed and deepened in the minds of your 
Committee, the favorable impression then evidently made 
upon the whole Board. 

The views which the Superintendent presents in the first 
part of his Report, on the nature and duties of his office, the 
objects to be aimed at, and the means and plans by which 
they are to be accomplished, the account given of the mode 
in which he has entered upon and prosecuted his work, and 
the amount of work done, all go to show, that with right 
conceptions of his position and duties, an earnest and enthu- 
siastic purpose, a large capacity and an indefatigable zeal in 
labor, he unites, what it was feared he might be deficient 
in, a wisdom, prudence, and tact, that give promise of em- 
inent usefulness in the important trust, to which now, since 
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the presentation of his Report, he has been all but unani- 
mously reélected by this Board. The most important part 
of the document under consideration relates to the Primary 
Schools, to which the Superintendent has wisely directed 
special attention. After noticing briefly, frankly, but in a 
spirit of fairness and justice toward the teachers, some of the 
defects in the present arrangement and conduct of these 
schools, he suggests four remedies. 

1. The first is a classification of all these schools — by 
which he means, and this Board understands, such an arrange- 
ment or classification, as that each Primary School shall be 
composed of children of about the same age and grade of 
studies, instead of consisting, as now, of children of all 
ages and grades of study, from those who are just beginning 
to learn the alphabet, up to those who are just prepared to 
enter the Grammar Schools. It seems now to be admitted, as 
the conclusion which the most experienced have reached, that 
such classification for these schools has advantages which far 
outweigh its inconveniences or evils. Under the present regu- . 
lations of this Board, the several District Committees are 
authorized to adopt this, or any such classification as they 
may think will promote the improvement and efficiency of 
these schools; and in several districts, this classification has 
been already introduced. All the action that seems needed 
upon this point, therefore, is a simple order or resolution on 
the part of this Board, recommending the District Committees 
to introduce and carry out in their several Districts, this mode 
of classification, as far and as fast as circumstances will per- 
mit; and where it is prevented by the isolated position of 
several Primary Schools, to endeavor to make arrangements 
for such concentration of them in one building as will make 
such classification convenient. 

2. The second remedy suggested by the Superintendent, is» 
to supply every Primary School with a stationary chair, a 
single desk, and one of Holbrook’s slates, for each pupil. 
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This suggestion is wise and important, and the measure, so 
far as seats and desks are concerned, has already had the 
approval of this Board. By a vote passed a year ago, at a 
meeting held on the 13th of May, 1856, it was “Ordered, That 
the Committee on Public Buildings be requested to furnish 
new Primary School rooms with seats and desks; and as soon 
as practicable, substitute such seats and desks for the present 
objectionable chairs in all the Primary School rooms.” In con- 
formity with this order, seats and desks have been introduced 
into new Primary Schools, but not into the old, at least not 
into all of them; and some of these desks are supplied with 
Holbrook’s slates. All that would seem to be necessary, 
therefore, upon this point, is a simple resolution recommend- 
ing the several District Committees to see the order passed 
on the 13th of May, 1856, carried out, and seats and desks 
with Holbrook’s slates attached introduced, as soon as prac- 
ticable, into each of the Primary Schools under their charge. 
It may be necessary, perhaps, that the original order should 
be reconsidered and amended, or a new one adopted, request- 
ing the Committee on Public Buildings to furnish slates as 
well as desks. 

3. The third point or remedy suggested, is the preparation, 
under the direction of this Board, of a manual, which shall 
set forth the objects to be aimed at, the principles to be ob- 
served, and the methods to be used in all the Primary Schools. 
The wisdom of this suggestion needs no comment. The want 
of such a manual and the important help it would be to the 
Primary School teachers are obvious. Equally obvious, also, 
is the want of a person suitable and qualified to prepare it. 
Your Committee understand that the Superintendent is will- 
ing to undertake this work; that he has in fact some materials, 
&c., already collected for it. They therefore submit and 
recommend the adoption of an order instructing the Superin- 
tendent to prepare such a manual of primary school instruc- 
tion, as is recommended in his Report. The book when pre- 
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pared would be his property, and published by such arrange- 
ments as he might choose to make with the printers, but 
would be available to the Board, for all the uses they might 
wish to have made of it. Those uses would meet the 

4th Remedy, which the Superintendent suggests, which is to 
provide the requisite facilities and encouragements for the 
teachers to perfect themselves in the difficult art of teaching 
and governing a primary school. Such provision would in 
part be made by the proposed manual; but additional pro- 
vision could be made and more good done by explanations 
and lectures in connection with the manual, addressed to 
classes of a considerable number of the Primary School 
teachers assembled for the purpose. Should the Superintend- 
ent prepare the manual, he would be the suitable person to 
give these lectures and explanations, and your Committee 
include this in the order submitted. Such lectures and 
instruction on the part of the Superintendent, however, 
could not be continued for any great length of time with- 
out interfering with his more appropriate duties, and be- 
sides, would only be meeting the defects and improving 
the qualifications of teachers now in office, whereas we 
ought to have some plan of training up in our own city, 
and in our own schools, persons suitably qualified, nay, quali- 
fied in the very highest degree, to be Primary School teachers. 
Your Committee therefore think that, in view of all the facts 
presented in the Superintendent’s Report, and in view of the 
manual of primary school instruction that is to be prepared, 
it is within the scope of their appointment to recommend to 
the Committee of the Girls’ High and Normal School, to 
consider whether it is not practicable to introduce and estab- 
lish in that school, a department specially devoted to instruc- 
tion in primary school teaching, to the training up of teachers 
to take charge of our Primary Schools. 

In his Report, the Superintendent speaks with kindness and 
respect, fairly and justly, of the general character of our Pri- 
mary School teachers. It has not escaped the observation of 
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the several District Committees, however, that there are some 
of these teachers, who, with the utmost fidelity on their part, 
are deficient in that energy, tact, and talent which their office 
makes indispensably necessary, and whom they have nominated 
for reappointment only because it was too painful a task to 
refuse to do so. Your Committee think it their duty, and the 
duty of this Board, to urge upon the District Committees that 
they have a high and sacred trust to discharge in this matter, 
and that, in their meetings next month, to confer and de- 
termine on nominations for reappointments, they should act 
with wisdom, prudence, and kindness, but with such inde- 
pendence, as to discharge the painful obligation of not nomin- 
ating for reappointment, any one who seems clearly and de- 
cidedly incompetent and unfit to be a Primary School teacher 
— an office far more important and requiring far higher qual - 
ifications of talent and character, than we have been apt to ', 
imagine. 

In regard to the Grammar Schools, there are only two sug- 
gestions in the Superintendent’s Report that seem to require 
any action on the part of this Board. 

1. The first is, an increase in the list of Books of Reference, 
to be furnished to each school. Your Committee submit an 
order referring the proposed increase to the consideration of 
the Committee on Text Books. 

2. The second refers to the relations of the Grammar 
Schools to the three higher schools, and especially to the Eng- 
lish High and the Girls’ High and Normal Schools, and recom- 
mends that the number sent and received into these schools, 
from each of the Grammar Schools, be reported to this Board, 
and published in the Annual Report, as an element by which 
the standing of the several schools may be justly estimated. 

In view of what has now been presented, the Committee 
submit the following resolutions and orders to the considera- 
tion of the Board.

1. Resolved, That this Board recommend to the District 
Committees to classify the Primary Schools in their Districts 
as far and as fast as circumstances will permit. 


2. Resolved, That this Board recommend to the District 
Committees to see that the order passed on the 13th of May, 
1856, is carried out, and seats and desks with Holbrook’s 
slates be introduced, as fast as practicable, into each of the 
Primary Schools under their charge. 


3. Ordered, That the Superintendent of Public Schools be 
directed to prepare a Manual of Primary School Instruction, 
of the kind suggested in his late Quarterly Report, and that 
when prepared and published, he be requested to give explan- 
ations and lectures in connection with it, at such times as he 
may select, and to such numbers of the Primary School 
teachers as can conveniently be assembled for the purpose.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS 


To be observed on the several Street Railroads in the City of 
Boston, where cars are drawn by horses. 


irst.— No car shall be drawn at a greater speed, in the 
city proper, in any street north of Dover street and the Fed- 
eral street bridge, than five miles an hour, nor in any other 
street in the city, at a greater speed than seven miles an hour. 


Second.— While the cars are turning the corners, from one 
street to another, the horses shall not be driven faster than a 
walk. 


Third.— Cars driven in the same direction shall not approach 
each other within a distance of three hundred feet, except in 
case of accident, when it may be necessary to connect two cars 
together, and also, except at stations. 


Fourth.— Cars running in different directions shall not be 
allowed to stop abreast each other, except at stations. 


Fifth—No car shall be allowed to stop on a cross walk, 
nor in front of an intersecting street, except to avoid collisions, 
or to prevent danger to persons in the street. 


Sizxth.— When the conductor of any car is required to stop 
at the intersection of two streets to receive or land passen- 
gers, the car shall be stopped so as to leave the rear platform 
slightly over the farther crossing. 
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Seventh The conductors and drivers of each car shall 
keep a vigilant watch, for all teams, carriages, persons on foot, 
and especially children, either on the track or moving in the 
direction of the track; and on the first appearance of danger 
to such teams, carriages, persons or children, or other obstruc- 
tion, the car shall be stopped in the shortest time and space. 


Exghth.— The conductors shall not allow ladies or children 
to enter or leave the cars while in motion. Other passengers 
may be allowed to enter the cars and depart therefrom, while 
the cars are at a full stop, or nearly stopped. 


Ninth.— Conductors shall announce the names of the squares 
and principal streets as the car reaches them. 


Tenth.— When the tracks are covered with snow, so that 
the rails cannot be used by the running of cars, without remoy- 
ing the snow, the corporations shall not be permitted to 
remove the snow, or cause or allow the same to be done by 
their agents, from one part of the street to another, but shall 
so remove the same as to allow an even surface over the whole 
width of the street; or otherwise they shall employ a sufficient 
number of sleighs to convey the passengers requiring a transit 
over the road, day by day, until cars can be used.

The Committee on Sewers, to whom was referred so much 
of the Mayor’s Address as relates to the defective drainage of 
the territory in the vicinity of Dover street, together with the 
several petitions referring to the same subject, submit the fol- 
lowing 


REPORT. 


They find that a number of reports have been made upon 
the subject of providing a proper system of drainage for the 
southwest part of the city, bordering upon the Back Bay, and 
that a plan of drainage for that section was adopted and 
executed, at a great expense, in the years 1850 and 1851, 
which remedied the evil then complained of. 

In consequence of the building of the Mill Dam, a portion of 
the territory bordering upon the Empty Basin has not been 
graded to a proper height to admit of a natural drainage to 
the sea. 

To abate the nuisance occasioned by the drainage flowing 
into the Empty Basin, it was found necessary to direct it into 
tide water, which was done in accordance with the plan 
adopted for the drainage of that part of the city. 

By this plan a large main sewer was laid in Dover Street, 
and in Tremont Street, from Castle Street to near Roxbury 
line, which intercepted nearly all the drains which then had 
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their termination in the Back Bay. To protect the low lands 
and cellars from imundation, by salt water, it was necessary 
to construct the sewer with self-acting tide gates, which kept 
it out; therefore the sewer only acts for a few hours out of 
the twenty-four, while for the balance of the time it is turned 
into a cesspool, or reservoir, where all the drainage is retain- 
ed until the falling of the tide. 

In consequence of the sewer not being capacious enough to 
contain all the drainage and storm water that may accumulate 
from so large a territory, during the time the gates are closed 
by the tide, and from the drainage of the higher portions of 
the district being directed through those below high water 
level, the water has frequently filled up and innundated the 
basethents of the dwelling houses and low lands in the vicinity 
of Dover Street. 

Having this difficulty in view, a temporary expedient was 
adopted by constructing several waste weirs from the main 
sewer into the empty basin, which were designed to carry off 
the surplus storm water that might accumulate during high 
tide; but these, with one exception, have been closed by the 
building of the streets west of Tremont street. The remaining 
one might be enlarged, and afford relief, until the Back Bay 
lands are improved. As a waste weir into the Back Bay 
would require frequent extensions, in consequence of the build- 
ing of the streets west of Tremont street, and then finally have 
to be abandoned, it is important that such a remedy should be 
now applied as will give permanent relief. 

To remedy the defect above described, the Committee have 
consulted with the City Engineer upon the subject, and pre- 
sent the following plan as the most feasible, and attended with 
the least expense. 

They recommend the construction of a large main sewer, to 
commence at the channel in the South Bay, and to extend 
through Dedham street, to connect with the main sewer now 
laid in Tremont street, thereby diverting all the drainage 
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south of Dedham street, from passing through Dover street. 
The proposed sewer to be about 2,600 feet in length. An es- 
timate of the expense of construction is presented below. 

In preparing it, the work has been divided into three 
sections. 

The estimate for the first section, includes the building of 
the sewer across the South Bay lands, about 1,000 feet. 

From the nature of the ground, it is thought that it will be 
necessary to construct this portion of the sewer of timber, 
and to drive piles the whole of this distance for its support. 
This part is to be six feet square, or with an internal area of 
thirty-six feet. This sewer may be made available for the 
drainage of the South Bay lands. 

_ The second part includes the distance between Harrison 

avenue and Tremont street, about sixteen hundred feet. This 
being in the original ground may be built of brick laid in 
cement, of a circular form, six feet in diameter, or with internal 
area of about twenty-eight feet. The third part includes the 
construction of the gate chamber with the gates and the re- 
quired alterations of the sewer in Harrison avenue at its junc- 
tion with Dedham street.

These estimates have been based upon the cost of similar 
work done within a few years. . 

Frequent complaints are made of nuisances existing in 
buildings and vacant lots, in the district bounded by the 
Worcester Railroad, Tremont, Suffolk, and Dover streets, 
owing to the difficulty of providing suitable drainage from the 
extreme lowness of the land. 

These nuisances will continue to exist, until measures are 
taken to compel parties building thereon to set their build- 
ings at such a height that they may be properly drained, and 
to cause the owners of the vacant lots to fill them up. 


1857.] DRAINAGE IN DOVER STREET. T 


Many of the buildings erected on the lands south of Dover 
street, have been constructed with sub-cellars; and it is appre- 
hended that many of them will eventually have to be aban- 
doned and filled up, owing to the difficulty of keeping them free 
from water when that part of the city becomes more built 
upon. 

The drainage of this part of the city is not such as could 
be desired, but is believed to be the best that could be de- 
vised under the circumstances. 

With the proposed sewer laid through Dedham street, the 
grievance now complained of will be remedied. 

The Committee ask leave to submit the accompanying 
order.

The Committee on the Market, to whom was referred the 
petition of Lyman Belknap and als, with instructions to inquire 
if any modification in the market ordinances are necessary, 
have considered the subject in all its bearings, and find, in the 
judgment of the Committee, that some modification of the 
existing ordinances can be made, with advantage to the con- 
sumer and convenience to the seller. 

It is, perhaps, one of the most difficult tasks of government, 
to regulate the markets of a large city, or the traffic in provi- 
sions, the articles of food indispensable to all classes of citizens, 
in such a manner as to give entire satisfaction to all. It is 
supposed by many that the city government can adopt 
regulations for her market that will prevent forestalling, by 
which is meant a system of concentrating in a few hands, from 
time to time, the largest portion of the product of single 
articles, for the purpose of monopolizing the trade in these 
particular articles of food, and augmenting the price above 
their intrinsic value, had they been permitted to reach the 
consumer through the ordinary and various channels of legiti- 
mate trade. 

The general maxim that supply and demand always regulate 
prices, is no less true than that competition will effect the 
same purpose; but while the one may be controlled by combina- 
tions in the supply, the results to the consumers may be widely 
different in the prices regulated, for real competition admits 
of no combinations of monopolists. That the market may be 
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made as free from these objections as possible, your Committee 
have found it necessary to guard against granting any liberties 
that might be liable to abuse. For instance: it would not be 
good policy, probably, to allow all provision dealers in Boston, 
after supplying their customers in the morning, to take their 
remnants to Faneuil Hall Market for sale; nor would the Board, 
in the judgment of the Committee, sanction an ordinance 
which would allow every grocer and every commission provi- 
sion dealer to occupy the limits of Faneuil Hall Market to the 
exclusion of those who bring to market the products of their 
farms. 

The few alterations which your Committee propose, are 
intended more to open a full and fair competition to sellers, 
under proper restraints, than to attempt to control the matter 
of forestalling in the country beyond our reach. For this 
purpose, the Committee offer the following ordinance, which 
is respectfully submitted.

AN ORDINANCE 


Tn addition to “An Ordinance for the Regulation of Faneuil 


Hall Market.”’ 


Be it ordained, by the Board of Aldermen and Common Council 
of the City of Boston, in City Council assembled, as follows : — 


Section 1. The Superintendent of Faneuil Hall Market 


2 and his deputies shall, under the control of the Board of

said market, to execute and carry into effect all the regu- 
lations, orders and ordinances which may be duly made 
and established, from time to time, by the City Council or 
the Board of Aldermen, for the regulation of the same; 
and to keep open on every market day, after the hour of 
nine o’clock, A. M., the south part of South Market Street, 
through the entire length of said street, to the width of 
twenty-five feet, from the outside limits of the sidewalk, 
on the south side of said street. 

Sect. 2. No person shall, at any time, without permission 
of the Superintendent of the Market, or one of his deputies, 
occupy any stand within the limits of said market, with 
cart, wagon, sleigh, vehicle, carriage, bench, box, barrel, 
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basket, cask, tub, crate, or other vessel, article or thing, 
for the purpose of vending any article within the limits of 
said market. 

Sect. 8. It shall be the duty of the Superintendent of 
the Market or his deputies, to assign stands for waggons, 
carts, sleighs, or other vehicles, boxes, casks, or other 
vessels, to all applicants, within the limits of Faneuil Hall 
Market, outside the market building, who may desire to 
sell or offer for sale, any fresh meats, poultry, or game, 
or perishable articles, the products of the farm, giving 
preference, in all cases, to those who offer the products of 
their own farms; and in case more applications shall be 
made than the limits of Faneuil Hall Market can accommo- 
date, then the said Superintendent or his deputies shall 
assign stands for such excess of carts, wagons, and other 
vehicles, boxes, casks, or other vessels, in any street in the 
city, where, in his judgment, they will cause the least incon- 
venience to the public, and best promote the interests 
of the owners of such carts, wagons, and other vehicles; 
and such persons shall be lable to all the rules and 
regulations of said Faneuil Hall Market ;—Provided, how- 
ever, that no person or firm shall, by themselves or agents, 
be permitted to have or occupy, on the same day, more 
than one such stand, within the limits of said market, nor 
to replenish the stock of said wagon or other vehicle from 
other wagons or other vehicles; but every person occupy- 
ing any such stand shall exhibit to the Superintendent, in 
the morning, all the articles he or she proposes to offer 
for sale during that day; and no persons selling provisions 
on commission, and having another place of business in Bos- 
ton, or who shall be a dealer in provisions in another place 
in Boston, shall be permitted to sell any other provisions 
within the limits of Faneuil Hall Market than fresh meats 
and poultry, and these only at wholesale. 

Sreor. 4. No poultry shall be allowed to be sold or

offered for sale in said market, until the same shall be 
properly dressed, by removing the crops, entrails and 
feathers. 

Sect. 5. No person shall, within the limits of Faneuil 
Hall Market, play at any game, or lie down, or sleep, or 
behave in a disorderly, noisy, or riotous manner; nor shall 
any person, within the limits of said market, smoke, or 
have in his possession any lighted pipe or cigar; nor shall 
any idle or disorderly person, itinerant pedler, or transient 
person making disturbance or noise, be allowed to frequent 
or tarry within the limits of said market, after being for- 
bidden so to do by the Superintendent or his deputy; and 
every person offending against the provisions of this sec- 
tion, shall be liable to the penalties, for each offence, pre- 
scribed in the seventh section of this ordinance. 

Sect. 6. Any person may offer and sell, from house to 
house, in any of the public streets, lanes, alleys, or squares 
in the city, from carts, wagons, or sleighs, any meat, poul- 
try, vegetables, fruit, or other articles of provisions, on all 
days when Faneuil Hall Market is open; subject, however, 
to the ordinances regulating the sale of provisions and 
the throwing of offal into the streets. But no person 
shall allow his cart, wagon, sleigh, or sled to remain in the 
same place more than thirty minutes on the same day. 
No person unless duly authorized by the Board of Alder- 
men, shall place any stall, bench, box, basket, barrel, bench, 
or table, in any of the streets, lanes, alleys, squares, or pub- 
lic places of the city, on which to exhibit any articles of 
meat, poultry, vegetables, or other articles of provisions, 
for sale. 

Sreot. 7. Every person offending against any of the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, shall forfeit and pay a sum not 
less than two dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each 
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4 offence, to be recovered on complaint before the Police 
5 Court of the City of Boston. 

Sect. 8. The third, seventh, fifteenth, and eighteenth 
2 sections of “An Ordinance for the Regulation of Faneuil 
3 Hall Market,” passed Sept. 9, 1852, are hereby repealed.

The Joint Special Committee, to whom was referred the 
order of 12th January last, respecting “the attendance of 
poor and destitute children at our public schools,” having at- 
tended to the subject, 


REPORT, 


That the subject of truancy and juvenile offenders, is one that 
can hardly command too much attention from the city author- 
ities, or the citizens of Boston. The statute of 1850, and the 
subsequent legislation of the Commonwealth in relation to 
truant and vagrant children, was conceived in wisdom and 
practical forecast. It only remains for the city authorities to 
give these statutes an efficient execution to realize their be- 
neficent results. 

To arrest a hardened criminal in his career of depredations 
upon the innocent and unoffending, in his constant transgres- 
sions and violations of law, and place him in a prison cell, is a 
relief, and affords a security to society, so far as he is con- 
cerned, for the future. But to rescue from the streets, and 
the dark and gloomy alleys of a crowded city, the children of 
tender years, just commencing a life of idleness and vagrancy, 
before the mind has conceived of criminal acts, and compell- 
ing their attendance at some school of instruction, unattended 
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by the examples of vice too common even in our public streets, 
where they can receive not only a common education, but the 
essential training in precepts of moral rectitude which are 
necessary to shape the mind of the young for its growth to 
true manhood; is a policy, your Committee believe, paramount 
to all the penal codes upon our statute books. 

That there are great numbers of children of this class, who 
are constantly kept from our schools from the real poverty of 
their parents and their inability to furnish them with shoes and 
clothing, we have abundant evidence, both from observation 
and from the experience of our truant officers. These officers 
are in the constant habit of asking and receiving alms from 

benevolent citizens and charitable associations, of shoes and 
clothing for this class of children; and by this means alone, a 
large number have annually been placed in a position to re- 
ceive the benefit of our public schools, while for the want of 
other means some hundreds are obliged to be neglected. 

By the statute of 1852, chap. 240, it is made the duty of 
every parent of any child between the ages of eight and four- 
teen years, to keep such child at some school at least twelve 
weeks in each and every year, and provides a penalty for 
every neglect. The duty of examining into cases of neglect 
on the part of parents, and of entering complaints against 
truants in the City of Boston, devolves on the truant officers. 
It would seem to your Committee, therefore, that these officers 
should have the certain means from other sources beyond the 
noble charities with which the city abounds, of keeping all the 
indigent children whose parents have not the means of cloth- 
ing them, at school, at least during the term required by the 
statute of the Commonwealth. 

With these views the Committee have instructed me to re- 
port the following order, which is respectfully submitted.

ORDERED: That the Overseers of the Poor be authorized 
to furnish, at their discretion, on application from the proper 
officers, to destitute children between the ages of eight and 
fourteen years, such articles of clothing as may be necessary 
to enable such children to attend school; provided, the same 
shall not exceed the sum of dollars, 
during the present financial year. 


ORDERED: That the several truant officers be required to

COCHITUATE WATER BOARD. 


CocHITUATE WATER rei 
Aug’t 13, 1857 


The order of the City Council, approved July 1, “that the 
whole subject of laying a new main from Brookline Reservoir to 
this city, be referred to the (Cochituate) Water Board, with instruc- 
tions to report to the Council their views and recommendations, 
and also estimates of cost in connection therewith, as they may deem 
expedient and necessary, and to report in print,” has been consid- 
ered by the said Water Board, and they beg leave to submit 
the following Report: 

Before proceeding to discuss the immediate subject of the 
order, it may not be amiss to take a cursory view of the 
original plan of the water works, the expectations then en- 
tertained of their capacity, and trace the history of their 
operation from the time they were completed until the present 
time. In this way the subject matter of the order may be 
approached in an intelligible manner. 

The Boston Water Works were planned by Patrick T. 
Jackson, Nathan Hale and James F. Baldwin, who were ap- 
pointed Commissioners for that purpose, in August, 1844. To 
give the citizens greater confidence in the source whence a 
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supply should be taken, as well as in the mode of its convey- 
ance, the City Council, in the following year, 1845, appointed 
John B. Jervis of New York, and Walter R. Johnson of 
Philadelphia, Commissioners to investigate the whole subject 
of introducing water, and to report thereon. In Nov. 1845, 
these last Commissioners reported favorably upon the source 
selected and the plan proposed by the former named Board. 
The works have since been constructed, in all important re- 
spects, upon the identical plan proposed by Messrs. Jackson, 
Hale and Baldwin, in 1844— the most noticeable deviation 
being the substitution of the present reservoir in Brookline, 
for one projected to be located upon Cory’s Hill, and the 
* extension of the works to Hast and South Boston. 

The anticipations of these Commissioners were that 30 gal- 

lons per day for each inhabitant would be a liberal supply. 
This conclusion was arrived at from the results obtained in 
other cities, especially in London and Philadelphia, where 
water had been liberally furnished and. very generally taken 
for many years. They supposed that the city would contain 
about 175,000 inhabitants in ten years from the completion 
of the works, and of course would need then 5,250,000 gallons 
per day; and in twenty years, the population might be near 
250,000, and the supply required 17,500,000 gallons per day. 
Beyond the period of twenty years, they appear to have in- 
- dulged in no specific expectations. 
- To convey this quantity to a reservoir in the neighborhood 
of the city, they proposed to construct a brick conduit, of an 
egg-shaped oval, 5 feet diameter horizontally, and 6 feet, 4 
inches vertically. It was calculated that this conduit would 
be adequate to the conveyance of 17,500,000 gallons per day, 
the supply required at the end of twenty years, by admitting 
water into it to the depth of 3 feet, 10 inches — leaving, up to 
that period, at least 24 feet clear in the conduit for circulation 
of air. The full capacity of such a conduit was regarded as 
being 10 or 11 millions gallons per day. 
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For the purpose of obtaining a sufficient supply of water 
at the Lake, a dam was erected to retain the water at a 
height of 8 feet above Knight’s flume. The bottom of the 
aqueduct is placed 3 feet, 3 inches below Knight’s flume, and 
of course rises 3 feet, linch above it—or, (which is near 
enough to be kept in mind,) half the height of the conduit is 
below, and half is above, the level of Knight’s flume. When, 
therefore, the water in the conduit should flow at a depth of 
3 ft., 10 in., it would be about 7 inches higher than the level 
of that flume; and when the water should be at the lake 8 feet 
above the level of said flume, it would be 4 feet, 5 inches 
above the level of the current in the conduit, when it would 
be conveying 7,500,000 gallons per day, or at the end of 20 
years. 

It was supposed that the Lake might be made to yield 10 
or 11 millions gallons per day, equal to the capacity of the 
conduit to convey when filled to the top. 

These were the expectations under which, and the plans 
and calculations upon which, the Cochituate Water Works 
were constructed; and were completed in the autumn of 1848 
—nine years ago. 

With nine years’ experience, it is not a little interesting to 
look back and notice the difference between the anticipations 
of the Commissioners and the actual results. 

First, The population of the city has increased very nearly 
in the anticipated ratio,— in 10 years, (1858,) the population 
will approximate 175,000 inhabitants. This population, it 
was expected, would require 54 millions of gallons daily. 
But the fact is far different. The consumption has been far 
beyond all anticipation and calculation. During the first year, 
the account of consumption was imperfectly kept, and is not 
accurately known. But in the second year, it amounted to 
5,837,900 gallons daily, or 287,900 gallons daily more than the 
anticipated demand at the end of 10 years; while in the 8th 
year, (1856,) the average consumption was 12,048,600 gallons 
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daily; or 4,548,600 gallons daily, more than the anticipated 
consumption at end of 20 years. From every present 
indication, it can hardly be otherwise than that the daily con- 
sumption at end of 10 years, (1858,) will be more than double 
the anticipated consumption at end of 20 years. 

Secondly, The anticipations in regard to the supply of the 
Lake, and of the capacity of the conduit to convey, have been 
fully realized. Indeed, if means can be taken to treasure up 
the waters that are gathered in the Lake in the course of the 
year, there is every reason to suppose that nearly or quite 
double the then estimated supply can be obtained. _ 

The annual daily consumption, for the last seven years, (all 
the years when an accurate account has been kept,) has been 
as follows, viz:

It has been evident to this Board from the start, i. e. from 
its organization in 1851, that the enormous excess of con- 
sumption over the estimated demand of the Commissioners 
would in a brief period bring the works to their full capacity 
of operation. Starting with a consumption in excess of that 
calculated to be required at the end of ten years, the most 
serious alarm might well be felt that the time could not be far 
distant when a greater supply and more extensive works would 
be demanded. Believing then, as it has believed ever since, 
that this extravagant consumption was the result of sheer 
carelessness and waste, this Board, in its first Report to the 
City Council, sounded the alarm, and pressed the importance 
of adopting efficient means to detect and prevent the great 
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unquestioned waste. The evil, instead of being abated, has 
greatly and uniformly increased; and this Board has faithfully . 
and earnestly brought the matter to the notice of the city 
government and to the appreciation of the public, in its Annu- 
al Reports and other public notices. But all has hitherto been 
done in vain. The efforts of the Board do not seem to be 
supported by a wholesome and effective public sentiment. 
The waste continues and increases, as will presently be 
shown. 

In view of this continued excess of consumption, this Board 
came to the conclusion last year, that measures for obtaining 
a greater supply should be no longer deferred, and the ques- 
tion, What should be first done? came up. It seemed to the 
Board that the natural order of proceeding would be to begin 
at the Lake, secure a more ample supply there, and then clear 
the obstructions in the way of transmission to Brookline res- 
ervoir; and increase the capacity of conveyance at this end 
of the route, when it should be found necessary. To-carry 
out this plan, this Board recommended that early application 
should be made to the Legislature for authority to raise the 
dam at the outlet of the lake, from 2 to 4 feet. The applica- 
tion was made, but it was not successful. 

Before proceeding further, it may be well to notice an idea, 
more or less prevalent, that because there is water enough in 
the Lake, and millions of gallons are running to waste, there- 
fore all that is required is a new main to Brookline. 

To correct this fallacy, it is only necessary to notice the 
following facts :— Ist. That we have arrived at a point of daily 
consumption considerably exceeding the capacity of the con- 
duit to convey, when used as a channel only. This is estimated 
at 11,000,000 gallons; and in obtaining more, a head is put 
upon the water and the conduit is made to serve as a pipe. 
2d. In consequence, when the water in the Lake falls down to 
the level of the top of the conduit, the conduit ceases to act 
as a pipe, and can convey no more water than will flow in it 
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as a channel, or 11,000,000 gallons. The top of the conduit, 
as has been stated, is 3 feet, 2 inches above the level of 
Knight’s flume; and of course when the water comes down to 
that point, no head can be put upon the conduit, and it can 
only be used asa channel. Though during last year, and this 
year so far, and indeed in several years, the water has not 
been nearly down to this point, owing to heavy falls of rain 
during the summer months, yet such has not always been the 
case, nor can it be expected in future unless the Lake be 
raised. 

By the Report of this Board, of 1854, it appears that the 
water fell to 2 feet, 14 inches above the flume, or 1 foot or 
more below the top of the conduit; and in 1855, it fell to 2 
feet 44 inches above the flume, or about 10 inches below the 
the top of the conduit. So that with any amount of facility 
for bringing water from Brookline to the city, in such years as 
these, no more could be delivered at Brookline, in some peri- 
ods of the year, than could be brought in the conduit filled 
only within a foot or more of the top; all of which could be 
brought to the city by the present pipes. 

And it may be well to say, in this connection, that this 
Board regard the acquisition of an additional supply of wa- 
ter at the Lake as a sine qua non. It does not regard the 
increased capacity of transmitting water to Boston from 
Brookline of great and paramount importance, if the water in 
the Lake is liable, and indeed may reasonably be expected, to 
fall so low that the conduit cannot convey the average supply 
to Brookline. As the lowest point of depression of water in 
the Lake is approached very gradually, and its rise is equally 
gradual, there may be months even, when the water will not 
be high enough to fill the conduit; and consequently the city 
may be deprived of one-fourth or one-third of its required 
consumption at a period of the year when that consumption, if 
not the greatest, may be regarded as the most indispensable. 

But to return to the doings of this Board. Having put in 
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train measures to increase the supply at the Lake, the next 
object of the Board was to provide for its transmission to the 
Brookline Reservoir. The conduit was henceforth to be used 
as a pipe — operating under a greater or less head, according 
to circumstances; and it seemed important that every existing 
impediment to the most free flow of the water should be re- 
moved. The principal, if not the only, obstruction in mind 
existed at the crossing of Charles river, where iron pipes 
were used to convey the water across the valley. These 
pipes were not of sufficient size to convey the required supply 
without loss of head; and it was deemed important to pre- 
vent this loss by inserting another iron pipe of 36 inches di- 
ameter. Accordingly, this Board asked for and obtained an 
appropriation sufficient to effect this object; and it is gratify- 
ing to be able to inform the City Council that the work is now 
very nearly completed. 

With the accomplishment of these objects, viz: the raising 
of the surface of the Lake two or more feet, and the provision 
of means of free conveyance across,Charles river, the Board 
felt sanguine that the surface of the water in the reservoir in 
Brookline might be kept constantly two feet above its present 
average level. With a rise to that extent in the level of that 
reservoir, the present pipes would be able to convey to Boston 
an additional quantity of water, equal to near 6,000,000 gal- 
lons daily. This additional quantity was deemed, under the 
circumstances, to be good reason for deferring the undertaking 
of laying an extra main to Brookline; and hopes were enter- 
tained that it, might be deferred for many years. 

With the accomplishment of these two objects, the Board 
would have been content to try their efficacy before recom- 
mending other measures. But the resolution of the Council, 
referred to it, has of course induced a more thorough exam- 
ination of the subject. This examination, together with the 
apparent settlement of some collateral questions, have had 
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the effect to alter the views of the Board. It may be well, 
however, here to repeat that in all its further discussion and 
recommendation, the acquiring of more water at the Lake, zn 
some manner, is presupposed. It isnot deemed to be too strong 
to say that Ir must BE HAD. And if the Legislature cannot 
be induced to allow the Lake to be raised, the powers of the 
old act are not yet exhausted, and it should be obtained from 
surrounding sources. 

The collateral questions referred to in the preceding para- 
graph are, Ist. A separate supply for Hast Boston ; and 2d. 
A greater economy in the use of the water. 

To those familiar with the history of the Water Works, 
it is well known that the supply of Hast Boston by these 
works was not originally contemplated, and did not enter 
into the plan,—that it was an after-thought and an ap- 
pendage, which the Commissioners having the work in charge, 
or at least some of them, were reluctant to have executed. 
The difficulty and hazard of conveying the pipes under two 
very long bridges and across three deep channels, were fully 
appreciated ; and there has prevailed a feeling or expectation 
that the time would come when it would be advisable to sup- 
ply that portion of the City from another source. This mat- 
ter was alluded to in the last Report of this Board ; and pro- 
vision for surveys for another source were made in the Appro- 
priation Bill. Matters have, however, been too pressing to 
allow of thorough survey for this purpose, but some attention 
has been bestowed upon it. 

From the perusal of former Reports made upon the sub- 
ject, it appears that all the sources lying in that direction 
have received due examination, and that only two are deemed 
to be worthy of notice, viz., Spot Pond and Mystic Pond. The 
former, once much in public favor as the source for the whole 
City, is now regarded as an unreliable source to supply the 
prospective wants of a single ward. Indeed the most reli- 
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able estimates of its yield (1,600,000 gallons daily) scarcely 
comes up to the present consumption of that ward; and no 
contingent circumstances are known that can afford sufficient 
reason for selecting it to supply the future demand. 

It seems, therefore, as if Mystic Pond were the only source 
worthy of attention as a source for a separate supply to Hast 
Boston. There seems to be no reason to doubt but that this 
Pond would yield an ample supply of good water. Indeed 
some of the Commissioners who haye reported upon the sub- 
ject heretofore, regarded the capacity of this Pond as quite 
equal to that of Lake Cochituate. But it lies very low — 
even with the marsh; and of course pumping would have to be 
resorted to to elevate the water so as to pass it into the re- 
servoir of Hast Boston. The City Engineer and the Presi- 
dent of this Board went over the grounds and made a cursory 
survey of the Pond and intermediate region. From the best 
judgment they could form, it was thought that the distance 
through which the pipe must be laid would be over T miles, 
say 37,000 feet; that a suitable pipe and laying could not be 
estimated at less than $10 per foot; that here would be an 
investment of $370,000, exclusive of all outlay for purchase 
of the Pond, for settlement of damages, for construction of en- 
gines, stand pipe, &c. It was at once obvious that nearly or 
quite as great expenditure must be made in getting ready to 
supply East Boston from this Pond, as was required to lay a 
new main pipe to Brookline; and when this preparation was 
completed the principal burden of the enterprise, viz., the ex- 
pense of pumping, would be just commenced. 

These surveys and estimates are of course not put forth as 
accurate and reliable; but they bear such an aspect as to 
afford no encouragement to proceed farther in that direction. 
It seems to this Board better policy to continue to supply 
East Boston, as she is now supplied, giving her a share of 
such a quantity as can be obtained and imparted to her by 
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the proposed increase of the works, than it would be to en- 
deavor to obtain for her a separate supply from Mystic Pond. 
That Pond will continue to be where it is now; and it may 
be resorted to a century hence as well as now, if it should 
then be found that the necessity of the City proper requires 
the excision from participation in the common stock, of the 
Island Ward. 

The Board had entertained hopes that after the experience 
of the last two severe winters, and the realization of the in- 
ordinate waste of water by the citizens, a new era would be 
inaugurated, that a wholesome public sentiment might grow 
up, or that some legal steps might be taken which would lead 
to a visible diminution of use and waste. The Board pressed 
these points upon public consideration, in its last Report, 
quite as far as its sense of propriety would allow; but it has 
been in vain. As has been stated, the annual daily consump- 
tion in 1856, was 12,048,000 gallons. Since the commence- 
ment of this year and during the first half of the year, the 
consumption has been as follows, viz. :

This gives an average consumption of 13,430,000 gallons 
per day; and as, in general, consumption of the last half of the 
year has been greater than of the first, it will not be safe to 
calculate upon a consumption for the whole year at much less 
than 14,000,000 daily. While the consumption of the first 
six months of this year has increased nearly 11 per cent. over 
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that of the last, the water takers have increased but 631, 
or about 3 per cent.—-being, on the Ist of July, 21,437. So 
that this Board can see nothing ahead but what it has seen 
in years back, viz., a vastly greater increase in use and waste 
than in water takers or in inhabitants. 

It is found, then, that extravagant as has been the con- 
sumption of water in previous years, it is still greatly on the 
increase, with no prospect of diminution in the future. To 
meet these circumstances one of two things, it seems, must 
be done; either the supply must be increased, as is proposed 
to be done by a new main from Brookline, or the increase 
of consumption must be diminished or checked. There is 
one way, and only one, that is obvious, by which consump- 
tion can be diminished, viz., by the introduction and gen- 
eral use of meters. 

If every water taker should be obliged to receive and pay 
for the water by measure, there can be no question that the 
consumption would be immensely diminished. So also would 
be the receipts. The question with most takers would not be, 
How much water can I use with convenience and comfort ? but, 
How little can I get along with? There is an apparent fair- 
ness in this mode of distributing water, that rather commends 
itself to the idea of strict justice; and so far as individuals 
are concerned, perhaps but little could be said against it. But 
the Water Works were not undertaken and constructed for 
the benefit of individuals only. ‘The public, the masses col- 
lectively, have an interest in them, perhaps equal if not par- 
amount to that of individuals. Though the individual citizen 
may get along with the consumption of a few gallons of water 
daily, it is for the interest, the health and comfort of his 
neighbors that he should use it freely. LHvery inhabitant of 
the city, besides the interest he has in the matter of consump- 
tion on his own premises, has also a direct interest in the 
consumption of his neighbors, and indirectly in that on the pre- 
mises of every other citizen. It is not only the concern of 
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every one that his own sinks, gutters, drains and yard should 
be kept clean and sweet, but he is interested, more or less 
directly, that those of every other person should be kept so 
too. 

Such considerations as these would seem to be decisive 
against a system which would induce the distribution of water 
by measure — certainly for the present. 

But there is another use of meters which would not be 
liable to the full force of the preceding objections, viz., to 
allow each tenant a specified quantity of water daily, and 
charge extra for the excess. To this principle it is not obvi- 
ous that serious objection could be made. It would doubtless 
operate as a continual check to free use of water, in the fear 
that the prescribed quantity would be exceeded, and that an 
extra bill would be incurred. Should such state of feeling 
prevail to a great extent, it might and doubtless would lead 
to the consumption of a less quantity, in the aggregate, than 
the public good would require. 

The great objection, however, to the universal use of the 
meter, (and it must be universal to attain the object), is the 
expense that would attend its introduction. From twenty 
to twenty-five thousand would have to be provided. No 
meter is known that could probably be supplied at a less cost 
than $10 each. It is extremely doubtful whether any could 
be furnished at that price. There is also difficulty in finding 
a reliable instrument at any price. There are some meters 
of recent invention that promise well, but the test of con- 
tinued experience has not yet been applied to them. What 
may be their final value and reliability is not known, and 
cannot be foretold. It does not seem to be an unreasonable 
estimate that the first cost of supplying and setting meters 
on the plan proposed, would exceed $300,000, — indeed no 
facts are known to this Board that would justify an esti- 
mate so low. After the meters shall be in operation, they 
are to be watched, the consumption noted, bills for extra con- 
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- sumption are to be made out and collected; and above all, 
the meters are to be repaired and kept in working order. 
What additional force it may be necessary for this depart- 
ment to employ to discharge all these duties, the City Coun- 
cil can estimate as readily as this Board; for it is not known 
that there is any experience anywhere that can be taken as a 
guide. But certainly there is the gravest reason to apprehend 
that the expense of introducing and keeping in operation such 
a system would exceed that of bringing in the new main from 
Brookline. This Board cannot, therefore, recommend the 
adoption of such a system until the resort to it becomes 
dernier. 

It is not meant, by these remarks, to reject the use of meters 
in all cases. On the contrary, it is very desirable to have 
them for use in cases of large consumption. About 45 are 
now in use, and more might be used to advantage. 

Since, then, the consumption of water continues to be, as it 
has always been, on the increase, and there does not appear 
to this Board a practicable mode of checking or reducing it, 
the only scheme remaining to be adopted seems to be the one 
suggested by the order of the City Council, viz., the layiug a 
new main from Brookline to the city. And this Board recom- 
mend that that measure be adopted. 

Besides the furnishing of a greater supply of water to the 
city, there is an additional reason for laying the new main, 
which has had considerable weight with this Board in comme 
to their present conclusion. When the works were construct- 
ed, one of the mains (50-inch) went directly to the reservoir 
on Beacon Hill, while the other passed down Washington 
street and continued on low land to Warren Bridge on the 
way to East Boston. But the two pipes were connected, and 
a free passage from one pipe to the other was maintained. 
As, however, the consumption increased, it was found neces- 
sary, as early as 1855, to cut off the constant connection 
between the mains, and limit one pipe to discharging into the 
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high reservoir. This, of course, made two distinct services, 
one embracing the high parts of the city, and the region west 
of Chardon street, and the other embracing all the rest of 
the city proper, and South and Hast Boston. Though this 
disconnection of the large pipes was essential to keep up an 
adequate supply for the high service, yet it could not be main- 
tained for any considerable time, without the most serious 
effects being felt in the reservoirs at South and Kast Boston, 
which were at once drained to supply the low service. For 
the purpose, therefore, of equalizing, in some degree, the sup- 
ply to the different parts of the city, it has been necessary to 
keep continually opening and shutting the gates by which the 
water was let on or shut off from the high services. Indeed, 
to keep the water in the several reservoirs at a proper height 
to supply the high services and have a proper supply in each 
for fires, it has required about as much watchfulness and tact 
to manage the connecting gates and stop-cocks, as a Chinaman 
exhibits in keeping three balls in the air with one hand at the 
same time. 

Such being the duty imposed upon these pipes severally, it is 
plain to see that should a breach in either take place, incalcu- 
lable suffering must be endured. If the pipes be then discon- 
nected, and delivery be limited to the Beacon Hill reservoir, the 
other service would receive nothing; and if all the connections 
were open, the high services near all the reservoirs would re- 
- geive nothing — and how far, indeed, the low services could be 
supplied under such circumstances, cannot be foretold. 

Nor is apprehension of danger from this cause mere fancy. 
The pipes over parts of the Tremont road were laid over 
or under the marshes, and not supported by piles. Since their 
construction, the street has been raised twice or more,— so 
that now their top is 12 to 14 feet below the surface, imposing 
an immense weight upon them. Those best acquainted with 
the circumstances, do not hesitate to express great fear that 
breaches may there occur. If one should occur, the great 
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depth which would have to be dug through to reach the spot, 
and the large quantity of earth that would have to be removed, 
and other causes incident to such an excavation, where few 
hands would have room to work, to say nothing of the time 
that might be spent in finding the precise point where to go to 
work, would probably occasion an interruption in the supply 
for a whole week, certainly for 4 or 5 days. 

With such danger impending over the city, is it becoming 
and proper that a safeguard should be longer deferred? Tak- 
ing it for granted that the insertion of the new main is but a 
question of time, is it not, in view of this possible and perhaps 
probable calamity, the part of wisdom to anticipate the time, 
and err, if error there be, on the safe side. 

It is believed that contracts, especially for the iron, can be 
made now more favorably than, it is feared, will be practicable 
hereafter. For several years past the price of iron pipes has

For the pipes to cross Charles river this year, the city pays 
but $51 per gross ton. 

It is also worthy of consideration, that this work is a large 
job, and with a strong force will occupy a long period of time, 
as some of it will be difficult and can be done but slowly. 
Probably two years will be required for its substantial and 
economical construction, perhaps more. 

It may not be amiss to add here what was intended to be 
inserted in its proper connection, but escaped recollection at 
the moment, that the location and situation of the conduit in 
general adapts it remarkably well to the use of a pipe. 

It is estimated that for two-thirds of the way, and pro- 
bably more, the top of the conduit does not rise above the 
level of the natural soil, and is covered all that way with earth, 


p 
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now perfectly solid, to a depth varying from 4 to 16 feet. It 
seems as if there could be no danger of breach in working 
these parts under any necessary pressure. For a consider- 
able additional portion of the way the conduit lies partly 
under and partly above the natural soil, while there are but 
about three-fourths of one mile,where it rises entirely out of and 
above said soil. Some parts of this way, especially where the 
conduit passes on the side slopes of hills, there can be no doubt 
that additional embankments should be provided. But with 
a moderate outlay for such additional covering, where needed, 
itis deemed that the conduit can be used with perfect safety 
under any head that will be necessary. .Incold weather, when 
the trial will be most severe, great additional strength will 
usually be given by the earth being frozen. 

Should the City Council decide to proceed with the under- 
taking, the Board is of opinion, at present, that the best route 
for the pipe will be over the Brookline road, on the way to 
the Mill Dam, till the intersection of the newly-projected 
street shall be reached — thence in the way of said street to 
the foot of the Common. Considerations may, however, come 
up to change. their views in this respect. 

The estimates of the Engineer are subjoined. The Board — 
recommend the passage of the annexed Resolve.

ORDERED: That the Report of the Committee on Salaries, 
upon the order to pay Mrs. Rachel C. Mather, for the ex- 
penses incurred by her for a substitute during her sickness, 
together with the opinion of the City Solicitor, of February

The Committee on Salaries, to whom was referred the 
order providing for the payment of the expenses incurred by

REPORT. 


This case, like the one upon which your Committee have 
already given a somewhat lengthy report, is one wherein it is 
proposed to continue the salary of the teacher in full, during 
her sickness —part of which she has paid to her substitute— 
or, in other words, to pay the salary of the substitute. There 
is no distinction of principle between this case, and the one 
upon which we have already reported; but, as a subject for 
sympathy, which appears to have had a large influence in de-

termining the action of the Board upon the application of Miss 
Chaffee, this case of Mrs. Mather’s makes much the stronger 
appeal. Mrs. Mather was for some years a teacher in one of 
our Primary Schools; she was afterwards married to a gentle- 
man of high social position in a neighboring city, by whose 
death she was left with one child, and subsequently became an 
applicant for the position of teacher in our Public Schools. 
She was appointed an assistant in the Bigelow School in 1854, 
and has been, in that position, eminently successful as a 
teacher; and, as an able writer upon the general subject of 
education, her name is familiar to all interested in it through- 
out the State. It is but justice to her to state, that this 
order was introduced by the Bigelow District Committee, in 
Opposition to her. wishes, they having considered her case 
equally as deserving of the liberality of the Board, as the one 
upon which it had previously acted, and that she had every 
claim which sympathy for misfortune, or respect for intellect- 
ual abilities, could command. 

The action of the Board, since our last Report, in adopting 
the order then under consideration, and thereby passing judg- 
ment upon the general subjects therein at issue, adverse to the 
Opinions expressed by your Committee, and as we view it, to 
the opinion of the City Solicitor, have placed your Committee 
in an unpleasant and very unsatisfactory position. While we 
_are unwilling even to appear obstinate and persistent in an un- 
tenable or questionable position, we are still more reluctant 
to yield what we consider to be sound opinions, without they 
are shown not to be such, and especially so as after a careful 
and candid consideration of the opinion given by the legal ad- 
viser of the Board, we find our views, as we believe, unequivo- 
cally and fully endorsed by him. 

Opinions being valuable only so far as they are founded 
upon sound premises, and supported by correct deductions and 
valid reasoning, it is to be regretted that the Solicitor did not 
favor the Board with the grounds of his opinion more at length ; 
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so that in adopting or rejecting it, we might act understand- 
ingly, and be able to give some reason for our action besides 
the mere opinion of the City Solicitor, however valuable, from 
the high reputation of that officer, that opinion might be. This 
deficiency is to be the more regretted, as, were it otherwise, 
the opinion would have been more satisfactory in giving to the 
Board the full ground of action, and would have prevented 
what we believe to have been a misunderstanding upon the 
part of many members, in relation to what that opinion actu- 
ally was. As it appears to us, the powers and duties of this 
Board are very much the same as those of the agent of any 
corporation, empowered to procure and contract with those 
who enter its employ. A certain kind of work is to be done; 
and as those only are to be employed to perform it who pos- 
sess certain acquirements, it is the duty of the agent to exam- 
ine those who present themselyes for employment, and see if 
they have the necessary qualifications, and, if so, to furnish 
them with a certificate to that effect; this certificate, and this 
only, authorizing them to enter the service of, and draw pay 
from, the corporation. This agent has no right to dispense 
charity, or to settle claims, as a separate Board is provided, 
whose special duty it is to relieve those who are poor and in 
distress, and a Committee on Claims, to whom may be pre- 
sented all applications for redress of wrongs suffered from the 
carelessness of the corporation or its agents. Although it is 
the duty of this Board, as an agent, to confine itself strictly to 
employing and contracting with those who are to perform the 
particular labors of instruction; still, if the labor performed 
is disproportioned to the salary paid, it is evidently part of 
their duty to increase the pay or diminish the amount of labor, 
or when more than a just amount has been already performed, 
to see that the employee is fairly remunerated. But, if no 
more than the just amount of labor has been performed, the 
agent cannot, without defrauding the corporation, pay for ex- 
tra service when none has been rendered. Nor do we con- 
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ceive that the agent has the right to pay twice for the same 
service, because the regular employee has met with misfortune, 
and the labor of two persons, by an agreement between them- 
selves, has been devoted to accomplishing what belongs to one 
to perform. We believe that this case of Mrs. Mather’s is 
not one wherein it is claimed that labor beyond that originally 
agreed upon has been performed by her. ‘Therefore it is not 
one of those named in the opinion of the City Solicitor, in 
which, “the Committee are undoubtedly at liberty to relieve 
the hardship, by adding to the stipulated salary of the 
teacher ;”’ but it appears strictly to be one of those of which 
he says, “but if the teacher has met with accident, or misfor- 
tune, which appeals to the sympathy and liberality of the hu- 
mane and benevolent, such appeal cannot be responded to by 
the Committee.” Sickness is strictly a misfortune; it is some- 
thing entirely beyond the control of this Board, something for 
which, consequently, it cannot be held responsible. Affecting 
as it does the employee outside and beyond any influence of 
the Committee, it is a misfortune to him, to his school, and to 
this Board, and the most the Board can do, having paid all 
that it has authority for paying, that is, for the amount of ser- 
vice rendered, is to allow the teacher to employ a substitute 
at less than the regular salary, or to make such other arrange- 
ment as will not too far compromise the welfare of the school. 
Individuals in other professions are subject to the same mis- 
- fortune, and obliged in case of sickness to employ a suitably 
qualified person to meet their calls and engagements for them ; 
and we see in the profession of a teacher, nothing which should 
distinguish it, in this respect, from any other. The line of dis- 
tinction which the Solicitor appears to draw upon this point, 
is this: The Committee are trustees, administering funds 
strictly for the purposes of the trust; they can contract for 
services, and pay for them a stipulated sum; if more than the 
service agreed upon is rendered, they may increase the remun- 
eration; but in no case can they pay more than the stipulated 
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sum for the service agreed upon, or pay twice for the same 
Service ; justice and not sympathy, being the only ground upon 
which the Board can appropriate money. 

The portion of the Solicitor’s opinion which appears to have 
misled many members of the Board, is that wherein he says: 
“Whether the salary of the teacher should be suspended or 
applied to the payment of a substitute during temporary sick- 
ness or inability to discharge his duties, is a question not of 
law, but of fact and propriety, to be determined by the judg- 
ment and discretion of the Committee. It is undoubtedly 
competent for the Committee to determine whether there 
shall be such a suspension, under such circumstances, in the 
case of the teachers of the Public Schools.” Here are two 
separate powers which, in the opinion of the Solicitor, the 
Board has the right to exercise. First, To suspend the salary 
of the teacher during temporary sickness or inability. This 
right the Board has never, we believe, resorted to, as the sal- 
ary in such cases always continues and is paid to the teacher. 
The second power is, to apply the salary, under similar circum- 
stances, to the payment of a substitute. This power the 
Board has exercised, so far as to say what portion of the sal- 
ary of the teacher shall be paid to the substitute, though not 
in full, as the teacher is still allowed to retain a part of his 
salary. But even though the Board should exercise the right 
to suspend the salary of the teacher, and with it to employ 
another teacher, or to apply it, in whole or in part, to paying a 
substitute, or to continue the salary of the teacher, and oblige 
him to pay the substitute, which is the present arrangement, this 
is all, according to this opinion, which the Board has the right 
to do. Nowhere, even by implication, does it say, that the 
Board has the right to pay the teacher and the substitute be- 
sides, or to pay the teacher twice for the same service, as is 
proposed by the order under consideration. It certainly can- 
not be claimed that the right to pay the salary of a substitute, 
in addition to that of the teacher, in case of temporary sick- 
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ness, can be deduced from the right to suspend the salary of 
the teacher; nor that it springs from, or is connected with, 
the right to apply the salary of the teacher to the payment of 
the substitute ; and yet these comprise, according to the Solici- 
tor’s opinion, all the right of discretionary judgment which 
the Board can exercise in such cases. 

This view is further strengthened, by applying to the case 
now before the Board, the questions which, as they are an- 
swered in the negative or the affirmative, must, in the opinion 
of the Solicitor, determine our action upon any given case of 
this character. “Is the allowance proposed an act of simple 
justice.’ No! it is an act of benevolence. Is it “an equiv- 
alent due to the teacher for services rendered to the City, or 
sacrifices made in its behalf?’ No! for the Board has al- 
ready paid for those services and sacrifices. On the other 
hand, is not this allowance called for “by a desire to relieve 
the teacher, in whole or in part, from some misfortune for 
which the City is not and ought not to be responsible ?”’ 
Most certainly it is. Your Committee cannot see how these 
inquiries, applied to the case under consideration, can produce 
any different answers from those which we have given; and 
being by a careful reconsideration of the whole subject, 
strengthened in our previous opinions, having also what we 
consider to be a full endorsement of our views by the legal 
adviser of the Board, we cannot without a degree of tergiver- 
sation which we could not palliate or excuse, report other- 
wise than adversely upon the order now before the Board. 
We therefore unanimously recommend that the accompanying 
order be not adopted.

CITY SOLICITOR’S OPINION. 


City SoLicitor’s ee 
Boston, Feb. 3, 1857. 


Sir:—TI have had under consideration the subject matter 
of the order of the School Committee of the 6th of January, 
by which my opinion is requested as to the legal right and 
power of the Committee to grant to any teacher in the em- 
ployment of the City, an allowance for the expenses of a sub- 
stitute in case of illness of the teacher, in any case. 

The question proposed to me does not admit of an unqual- 
ified answer, either in the affirmative or the negative. There 
are cases, undoubtedly, in which the Committee would be jus- 
tified in making an allowance to a teacher, of a sum beyond 
the stipulated salary; and other cases in which an allowance 
would not be justified. I will, therefore, indicate the principles 
by which I think the Committee should be governed in this 
respect. 

The powers and duties of the Committee are in the nature 
of those of a trustee. They have ends to be accomplished, 
not for their own benefit, but for the benefit of others; and 
the means by which those ends are to be accomplished, belong 
not to the Committee, but to the public. The Committee are 
thus a middle party, using and administering the funds com- 
mitted to their charge, strictly for purposes of the trust, and 
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for no other purpose. They are not bound to be unjustly se- 
vere on the one hand, and may not do acts of generosity on 
the other. They may be just, but they may not give gratul- 
ties. 

If the Committee having contracted with a teacher for his 
services for a stipulated sum, should afterwards become satis- 
fied that the contract was unequal and onerous upon the 
teacher, they are undoubtedly at liberty to relieve the hard- 
ship, by adding to the stipulated salary of the teacher; but if 
the teacher has met with accident or misfortune which appeals 
to the sympathy and liberality of the humane and benevolent, 
such appeal cannot be responded to by the Committee. 

Whether the salary of the teacher should be suspended, or 

applied to the payment of a substitute, during temporary 
sickness, or inability to discharge his duties, is a question not 
of law but of fact and propriety, to be determined by the 
judement and discretion of the Committee. In some depart- 
ments of government—municipal, state, and national—I believe 
it is not usual to suspend the salary of the officers and em- 
ployees, in case of sickness or other temporary inability; in 
others it is usual. It is undoubtedly competent for the Com- 
mittee to determine whether there shall be such a suspen- 
sion, under such circumstances, in the case of teachers of the 
Public Schools. 
_ From these principles it will be readily seen that, in my 
judgment, each case contemplated by the order under consid- 
eration must be determined upon its own merits; that when 
an allowance is proposed, the question to be answered is—is 
the allowance proposed an act of simple justice, to be made as 
an equivalent due to the teacher for services rendered to the 
City, or sacrifices made in its behalf; or is it not called for by 
these considerations, but by a desire to relieve the teacher, 
in whole or in part, from some misfortune, for which the City 
is not and ought not to be responsible ? 
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As this question shall be answered, in the affirmative or 
negative, by the Committee themselves—for they are the 
judges in the case—so should they grant or withhold the 
proposed allowance.

Concerning the Broadway Railroad Company. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in 
General Court assembled, and by the authority of the same, as 
follows,— 


Section 1. The mayor and aldermen of the City of Bos- 
ton are hereby authorized to extend the location of the tracks 
of the Broadway Railroad Company, upon and over such 
streets within said city as may be determined by them, with 
the assent, in writing, of said Company: and the Broadway 
Railroad Company are hereby authorized to construct, main- 
tain and use such tracks as may be located as above, with 
the same powers and privileges, and subject to the same du- 
ties, liabilities and restrictions, in relation thereto, as if they 
had been authorized to be located by the act by which said 
Company was incorporated: and the said Company shall 
have the right to use and run over, with their cars and 
horses, the tracks now laid, or which may hereafter be 
laid by the Dorchester Avenue Railroad Company, within the 
City of Boston, excepting that part of the track of the Dor- 
chester Avenue Railroad Company now laid south of Fourth 
strect; paying to the Dorchester Avenue Railroad Company 
a reasonable amount for the use thereof, such amount, in case 
of dispute, to be ascertained and determined, from time to 
time, by Commissioners appointed by the Supreme Judicial 
Court. 
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Sect. 2. And for the purposes of conveying passengers 
to and from South Boston, the Broadway Railroad Company 
may connect with the road of any other Company besides 
the Dorchester Avenue Railroad Company, with which the 
Board of Aldermen of the City of Boston may authorize it 
to connect. And in case any such connection shall be made, 
and the Broadway Railroad Company shall be unable to 
agree with the Company owning the road connected with, as 
to the mode of connection, and the manner, time and extent 
of use of the last named road by the Broadway Railroad 
Company, and the compensation to be paid by the Broadway 
Railroad Company for such use, then the Supreme Judicial 
Court, upon the petition of either party and upon notice to the 
other party, shall appoint three Commissioners, who shall, 
upon due notice to the parties interested, proceed and deter- 
mine all matters relating to such connection and use, and the 
compensation to be paid therefor, not agreed upon by said 
corporations; and in regulating such connection and use, the 
Commissioners shall have reference to the interests of said 
corporations and of the public accommodated by said roads: 
and the award of said commissioners, or a major part of 
them, shall be binding upon the respective corporations inter- 
ested therein, until the same shall have been revised or al- 
tered by Commissioners, to be appointed by the said Court, 
upon application and in manner aforesaid; but no such revi- 
sion or alteration shall be made by any Commissioners to be 
appointed as aforesaid, within one year after such decision 
and award shall have been made, unless said court shall be 
of opinion that such a revision may be sooner required or 
advisable. 

Sect. 3. The compensation of said commissioners for 
their services and expenses shall be paid by the respective 
corporations interested therein, in equal proportions. 

Seot. 4. The said Broadway Railroad Company shall 
have the right, with the consent of three-quarters of the 
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stockholders in number and value, at all times to purchase of 
or to sell to any other company, chartered for a similar pur- 
pose, all or any part of the tracks which may be hereafter 
laid by it or any other such company, under the provisions of 
their charters; and such purchase or sale shall transfer all 
the corporate rights and rights of location, which may per- 
tain to the tracks so purchased or sold. 

Sect. 5. This act shall be void, unless the same shall be 
accepted by the City Council of Boston, within one year from 
_the passage thereof. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage. !
